TOWN  CLERK’S  REPORT 


The  following  represents  a  summary  of  some  of  the  significant 
events  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  facet  of  this  department  during  1987. 


Licenses  and  permits  issued: 

The  issuance  of  various  licenses  and  permits  through  this  office 
resulted  in  a  collection  of  $48,541  in  fees  to  be  used  to  offset  the  tax  levy 
in  FY  1987. 


Elections: 

During  1987  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  presided  over  one  election:  the 
April  Town  Election.  Complete  results  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 


Census  and  Voter  Registration: 

The  results  of  the  January  1987  census  conducted  by  this  office 
revealed  that  there  were  29,401  residents  in  Norwood.  The  number  of 
registered  voters  in  Norwood  in  1987  totaled  15,344.  The  following 
analysis  of  the  population  and  number  of  registered  voters  in  Norwood 
in  the  last  five  years  reveals  a  continued  condition  of  stability,  with 
negligible  growth  or  decline  patterns  noted.

The  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked 
“Official  Ballots  September  16,  1986”  and  their  receipts  thereof. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrats  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
package  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the 
entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such 
ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting 
list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting, 
examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The 
registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the 
close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  twenty 
seven  hundred  and  seventeen  (2717)  votes  were  cast  in  the  Democratic 
Party  and  three  hundred  and  thirty  five  (335)  votes  were  cast  in  the 
Republican  Party. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the 
entrances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the 
total  number  of  names  so  checked  equalled  the  same  as  above,  thirty 
hundred  and  fifty  two  (3052).

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The  proposed  law  would  require  DEQE  to  provide  public  notice  and 
encourage  public  participation.  Within  30  days  after  completing  a  site 
investigation,  DEQE  would  have  to  inform  the  public  through  local 
newspspers  of  the  results  of  that  investigation  and  of  the  rights  of  local 
citizens  under  the  state  law.  If  ten  citizens  of  a  town  potentially  affected 
by  a  site  submit  a  request,  DEQE  would  be  required  to  develop  a  plan  for 
involving  the  public  in  its  cleanup  decisions  and  present  that  plan  at  a 
public  meeting.

SUMMARY 

The  law  requires  all  drivers  and  passengers  to  wear  properly 
adjusted  and  fastened  safety  belts  while  traveling  in  motor  vehicles  on 
public  ways.  It  does  not  apply  to:  children  under  five  years  old  who  are 
required  by  another  law  to  wear  safety  belts  or  be  restrained  in  safety  car 
seats;  passengers  in  vehicles  where  all  safety  belts  are  being  used  by 
others;  passengers  in  buses;  persons  riding  in  vehicles  built  before  July  1, 
1966,  or  in  which  safety  belts  were  not  installed  as  original  equipment;  or 
persons  who  are  certified  by  a  physician  to  by  physically  unable  to  use 
safety  belts.  The  law  also  does  not  apply  to  police  officers,  rural  mail 
carriers,  or  drivers  or  passengers  of  other  vehicles  that  stop  frequently 
and  travel  at  speeds  not  exceeding  15  miles  per  hour  between  stops. 

Drivers  or  passengers  sixteen  years  or  older  who  do  not  wear  safety 
belts  are  subject  to  a  $15.00  fine.  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  is  also  subject  to 
a  $15.00  fine  for  each  passenger  under  sixteen  who  does  not  wear  a  safety 
belt.  This  law,  however,  can  be  enforced  only  if  the  driver  is  stopped  for 
a  violation  of  another  motor  vehicle  law.  Safety  belt  violations  will  not 
result  in  surcharges  on  motor  vehicle  insurance  premiums.  The  law  also 
requires  that  when  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  sets  motor  vehicle 
insurance  rates,  the  rates  must  reflect  any  savings  attributable  to 
increased  use  of  safety  belts. 

The  law  also  requires  that  all  motor  vehicles  manufactured  after 
September  1,  1989,  that  are  sold  or  registered  in  Massachusetts  be 
equipped  with  crash  protection  devices,  as  specified  by  federal 
regulations.  Any  manufacturer  who  sells  or  delivers  motor  vehicles  that 
are  not  equipped  with  such  safety  devices  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $100  for  each  sale  or  delivery.  This  law  is  not  intended  to 
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eliminate  the  federal  requirements  for  oassive  crash  protection  devices  in 
motor  vehicles. 

The  law  also  provides  that  a  non-binding  question,  unlike  this  binding 
referendum,  shall  be  placed  on  the  1986  general  election  ballot  asking 
whether  the  voters  approve  of  the  law.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  provide  a  system  of  voter  registration  by 
mail  applicable  to  all  qualified  voters  and  would  eliminate  statutory 
provisions  permitting  certain  persons  to  vote  only  for  presidential 
electors. 

Under  this  proposed  law,  the  State  Secretary  would  be  required  to 
prepare  blank  forms  for  affidavits  or  registration.  The  Secretary  and 
local  boards  of  registrars  would  be  required  to  make  such  forms 
available  to  any  person  eligible  to  vote  in  whatever  quantity  the  person 
requests  and  to  transmit  such  forms,  upon  written  request,  to  any  person 
claiming  to  be  qualified  to  vote.  Registrars  would  also  be  required  to 
make  these  forms  available  at  all  post  offices  and  at  other  places  within 
their  municipalities.  The  Secretary  would  be  required  to  establish  a 
reasonable  fee  for  providing  more  than  50  forms  and  to  prepare 
instructions  to  accompany  the  forms. 

A  person  seeking  to  register  to  vote  would  be  required  to  complete 
the  affidavit  of  registration  and  sign  it  under  oath  in  the  presence  of  a 
witness  who  is  at  least  eighteen  years  old.  The  witness  would  be  required 
to  certify  that  the  affidavit  was  signed  in  his  presence  and  to  date  the 
affidavit. 

A  completed  affidavit  of  registration  could  be  either  delivered  or 
mailed  to  the  appropriate  registrar’s  office.  If,  from  the  facts  set  forth  in 
the  affidavit,  it  appears  that  the  person  is  qualified  to  vote,  the  registrars 
would  be  required  to  add  the  person’s  name  to  the  list  of  registered  voters 
and  to  so  notify  the  person  by  first-class,  non-forwardable  mail,  unless 
the  person’s  name  already  appears  on  the  local  list  of  residents  at  the 
same  address.  The  cost  of  mailing  such  notices  would  be  assumed  by  the 
Commonwealth,  subject  to  appropriation.  If  in  any  year  the  General 
Court  fails  to  appropriate  funds  for  that  purpose,  such  notices  would  not 
have  to  be  sent.  If  such  a  notice  is  returned  undelivered,  the  city  or  town 
clerk  would  be  required  to  instruct  election  officials  to  challenge  the 
person’s  right  to  vote  at  the  next  election  in  which  he  attempts  to  vote.

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
package  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the 
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entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such 
ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting 
list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting, 
examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The 
registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the 
close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvas  of  the  ballots  showed  that  ninety  five 
hundred  and  twenty  six  (9526)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the 
entrances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the 
total  number  of  names  so  checked  equalled  the  same  above,  ninety  five 
hundred  and  twenty  six  (9526).

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In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts 
were  fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments 
provided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary 
facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five 
different  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk 
and  Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked 
“Official  Ballots  April  6,  1987”  and  their  receipts  thereof. 

The  ballot  clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
packages  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the 
entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such 
ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting 
list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting, 
examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The 
registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the 
close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  thirty  two 
hundred  and  thirty  three  (3233)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the 
entrances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the 
total  number  of  names  so  checked  equalled  the  same  as  above,  thirty  two 
hundred  and  thirty  three  (3233).

The  following  is  the  Sign  By-Law  voted  upon: 

SECTION  SIGNS  AND  ADVERTISING  DEVICES. 

Part  A.  Purpose 

This  section  is  adopted  by  the  Town  for  the  regulation  and 
restriction  of  billboards,  signs,  and  other  advertising  devices  within  the 
Town. 

Part  B.  Definitions 

As  used  herein  the  following  words  and  terms  shall  have  and  include 
the  following  respective  meanings: 

“Accessory  Sign’’:  Any  sign  that,  with  respect  to  the  premises  which 
it  is  erected,  advertises  or  indicates  one  or  more  of  the  following  the 
person  occupying  the  premises  or  the  business  transacted  on  premises  or 
the  sale  or  letting  of  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  which  contains  no 
other  advertising  matter. 

“Business  Establishment”:  Each  separate  place  or  business  whether 
or  not  consisting  of  one  or  more  buildings. 

Any  article  or  object  that  advertises,  calls  attention  to  or  indicates

any  premises,  persons,  products,  businesses,  or  activities,  whatever  the 
nature  of  the  material  and  manner  of  composition  or  construction. 

“Product  Signs”:  Signs  which  advertise  a  particular  brand  product 
that  is  not  at  least  25%  of  owner’s  gross  sales. 

“Standing  Sign”:  Any  and  every  sign  erected  on  or  affixed  to  the 
land  and  any  and  every  exterior  sign  that  is  not  attached  to  a  building. 

“Trailers  and  Vehicles”:  For  the  purpose  of  this  sign  by-law  a 
vehicle  or  self-propelled  vehicle  shall  be  considered  and  regulated  as  a 
sign  when  or  under  such  circumstances  any  such  vehicle  is  not  engaged  in 
the  usual  business  or  work  of  the  owner  or  lessee  but  is  used  merely  or 
mainly  for  advertising  purposes. 

Part  C.  Regulations  and  Restrictions 

Subpart  1:  general  residence  (G),  single  residence  1  and  Single 
residence  II,  apartments  (A). 

a.  Accessory  Signs 

No  accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  on  any  lot  in 
any  district  of  this  subpart  one,  except  as  hereinafter  expressly 
permitted. 

1.  There  may  be  one  such  sign  for  each  lot,  indicating  only  the 
name  of  the  owner  or  occupant,  the  street  number,  and  a 
permitted  use  or  occupation  in  the  particular  area  under  this 
Zoning  By-Law.  Such  sign  may  be  a  standing  sign  but  shall  not 
exceed  one  (1)  square  foot  or,  where  a  permitted  use  or 
occupation  is  set  out,  two  (2)  square  feet  in  area. 

2.  There  may  be  one  temporary  unlighted  sign  on  each  lot 
advertising  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  premises  or  the  name  and 
address  of  the  contractor,  architect  and  engineer  responsible  for 
any  construction  on  the  premises,  provided  that  such  sign  shall 
not  exceed  ten  (10)  square  feet  in  area  and  shall  be  removed 
promptly  after  such  sale,  rental  or  construction  has  been  effected 

3.  No  accessory  sign  shall  be  illuminated  except  by  a  white,  steady, 
stationary  light  shielded  and  directed  solely  at  the  sign.  The 
foregoing  is  applicable  whether  the  sign  is  exterior  to  a  building 
or  designed  to  be  visible  through  a  door  or  window. 

4.  Churches,  schools  and  governmental  properties  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  this  Subpart  l.a. 

b.  Non-Accessory  Signs 

No  non-accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in  any 
district  of  this  sub-part  one. 

Subpart  2.  Business  (B),  Limited  Business  (LB),  and  Office  Areas 
(OA). 

a.  Accessory  Signs 

No  accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  on  any  lot  in 
any  district  of  this  Subpart  2  except  as  follows: 

1.  All  accessory  signs  which  are  permitted  in  residential 
areas  as  provided  in  Subpart  1. 
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2.  Not  more  than  one  (1)  such  sign  for  each  building. 

a.  The  size  of  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  thirty  (30)  square  feet  or 
two  (2)  square  feet  for  each  foot  of  unit  frontage  whichever  is 
less. 

b.  The  sign  may  be  either  securely  affixed  to  a  wall  of  a  building  on 
the  premises,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  parallel  to  the  wall  and 
shall  not  have  a  depth  of  more  than  twelve  (12)  inches  from  the 
wall  nor  project  beyond  the  face  of  any  other  wall  of  the 
building,  or  above  the  top  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  or 
may  be  a  standing  sign,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  located 
within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  property  boundary  line.  A  roof 
sign  is  not  permitted. 

c.  The  content  of  such  sign  shall  be  limited  to  one  or  more  of  the 
following:  the  name  of  the  building,  the  principal  permitted  use 
of  the  premises,  and  a  directory  of  tenants. 

d.  Directional  Signs.  Signs  indicating  “Entrance”,  “Exit”, 
“Parking”,  or  the  like,  erected  on  a  premises  for  the  direction  of 
persons  or  vechiles,  not  to  exceed  (3)  square  feet  per  sign.  But 
not  including  any  commercial  advertising. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  accessory  signs,  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  may  grant  a  special  permit  for  a  standing 
sign  containing  only  the  name  or  other  identification  of  the  area 
occupied  by  two  or  more  buildings  provided,  however,  that: 

a.  Any  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  (I)  one  hundred  (100)  square  feet 
in  area;  (II)  fifteen  (15)  feet  in  any  dimension;  (III)  shall  not  be 
higher  at  any  point  than  twenty  (20)  feet  from  the  ground; 
and(IV)  shall  not  be  located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any 
property  boundary  line  or  the  middle  of  the  property  whichever 
is  more 

b.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  find  that  the 
nature  of  use  of  the  particular  area  and  its  location  with 
reference  to  a  street  or  streets  is  such  that  the  particular  type  of 
standing  sign  provided  for  in  this  paragraph  3  is  reasonably 
necessary  to  such  use  and  is  in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose 
and  intent  of  this  section. 

In  granting  such  permission,  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
shall  specify  the  size,  type  and  location  of  the  sign.  Such  other  terms, 
restrictions  and  conditions  as  it  may  deem  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

4.  No  sign  permitted  in  this  subpart  2  shall  be  illuminated  except  by 
a  white,  steady,  stationary  light  shielded  and  directed  solely  at 
the  sign.  The  foregoing  is  applicable  whether  the  sign  is  exterior 
to  a  building  or  designed  to  be  visible  through  a  window. 

5.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  5  (Movement)  and  6  (Construction 
and  Maintenance)  of  Subpart  3a  (Business  Areas  —  Accessory 
Signs)  shall  apply  to  all  signs  permitted  under  this  Subpart  2. 

b.  Non  Accessory  Signs 

No  non — accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in  any 
district  of  this  Subpart  2. 
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Subpart  3:  Limited  Manufacturing  (LM)  and  Manufacturing  (M) 

a.  Accessory  Signs 

In  any  district  of  this  Subpart  3  only  those  accessory  signs  which 

are  permitted  under  Subpart  la  and  Subpart  2a  or  which  comply 

with  the  following  provisions  of  this  Subpart  3a  may  be  erected 

or  maintained. 

1.  Location 

a.  An  accessory  sign  shall  be  affixed  to  a  building  except  as  here¬ 
after  provided  as  to  standing  signs. 

b.  An  accessory  sign  affixed  to  a  building  shall  be  parallel  or 
perpendicular  with  a  wall  of  the  building  and  shall  not  project 
beyond  the  face  of  any  other  wall  of  the  building,  or  above 
the  top  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached.  The  top  of  the  sign 
shall  not  be  more  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  above  the  ground 
elevation  at  the  first  floor  entrance.  Roof  signs  are  not 
permitted. 

c.  The  sign  shall  not  project  more  than  twelve  (12)  inches,  in  the 
case  of  a  sign  parallel  with  the  wall,  or  six  (6)  feet  in  the  case 
of  a  sign  perpendicular  with  the  wall,  from  the  face  of  the 
wall  to  which  attached.  However,  no  sign  may  project  on  or 
over  public  property. 

d.  Standing  signs.  Standing  signs  are  prohibited  except  as 
follows: 

1.  Any  such  signs,  permits  for  which,  in  particular  instances, 
may  be  granted  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  7  of  this 
Subpart. 

2.  During  the  construction  of  a  building  a  temporary  stand¬ 
ing  sign  may  be  erected  on  the  premises,  identifying  the 
building,  the  owner,  the  contractors,  the  architects  and  the 
engineers,  but  such  sign  shall  nor  exceed  ten  (10)  square 
feet  in  surface  area,  nor  ten  (10)  feet  in  any  dimension. 
Such  sign  shall  be  removed  promptly  at  completion  of 
construction. 

2.  Size 

a.  Principal  wall  signs  shall  not  occupy  an  area  in  excess  of  ten 
percent  (10%)  of  the  total  area  of  the  facade  of  the  business 
establishment  facing  a  public  or  private  way  or  fifty  (50) 
square  feet,  whichever  is  less. 

b.  Permanent  signs  visible  through  a  window  shall  not  occupy 
area  in  excess  of  thirty  percent  (30%)  of  such  window.  The 
area  of  any  such  sign  or  signs  shall  be  included  in  the  calcula¬ 
tion  of  the  total  allowable  sign  area  in  (a)  above. 

c.  Temporary  signs  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  paper,  poster- 
board  and/or  cardboard  signs)  affixed  to  a  window  shall  not 
occupy  an  area  in  excess  of  thirty  percent  (30%)  of  such 
window;  and  shall  pertain  only  to  special  sales  or  events

lasting  no  more  than  fifteen  (15)  days.  No  permit  is  required 
for  signs  complying  with  subparagraph  2  (c). 

d.  Secondary  signs  for  each  separate  building,  entrance  or  front¬ 
age  on  a  street  or  parking  area.  There  may  be  one  secondary 
wall  sign  not  exceeding  one  (1)  square  foot  for  each  foot  of 
sign  frontage  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  affixed  or  fifty  (50) 
square  feet,  whichever  is  less.  Secondary  signs  may  not  be 
erected  on  the  same  wall  as  a  principal  sign  and  there  may  not 
be  more  than  two  secondary  signs. 

e.  For  purposes  of  applying  the  maximum  size  limitations  any 
intermediary  removable  surface  to  which  a  sign  is  affixed 
shall  be  deemed  part  of  the  sign;  and  any  sign  composed  of 
separate  letters  or  devices  cut  into  or  affixed  to  a  wall  shall  be 
deemed  to  occupy  the  entire  area  within  a  single  continuous 
perimeter  enclosing  the  extreme  limits  of  the  sign,  including 
any  structural  elements. 

f.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  issue  a  special 
permit,  in  accordance  with  this  Section  and  Section  of  this 
Zoning  By — Law  for  signs  not  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph  2.  Size,  if  it  shall  find  that  the  nature  of  the 
use  of  the  premises,  or  the  location  of  the  building  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  street  or  streets  is  such  that  they  may  be  permitted 
in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose  and  intent  of  this 
Section. 

3.  Number 

a.  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  (1)  exterior  sign  for  each 
business  establishment  consisting  of  a  single  building  except 
that  if  such  building  has  more  than  one  public  entrance,  there 
may  be  a  secondary  sign  affixed  to  each  wall  in  which  such 
entrance  is  located  other  than  the  wall  to  which  the  principal 
sign  is  affixed.  If  a  business  establishment  consists  of  more 
than  one  building,  a  secondary  sign  may  be  affixed  to  a  wall 
of  each  such  building.  The  secondary  sign  or  signs  for  any 
business  establishment  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  fifty 
(50)  percent  of  the  maximum  permissible  area  for  a  single  sign 
for  said  business  establishment. 

b.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  sign  or  signs,  one  directory  of  the 
business  establishments  occupying  a  building  may  be  affixed 
to  the  exterior  wall  of  the  building  at  each  entrance  to  the 
building.  Such  directory  shall  not  exceed  an  area  determined 
on  the  basis  of  one  (1)  square  foot  for  each  establishment 
occupying  the  building. 

4.  Illumination 

a.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  grant  a  permit  in 
accordance  with  this  Section  and  Section  of  this  Zoning 
By-Law,  for  signs  not  complying  with  this  paragraph  4. 
Illumination:  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 
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1.  Signs  located  on  a  parcel  abutting  a  residential  Zone 
General  Residence  (G),  Single  Residence  (S),  Single  Residence 
I  and  Single  Residence  II,  Apartments  (A)  shall  not  be  lighted 
between  12  a.m.  and  5  a.m. 

2.  No  Illumination  shall  be  permitted  which  casts  glare  onto 
any  portion  of  any  street,  or  residential  premises. 

3.  The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  4  shall  apply  not  only  to 
exterior  signs,  but  also  to  interior  signs  which  are  designed  to 
be  placed  to  show  through  windows  of  the  buildings. 

5.  Movement: 

No  sign,  any  part  of  which  moves  or  is  designed  to  move,  by 
any  means  shall  be  permitted,  except  such  portions  of  a  sign 
as  consists  solely  of  indicators  of  time  or  temperature. 

6.  Product  Signs: 

Product  signs  are  allowed  only  as  defined  in  Part  B. 
(Definitions  Part  B) 

7.  Construction  and  Maintenance 

No  sign  shall  be  painted  or  posted  directly  in  the  exterior  sur¬ 
face  of  any  wall  but  all  signs  must  be  painted,  posted  or 
otherwise  securely  affixed  to  a  substantial  intermediary 
removable  surface  which  shall  be  securely  affixed  to  the 
building.  The  foregoing,  however,  shall  not  prevent  installa¬ 
tion  of  a  sign  by  individual  letters  or  devices  securely  affixed 
to  the  exterior  wall  of  the  building. 

The  material  and  construction  of  any  sign  and  intermediary 
surface  and  the  manner  of  affixation  of  the  sign  to  the  inter¬ 
mediary  surface  and  the  intermediary  surface  to  the  wall  of 
the  building  shall  be  in  accordance  with  any  applicable  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  and, 
otherwise,  with  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  Building 
Inspector.  All  signs,  together  with  their  structural  elements, 
shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  a  proper  state  of  preserva¬ 
tion  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the  Building 
Inspector. The  Building  Inspector  may  order  the  removal  of 
any  sign  that  is  not  maintained  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law. 

8.  Special  Signs 

a.  Gasoline  filling  stations  may  if  they  elect  to  do  so,  divide  the 
one  exterior  sign  affixed  to  the  front  wall  of  the  building,  to 
which  they  are  entitled  as  hereinabove  provided,  into  separate 
signs  affixed  to  and  parallel  to  such  wall  and  indicating  the 
separate  operations  or  departments  of  the  business,  provided, 
however,  that  the  total  size  of  the  separate  signs  shall  not 
exceed  the  maximum  size  permitted  under  this  section  for  a 
single  exterior  sign  on  such  wall.  In  addition,  one  standing 
sign,  indicating  the  company  whose  gasoline  is  being  sold 
may  be  erected  of  such  type,  in  such  location,  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may 
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permit.  The  standard  type  of  gasoline  pump  gearing  thereon 
in  usual  size  and  form,  the  name  or  type  of  gasoline  and  the 
price  thereof  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  in  violation  of  this 
section. 

b.  In  particular  instances  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
may  permit  standing  signs  in  accordance  with  this  Section  and 
Section  of  this  Zoning  By-Law  if  it  shall  find  that  the  nature 
of  the  use  of  the  premises,  or  the  location  of  the  building  with 
reference  to  the  street  or  streets  is  such  that  a  standing  sign  or 
signs  may  be  permitted  in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose 
and  intent  of  this  Section,  subject  to  the  following 
requirements: 

1.  Permitted  standing  signs  facing  Route  One  from 
Westwood  to  Walpole  Lines  for  properties  fronting  on  Route 
1  shall  not  exceed  twenty  five  (25)  feet  in  overall  height  from 
the  ground;  or  one  hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area;  or 
twenty  five  (25)  feet  in  any  dimension.  No  such  sign  shall  be 
located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  property  boundary  line. 
If  a  product  logo  is  used  the  one  hundred  (100)  square  feet 
area  may  be  increased  to  one  hundred  twenty-five  (125)  feet. 
The  logo  used  has  to  be  at  least  25%  of  the  business  gross 
sales. 

2.  Permitted  standing  signs  for  properties  other  than  those 
fronting  on  Route  1  shall  not  exceed  six  (6)  feet  in  overall 
height  from  the  ground;  or  twenty-five  (25)  square  feet  in 
area;  or  six  (6)  feet  in  any  dimension.  No  such  sign  shall  be 
located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  property  boundary  line. 

3.  In  granting  such  permission  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  shall  specify  the  size,  type  and  location  of  the  sign 
and  impose  such  other  terms,  restrictions  and  conditions  as  it 
may  deem  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

The  regulations  contained  in  Subparts  2  and  3  of  this  Part  C 
shall  not  apply  to  any  sign  limited  solely  to  directing  traffic 
within  or  setting  out  restrictions  on  the  use  of  parking  areas 
and  not  exceeding  four  (4)  square  feet  in  area. 

9.  Non-Accessory  Signs 

No  non-accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in  any 
district  of  this  Subpart  3  except  as  permitted  under  a  permit 
lawfully  issued,  and  remaining  in  full  force  and  effect,  by  the 
Outdoor  Advertising  Authority,  or  by  any  board  or  official 
succeeding  to  its  authority  in  the  administration  of  Sections 
29-33  inclusive,  of  the  General  Laws  G-93  or  any  act  in 
addition  thereto  or  an  amendment  thereof,  and  in  any  event: 

a.  Within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  any  public  way. 

b.  Within  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  any  public  park, 
playground  or  other  public  ground,  if  within  view  of  any 
portion  of  the  same. 

c.  Nearer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  to  any  other  such  billboard,  sign  or 
other  advertising  device,  unless  such  billboards,  signs  or  other 
advertising  devices  are  placed  back  to  back. 
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d.  On  any  location  at  the  corner  of  any  public  ways  and  within  a 
radius  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  from  the  point 
where  the  center  lines  of  such  ways  intersect. 

e.  Nearer  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  any  public  way,  if 
within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same,  if  such  billboard,  sign 
or  other  advertising  device  shall  exceed  a  length  of  eight 
(8)  feet  or  a  height  of  four  (4)  feet. 

f.  Nearer  than  three  hundred  (300)  feet  to  any  public  way,  if 
within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same,  if  such  billboard,  sign 
or  other  advertising  device  shall  exceed  a  length  of  twenty- 
five  (25)  feet  or  a  height  of  ten  (10)  feet. 

Any  non-accessory  sign  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  4  (Illumination),  5  (Movement),  and  6  (Con¬ 
struction  and  Maintenance)  of  Subpart  3a  hereof. 

Part  D  Non-Conforming  Signs 

Any  non-conforming  sign  legally  erected  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
this  section,  or  any  amendment  thereof,  may  be  continued  to  be 
maintained  but  shall  not  be  enlarged,  reworded  (other  than  in  the 
case  of  theatre  signs),  redesigned  or  altered  in  any  way  unless  it  is 
brought  into  conformity.  Any  such  sign  which  has  been  destroyed 
or  damaged  to  such  an  extent  that  the  cost  of  restoration  would 
exceed  thirty-five  (35%)  percent  of  the  replacement  value  of  the 
sign  at  the  time  of  the  destructioin  or  damage,  shall  not  be 
repaired  or  rebuilt  or  altered  unless  in  conformity  with  this 
section. 

The  exemption  herein  granted  shall  terminate  with  respect  to  all 
signs  which  1,  shall  have  been  abandoned;  2,  advertises  or  calls 
attention  to  any  products,  businesses  or  activities  which  are  no 
longer  carried  on  or  sold,  whether  generally  or  at  the  particular 
premises;  or  3,  shall  not  have  been  repaired  or  properly 
maintained  within  60  days  after  notice  to  that  effect  has  been 
given  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

Part  E.  Administration 
Subpart  1  Enforcement 

The  Building  Inspector  is  hereby  designated  and  authorized  as  the 
officer  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  section. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  is  hereby  designated  and 
authorized  as  the  official  body  charged  with  granting  special 
permits. 

Subparts  2  Permits 

No  sign,  billboard  or  other  advertising  device  shall  be  erected  on 
the  exterior  of  any  building  or  on  any  land,  and  no  sign  shall  be 
enlarged  until  an  application,  on  appropriate  forms  furnished  by  the 
Building  Inspector,  has  been  filed  with  the  Building  Inspector  with 
such  information,  including  photograph,  plans  and  scale  drawings, 
as  he  may  require,  and  a  permit  for  such  erection,  alteration  or 
enlargement  had  been  issued  by  him.  The  fee  for  such  permits  shall 
be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Selectmen. 
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a.  The  provisions  of  this  Subpart  2  of  this  Part  E  shall  not  apply  to: 

1 .  Signs  permitted  in  a  residential  area  as  provided  in 
Subpart  1  of  Part  C. 

2.  One  real  estate  sign  advertising  the  premises  for  sale  or  rent  of 
not  over  (10)  square  feet  in  area  located  on  premises  in  a 
business  area. 

Subpart  3  Severability 

The  invalidity  of  any  part  of  provision  of  this  section  or  of  the 
application  hereof  to  any  particular  subject  matter,  shall  not  invalidate 
any  other  part  of  provision  hereof  or  affect  the  application  hereof  to  any 
other  subject  matter. 

Addendum 

Sign  Review  Board 

1.  A  Sign  Review  Board  whall  be  established  for  the  following 
purposes: 

a.  To  review  periodically  the  existing  sign  by-laws  and  advise  the 
Planning  Board  as  to  desirable  modifications.

AUDITORS'  REPORT  ON  GENERAL  PURPOSE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


The  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  Massachusetts  as  of  June  30,  1987  (except  for  the  pension  trust  fund 
which  is  as  of  December  31,  1986),  and  for  the  applicable  years  then  ended  as 
listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly, 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the 
general  fixed  assets  account  group  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded 
in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

As  described  in  note  6,  the  Town  does  not  provide  for  pension  costs  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

The  Town  is  currently  a  defendant  in  a  lawsuit  as  described  in  note  13.  The 
ultimate  outcome  of  this  lawsuit  is  not  presently  determinable  and  no 
provision  has  been  made  in  the  financial  statements  for  the  effect,  if  any,  of 
such  litigation. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the 
omission  of  the  general  fixed  assets  group  of  accounts  and  for  the  effects'  of 
such  adjustments  had  the  Town  recorded  pension  costs  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  as  discussed  in  paragraphs  two  or 
three,  and  subject  to  the  effects  on.  the  financial  abatements,  of  such 
adjustments,  if  any,  as  might  have  been  required  had  the  outcome  of  the 
uncertainty  discussed  in  the  preceding  paragraph  been  known,  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial 
position  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  at  June  30,  1987  (except  for 
the  pension  trust  fund  which  is  as  of  December  31,  1986),  And  the  results  of 
its  operations  and  changes  in  financial  position  of  the  Pension  Trust  Fund  and 
Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds  for  the  applicable  years  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  which,  except  for  the  change 
with  which  we  concur  in  the  method  of  recognizing  revenues  as  described  in 
note  12  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements,  have  been  applied  on  a 
basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supplementary  schedule 
listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Notes  to  General  Purpose  Financial  Statements 
June  30,  1987 

( 1 )  Financial  Statement  Presentation 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  present  information  on 
organizations  and  activities  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  (the 
"Town")  for  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  oversight  responsibility. 
The  criteria,  as  established  by  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards 
Board,  for  inclusion  of  organizations  and  activities  in  the  oversight 
entity's  general  purpose  financial  statements  are:  selection  of 

governing  authority,  designation  of  management,  ability  to 
significantly  influence  operations,  accountability  over  fiscal  matters 
and  scope  of  public  service. 

The  inclusion  of  organizations  and  activities  in  the  Town's  general 

purpose  financial  statements  does  not  affect  their  separate  legal 

standing.  In  addition  to  the  operations  of  the  Town,  the  Norwood 
Retirement  System  ("System")  is  included  in  the  accompanying  financial 
s  tatements . 

The  System  was  established  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  32  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  is  an  independent 

contributory  retirement  system  available  to  employees  of  the  Town.  The 
powers  of  the  System  are  vested  in  the  Retirement  Board. 

(2)  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  Town's  funds  are 
presented  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1987,  except  for 

Norwood's  Retirement  System  which  is  presented  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1986.  The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  conform 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  ("GAAP"),  except  that  the 
Town  does  not  maintain,  and  therefore  does  not  report,  a  general  fixed 
assets  group  of  accounts  and  does  not  provide  for  retirement  costs  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Such 
departures  from  GAAP  are  permissible  under  the  Massachusetts  Uniform 
Municipal  Accounting  System. 

(b)  Fund  Accounting 

Transactions  are.  recorded  in  the  funds  and  account  group  described  below. 
The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a  set  of 
self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund 
equity,  revenues,  and  expenditures  and  other  financing  sources  and 
uses.  Transactions  between  funds  within  a  fund  type,  if  any,  have  been 
eliminated.  The  funds  and  account  group  are  organized  as  follows:

Governmental  Fund  Types 

Governmental  Funds  are  those  through  which  most  governmental  functions 
are  financed.  The  acquisition,  use  and  balances  of  expendable 
financial  resources  and  the  related  liabilities  are  accounted  for 
through  governmental  funds.  The  measurement  focus  is  on 

determination  of  changes  in  financial  position,  rather  than  on  net 
income.  The  governmental  fund  types  are  as  follows: 

General  Fund  -  This  fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the  Town. 
It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those 
required  to  be  accounted  for  in  other  funds. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  These  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the 

proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable 
trusts  and  capital  projects)  that  are  legally  restricted  to 
expenditures  for  specified  purposes. 

Capital  Projects  Funds  -  These  funds  are  used  to  account  for 
financial  resources  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or 

construction  of  major  capital  facilities  (other  than  those 
financed  by  proprietary  funds  and  trust  funds).  Such  resources 
are  derived  principally  from  proceeds  of  general  obligation  bonds 
and  from  federal  and  state  grants. 

Fiduciary  Fund  Types 

Fiduciary  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets  held  in  a  trustee 

capacity  (Trust  Funds)  or  as  an  agent  (Agency  Funds)  for 
individuals,  private  organizations,  other  governmental  units,  and/or 
other  funds.  Trust  funds  include  expendable  trust  funds, 

nonexpendable  trust  funds  and  pension  trust  funds. 

Account  Group 

The  general  long-term  obligations  account  group  is  used  to  establish 
control  and  accountability  for  general  long-term  obligations  of  the 
Town. 
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(c)  Basis  of  Accounting 

Governmental  fund  types  and  expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for  on 
the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Revenues  are  recorded  in  the 
accounting  period  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (i.e.,  both  measurable 
and  available).  Available  means  expected  to  be  collectible  within  the 
current  period  or  soon  enough  thereafter  to  be  used  to  pay  liabilities 
of  the  current  period.  In  applying  this  principle,  the  Town  accrues  as 
revenue  the  amount  of  property  taxes  due  to  the  Town  prior  to  year  end 
and  collected  within  60  days  after  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year;  all 
other  revenues,  except  revenue  from  expenditure  driven  grants  (see 
below),  and  investment  income  which  is  accrued  as  earned,  are  recorded 
when  cash  is  received.  Expenditures,  other  than  interest  on  long-term 
debt,  judgements  and  claims,  and  sick  and  vacation  pay,  are  recorded  in 
the  accounting  period  that  the  liability  is  incurred.  Interest  on 
long-term  debt  and  sick  and  vacation  pay  are  recorded  as  expenditures 
when  due.  Judgements  and  claims  are  recorded  as  expenditures  when  the 
related  matter  is  settled  or  adjudicated. 

Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  capital  outlay  and 
principal  payments  on  long-term  debt  are  recorded  as  expenditures  when 
purchased  or  when  due,  respectively. 

Revenues  related  to  expenditure  driven  grants,  where  monies  must  be 
expended  for  the  specific  purpose  or  project  before  any  amounts  are 
earned,  are  recognized  when  expenditures  are  recorded. 

Pension  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds,  and  agency  funds  follow  the  full 
accrual  method  of  accounting. 

(d)  Other  Investments 

Investments,  other  than  those  of  the  Pension  Trust  Fund,  are  carried  at 
cost  plus  applicable  accrued  interest  which  approximates  market  value. 
Debt  securities  of  the  Pension  Trust  Fund  are  carried  at  amortized 
cost;  equity  securities  are  carried  at  market  value  which  is 
approximately  $71,000  more  than  cost. 

(e )  Accrued  Sick  and. Vacation 

Employees  are  granted  vacation  and  sick  leave  in  varying  amounts.  Upon 
retirement,  termination  or  death,  certain  employees  are  compensated  for 
unused  vacation  and  sick  leave  (subject  to  certain  limitations)  at 
their  then  current  rates  of  pay.  Amounts  of  sick  and  vacation  costs 
which  are  not  due  and  payable  are  recorded  in  the  General  Long-Term 
Obligations  Account  Group.  The  amount  recorded  is  the  unused  days 
earned  at  the  current  rate  of  pay. 
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(f )  Deferred  Revenue 

Deferred  revenue  is  recognized  for  receivables,  net  of  allowances  for 
uncollectible  accounts,  which  are  measurable  but  not  available  to 
finance  current  operations. 

(g)  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  wnich  purchase  orders,  contracts  and  other 
commitments  for  expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  to  reserve  that 
portion  of  the  applicable  appropriation,  is  employed  in  the 

Governmental  Fund  Types  as  a  significant  aspect  of  budgetary  control. 

Unencumbered  appropriations  which  are  carried  over  to  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year  are  reported  as  "continuing  appropriations".  Continuing  appropri¬ 
ations  represent  amounts  appropriated  for  specific  programs  or  projects 
which  were  not  completed  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  reported  as  a  reservation 
of  fund  balance  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  because  they  do  not 
constitute  expenditures  or  liabilities.  Encumbrances  and  continuing 
appropriations  are  combined  with  expenditures  for  budgetary  comparison 
purposes.  (See  note  4.) 


XK  T  Total  (Memorandum  Only)  Columns  on  General  Purpose  Financial  Statements 

Total  (memorandum  only)  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  presented  to  aggregate  financial  data  of  the  fund  types 
and  account  group.  No  consolidating  or  eliminating  entries  were  made 
in  arriving  at  the  totals;  thus,  they  do  not  present  consolidated 
information. 

(3)  Property  Taxes 


Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each 
January  1  and  are  normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  1  and  May  1. 
By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the  Commonwealth  must  be  assessed  at 
100%  of  fair  cash  value.  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  after  the  respective  due 
dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town  has  am  ultimate 
right  to  foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid. 
Property  taxes  levied  are  recorded  as  receivables  in  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  levy.  Property  tax  revenues  are  recorded  in  accordance  with  the 
modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  for  GAAP  purposes  and  the  full 
accrual  basis  for  budget  purposes. 
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A  statewide  tax  limitation  statute  known  as  "Proposition  2-1/2"  limits  the 
property  tax  levy  to  an  amount  equal  to  2-1/2%  of  the  value  of  all 
taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A  secondary  limitation  is  that  no  levy 
in  a  fiscal  year  may  exceed  the  preceding  year's  allowable  tax  levy  by 
more  than  2-1/2%,  plus  taxes  levied  on  certain  property  newly  added  to 
the  tax  rolls.  Certain  Proposition  2-1/2  taxing  limitations  can  be 
overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum  vote. 


(4)  3udeetarv  Basis  of  Accounting 


The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the 
resulting  property  tax  levy  will  comply  with  the  limits  required  by 
Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which  will  equal  the 
sum"  of  (a)  the  aggregate  of  all  annual  appropriations  for  expenditures 
and  transfers,  plus  (b)  a  provision  for  the  prior  fiscal  year's 

deficits,  if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate  of  all  non-property  tax 

revenue  and  transfers  projected  to  be  received  by  the  Town,  including 
available  surplus  funds. 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town,  except  that  of 
public  schools,  are  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  School  Department  budget  is  prepared  by  the  School 
Committee.  The  Finance  Committee  makes  recommendations  on  the 

resulting  budget  to  the  Town  meeting  members.  Original  and 

supplemental  appropriations  are  acted  upon  by  Town  Meeting  Vote. 

The  Town  budget  as  presented  in  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures

The  Town's  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  ("GAAP").  The  "actual"  results  column 
of  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures  -  Budgetary  Basis  is 
presented  on  a  "budget  basis"  to  provide  a  meaningful  comparison  with 
the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and  GAAP  bases 
are  that: 

(a)  Budgeted  revenues  are  recorded  when  cash  is  received,  except  for  real 
estate  and  personal  property  taxes,  which  are  recorded  as  revenue  when 
levied  (budget),  as  opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (GAAP); 
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(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the 
equivalent  of  expenditures  (budget)  as  opposed  to  a  reservation  of  fund 
balance  (GAAP); 


(c)  Certain  activities  and  transactions  are  presented  in  separate  funds 
(GAAP)  rather  than  as  a  component  of  the  General  Fund  (budget). 

In  addition,  there  are  certain  differences  in  classifications  between 
revenues,  expenditures  and  transfers.

Deposits  and  Investments 


State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of 
deposits  and  investments  available  to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including 
demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of  deposit)  in  any  one 
financial  institution  may  not  exceed  certain  levels  within 
collateralization  by  the  financial  institutions  involved.  Pnvestments 
can  also  be  made  in  securities  issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed 
by  the  U.S.  Government  or  Agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than 
one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by 
such  securities  with  maturity  dates  of  no  more  than  90  days  from  the 
date  of  purchase  and  units  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Depository 
Trust  C'MMDT"). 
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In  addition,  the  Town's  Pension  Trust  Fund  has  additional  investment 
powers,  most  notably  the  ability  to  invest  in  common  stocks,  corporate 
bonds  and  other  specified  investments. 

Deposits 

The  Town  maintains  deposits  in  several  financial  institutions.  Of  the 
total  amount  of  bank  recorded  deposits  at  vear  end  of  $20,730,914, 
$1,700,619  was  covered  oy  federal  depository  insurance.  $475,25?  was 
secured  by  otner  insurance,  and  tn=  remainder  was  uninsured  ana 
uncoilateralized.

The  composition  of  the  Town's  bank  recorded  deposits  and  investments 
fluctuates  depending  primarily  on  the  timing  of  real  estate  tax 
receipts,  proceeds  of  borrowing,  collection  of  state  and  Federal  aid, 
and  capital  outlays  throughout  the  year. 
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(6 )  Employees'  Retirement  Systems 

The  Town  participates  in  the  Massachusetts  Contributory  Retirement  System 
which  is  administered  by  the  Town  Retirement  System  (the  "System”). 
The  System  covers  substantially  all  Town  employees,  except  the  public 
school  teachers,  who  are  eligible  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Teachers'  Retirement  System.  The  System  is  currently  subject  to 
benefit  provisions  and  financing  requirements  set  forth  in  Chapter  32 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended.  The  Town's  contribution 
is  determined  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis  by  the  Commonwealth’s  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  Administration  ("PERA")  and  is  an  estimate  of 
pensions  actually  payable  during  an  accounting  period.  In  addition  to 
the  amount  determined  by  the  PERA,  the  Town  has  established  its  own 
program  of  setting  aside  funds  to  meet  future  pension  obligations. 
Under  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  ("GAAP"),  annual  pension 
cost  is  a  measure  of  the  future  retirement  benefits  earned  by  employees 
during  an  accounting  period.  The  Town  had  not  had  a  recent  actuarial 
valuation  and,  therefore,  it  cannot  determine  whether  its  pension  cost 
are  accounted  for  in  accordance  with  GAAP.

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The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  approved  school  construction 
assistance  to  the  Town.  The  assistance  program  which  is  administered 
by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  (SBAB)  provides  resources  for 
future  debt  service  of  general  obligation  school  bonds  outstanding. 
These  resources  are  subject  to  annual  appropriation  by  the  State 
legislature  and  the  Town's  compliance  with  certain  reporting 

requirements.  During  1987,  the  Town  received  $621,664  of  such 
assistance.  Assuming  satisfactory  audit  results  and  annual 
appropriations  by  the  State  legislature,  $621,664  will  be  received  for 
fiscal  year  1988  and  $373,285  will  be  received  annually  for  fiscal 
years  1989  through  1992. 

The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the  normal  debt 
limit  and  the  double  debt  limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  5%  and  10%, 
respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  as  last 
equalized  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be 
authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval. 
Authorizations  under  the  double  debt  limit,  however,  require  the 
approval  of  the  Commonwealth's  Emergency  Finance  Board.  Additionally, 
there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  which  are  exempt 
from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations. 

As  of  June  30,  1987,  the  Town  may  issue  approximately  $64,274,780  in 

additional  general  obligation  debt  under  the  dual  level  general  debt 
limit.  The  Town  has  no  general  obligation  debt  subject  to  the  double 
debt  limit.  In  addition,  the  Town  has  approximately  $4,795,000  worth 
of  debt  exempt  from  the  debt  limit,  which  is  authorized  and  unissued. 

The  Town  pays  assessments  under  formulas  which  include  debt  service 
payments  to  other  local  governmental  units  providing  services  within 
the  Town's  boundaries  (commonly  referred  to  as  overlapping  debt).  The 

primary  overlapping  debt  relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay 

Transportation  Authority  (MBTA),  Norfolk  County  and  the  Massachusetts 
Water  Resources  Authority  (MWRA).  The  following  summary  sets  forth  the 
long-term  debt  of  each  entity  at  June  30,  1987,  the  estimated  share  of 
such  debt  being  serviced  by  the  Town  and  the  total  of  its  share  of 
estimated  indirect  debt.

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(8)  Temporary  Borrowings 

Under  state  law  and  by  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town 

is  authorized  to  borrow  funds  on  a  temporary  basis  as  follows: 

o  To  fund  current  operating  costs  prior  to  the  collection  of  revenues 

through  issuance  of  revenue  or  tax  anticipation  notes  (RANS  or  TANS). 

o  To  fund  capital  project  costs  incurred  prior  to  obtaining  permanent 

financing  through  issuance  of  bond  anticipation  notes  (BANS).

(The  Selectmen’s  staff  consists  of  two  regular  employees.) 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  1987  were 
held  primarily  in  the  Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers,  Room  34,  Norwood 
Memorial  Municipal  Building,  on  Tuesday  evenings,  or  on  Wednesday 
evenings  following  a  Monday  holiday,  with  some  meetings  being 
conducted  in  other  locations  from  time  to  time  as  required.  The  Annual 
Municipal  Election  took  place  on  Monday,  the  6th  of  April,  1987. 

During  forty-four  regular  meetings  and  a  number  of  special  or 
emergency  meetings  in  calendar  year  1987,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
conducted  public  hearings  as  mandated  by  statute  or  policy,  as  well  as 
innumerable  public  meetings  and  conferences  on  specific  problems  and 
subjects  of  interest  and  concern  to  the  community,  and  acted  on  all 
requests  and  subjects  presented  on  each  meeting’s  agenda  for 
consideration. 

Meetings  were  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  with  certain  key 
department  heads  to  review  reports  of  activities  in  their  respective 
departments  and  to  discuss  problems,  policy  and  recommendations. 

Dr.  Ralph  Toran,  Assistant  Supreintendent  of  Schools,  was 
appointed  as  Chairman  of  the  Constitution  Bicentennial  Committee  for 
Norwood  and,  later,  an  invitation  was  accepted  by  Selectman  Joseph  F. 
Curran  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Committee.  All  of  the  members  of 
the  Committee,  under  the  inspired  leadership  of  Dr.  Toran,  are  to  be 
highly  commended  for  their  excellent  work  in  focusing  local  attention  on 
the  200th  Anniversary  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of 
America. 
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Continuing  as  the  Town  of  Norwood’s  representative  on  the 
Norfolk  County  Advisory  Board,  Selectman  William  F.  Butters  was 
named  to  represent  the  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen  on  the  Norfolk 
County  Charter  Study  Committee. 

Bernice  Staller  and  Bernard  S.  Cooper  continued  to  serve  as 
Norwood’s  Designee  and  Alternate  Designee,  respectively,  to  the  MBTA 
Advisory  Board. 

The  Selectmen  met  jointly  with  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  and 
by  unanimous  vote  appointed  Gwynne  Jamieson  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
created  by  the  death  of  Eleanor  Monahan,  until  Municipal  Elections  on 
April  4,  1988. 

On  January  27,  1987  a  Resolution  was  presented  to  retiring  Deputy 
Fire  Chief  Robert  F.  Stanton  to  commemorate  his  thirty-two  years  of 
exemplary  service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Resignation  by  John  J.  Donovan  from  the  Board  of  Assessors 
having  been  received  with  regret,  candidates  were  interviewed  for  that 
position  and  on  January  6,  1987  Joseph  F.  Palleiko  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

On  February  27,  1987  Sergeant  William  Travers,  Dispatcher 
Michael  Doran,  Officers  Nicholas  Destito,  John  Riley  and  Larry  Gamel 
were  commended  for  their  professional  performance  at  a  serious 
shooting  incident  which  took  place  on  February  4,  1987. 

On  April  22,  1987  a  plaque  was  placed  in  the  rotunda  of  the 
Norwood  Memorial  Municipal  Building  and,  with  family  and  many 
friends  present,  was  dedicated  in  memory  of  James  E.  Johnson  who,  for 
thirty  years  before  his  death  on  February  12,  1987,  served  faithfully  as 
Custodian  of  the  Town  Hall. 

On  September  9,  1987  a  plaque  was  presented  to  Sergeant  William 
Travers  in  recognition  of  his  many  years  of  dedicated  and  conscientious 
service  as  a  member  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department. 

Residents’  increasing  concern  over  zoning  problems,  particularly  in 
the  area  of  Orleans  Road  and  Wilson  Street  at  Walpole  Street  was 
emphasized  at  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  a  meeting  with 
the  Planning  Board,  the  possibility  of  enlisting  the  assistance  of  the 
Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  (M.A.P.C.)  and  the  hiring  of  a 
professional  planning  staff  with  a  view  to  creating  a  viable  master  plan 
were  discussed.  The  subject  of  Zoning  will  continue  to  receive  the 
attention  of  both  boards. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  traffic  and  pedestrian  safety  at  the  severely 
congested  Walpole-Wilson  Street  intersection,  signalization  at  Shaw’s 
Plaza  has  been  authorized  and  hopefully  will  be  in  place  in  1988. 

The  Public  Works  Yard  Study  Committee  presented  a  report 
outlining  methods  of  providing  a  higher  level  and  more  service  to  the 
community.  The  Board,  agreeing  that  the  present  facility  is  inadequate, 
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charged  the  committee  with  the  selection  of  a  site  for  a  new  facility,  to 
come  back  with  their  findings  and  recommendtions.  Later  in  the  year  the 
committee  was  authorized  to  go  forward  with  investigation  of  the 
Landfill  site  at  Winter  Street  and  the  Hennessey/Keohane  Field  area. 

The  Selectman  reviewed  the  Norwood  Police  Facility  Study  Report 
for  1987,  together  with  Projected  Needs  of  the  Fire  Department,  and 
established  a  study  committee  to  look  at  the  problems  and  make 
recommendations,  including  the  possibility  of  a  sub-station  for  the  Fire 
Department.  If  the  recommendations  are  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Town  Meeting  action  will  be  requested  for  approval  ahd 
eventual  implementation. 

Among  the  building  projects  under  consideration  is  the  expansion  of 
the  Town  Hall  by  utilizing  the  third  floor  (“attic”)  to  relieve  severely 
overcrowded  departments.  Planning  is  progressing  toward  presentation 
at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  continued  to  do  battle  with  the  problem  of 
the  increasing  number  of  commuters  requiring  parking  spaces  daily, 
especially  at  Norwood  Central  and  Norwood  Depot,  severely 
encroaching  on  the  parking  needs  of  Norwood  residents  and  employees, 
both  commercial  and  municipal.  With  strong  opposition  to  the  concept 
of  construction  of  a  parking  garage,  or  a  deck,  and  with  increasing 
MBTA  ridership,  the  escalating  problems  will  be  addressed  by  the 
Selectmen  of  behalf  of  the  community,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Parking 
Study  Committee  ably  chaired  by  Edward  McKenna  and  in  conjunction 
with  MBTA  planning  officials.  Lack  of  sufficient  spaces  for  local 
employees,  businesses  and  commuters  will  continue  to  be  a  major 
problem  until  mutual  efforts  can  effect  a  viable  solution. 

The  Public  Works  Economic  Development  Program  Grant 
Agreement  between  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Town  of  Norwood  was  signed  for  the  reconstruction  of  Broadway, 
followed  by  a  public  hearing  to  review  the  improvements  planned.  The 
project  has  been  successfully  completed. 

Discussions  continue  with  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resource* 
Authority  on  progress  of  the  New  Neponset  Valley  Relief  Sewer  Project 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  on  line  by  October,  1991. 

The  Selectman  are  continuing  negotiations  with  Adams-Russell  in 
connection  with  a  disputed  rate  increase  in  an  attempt  to  secure  an 
appropriate  refund  for  subscribers. 

Public  hearings  were  conducted  on  the  application  for  transfer  of 
the  Cable  license  in  Norwood.  On  December  21,  1987  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  voted  to  approve  the  transfer  from  Adams-Russell  Company, 
Inc.  to  Cablevision  Systems  Corporation.

The  Conservation  Commission  met  regularly  on  the  first  and  third 
Tuesday  of  each  month.  Meetings  were  held  in  the  Permanent  Building 
Building  Construction  Committee  room  at  the  Town  Hall.  In  addition 
to  the  regular  business  of  the  Commission  eighteen  special  hearings 
under  the  Town  Wetland  Protections  By-law  XXV  were  held. 
Concurrent  hearings  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  131,  Section  40  were  held.  This  was  the  largest 
number  of  hearings,  in  a  single  year,  held  by  the  Commission  since  its 
founding.

Bettina’s  departure  from  the  Commission  was  a  disappointment 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Commission.  She  was  elected  to  lifetime 
honorary  membership,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Commission.  Her 
many  years  of  faithful  and  devoted  service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood 
stand  as  a  measure  of  her  commitment  to  preserving  the  quality  of  our 
environment.  She  was  active  long  before  Conservation  and 
Environmental  Protection  became  fashionable. 
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The  Conservation  Commission  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity, 
to  congratulate  Mr.  John  Perry  on  the  completion  of  a  decade  as  a 
Conservation  Commissioner.  Mr.  Perry’s  occupation  as  an  architect  has 
proven  invaluable  in  addressing  technical  aspects  of  projects  presented  to 
the  Commission 

Dr.  Thomas  Hawley  was  elected  chairman  and  served  in  this 
capacity  from  March  through  October.  Personal  commitments  forced 
him  to  resign.  Vice  Chairman  Joseph  DiMaria  served  the  balance  of  the 
term  as  Chairman.  James  Kaiser  was  elected  Vice  Chairman.  Faye 
Siegfriedt  was  voted  Financial  Secretary.  John  “Rich”  Hucksam  is 
Enforcement  Officer.  Collectively  the  members  total  27  years  of 
Conservation  experience. 

The  Commission  submitted  a  revised  local  Wetland  Protection  By¬ 
law  to  Land  Bank  proposal  which  would  provide  funding  for  open  space 
acquisition.  Volunteers  who  would  like  to  provide  help  on  this  project 
should  contact  the  Commission  through  the  Town  Hall.  Anyone  with  an 
interest  in  the  environment  is  encouraged  to  attend  our  public  meetings. 
Meetings  are  held  at  7:30  P.M.  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each 
month. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  announce  that  we  no  longer  have  any 
associate  members.  None  of  the  associate  members  listed  in  the  previous 
annual  reports  have  attended  any  meetings  in  the  last  few  years.  The 
Commission  has  voted  not  to  renew  their  membership. 

Individual  members  of  the  Commission  have  been  active  in  the 
various  regional  Conservation  groups.  These  include  The  Mass 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions,  The  Neponset  River 
Watershed  Association,  and  the  local  Conservation /Recreation  Master 
Plan  Committee.  Various  workshops  are  available  throughout  the  year 
for  conservation  education  and  planning.  Several  Commissioners  have 
availed  themselves  of  these  opportunities. 

The  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Norwood  for 
their  support.  We  encourage  them  to  visit  the  conservation  parcels  set 
aside  for  passive  recreation.  One  of  the  most  beautiful  sites  in  Norwood 
is  Endean  Park.  It  is  a  beautiful  place  to  have  a  family  picnic.  This  park 
offers  magnificent  views  of  the  Great  Blue  Hill  and  the  skyline  of 
Boston.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Mr.  Riolo: 

I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  1987. 

The  numbers  of  Fire/Medical  responses  for  1987  showed  a  similar 
pattern  to  1986.  However,  there  were  several  severe  house  fires  which 
caused  one  death  and  two  injuries.  There  were  thirty-six  building  fires 
causing  $329,000  in  damages.  Six  of  these  building  fires,  all  residential, 
caused  $275,000  in  damages.  In  all  cases,  lack  of  or  inoperative  smoke 
detectors  played  a  major  role  in  the  loss. 

There  were  fifty-nine  vehicle  fires  for  a  total  damage  of  $164,000. 
This  was  a  decrease  over  the  previous  year.  In  the  last  six  months,  there 
was  an  amazing  drop  in  car  fire  loss.  We  attribute  this  to  new  laws 
requiring  insurance  not  to  pay  loss  on  possible  arson  cases  until  the 
owner  submits  detailed  reports  on  the  incident. 

Our  efforts  in  Fire  Prevention  increased  during  1987.  A  computer 
file  of  all  licenses  for  flammable  liquids  was  compiled  as  well  as  a  data 
base  on  all  underground  tanks.  Since  June  of  1985,  one  hundred  and 
sixty-two  underground  tanks  have  been  removed  throughout  the  Town. 

The  secured  key  access  program  voted  by  Town  Meeting  in  1986  is 
nearing  completion.  Over  two  hundred  and  seventy  “lock  boxes’’  have 
been  installed  in  all  buildings  having  fire  protection  systems. 

In  public  education,  the  school  programs  have  continued  to  prove 
successful.  We  are  now  trying  to  expand  the  program  to  include  other 
groups  such  as  the  elderly  and  health  care  workers.  It  is  our  belief  that 
public  education  in  fire  prevention  holds  the  greatest  potential  for 
reducing  fires  in  the  community.  We  will  continue  to  pursue  this  goal  in 
1988. 

During  the  past  year  both  Engine  6  (1977  pumper)  and  Ladder  1 
(1967  aerial  ladder)  were  refurbished.  In  both  cases,  it  added  extra  life  to 
the  apparatus.  We  have  had  to  delay  our  apparatus  replacement 
program  until  we  resolve  the  problem  of  a  second  Fire  Station.  The 
present  facility  cannot  handle  any  additional  apparatus. 

In  planning  for  a  satellite  Station,  progress  was  made  during  1987. 
Funds  werw  appropriated  by  Town  Meeting  to  evaluate  the  present 
Station  for  office  space  and  locate  possible  sites  for  the  second  Station. 
We  are  confident  that  additional  information  will  be  available  for 
discussion  during  1988.  Work  has  continued  on  development  of  the 
third  Engine  Company.  This  need  was  identified  in  1985  and  has 
continued  to  be  a  major  goal  for  the  Department.  The  number  of 
incidents  where  ALL  our  apparatus  and  personnel  are  committed  is 
happening  on  a  regular  basis. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  Department  for  their  continued 
dedication  and  efforts.  I  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  assistance 
of  all  Town  Departments  and  Boards  who  are  partly  responsible  for 
making  our  operation  successful.

The  School  Dentist  has  examined  all  children,  grades  one  through 
six,  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  including  St.  Catherine’s  Parochial 
School  children,  grades  one  through  six. 

Children  needing  dental  care,  after  parents  authorization,  were 
treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic.  The  treatment  given  to  the  children  includes: 
fillings,  cleanings,  plaque  control  and  instruction  in  good  dental  hygiene 
habits,  also  emergency  treatments  for  special  needs.  In  addition  the 
sealant  program  continued  to  be  offered  to  the  children  grades  two  and 
six.  One  Hundred  Forty-Six  children  received  sealants  under  this 
program. 
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SCHOOL  NURSING  SERVICES— ST.  CATHERINE’S 

John  O’Day,  School  Physician 
Anna  E.  Tobin,  R.N.,  School  Nurse 

In  accordance  with  the  school  immunization  laws,  booster  doses  of 
necessary  vaccine  are  given.  Parents  are  notified  of  necessary  vaccines. 

All  children  are  given  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  every  year  to 
screen  them  for  visual  defects.  Children  that  fail  the  test  are  referred  to 
an  ophthamologist  for  further  examination. 

All  children  are  given  an  audiometer  test.  Children  failing  this  test 
are  referred  to  an  ear  specialist  for  further  treatment. 

A  Scoliosis  screening  was  held  for  children  in  grades  5-9.  This  is  not 
a  diagnostic  service  but  a  program  to  identify  young  people  who  should 
have  further  medical  evaluation.  If  any  unusual  findings  are  detected  the 
parent  is  asked  to  consult  their  family  physician.

In  1987  the  Board  of  Health  began  a  program  called  “Great  Little 
Decisions’’.  This  program  measured  the  life  style  risk  factors  for  stroke 
and  coronary  heart  disease.  Town  employees  from  the  Town  Hall,  Fire 
Department,  Public  Works,  Elementary  and  Secondary  schools 
participated.  A  total  of  207  risk  consultations  were  done. 

An  AIDS  seminar  for  First  Responders  was  conducted  for  Fire  and 
Police  personnel. 

Public  Health  nurses  conducted  blood  pressure  screening  at  the 
Walpole  Mall  as  part  of  the  HESCO  Senior  Fair. 

The  Board  of  Health  participated  in  the  1987  “Make-It-Click’’ 
campaign  to  promote  the  use  of  seat  belts.  Norwood  received  second 
prize  for  its  participation  in  the  program. 

The  nursing  staff  assisted  at  the  Norwood  Hospital  Child  Health 
and  Safety  Fair. 
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The  “Safe  Home”  program  continued.  A  trained  injury  prevention 
inspector,  with  the  parent,  checks  the  areas  where  children  play. 
Recommendations  are  made  to  eliminate  hazards  and  a  kit  of  safety 
supplies  is  left  with  the  parent. 

Fifty-one  persons  attended  a  Skin  Cancer  Screening  sponsored  by 
the  Health  Department  in  conjunction  with  the  American  Cancer 
Society.  Dr.  Elizabeth  Hingson  was  in  attendance. 

A  seminar  on  “Aids  in  the  Workplace”  was  conducted  for  area 
businesses. 

Counseling  by  a  registered  dietition  was  made  available  at  Blood 
Pressure  Clinics  for  individual  and  group  counseling.  Health  kits  and 
safety  information  were  distributed  to  family  Day  Care  Providers. 

List  of  reportable  diseases  and  rules  regarding  regulations  and 
quarantine  were  distributed  to  local  physicians  and  hospital  personnel. 

A  seminar  for  pool  operators  was  conducted  to  teach  the  proper 
methods  for  maintenance  and  disinfection. 

As  the  Board  continues  to  work  towards  the  optimum  in  public 
health  for  the  residents  of  Norwood,  its  sincere  appreciation  is  extended 
towards  all  who  assisted  in  their  endeavor.

NORFOLK  MENTAL  HEALTH  ASSOCIATION 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  is  a  private  non-profit 
corporation,  governed  by  a  citizen  Board  of  Directors  who  represent 
each  of  the  twelve  towns  in  its  service  area:  Canton,  Dedham, 
Foxborough,  Medfield,  Millis,  Norfolk,  Norwood,  Plainville,  Sharon, 
Walpole,  Westwood  and  Wrentham. 

The  major  programs  of  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association 
available  to  Norwood  residents  are: 

CUTLER  COUNSELING  CENTER,  which  has  a  large  multi¬ 
disciplinary  staff  serving  individuals,  couples,  and  families.  Services 
include  evaluation,  referral,  treatment,  educational  and  support  groups 
(e.g.  Widowed  Lifeline,  Senior  Care  Program,  Gym  Program  for 
Children,  Social  Rehabilitation,  Divorce-Separation  Workshops,  Stress 
Management,  Alcohol  &  Substance  Abuse),  children  and  adolescent 
groups,  parent-toddler  groups,  as  well  as  consultation  and  training 
services  to  community  agencies,  schools,  and  local  industries. 
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PROJECT  HIRE,  a  sheltered  vocational  rehabilitation  facility  for 
people  with  emotional,  developmental  or  physical  handicaps.  Programs 
include  diagnostic  evaluations,  electronic  skill  training,  work  adjustment 
training  and  counseling,  sheltered  long-term  employment,  and 
transitional  employment  and  job  placement. 

PARENT-AIDE  PROGRAMS,  offering  trained  and  supervised 
volunteer  aides  who  provide  one-to-one  help  to  clients  in  the  community, 
families  and  individuals  in  crisis,  victims  of  domestic  violence,  parents  at 
risk  of  abusing  and  neglecting  their  children. 

COMMUNITY  EDUCATION  PROGRAMS,  offering  speakers  for 
community  meetings,  workshops,  consultation  and  educational 
materials. 

During  fiscal  year  1987,  Cutler  Counseling  Center  provided  direct 
services  to  approximately  775  people  from  Norwood.  The  total  value  of 
these  services  was  $326,280  of  which  the  Town  of  Norwood  allocated 
$14,855. 

In  the  past  year,  people  from  Norwood  who  came  to  us  for 
assistance  were  often  referred  by  friends,  neighbors,  family,  clergy, 
school,  physicians,  or  community  agencies.  The  most  common  requests 
for  help  concerned  such  problems  as  depression  and  anxiety,  difficulties 
in  marriage  or  family  relations,  school  or  behavior-related  problems, 
alcohol  or  drug  abuse,  work-related  problems,  and  acute  or  chronic 
mental  illness. 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  Board  of  Directors  includes 
Richard  T.  Frederics,  Arthur  Gerome,  John  E.  Murphy,  and  Stephen 
Woelfel  from  Norwood.

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The  Authority  employs  one  Executive  Director,  one  Deputy 
Executive  Director,  one  Rental  Assistance  Program  Coordinator,  one 
Bookkeeper/Computer  Operator,  one  Clerk/Typist,  one  Maintenance 
Supervisor  and  seven  Maintenance  Laborers. 

The  duties  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  the  objectives  of 
Public  Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent  safe  sanitary  housing  to 
families  and  elderly  persons  of  low  and  moderate  incomes  at  rents  they 
can  afford.  The  primary  function  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is 
to  administer  public  housing  programs  within  the  Town  of  Norwood  and 
to  recommend  and  apply  for  financial  assistance  to  state  and  federal 
agencies  for  new  developments  when  they  are  determined  to  be  needed. 

The  Authority  administers  a  591  housing  program  within  the  town. 
Of  this  total,  481  units  are  located  in  buildings  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Authority.  The  remaining  110  units  are  privately  owned  and  leased 
under  either  the  Federal  Section  8  or  State  707  Rental  Assistance 
programs.  Within  its  owned  units  the  Authority  has  389  units  of  elderly, 
17  units  specifically  designed  for  the  handicapped  and  75  units  for 
families. 

During  the  past  year  the  Authority  completed  $334,000.00  in 
modernization  work.  The  Authority  applied  for  and  has  been  awarded 
an  additional  $1,123,680.00  for  modernization  work  from  the  Executive 
Office  of  Communities  and  Development.  These  funds  will  be  used  to 
complete  phase  II  and  III  of  the  Authority’s  three  phase  capital  program 
to  update  all  its  State-Aided  housing  stock. 

The  Authority  is  presently  working  with  the  architectual  firm  of 
Arnold  A.  Jacobsen  and  Associates  and  the  engineering  firm  of  MACE, 
Inc.  to  prepare  the  design  plans  and  specifications  for  this  work. 

For  the  5th  straight  year  the  Authority’s  administrative  staff  has 
received  a  commendable  rating  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Communities  and  Development  under  its  Management  Incentive 
program.  The  Authority  is  proud  of  the  fine  job  being  done  by  its 
Executive  Director  and  his  staff. 

At  this  time  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  its  sincere  thanks  to 
the  various  town  officials  and  others  who  have  contributed  time  and 
effort  to  assist  the  Authority  in  making  this  past  year  a  successful  one.

General  Observations 

Library/school  cooperation  has  expanded  in  the  instructional  area 
in  pooling  copies  of  books  for  summer  reading  lists,  and  book  deposits 
have  been  placed  in  numerous  elementary  school  classrooms  to  render 
supportive  assistance  for  specific  instructional  programs. 

Outreach  programs  to  those  who  cannot  come  to  the  library  (e.g., 
homebound  and  nursing  home  residents)  continues  to  be  a  model  for  the 
state. 

The  literacy  Training  program  reaches  more  and  more  people,  and 
has  become  a  model  for  other  libraries  to  emulate.  This  is  a  program 
with  long  range  benefits  to  the  students  and  the  community. 

The  videocassette  lending  collection  has  grown  through  support 
from  a  variety  of  organization,  bequests,  and  a  state  grant.  The  primary 
focus  of  the  collection  is  on  films  for  children,  instructional  materials, 
some  classic  movies,  and  travelogues. 

The  children’s  summer  reading  program  had  the  largest  initial 
enrollment  ever  (411)  and  233  completed.  All  completers  read  at  least  10 
books  each,  and  submitted  written  reports  on  each  book  -  the  reports

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  superintendent  of  the  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1987. 

During  1987  we  experienced  a  7.85  percent  increase  in  KWHRS 
purchased  largely  due  to  continued  growth  in  the  commercial  and 
industrial  sector.  This  substantial  growth  is  expected  to  continue  as  there 
are  numerous  commercial  and  residential  projects  currently  under 
development. 

In  1987  the  reconstruction  of  distribution  lines  on  Route  1  was 
100%  completed  by  the  Light  Department.  The  department  also 
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completed  construction  on  the  Nahatan  Street  Improvements  Project 
and  is  currently  working  on  the  University  Avenue  Extension  Project. 

During  1987  an  agreement  was  reached  with  New  England  Power 
regarding  our  NYPA  power  allocation.  This  agreement  means  that  our 
residential  customers  will  have  zero  fuel  charge  for  at  least  five  months 
and  a  reduced  fuel  charge  for  as  long  as  NYPA  power  is  allocated  to  the 
Town. 

I  offer  the  following  statistical  data  relative  to  the  operation  of  the 
Light  Department.

REPORT  OF  THE  PERMANENT  BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 


This  is  the  twenty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Permanent  Building 
Construction  Committee. 

The  Committee  meets  on  the  average  of  one  night  a  week. 
However,  pressing  issues  often  require  expanding  that  schedule.  Two 
projects  were  reasonably  completed  during  1987.  They  included 
Renovations  to  the  Senior  High  School  and  Improved  Access  for 
Handicapped  Persons  to  Town  Buildings. 

In  the  later  part  of  the  year,  the  PBCC  selected  an  architect  to 
develop  plans  for  a  new  project  for  renovations  to  the  offices  of  the 
Town’s  Electrical  Department. 
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Other  activities  included  the  election  of  a  new  Chairman,  John  J. 
Egan,  and  Vice  Chairman,  Theodore  J.  Callahan.  The  Committee  also 
expressed  great  appreciation  for  the  dedicated  efforts  of  former 
Chairman  Philip  C.  Swain. 

Summary  of  Projects 

NORWOOD  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  RENOVATIONS  -  Work 
at  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  was  mostly  completed  with  the 
exception  of  certain  punch  list  items.  The  athletic  fields  were  ready  in 
time  to  allow  the  track  and  football  teams  to  use  their  own  facilities  for 
home  games.  However,  the  baseball  field  was  not  in  playing  condition 
due  to  unfinished  ground  work. 

A  dispute  has  arisen  between  the  PBCC  and  the  general  contractor 
on  the  Senior  High  School  project.  Both  parties  have  agreed  to 
participate  in  binding  arbitration  and  the  hearings  will  take  place 
sometime  in  1988. 

IMPROVED  ACCESS  FOR  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS  TO 
TOWN  BUILDINGS  -  All  work  on  this  project  was  completed.  Full 
access  to  the  handicapped  is  available  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Library,  and 
the  Police  and  Fire  Station. 

RENOVATIONS  TO  THE  ELECTRICAL  DEPARTMENT 
BUILDING  -  In  response  to  Town  Meeting’s  appropriation  of 
$125,000.00  for  renovations  at  the  Town’s  Electrical  Department,  the 
Committe  reviewed  architectural  resumes  and  selected  an  architect  for 
the  project.  The  scope  of  work  includes  relocating  the  billing  office  to 
the  first  floor,  modernizing  the  environmental  systems,  and  providing 
ready  access  for  handicapped  persons  to  the  building.  By  the  end  of 
1987,  the  architect  had  completed  his  design  development  scheme  and 
presented  it  for  approval  to  the  Committee.

In  1987,  residential  and  commercial  development  continued  strong 
in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  The  Board  signed  a  number  of  Approval  Not 
Required  plans  (establishing  lots  with  frontage  on  existing  roads)  and 
administered  many  subdivisions  including  Eagles  Estates,  Fisher  Estates 
(changed  to  an  apartment  development),  Silver  Street,  King’s  Road, 
Power  Lane,  River  Ridge  Office  Park,  Blossom  Street,  George  Street, 
Grandview  II,  Ivy  Circle,  Morse  Avenue,  and  Garden  Parkway 

In  April,  Rudith  Berkowitz  was  elected  to  Planning  Board.  Elected 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year  was  E.  William  Bamber  as  Chairman,  Anne 
T.  Lydon  as  Vice-chairman,  and  Paul  J.  Donohue  as  Clerk. 

The  Board  held  hearings  on  Zoning  District  Changes  and  zoning 
bylaw  changes  including  revisions  to  Town’s  Sign  Bylaw  and  a  petition 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  ban  drive-through  windows.

Please  accept  my  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1987. 

It  has  been  another  busy  year  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  in  regard  to 
construction. 

The  Nahatan  Street  Urban  Systems  Project,  which  in  addition  to 
utility  and  street  construction,  included  sidewalks,  tree  planting,  and 
signalization,  has  been  completed.  The  Broadway  Street  PWED  Job  has 
been  completed  and  has  greatly  improved  that  section  of  the  Center. 

Some  of  the  other  projects  started  in  the  past  year  have  been  the 
reconstruction  of  University  Avenue  and  Everett  Streets.  The  Norwood 
Gardens  Pumping  Station  is  about  60%  completed  and  the  contractor  is 
waiting  for  delivery  to  install  the  stations  equipment. 

Some  of  the  projects  that  are  anticipated  in  the  near  future  are  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Meadowbrook  drain,  another  possible  PWED  Job 
on  Central  Street,  resurfacing  and  sidewalk  on  Dean  Street  and  the 
relocation  of  the  Public  Work’s  Yard.  Our  yearly  street  and  sidewalk 
program  has  been  continued  with  great  success. 

The  Public  Work’s  Crews  have  done  an  excellent  job  in  beautifying 
the  town  of  Norwood  through  their  efforts  in  maintaining  the  flower 
beds  throughout  the  community  and  also  by  their  tree  planting  and  street 
sweeping  programs. 

I  also  feel  the  Public  Work’s  Crews  have  done  a  tremendous  job  in 
our  snow  operations  in  the  past  winter  and  I  commend  them  for  it.

Please  accept  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1987.  As  your  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  with  direct 
responsibility  for  the  operations  of  the  Highway,  Parks,  Forestry  and 
Cemetery  Divisions,  my  report  is  as  follows: 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

The  duties  of  the  Highway  Division  include  the  maintenance  and 
repair  of  all  roadway  shoulders,  streets,  and  sidewalks,  traffic  islands 
and  barriers  and  handling  numerous  citizen  and  departmental 
complaints.  Other  areas  that  they  are  involved  in  are:  street  sweeping 
programs,  salt  and  sand  operations,  as  well  as  plowing,  sidewalk  and 
berm  installation,  cleaning  of  brooks  and  culverts,  maintenance  of  pools 
and  skating  areas,  as  well  as  maintaining  all  roadside  containers. 

The  Highway  Asphalt  Crew  used  a  total  of  525  tons  of  bituminous 
concrete  in  caring  for  our  streets  and  sidewalks,  as  well  as  berm  repairs 
and  installation. 

The  Highway  Sign  Crew  made  up  and  installed  a  total  of  450  street 
and  traffic  control  signs  as  well  as  specialty  signs  at  the  request  of  other 
departments.  This  crew  is  also  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  our 
voting  booths,  Christmas  Mangers,  opening  and  closing  of  our  pool 
areas,  caring  for  our  bleachers  and  players  benches  and  finally,  all  fence 
repair  and  installation.

This  amounted  to  approximately  2.0  miles  of  roadway  resur  'aced  in 
1987.  All  or  part  of  5  sidewalks  were  resurfaced  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  berm  was  installed. 

Some  of  the  other  duties  of  the  Highway  Crews  were:  Cleaning 
vacant  lots,  minor  building  repairs,  filling  in  for  custodian  positions, 
assisting  the  Animal  Officer. 
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FORESTRY  DIVISION 

The  Forestry  Division  is  still  being  manned  by  a  combination  of 
both  the  Parks  and  Highway  Divisions. 

The  Crews  installed  88  new  trees,  pruning  and  fertilizing  them.  All 
town  trees  were  sprayed  in  order  to  control  the  continuing  problem  of 
tent  caterpillars  and  Fall  web  worm. 

In  addition  to  the  planting  of  trees,  47  town  trees  were  removed  and 
59  stumps  were  removed.  All  locations  were  either  patched  or  seeded  and 
all  woodchips  removed. 

The  Crew  also  cleared  trees  and  brush  along  the  town’s  sewer 
easements  as  well  as  the  Westover  Parkway  area. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

The  Parks  Crew  limed  and  fertilized  all  ballfields,  commons,  and 
park  areas  in  the  early  spring  and  again  in  the  fall.  Again,  the 
professional  manner  in  which  they  cared  for  our  Little  League,  Babe 
Ruth,  and  American  Legion  fields  received  many  favorable  comments 
from  the  various  athletic  organizations  throughout  the  Town. 

The  Parks  Crew  loamed  and  seeded  over  2000’  of  newly  installed 
berm,  repaired  sod  damage  due  to  plowing,  and  repaired  some  areas  that 
had  been  dug  up  by  the  utility  divisions. 

All  Town-owned  bushes  and  shrubbery  in  the  Common  and  the 
Town  Hall  have  been  trimmed. 

Some  of  the  other  duties  of  the  Parks  Department  include 
maintaining  62  planters  throughout  the  Business  District,  and  the 
installation,  maintenance  and  removal  of  voting  booths,  ballot  boxes, 
Christmas  lights,  and  Mangers. 

CEMETERY  DIVISION 

The  Cemetery  Crew  prepared  and  conducted  249  interments. 

The  crew  deserves  credit  for  the  care  they  give  the  cemetery  and  the 
concern  they  have  shown  the  Townspeople  at  the  most  trying  time. 

Some  of  the  other  duties  and  services  provided  by  this  department 
are  as  follows: 

Foundations:  The  Cemetery  Crew  used  a  total  of  31  yards  of 
concrete  in  digging  and  pouring  71  new  foundations,  recapping  5 
foundations  and  resetting  6  monuments. 

Trees  and  Shrubbery:  75  bushes  were  removed  at  the  request  of  lot 
owners  and  10  had  to  be  removed  in  order  to  make  interments. 

Flush  Markers  Installed:  57  bronze  veterans  markers  were  installed. 

Materials:  600  lbs.  of  seed,  5  tons  of  lime  and  17  tons  of  fertilizer 
were  used  in  reseeding,  resodding,  as  well  as  repairing  137  grave  areas. 
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Lots  Sold:  35  companion  lots  (2  graves),  1 1  garden  or  family  lots,  2 
veteran  graves. 

Cemetery  Improvements:  24  Arborvitae  were  planted  along  the 
dump  road. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Cemetery  Crew  maintained  the 
grounds  at  both  Highland  and  Old  Parish  Cemeteries,  cleaned  all  drain 
lines,  assisted  in  putting  out  veterans  flags  and  organizational  markers, 
and  did  minor  repairs  and  painting  to  the  buildings.

Once  every  week  water  samples  are  taken  from  five  sections  of 
Town  and  delivered  to  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority 
Laboratories  for  analysis.  Also,  four  times  per  year  water  samples  are 
taken  and  brought  to  the  State  Laboratories  in  Lawrence  for  analysis. 

Dead  end  water  lines  were  blown  off  as  required.  All  hydrants  were 
inspected  in  the  spring  and  fall,  continuously  during  the  winter  months, 
and  after  each  use,  by  the  Fire  Department.  A  Water  Leakage  Survey 
was  conducted  by  Water  and  Waste  Pipe  Testing  Inc.  of  Lynnfield. 
Repairs  of  water  leaks  were  a  continuing  operation  of  Water  Department 
personnel.

It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  I  report  to  you  the  programs 
and  activities  of  the  Recreation  Department  for  the  year  1987

Norwood’s  population  participated  in  the  various  programs 
of  the  Recreation  Department  in  ever  increasing  numbers  in 
1987;  taxing  all  facilities  to  maximum  and  putting  additional 
strain  on  the  fine  staff  of  leadership  in  the  department.  It  is  due 
to  the  efforts  of  the  Recreation  Department  staff  that  the  success 
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was  enjoyed  during  the  year.  Their  enthusiastic  approach  to  their  work 
provided  the  motivation  so  necessary  to  stimulate  and  sustain  the  interest 
of  participants  in  programs,  without  this  the  finest  of  programs  cannot 
succeed 

The  Civic  Center  again  was  the  focus  of  both  programs  and 
meetings  for  the  recreation  and  town  sponsored  groups.  Programs  and 
activities  offered  at  the  Center  are:  Senior  exercise,  morning  and 
evenings  Aerobics,  Golf,  adult  Knitting,  Teen  Jazzercise,  Karate, 
beginners  Tap  and  Ballet,  Photography,  Yoga,  Volleyball,  Line  and 
Ballroom  dancing,  Boxing  and  Toddler  play  day.  Special  events  were 
offered  at  various  times  during  the  year  such  as  holiday  dances  for  junior 
high  age  students,  Halloween  party  for  elementary  age  children,  along 
with  trips  to  the  Celtics,  Disney  on  Ice,  etc. 

The  Civic  Center  assisted  various  community  groups  and  individuals 
during  the  year  in  matters  relating  to  recreation.  The  department  also 
cooperated  with  other  Civic  groups  with  their  programs  such  as  the  Elk’s 
National  Free  Throw,  Norwood  Basketball  Association,  etc. 

Making  use  of  the  meeting  rooms  for  organizational  meeting  were 
many  Norwood  athletic  groups:  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth,  adult  softball 
leagues,  men’s  basketball  league,  youth  soccer  and  hockey.  Local 
groups  using  the  facilities  were:  Norwood’s  Arts  Council  and  Arts 
Lottery,  Jaycees  and  various  town  departments. 

The  department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  many  varied  and 
interesting  programs.  The  activities  ranged  from  special  events  like 
concerts  at  Great  Woods  in  Mansfield,  Children’s  Museum,  Museum  of 
Science,  Rocky  Point,  etc.  Play  Camps  opened  on  June  24th  and  closed 
August  14th.  In  addition  to  these  more  or  less  formal  programs  the 
camps  conducted  many  activities  on  an  individual  basis.  Flexibility  is  the 
key  note  of  our  general  program  rather  than  a  formal  rigid  program.  A 
popular  activity  at  one  camp  may  not  be  popular  at  another,  so  the  day 
activities  are  more  or  less  dictated  by  the  children  attending  the  camp. 

The  two  outdoor  pools,  Fr.  McAleer  and  Hawes  Brook  opened  on 
Saturday,  June  20th  for  public  swimming.  Hours  for  open  swim  were  12 
noon  to  8  p.m.  Fr.  McAleer  again  held  the  adult  open  swim,  Monday 
through  Friday  from  noon  to  1  p.m.  Swimming  lessons  started  on  June 
29th  to  August  19th  for  four  two  week  sessions  from  9  a.mT  to  12  noon. 
Children  ages  5  to  16  years  old  were  involved  in  these  classes;  again  the 
classes  for  5  and  6  years  old  were  in  great  demand.  Both  pools  ended  a 
successful  season  on  Monday,  September  7th.  The  season  was 
completed  without  any  serious  accidents  or  injuries  due  to  the  diligence 
and  competence  of  the  staff. 

Everyone  at  the  Recreation  Center  is  most  appreciative  of  the  help 
rendered  by  many  groups  and  individuals  during  the  year  just  past.  A 
special  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his 
Staff,  Public  Works  and  Light  Departments,  School  Department  and  the 
other  town  departments  and  boards  with  whom  this  department  has 
contact  during  the  past  year. 
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My  personal  thanks  go  to  the  sixty-five  individuals  who  were 
employed  by  the  department  during  1987  for  their  continuing  loyalty, 
enthusiasm  and  excellence  of  performance.  Without  their  superb 
leadership,  our  success  during  1987  could  not  have  been  realized.  Finally, 
and  perhaps  the  most  important,  I  extend  my  warmest  thanks  for  all 
those  participants  who  shared  in  our  programs  during  the  year.  The 
Recreation  Department  will  continue  to  move  ahead  in  its  quest  to 
provide  interesting  and  worthwhile  programs  for  the  citizenry  as 
possible.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  Department  of  Weights 
and  Measures  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1987.

In  order  that  I  might  be  better  equipped  to  execute  my  duties,  I  took 
advantage  of  a  training  program  by  attending  a  “sit  down  class”  for  a 
week  which  was  followed  by  field  training. 

The  quest  for  perfection  in  the  market  place  will  never  be  easy  with 
today’s  innovated  technology — that’s  why  we  have  permissive 
tolerances.  The  best  of  such  equipment  does  occasionally  fail  but  our 
“Standards  must  always  be  true”. 

There  were  minimal  complaints,  all  of  which  were  resolved 
accordingly.  In  pursuing  those  efforts  of  trying  to  see  that  equity  always 
prevails  between  buyer  and  seller;  I  must  state  that  everything  was 
workable  through  cooperation  as  usual  but  only  when  it  was  desirable  to 
work  those  problems  out  between  those  concerned. 

I’m  concerned  about  our  town’s  trend  toward  “self-service  gas 
stations”  and  do  strongly  recommend  our  Selectmen  to  consider  some 
restrictive  controls  as  many  cities  and  towns  already  have  adopted  local 
bans  against  these  “ghost  gas-stations”. 

State  regulations  require  automatic  fire  extinguishers  and  at  least 
one  attendant  on  duty.  However,  records  show  that  last  year,  there  were 
22  fires  in  self-service  stations  and  40  fires  at  full-service  stations.  Most 
fires  were  caused  by  motorists  hitting  gas  pumps  in  16  pump  areas  at  self- 
serve  stations  and  the  fire  equipment  was  activated  only  half  the  time. 

I’m  concerned  about  this  safety.  People  are  not  getting  their  cars 
checked  as  in  the  past  for  their  own  benefit.  Ghost  stations  are  a  step  in 
the  wrong  direction.  Something  is  going  to  happen,  and  no  one  will  be 
there.  I  have  reason  to  believe  the  gasoline  industry  does  not  like  to  be 
thus  regulated. 
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It  is  not  my  dream  but  a  positive  possibility  that  before  too  long, 
motorists  will  drive  up  to  pumps  in  unattended  stations,  insert  an  ID  card 
into  a  machine,  and  punch  in  identifying  numbers.  The  computer  will 
then  approve  the  account  and  allow  the  gasoline  to  flow! 

We  already  have  unattended  banking  machines  in  Norwood  and 
elsewhere  which  now  gives  out  money  by  the  same  technical  methods.  So 
too,  will  the  dangerous  gasoline  flow  here  unattended.  I  feel  our  town 
should  not  allow  this.  We  should  not  be  so  blind  to  safety  and  the  needs 
of  our  people  by  not  protecting  and  guarding  against  something 
happening  when  not  one  soul  would  be  there  with  needed  help. 

I  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff,  The 
Selectmen,  Police  and  Fire  Depts.,  local  industries  and  the  public  for 
their  assistance  in  permitting  me  to  have  served.

REPORT  OF  SELF  HELP  INCORPORATED 

Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton’s  and  Attleboro’s  anti-poverty 
agency  dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited  income 
individuals  and  families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community 
responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  limited  income,  disadvantaged  and 
minority  needs. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1987,  Self  Help  Inc., 
received  a  total  funding  of  $1 1 .6  M  and  provided  476,669  direct  services 
to  the  area’s  limited  income  individuals  and  families. 

2,692  residents  received  2,692  direct  services  totaling  $231,355 
during  the  program  year. 

The  total  funding  of  $11,639,819  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of 
human  services  delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help’s  funding 
enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $917,512  of  other  community 
resources  such  as  Commonwealth  Service  Corp.  and  local  cities  and 
towns  contributions  as  well  as  volunteers.  The  gross  volume  of  Self  Help 
during  the  past  program  year  was  approximately  $12.6  million. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  260  individuals,  many  of  whom  are 
limited  income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/86  to  9/30/87  was  a  successful 
one  for  Self  Help,  Inc.,  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited  income 
population.  We  thank  the  area’s  Mayors,  Boards  of  Selectmen,  town 
volunteers  for  helping  to  make  our  program  year  a  success.

I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’ 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1987. 

The  Department  consists  of  two  employees,  a  Veterans  Agent  and  a 
Clerk. 

Veterans’  Benefits  may  increase  as  a  result  of  prolonged  illness 
cases,  rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the 
customary  requests  for  financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community. 

For  the  last  ten  years,  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  has 
taken  applications  for  the  fuel  energy  program.  This  program  is  for  the 
benefit  of  all  Norwood  residents.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  last  year  over 
300  families  were  aided  by  this  program. 

Also  we  administrate  a  Transfare  Program  for  the  Elderly  and 
disabled.  At  the  end  of  1987,  we  had  998  applicants.  This  program  is  to 
assist  people  with  their  transportation  problems. 

The  Department  also  is  involved  in  parking  violations.  I  am  at  the 
present  time  hearing  officer  for  parking  tickets. 

Veterans’  Services  continues  to  increase  as  more  and  more 
servicemen  and  women  return  home  and  need  assistance  in  finding  jobs 
and  schooling.  They  are  thoroughly  briefed  upon  being  discharged  from 
the  armed  forces  and  brought  up  to  date  on  all  state  and  federal  benefits 
available  and  they  are  personally  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans  Administration  to 
Veterans  and  their  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  fiscal 
year  1986  was  close  to  three  million  dollars.  These  benefits  are  for 
compensation  to  dependents  of  veterans  who  died  in  the  service  or  of 
service  connected  disabilities,  disability  pensions,  disability 
compensations,  burial  awards  and  special  equipment  for  automobiles  for 
veterans  with  service  connected  disabilities,  vocational  rehabilitation 
training  for  the  disabled,  their  sons,  daughters,  wives  or  widows, 
education  readjustment  training,  veterans  insurance  and  indemnities. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  composed  as  it  is  in  two 
component  parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the 
purpose  of  administering  Veterans’  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance 
cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  seventy- 
five  (75%)  percent  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  As  of  December  31,  1987,  we  have  received  from  the 
Commonwealth  a  total  of  $43,074.29. 
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The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist 
veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance, 
information  and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational 
or  other  educational  opportunities.  G.I.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical 
care,  compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training, 
insurance,  burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  other 
benefits  granted  under  existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are  invariably 
granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best 
service  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting 
them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’  Administration 
and  the  various  local  civic  and  veterans’  organizations  that  interest 
themselves  in  veterans’  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this 
department  throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans 
Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Town  Counsel,  other 
Town  Departments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of 
Veterans  Services  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

The  District  School  Committee  held  regular  monthly  meetings  on 
the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  in  the  Administrative  Office 
at  the  Regional  School,  800  Randolph  Street,  Canton  MA.  Mr.  William 
T.  Buckley  and  Mr.  Ronald  Di  Guilio  presided  as  Chairman  and  Vice 
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Chairman  respectively:  Mr.  William  J.  Carr,  Esq.  of  Randolph  as 
Counsel  and  Mr.  Gerard  A.  Baker  as  Treasurer  with  Mr.  Donald 
Di  Fiore  as  Deputy  Treasurer  and  Mr.  Wilfrid  J.  Savoie  of  Norwood  as 
the  Superintendent-Director. 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School  has  consistently  offered 
quality  vocational  education  programs  to  the  residents  in  our  area  during 
the  past  twenty-one  years. 

During  1987,  the  following  numbers  of  students  availed  themselves 
of  Vocational  Education  under  the  auspices  of  the  Blue  Hills  Regional

The  Adult  Evening  Program  also  continues  on  a  self-supporting 
basis  with  an  average  cost  of  $95.00  per  course.  A  substantial  increase  in 
evening  adult  enrollment  was  realized  during  1987. 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School  provided  many  services 
and  completed  many  projects  during  1987  for  the  seven  (7)  Towns  in  the 
District.  The  savings  to  the  Town  Departments  was  approximately 
$35,000. 

The  School  also  provided  many  services  for  the  residents  and  civic 
groups,  in  the  Region,  at  a  savings  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  Auto  Body  Department  completed  over  thirty-five  jobs.  Among 
the  many  jobs  was  the  refurbishing  of  fire  trucks  for  the  Towns  of  Avon 
and  Randolph.  Also  work  was  done  on  a  van  for  the  Westwood  Council 
on  Aging.  The  Electrical  Department  completed  over  thirty-five  projects, 
including  participation  in  the  outside  construction  program  in  Braintree. 
John  Lentine,  a  Junior  in  the  Electrical  Department,  from  Norwood  won 
a  Silver  Medal  in  the  V.I.C.A.  (Vocational  Industrial  Club  of  America) 
Competition.  The  Structural  Wood  Department  completed  over  ninety 
projects.  Included  new  house  construction  in  Braintree,  stretcher  boards 
for  the  Town  of  Canton  Fire  Department,  began  vinyl  siding  on  the  facia 
on  the  Blue  Hills  School  and  many  other  projects  beneficial  to  the 
District.  The  Metal  Fabrication  Department  completed  over  sixty 
projects,  included  a  new  gate  for  a  Canton  dump  truck,  worked  on  an 
Avon  and  Holbrook  fire  truck,  fabricated  steel  boxes  for  the  Braintree 
Park  Department  and  aluminum  plates  for  signs  for  the  Dedham  Police 
Department.  The  Graphic  Arts  Department  completed  over  two  hundred 
and  sixty-five  projects  this  year.  All  Towns  benefited  from  the  work 
performed  by  this  department.  The  local  School  Departments  and  Town 
Offices  were  the  greatest  recipients  of  this  service.  The  Towns  saved  well 
over  $25,000.  The  Graphic  Arts  Department  was  also  fortunate  in  having 
Kevin  Potcner  from  Holbrook,  a  1987  graduate  as  the  Gold  Medal 
Winner  in  the  National  V.I.C.A.  (Vocational  Industrial  Club  of 
America)  Competition  making  him  the  best  Graphics  Arts  student  in  the 
country.  Machine  Shop  completed  marty  projects.  A  number  of  these 
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were  maintenance  projects  for  the  various  Town  Departments,  such  as 
valves  and  thermostat  housing  for  the  Braintree  Frie  Department,  and 
threaded  bolts  for  the  Braintree  Electrical  Department,  at  a  savings  of 
many  dollars.  The  Culinary  Arts  Department  through  the  restaurant, 
“The  Chateau  de  Bleu”  and  the  bakery  sales  was  able  to  serve  thousands 
of  people.  Many  senior  citizens  and  the  handicapped  took  advantage  of 
the  services.  There  were  approximately  8,700  meals  served  at  a  minimal 
cost  to  the  public.  The  Bakery  Department  generated  approximately 
$25,000  in  revenue  through  the  bake  sales.  Included  in  this  revenue  was 
our  annual  Thanksgiving  Day  Bake  Sale  where  over  1500  pies  and  800 
dozen  rolls  were  sold.  During  Christmas,  Culinary  held  another  bake  sale 
where  160  pastry  trays,  150  dozen  rolls  and  100  coffee  rings  were  sold. 
The  Health  Services  Department  served  the  community  through  their 
participation  in  the  Externship  Program  at  the  Norwood  Hospital,  the 
West  Roxbury  Veterans  Administration  Hospital,  the  New  England 
Sinai  Hospital  and  a  new  program  where  students  visited  and  assisted 
senior  citizens  that  live  in  their  own  apartments.  This  program  is  run  by 
H.E.S.S.C.O.  (Health  and  Social  Services  Consortium,  Inc.).  The 
students  and  instructors  received  praise  from  the  directors  and  local  State 
Representatives.  We  also  started  our  first  Day  Care  Clinic  which  was  an 
enormous  success.  There  were  twenty-four  children  that  participated  and 
both  the  community  and  our  students  benefited  tremendously  from  this 
experience.  The  Basic  Electronic  Department  provided  video  and 
television  productions.  They  also  installed  a  speaker  system  at  Canton 
High  School  for  students  use.  The  Advertising  Art  and  Design 
Department,  the  Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration  Department,  Auto 
Repair  Department,  Data  Processing  Department,  and  Drafting 
Department  were  not  directly  involved  in  community  and  municipal 
projects  but  were  supportive  in  each  area  where  their  services  were 
needed.  The  swimming  pool  is  used  as  part  of  our  physical  education 
program  by  day,  and  in  the  afternoons,  evenings  and  weekends,  it  is 
available  for  the  residents  of  our  seven  towns.  The  pool  activities 
include:  beginners,  intermediate  and  advanced  levels  of  swimming,  water 
safety  instruction,  senior  lifesaving  instruction  and  scuba  diving. 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  indebted  to  our  local 
School  Committees,  Superintendents  of  Schools,  Boards  of  Selectmen, 
Finance  Committee  members  and  local  Advisory  Board  members  who  so 
ably  assisted  with  their  continued  and  dedicated  support  in  1987. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  seven  member  towns,  the  parents  and  the  town 
meeting  members,  who  by  their  vote  of  confidence,  have  provided 
quality  vocational  and  technical  training  for  our  regional  youth,  we  are 
deeply  grateful.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  make  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  on  the  State  of  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  for  the  1986-87  academic  year. 

In  1983,  the  then  Commissioner  of  Education,  Dr.  John  Lawson, 
indicated  that  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  a  decade,  kindergarten 
enrollments  were  up  by  almost  500  pupils  during  the  1982-83  school  year. 
According  to  Commissioner  Lawson,  sizable  increases  were  also 
expected  for  1983-84.  He  expected  the  trend  would  proceed  through 
each  grade  in  subsequent  years.  In  fact,  he  predicted  the  impact  would 
be  large  enough  so  that  the  entire  K-6  grade  cluster  would  begin  to  climb 
in  1985-86.  The  commissioner  added  that  by  1986-87,  “over  40%  of  the 
Commonwealth’s  351  cities  and  towns  would  be  experiencing  growth  in 
their  student  population.” 

I  have  referred  to  Dr.  Lawson’s  comments  in  1983  for  two  reasons. 
First,  to  indicate  that  we  are  in  step  with  current  trends  in  enrollments 
across  the  Commonwealth,  and  second,  to  indicate  that  our  present 
trend  is  apparently  not  a  short-run  phenomena.  Granted  that  we  will  not 
have  enrollment  explosions  that  were  characteristic  of  the  50’s  and  60’s. 
However,  it  is  apparent  that  we  will  experience  a  constant  increasing 
student  enrollment  in  the  future  dominated  by  dynamic  changes  that  are 
occurring  within  our  community  relative  to  housing  configurations. 

This  year,  our  elementary  enrollment  has  continued  to  increase  well 
beyond  previous  projections  of  1520  pupils.  Our  elementary  enrollment 
October  1st  was  1679  and  increased  to  1711  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Projections  for  next  September  indicate  our  enrollment  for  elementary 
students  will  be  1737,  or  an  increase  of  217  pupils  over  previous 
projection  estimates. 

As  expected,  our  secondary  enrollments  will  continue  to  decrease 
which  is  representative  of  the  trend  through  the  Commonwealth. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  are  completing  the  first  year  of  a  five- 
year  plan  to  develop  curriculum  and  thereby  improve  instruction  in  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools.  While  curricula  were  developed  at  all  levels  of 
the  school  system,  the  major  focus  this  past  year  was  at  the  high  school. 
Complete  curriculum  guides  have  been  developed  for  46  subjects  across 
all  major  departments.  Each  guide  contains  an  outline  of  the  objectives 
of  the  course:  the  suggested  teaching  strategies,  the  media  and  materials 
required  to  conduct  the  activities,  and  the  outline  of  a  plan  for  assessing 
how  students  are  progressing. 

All  of  these  curricula  have  been  put  on  word  processing  to  facilitate 
modification  in  future  years.  Most  guides  have  been  produced  in 
quantities  which  allow  for  their  distribution  to  teachers  and 
administrators.  In  addition,  copies  are  being  placed  in  the  Norwood 
Public  Library  so  that  they  may  be  accessible  to  parents  and  others. 
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Those  which  have  not  yet  been  produced  in  quantity  are  in  the  process  of 
being  produced. 

With  continued  development  of  the  assessment  component  of  the 
curriculum  model,  we  are  optimistic  about  the  prospects  for  improved 
teaching  and  learning  as  a  result  of  our  curriculum  development  efforts 
at  the  high  school.  In  August,  we  presented  a  complete  set  of  high  school 
curriculum  guides  to  members  of  the  school  committee.  This  reference 
set  will  be  kept  in  the  school  committee  room  and  updated  periodically. 

Also  during  the  past  year,  we  have  implemented  an  Early  Childhood 
Planning  Grant  which  has  looked  intensively  at  the  needs  of  pre-school 
and  kindergarten  children.  One  part  of  the  grant  provided  for  the 
development  of  a  kindergarten  curriculum  guide  which  was  presented  to 
the  committee  earlier  by  Mr.  Talanian  and  Nancy  Roberts.  The  members 
of  the  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council,  under  the  leadership  of  Nancy 
Roberts  and  Marcia  Krasnow,  have  received  a  $100,000  Early  Childhood 
Implementation  Grant  to  provide  funds  to  build  a  Tot  Lot;  provide 
teacher  inservice  on  early  childhood  topics;  to  expand  existing  print 
resources  available  to  parents,  and  to  create  a  classroom  for  15-30  needy 
'  pre-schoolers. 

Curriculum  development  word  has  also  been  initiated  or  expanded 
this  past  year  in  the  following  areas: 

(1)  Alcohol  and  drug  education  -  with  the  development  of 
videotape  materials  for  elementary  students. 

(2)  Elementary  gifted  and  talented  curriculum. 

(3)  Elementary  science  curriculum. 

With  the  addition  of  staff  in  the  TV  studio  at  the  high  school,  we 
have  been  able  to  pursue  the  development  of  capabilities  in  the  areas  of: 

(1)  Studio  productions 

(2)  On-location  productions 

(3)  Inter-active  videocasting  and  production 

(4)  Production  of  video  documentaries  from  a  video  encyclopedia. 

At  this  time,  I  do  want  to  acknowledge  the  superb  leadership  and 

zeal  of  Dr.  Toran  in  regard  to  our  curriculum  development  this  past  year. 
He  has  initiated,  developed,  and  pursued  a  well-designed  plan  to  improve 
our  curriculum  and  instruction  at  all  levels  in  our  school  system.  His 
commitment  and  dedication  is  certainly  going  to  reap  many  benefits  for 
our  schools  and  our  students. 

The  Massachusetts  Public  School  Improvement  Act  of  1985 
(Chapter  188)  established  a  new  statewide  testing  program.  This 
program,  called  the  Massachusetts  Testing  Program,  has  two 
components  -  curriculum  assessment  testing  to  assist  in  the  improvement 
of  curriculum  and  instruction,  and  basic  skills  testing  to  identify  students 
in  need  of  assistance  in  mastering  basic  skills. 

This  year,  the  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program 
replaced  the  testing  required  under  the  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Policy 
established  in  1979  with  uniform  statewide  tests  for  grades  3,  5,  and  9  in 
reading,  writing  and  mathematics.  In  addition,  the  Commonwealth  used 
three  potential  standards  this  year  in  preparation  for  determining  a  single 
standard  for  the  next  testing  cycle. 
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I  am  happy  to  report  at  this  time  that  Norwood  students  performed 
quite  well  in  the  new  state  testing  efforts. 

At  the  70%  correct  level  the  following  results  were  attained  in  the 
Basic  Skills  Testing  Program: 

Grade  III 

Reading  —  95%  of  the  students  passed 

Math  —  97%  of  the  students  passed 

Grade  VI 

Reading  —  87%  of  the  students  passed 

Math  —  89%  of  the  students  passed 

Grade  IX 

Reading  —  81%  of  the  students  passed 

Math  —  76%  of  the  students  passed 

The  reports  we  received  from  the  Massachusetts  Educational 
Assessment  Program  represented  a  broad  range  of  data  about  our 
schools.  In  addition,  they  will  be  the  foundation  for  much  of  our  present 
and  future  program  evaluations  and  curriculum  planning.  Comparing 
Norwood  with  state  scores,  the  following  reflect  our  results: 

Grade  III 

Reading  —  Higher  than  state  (  +  40  Pts.) 

Math  —  Higher  than  state  (+  10  Pts.) 

Science  —  Higher  than  state  (  +  30  Pts.) 

GradeVII 

Reading  —  Same  as  state 

Math  —  Higher  than  state  (+10  Pts.) 

Science  —  Higher  than  state  ( +  30  Pts.) 

Grade  XI 

Reading  —  Higher  than  state  (  +  40  Pts.) 

Math  —  Higher  than  state  (  +  80  Pts.) 

Science  —  Higher  than  state  (  +  40  Pt$.) 

Our  new  economy  reading  program  was  introduced  this  year  in 
grades  kindergarten  through  grade  2.  This  was  the  recommendation  of 
the  reading  study  committee,  along  with  the  provision  that  next  year  the 
series  will  be  extended  to  grades  3  and  4. 

The  economy  reading  program  is  a  comprehensive  reading  series 
that  includes  materials  for  teaching,  re-enforcing,  supplementing,  and 
testing. 

We  are  pleased  to  stress  that  this  series  has  a  heavy  emphasis  on 
phonics  in  the  primary  grades  and  as  a  result,  no  supplementary  phonics 
materials  were  necessary  this  year. 

To  assure  the  success  of  this  program,  the  economy  consultant 
visited  our  schools  several  times  throughout  the  year,  and  video  tapes 
were  available  to  assist  the  teachers  with  the  planning  and  presentation  of 
our  new  program. 

On  behalf  of  our  teachers,  we  want,  at  this  time,  to  acknowledge 
and  thank  Mrs.  Ashapa-Olson  for  the  leadership  role  she  played  as  the 
selection  committee  chairperson,  and  for  the  professional,  efficient 
manner  she  monitored  the  program  system-wide. 
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I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Elementary  Math  Adoption 
Committee  has  unanimously  recommended  that  the  Silver  Burdett  Math 
Series  be  adopted  for  kindergarten  through  grade  3. 

Twenty-seven  teachers  throughout  the  elementary  schools  piloted, 
examined,  and  summarized  the  math  texts  of  nine  different  publishers. 
The  committee  met  bi-weekly  to  analyze  in  depth  all  submitted  materials 
through  the  use  of  and  elementary  scope-sequence  chart,  as  well  as  a 
supplementary  materials  rating  sheet. 

Our  Elementary  Math  Committee  selected  the  silver  Burdett  series 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Strong  foundation  in  problem  solving  and  computational  skills. 

2.  Well  organized  activities 

3.  Concise  and  colorful  teachers  edition 

4.  Excellent  in  service  and  consulting  assistance 

5.  Excellent  resource  activity  books 

6.  Excellent  manipulative  materials 

7.  Outstanding  enrichment  activities 

During  the  past  two  years  administration  has  become  concerned 
about  our  system  wide  testing  program  relative  to  the  Massachusetts 
mandated  testing  efforts.  Our  discussions  have  focused  on  such  issues  as: 

1.  The  need  for  local  testing 

2.  Time  of  year  for  testing 

3.  Grade  level  participation  and 

4.  The  appropriateness  of  interfacing  with  the  Massachusetts  basic 
skills  and  curriculum  assessment  program. 

After  much  discussion,  Mr.  Smith  and  our  principals  have  reached 
the  following  agreement  concerning  our  testing  program: 

1.  We  will  continue  our  achievement  and  aptitude  testing  program 
during  the  months  of  September  and  October  and 

2.  Our  testing  program  will  continue  for  Grades  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  8. 

It  is  the  strong  conviction  of  our  administrators  that  testing  is  a 
valuable  educational  tool  for  our  students,  parents,  and  our  schools. 

Testing  helps  our  schools  to  compare  the  performance  of  our 
students  to  national  norms  to  detect  strength  and  weaknesses  in  their 
programs.  Our  testing  program  also  helps  to  identify  the  needs  and 
talents  of  our  students  who  then  can  be  guided  into  an  appropriate 
educational  program.  And  lastly,  our  testing  program  has  been  a 
valuable  tool  for  parents  who  can  receive  a  better  understanding  of  their 
child’s  ability  and  performance  in  school.  For  these  reasons,  we  will 
continue  our  testing  program  in  conjunction  with  the  state’s  mandated 
testing  program.  We  are  sure  that  our  dual  effort  will  present  an 
interesting  balance  for  comparison. 

It  is  a  satisfying  experience  to  review  the  history  of  computer 
education  in  our  schools  these  past  few  years.  Our  students  today  have 
the  opportunity  to  have  a  broad  experience  in  the  use  of  micro  computers 
in  the  areas  of  word  processing,  Electronic  spreadsheets,  data  base,  and 
programming  in  Grades  7  through  12.  This  school  year  has  seen  a  large

increase  in  the  use  of  computers  for  aiding  in  the  instruction  of  all 
subject  areas  in  Grades  K-6.  This  trend  is  expected  to  continue  as  better 
quality  of  software  for  instruction  becomes  available. 

This  year,  Mr.  Buscone  initiated  a  creative  effort  to  minimize  the 
cost  of  maintenance  and  repair  of  our  computers.  Through  his  effort,  he 
has  had  a  teacher  at  the  high  school,  Mr.  Robert  Smith,  attend  classes  on 
Micro  Computer  Repair.  In  addition  to  the  long-term  financial  savings, 
Mr.  Smith  is  revising  his  curriculum  in  the  Electricity/Electronics  classes 
to  include  Computer  Repair.  Aside  from  the  savings,  our  students  now 
will  have  an  excellent  learning  opportunity  to  develop  skills  that  will  be 
very  much  needed  in  our  society  today. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  all  our  administration  aspects  of 
the  school  system  now  are  fully  computerized.  Every  student  Accounting 
function,  Grade  reporting,  Attendance,  Progress  reports,  and 
Scheduling  are  completely  in  place  with  only  minor  modifications 
expected  in  the  future. 

As  indicated  in  our  goals  this  year,  we  have  reviewed  the  process  of 
kindergarten  screening  and  registration.  Our  principals  feel  that  the 
latter  procedure  is  well  designed  and  functions  very  successfully  each 
year  in  our  five  buildings.  Our  process  of  kindergarten  screening  has 
been  reviewed  in  light  of  interest  in  early  childhood  programs.  Presently, 
our  screening  meets  the  requirements  of  Chapter  766  and  is  designed  to 
locate  substantially  handicapped  children.  In  planning  for  the  future, 
Mr.  Smith  is  convening  a  kindergarten  screening  committee  to  continue 
to  review  the  process,  time  of  the  year,  and  instruments.  Dr.  Mooney, 
from  Boston  College,  has  provided  consultation  services  to  our 
committee.  It  is  our  hope  that  recommendations  concerning 
kindergarten  screening  will  be  determined  in  early  1988. 

Two  years  ago  the  Norwood  School  Department  joined  the 
Governor’s  Alliance  against  drugs  with  160  other  communities.  In  doing 
so,  we  have  accomplished  the  following  membership  recommendations: 

1)  We  have  established  a  school  community  Advisory  Council, 

2)  Identified  treatment  resources  available  to  the  community, 

3)  Implemented  effective  substance  abuse  curriculum,  education  and 
prevention  programs,  and  4)  Developed  a  working  relationship  between 
the  school  and  the  local  enforcement  officials.  This  year’s  program  was 
highlighted  by  the  council’s  sponsoring  a  road  race  against  drug  abuse. 
This  activity  was  the  culmination  of  our  two-year  membership  and 
represents  the  beginning  of  a  bona  fide  community  effort. 

Five  years  ago,  Mr.  Smith  and  I  discussed  in  depth  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  an  alternative  school  program  for  a  selected  cluster  of 
students.  At  that  time  we  both  felt  that  our  needs  were  being  responded 
to 'by  our  TEC  membership.  In  addition,  we  felt  that  our  target 
population  was  not  sufficient  to  develop  another  alternative  to  our 
collaborative.  During  this  period  of  time,  however,  Mr.  Smith  and  I 
reviewed  annually  our  status  relative  to  this  issue. 

It  is  now  just  a  little  over  a  year  ago  when  we  received  approval  for 
our  alternative  classroom  proposal.  We  are  pleased  to  acknowledge  that 
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our  school  committee  recognized  the  need  for  services  for  a  group  of 
youngsters  who  had  histories  of  learning  difficulties. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  have  just  finished  our  first  full  year  of 
our  alternative  classroom.  We  feel  our  program  has  been  very  successful. 
Our  participating  students’  attendance  improved  markedly,  work 
production  increased,  and  behavior  has  become  more  responsible. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  students  represented  in  our  programs  are  an 
extraordinarily  fragile  group.  However,  the  strong  interpersonal  skills  of 
Mr.  Giardi,  our  teacher,  provided  each  with  a  caring,  structured 
environment  which  nurtured  growth  and  success. 

In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Smith,  who  has  supervised  this  program,  our 
major  issues  to  be  resolved  in  the  future  are  questions  concerning 
Curriculum,  Program  location,  and  Interacting  support  staff.  These 
issues  will  be  the  challenges  for  the  future  as  we  continue  to  reach  out  for 
students  who  need  success  to  survive. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  Personnel  Development  Steering 
Committee  has  been  a  source  of  pride  far  beyond  our  educational  and 
community  boundaries.  It  has  14  members  of  our  professional  staff  who 
represent  all  our  schools  as  well  as  Special  Services  staff,  principals,  and 
Central  Administration  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Daniel  Needham. 
This  committee  pursues  a  formal  needs  assessment  and  other  teacher 
input  in  developing  three  excellent  conference  type  programs  each  year. 
Each  program  consists  of  approximately  sixteen  workshops  from  which 
staff  have  the  opportunity  to  choose  one. 

During  the  current  year  our  Steering  Committee  developed  an 
extensive  comprehensive  focus  on  “Drugs  and  Alcohol  Abuse’’  and 
“Teaching  Math’’  which  were  enthusiastically  received  by  our  teachers. 

Since  early  Fall,  our  School  Committee  and  Central  Administrators 
have  reviewed,  analyzed  and  refined  our  FY  ’88  budget.  We  believe  it 
was  a  successful  effort,  if  we  consider  the  degree  of  acceptance  by  our 
Finance  Commission  and  Town  Meeting  Members. 

We  strongly  believe  that  this  budget  reflected  the  curriculum  efforts 
of  our  professional  staff  during  the  past  few  years.  However,  we  have  to 
recognize  that  this  budget  also  reflects  the  needs  of  the  future.  We  are 
working  hard,  through  our  professional  staff,  to  educate  and  prepare 
our  children  for  the  Twenty-first  Century. 

In  our  budget  preparations  this  year,  we  have  simplified  and 
detailed  budgets  in  Music,  Athletics,  Instructional  Supply,  Textbooks, 
Custodial  Overtime,  Maintenance,  and  Staff  Projections.  We  feel  that 
we  are  in  a  better  position  now  to  analyze  our  programs  and  prepare  for 
long-range  planning  in  these  accounts  than  we  have  heretofore.  I  am 
pleased  to  acknowledge  the  long  hours  and  hard  work  that  Mr.  Hemman 
has  devoted  to  preparing  these  accounts. 

Recently,  Mr.  Maher,  our  Director  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School, 
and  the  Superintendent,  completed  the  review  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  We  are 
currently  working  on  strategies  and  plans  that  will  respond  favorably  to 
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the  suggestions  of  the  NEASC&E.  It  is  our  intention  to  develop  an  in- 
depth  report  to  our  committee  in  the  Fall,  regarding  our  resolutions  to 
the  report  of  the  Evaluation  Committee. 

The  history  of  our  current  renovation  project  can  be  best 
characterized  as  a  hectic,  weary,  anxious,  antagonistic  journey  .  .  . 
through  time  and  space  ...  in  the  vernacular  of  our  current  younger 
generation.  It  is  suffice  to  say  here  that  this  project  is  slowly  coming  to 
an  end.  Unfortunately  for  the  Senior  High  School  and  HOP  complex, 
the  end  of  the  renovation  effort  will  not  signify  that  the  refurbishing 
needs  at  this  facility  will  be  completed.  Consequently,  we  have  completed 
a  well-defined  list  of  items  for  future  renovation  work  at  this  secondary 
complex.  It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  that  the  School 
Committee  review  our  efforts  in  the  hope  that  we  can  develop  strategies 
and  potential  solutions  to  truly  complete  this  total  renovation  project. 

Dr.  Toran  closed  our  FY  1987  Horace  Mann  Teacher  Grant 
Program  with  great  success.  This  past  year,  we  had  16  teacher 
participants  who  completed  projects  in  Peer  Training,  Chemistry,  Gifted 
and  Talented,  Advanced  Placement  Computer  Science,  Software 
Resources,  Computers,  Peer  Tutoring,  Enrichment  Programs,  Writing, 
Literature,  Art,  Reading,  and  an  E.S.L.  Handbook.  It  is  our  opinion 
that  this  program  will  have  substantial  impact  on  the  future  of 
Education.  Consequently,  we  hope  that  the  Legislature  will  see  the 
wisdom  of  expanding  this  program  financially  in  order  to  accelerate  the 
help  it  is  going  to  give  Curriculum  and  Instruction. 

This  June  marked  the  successful  completion  of  the  first  full  year  of 
our  School  Improvement  Councils.  We  feel  our  Councils  have  provided 
our  schools  with  an  exciting  opportunity  to  enrich  their  educational 
resources,  both  through  the  expenditure  of  funds  granted  schools  and 
through  the  process  of  including  principals,  teachers,  parents,  and  the 
community  in  a  new  and  creative  partnership.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this 
program  will  be  one  of  the  shining  highlights  of  the  future  that  will  have 
emerged  from  Chapter  188. 

The  School  Department  has  continued  its  strong  commitment  to 
maintain  and  expand  its  Public  Relations  efforts.  We  have  had  a  number 
of  our  staff  and  department  heads  appear  on  cable  to  discuss  our  various 
academic  programs  and  activities.  In  addition,  we  have  released 
numerous  news  releases,  articles,  school  bulletins  to  parents,  as  well  as 
exhibits  at  local  malls.  It  is  our  posture  that  we  must  inform  the  public  if 
we  are  going  to  be  worthy  of  their  support. 

The  issue  of  Junior  High  North  continues  to  be  a  perplexing 
problem  for  us.  Despite  increased  enrollments  and  uncertain  dynamics  in 
housing  patterns,  we  still  don’t  feel  we  are  going  to  need  North  in  the 
immediate  future.  Consequently,  we  suggest  that  we  continue  our  strong 
efforts  to  lease  this  building. 

After  two  years  of  considerable  discussions,  data  gathering, 
meetings,  statistical  analysis,  review  of  alternatives,  and  think-tank 
strategies,  we  finally  presented  to  our  School  Committee  our  long-range 
planning  proposal.  At  this  time,  I  will  simply  indicate  that  we  do  have  a 
long-range  plan  for  student  housing  which  the  School  Committee  has 
accepted  that  includes  strategies  of  redistricting  and  reorganization. 
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At  this  time,  I  want  to  acknowledge  the  leadership,  dedication  and 
commitment  of  Mr.  Cammarata,  Mr.  Kenny  and  our  Administrators. 
Their  devotion  to  this  project  and  contributions  of  thousands  of  hours  of 
effort  have  been  exemplary  and  worthy  of  commendation. 

One  of  the  enjoyable  highlights  for  the  superintendent  this  year  has 
been  the  re-establishment  of  a  newly  developed  after  school  theatre 
program  which  included  a  seven  week  theatre  workshop  for  students. 
I  am  delighted  to  report  that  our  theatre  group  successfully  produced  the 
“Miracle  Worker”  and  three  student-directed  one  act  plays.  All  were 
very  successful  and  of  excellent  quality.  It  is  the  intention  of 
Mr.  Piccirilli  and  Mrs.  Susan  Heckman,  our  director,  to  expand  this 
program  next  year  to  include  a  Broadway  musical,  a  children’s  theater 
presentation,  and  the  possibility  of  participating  in  a  state-wide  theatre 
competition.  It  is  our  hope  that  we  can  eventually  make  this  program  an 
integral  part  of  our  curriculum  offerings.  One  of  the  most  obvious  and 
significant  changes  we  are  witnessing  on  the  educational  scene  is  the 
encouragement,  from  all  directions,  to  develop  school  business 
partnerships.  This  is  completely  opposite  to  what  was  sound  practice  and 
philosophy  in  the  past. 

Early  in  this  academic  year,  we  formed  a  committee,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Buscone  and  Ms.  Mary  Lou  Karahalis,  to  formalize  a 
school/business/industry  partnership  program.  As  a  result  of  this 
committee’s  efforts,  such  a  program  was  finalized  with  Analog  Devices, 
Inc.  Analog  has  made  a  commitment  to  cooperate  with  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  in  providing  advice  regarding  curriculum  content  in  the 
electronic  and  computer  science  programs,  paid  internships  for  staff 
during  the  summer,  providing  speakers  to  classes,  hosting  field  trips,  and 
communicating  appropriate  part-time  and  full-time  job  openings  for 
high  school  students.  In  turn,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  agreed  to 
refer  appropriate  prospective  employees  and  to  assist  Analog  in  staff 
development.  It  is  our  hope  that  as  the  program  progresses,  it  will  be 
expanded  to  include  other  areas  and  that  it  will  serve  as  a  model  for  other 
companies  and  school  systems.  To  date,  our  activities  have  included  Bird 
and  Son,  Factory  Mutual,  Prime,  Telco,  Northrop  and  Polaroid. 

In  summary,  this  has  been  a  very  challenging  and  rewarding  year  for 
administrators.  We  are  pleased  at  the  results  of  our  Chemical  Awareness 
Programs  and  our  Basic  Skills  and  Assessment  Testing.  We  are  excited 
and  gratified  at  the  enthusiasm  of  our  professional  staff  and  the 
accomplishments  of  our  curriculum  developmnent  efforts.  In  addition, 

I  do  want  to  stress  the  time,  energy,  and  effort  that  has  been  expended  by 
administrators  this  year  in  the  areas  of  long-range  planning,  budget 
preparation,  renovation  issues,  as  well  as  a  hundred  other  school  related 
matters. 

I  am  happy  and  proud  to  acknowledge,  at  this  time,  that  these 
accomplishments  could  not  be  achieved  without  the  dedication  and 
commitment  of  our  teachers  and  administrators.  They  are  truly  our  most 
valuable  resources.  In  particular,  I  do  want  to  publicly  commend  our 
Central  Administration  Team  individually — Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith, 
Mr.  Hemman,  and  Mr.  Buscone,  for  their  loyalty,  professionalism,  and 
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devotion  to  our  school  system  and  to  the  members  of  our  School 
Committee.  I  feel  that  you  are  well  justified  in  taking  equal  pride  in  them 
as  well  as  their  accomplishment. 

Lastly,  I  want  to  express  to  our  committee  the  appreciation  of  our 
teachers  and  administrators  for  their  dedication  to  the  children  and 
professional  staff  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  As  I  have  indicated 
many  times  in  the  past,  their  support,  encouragement,  understanding, 
and  sensitivity  fuels  our  energy  and  efforts.  We  are  truly  grateful  for 
their  efforts  and  support.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  for  the  year  1987.  During 
the  past  year,  the  Assistant  Superintendent’s  office  has  been  heavily 
involved  in  program  development  efforts  in  a  broad  range  of  areas. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  awarded  the  Town  of 
Norwood  $92,000  to  begin  an  early  childhood  classroom  for  3  and  4  year 
olds.  The  purpose  of  the  grant  was  to  create  a  model  program  for  3  and  4 
year  old  children  who  would  be  unlikely  to  attend  nursery,  or  other  pre¬ 
school  programs,  and  who  subsequently  would  be  likely  to  experience 
difficulty  in  later  years.  The  program  began  in  November  and  serves  27 
students,  most  of  whom  come  from  bilingual  homes.  The  variety  of 
languages  include  Arabic,  Italian,  Portuguese,  Spanish,  Greek,  and 
Laotian. 

In  addition  to  the  funding  provided  to  support  the  early  childhood 
classroom,  funds  were  made  available  for  expansion  of  an  early 
childhood  parent  resource  center  and  for  parent  education  and 
workshops. 

Chapter  188— The  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1985— has  also 
provided  funds  for  outstanding  teachers  to  be  recognized  for  their  special 
programs  and  contributions  to  the  school  system.  The  Horace  Mann 
Teacher  Program  provides  for  the  selection  of  outstanding  teachers  and 
this  year  33  teachers  applied  for  Horace  Mann  Teacher  Grants  and  22 
were  awarded  funds  of  anywhere  from  $1,000  -  $2,000.  A  list  of  the 
award  recipients  and  a  brief  description  of  their  projects  may  be  found  in 
Table  I.

With  the  opening  of  the  T.V.  studio  at  Norwood  High  School, 
students  have  had  their  first  opportunity  of  becoming  involved  in  a 
variety  of  communications  related  activities.  The  T.V.  studio  allows 
students  to  create  their  own  videotapes,  live  broadcasts  to  the  student 
body  at  large,  and  T.V.  documentaries.  Shortly,  the  studio  will  also 
provide  opportunities  for  interactive  televideo  between  Westwood  High 
School  and  Norwood  High  School.  Many  of  these  new  opportunities  for 
learning  and  new  forums  for  students  to  communicate  have  been  made 
possible  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Norwood  Cable  T.V. 
Commission,  The  Education  Cooperative,  and  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools. 

The  computer  education  program  at  the  elementary  level,  for  which 
a  new  teaching  position  was  established  this  year,  has  been  very  effective. 
The  computer  resource  teacher  has  been  able  to  (a)  centralize  the 
purchasing  of  quality  software,  (b)  introduce  regular  classroom  teachers 
to  its  proper  and  efficient  use,  and  (c)  provide  quality  teacher  training  on 
computer  assisted  instruction,  computer  literacy,  and  basic  work 
processing/record  keeping. 

In  the  fall  of  1986,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education 
conducted  a  state-wide  assessment  of  students  basic  skills  in  math, 
reading,  and  writing  at  grades  3,  6,  and  9. 

A  summary  of  the  performance  of  Norwoods’  students  on  the  Basic 
Skills  Tests  is  provided  in  Table  II. 

Table  II  shows  the  overall  results  for  the  school  or  district  for  the 
three  tests— reading,  mathematics  and  writing.  The  reading  and 
mathematic  tests  consisted  of  multiple-choice  questions  (40  questions  per 
test  at  grade  3,  and  50  questions  at  grades  6  and  9). 

The  writing  test  required  students  to  write  an  essay. 

There  were  some  unique  aspects  to  the  first  year’s  Basic  Skills 
testing.  No  state-wide  standard  has  been  set  yet,  and  therefore  no  single 
percentage  of  students  passing  can  be  provided.  Three  potential 
standards  (60,  70  and  80  percent  correct)  are  listed,  and  the  percentage  of 
students  who  would  have  passed  for  each  potential  standard  is  given.  A 
second  unique  aspect  of  this  first  round  of  testing  is  that  10  or  12 
different  writing  topics  (depending  upon  the  grade— there  were  10  topics 
for  grade  3  and  12  for  grades  6  and  9)  were  administered  state-wide.  In 
each  school  only  one  topic  was  given.  However,  schools  in  the  same 
district  took  different  topics.  The  passing  rates  for  these  different 
prompts  varied. 

The  Comparison  Score  Band  is  a  statistic  that  is  included  in  the 
report  to  permit  a  school  or  district  to  compare  its  results  to  schools  with 
similar  student  populations  based  on  information  or  student  background 
factors  collected  during  the  test  administration.

An  important  point  to  note  about  the  Comparison  Score  Band  is 
that  it  does  not  say  what  a  school’s  passing  percentage  should  be,  but 
only  where  the  middle  50  percent  of  schools  state-wide  would  have 
scored  if  all  schools  had  characteristics  similar  to  this  school.  Note  that 
25  percent  of  the  results  state-wide  are  above  the  Comparison  Score 
Band,  indicating  a  higher  passing  rate  than  similar  schools,  and  25 
percent  are  below  their  Comparison  Score  Band. 

On  the  left  half  of  Table  II,  the  passing  percentage  for  the  school  or 
district  and  its  Comparison  Score  Band  are  given.  To  facilitate 
interpretation,  a  graphic  display  of  this  information  is  shown  on  the  right 
half  of  the  page.

SUMMARY  OF  TEST  RESULTS 
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During  the  past  year  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  maintained  the 
size  of  its  teaching  force  as  the  decline  in  student  population  bottomed 
out.  In  future  years,  we  are  likely  to  see  an  end  to  the  17  year  decline  in 
student  enrollments  as  the  size  of  the  school  age  population  begins  to 
rise.  Table  III  outlines  the  secondary  teaching  positions  in  detail  while 
Table  IV  shows  staffing  and  student  enrollments  at  the  elementary  level. 

Table  V  shows  system-wide  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1987  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  3,470  students.  This  was  7  students  above  the 
projected  enrollment  for  September  1,  1987  of  3,463  students. 
Elementary  enrollments  continued  to  climb  for  the  third  consecutive  year 
while  secondary  enrollments  declined  slightly.  The  five  elementary 
schools  are  becoming  crowded  as  a  result  of  the  increased  enrollments 
and  plans  are  being  developed  to  address  the  needs  for  classroom  space.

ANNUAL  REPORT  —  PART  I 
SCHOOL  YEAR— 1986  -  1987 

I  INTRODUCTION 

The  1986-87  school  year  has  been  a  very  active  one,  and  yet  one 
that  seemed  to  highlight  stability.  While  the  system  was 
processing  ways  to  respond  to  new  information  regarding 
curriculum  assessment  results  and  basic  skill  issues,  it 
established  a  staffing  pattern  that  stabilized  at  276.8.  This 
allowed  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  to  maintain  a  competitive 
presence  regarding  pupil/teacher  ratios.  Extraordinary  strides 
have  been  taken  in  curriculum  development,  along  with  a 
bolstering  of  the  gifted  and  talented  program. 

II  SPECIFIC  PROGRAM  AREAS 
A  .  Basic  Skills 

This  year  began  the  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program. 
Although  Massachusetts  has  been  involved  in  a  basic  skills 
testing  program  during  the  past  five  years,  this  was  the  first 
attempt  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  to 
control  the  total  aspects  of  the  program  including  the 
establishment  of  state- wide  standards. 

Norwood  students  performed  quite  well  in  the  new 
venture. 

At  the  70%  item  correct  level,  the  following  results  are 
reported: 

Grade  III 

Reading — 95%  of  the  students  passed 
Math  — 97%  of  the  students  passed 

Grade  VI 

Reading — 87%  of  the  students  passed 
Math  — 89%  of  the  students  passed 

Grade  IX 

Reading — 81%  of  the  students  passed 
Math  — 76%  of  the  students  passed 

The  main  focus  of  this  program  was  to  identify  those 
students  who  have  not  mastered  the  basic  skills  in  reading 
and  math. 
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B.  CURRICULUM  ASSESSMENT 

During  this  year,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  spent  many 
hours  deliberating  over  the  results  of  the  Massachusetts 
Curriculum  Assessment. 

Although  Norwood  performed  quite  well,  the  results  were 
analyzed  as  one  part  of  an  on-going  review  of  our 
curriculum. 

Comparing  the  results  with  the  State  scores,  the  following 
results  are  reported: 

Grade  III 

Reading — Higher  than  State  (  +  40  pts.) 

Math — Higher  than  State  (-1-  10  pts.) 

Science— Higher  than  State  ( +  30  pts.) 

Grade  VII 

Reading — Same  as  State 

Math — Higher  than  State  (  +  10  pts.) 

Science— Higher  than  State  (  +  30  pts.) 

Grade  XI 

Reading — Higher  than  State  (+40  pts.) 

Math — Higher  than  State  (+  80  pts.) 

Science— Higher  than  State  (+  40  pts.) 

The  major  thrust  of  this  assessment  program  is  to  improve 
curriculum. 

Next  year’s  assessment  has  been  changed  to  grades  4,  8, 
and  12. 

III  NORWOOD  SCHOOL/COMMUNITY 
DRUG-ALCOHOL  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

This  Advisory  Council  has  just  completed  its  second  year 
and,  although  struggling  with  its  identity,  went  forward  to 
confront  certain  issues  and  ultimately  sponsored  a  road 
race  against  drug  abuse.  This  activity  was  the  culmination 
of  the  two  years,  and  represented  the  beginning  of  a  bona 
fide  community  effort. 

IV  ALTERNATIVE  CLASSROOM 

During  the  1986-87  school  year,  we  had  the  opportunity  to 
complete  the  first  year  of  our  alternative  classroom.  This 
concept  was  in  response  to  an  expanding  need  to  provide 
for  certain  students  who  could  not  function  in  a  regular 
high  school  program. 

Generally,  the  program  was  very  successful.  The  students’ 
attendance  improved  markedly,  work  production 
increased,  and  behavior  became  more  responsible. 

Although  the  students  represented  an  extraordinary  fragile 
group,  the  enormous  interpersonal  skills  of  Mr.  Giardi 
provided  each  one  with  a  caring,  structured  environment  in 
which  to  perform. 
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Twelve  students  were  interviewed  for  the  program,  and  ten 
were  selected  to  participate.  Seven  of  the  ten  completed  the 
program.  Major  issues  to  address  in  the  future  are: 

— curriculum 
— site 

— support  staff 

V  RADIO/TELECOMMUNICATION  TECHNOLOGY 

During  this  year,  Mr.  Piccirilli  has  taken  great  strides  to 
implement  a  first  class  radio/telecommunication  program 
from  the  studio  at  Norwood  Senior  High  School. 

Mr.  Paul  Ciccotelli  has  been  hired  as  the  technician  to 
provide  the  expertise  necessary  for  implementation.  In  just 
a  short  period  of  time,  Mr.  Ciccotelli  has  distinguished 
himself  with  staff,  administration,  and  the  collaborative, 
with  his  extensive  knowledge  and  practical  “know-how”. 

VI  KINDERGARTEN  SCREENING 

The  process  of  kindergarten  screening  has  been  reviewed  in 
light  of  interest  in  early  childhood  programs.  Presently, 
our  screening  meets  the  requirements  of  Chapter  766  and  is 
designed  to  locate  substantially  handicapped  children. 

In  planning  for  the  future,  we  have  convened  a 
kindergarten  screening  committee  to  review  the  process, 
time  of  the  year,  and  instruments.  Dr.  Mooney  from 
Boston  College  has  provided  consultation  to  the 
committee.  Recommendations  should  be  ready  January, 
1988.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
NORWOOD  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Norwood  Senior 
High  School  for  school  year  1986-1987. 

With  renovations  to  the  school  substantially  completed,  the  process 
of  completing  punch  list  items  continued.  The  track  and  football  fields 
were  accepted  in  the  spring  enabling  three  track  meets  to  be  conducted  on 
the  new  facility.  The  baseball  field  at  this  time  has  not  been  accepted. 

The  attendance  policy  at  our  school  was  modified  for  this  past 
school  year.  Students  absent  for  more  than  15%  of  the  class  meetings  of 
a  semester  or  year  course  are  ineligible  for  a  passing  grade  in  that  course. 
I  believe  this  policy  worked  well  for  the  first  year  of  implementation  and 
increased  the  attendance  for  some  high  risk  students. 
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The  October  first  enrollment  for  this  year  and  projected  enrollment 
for  the  next  two  years  are  as  follows:

During  the  1986-1987  school  year,  seventy-five  (75)  new  students 
were  enrolled,  forty-nine  (49)  students  transfered  to  other  high  schools 
and  thirty  (30)  withdrew  from  school. 

CURRICULUM  NOTES 


Guidance 

A  variety  of  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  and  students. 
To  assist  students  and  parents  in  good  post-high  school  planning, 
evening  meetings  were  held  in  September  and  January  for  families  of 
grade  twelve  and  eleven  students,  respectively.  Also,  to  review 
curriculum  offerings  an  evening  meeting  was  held  in  January  for  grade 
nine  parents.  Regionally  planned  Higher  Education  Nights  were  held  at 
Wayland  and  Waltham  High  Schools.  A  guidance  counselor  was  on  duty 
twenty  nights  each  semester  of  the  year  to  make  available  the  resources  in 
the  Department  for  all  citizens  in  the  community. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  made  available  numerous  references 
describing  post-high  school  educational  opportunities  and  occupational 
information.  A  terminal  teletypewriter  is  located  in  the  counseling  center 
and  students  are  able  to  instantaneously  receive  computer-based 
information  in  regard  to  the  following:  relating  of  individual  interests 
and  goals  with  appropriate  careers:  descriptions,  bibliographies,  and 
required  preparation  for  some  three  hundred  occupations;  lists  of 
schools  which  offer  a  course  of  instruction  at  a  specific  level  in  a 
geographic  area;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specific  varsity  sports  areas; 
lists  of  schools  which  offer  specified  support  facilities  for  handicapped 
students;  and  information  concerning  financial  aid  for  education  or 
training  which  might  match  an  individual’s  needs,  abilities,  and 
preferences. 

For  the  fifth  year,  the  Guidance  Department  sponsored  a  special 
program  for  juniors  and  seniors  not  planning  to  continue  their  formal 
education  after  high  school.  Twelve  on-site  visitations  were  scheduled  to 
various  businesses  and  industries  to  acquaint  the  students  with  entry- 
level  career  opportunities. 

Barbara  Whalen,  an  employer  interviewer  with  John  Hancock 
Industries  and  a  former  Norwood  High  School  graduate,  conducted  a 
Job  Seeking  Skills  Seminar  for  forty-five  seniors.  Included  in  her  topics 
were  proper  completion  of  application  forms,  preparation  of  a  resume, 
techniques  in  conducting  a  job  search,  and  tips  on  interviewing.  Several 
mock  interviews  were  critiqued  by  the  group. 
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Seventy-eight  per  cent  of  the  graduating  class  of  1987  has  indicated 
definite  plans  to  continue  education  after  graduation.  The  following  is  a 
profile  of  their  educational  plans.

Mathematics 

The  Computer  Science  Club  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Leo 
Immonen  enjoyed  another  year  of  competition.  Two  students, 
Himanshu  Gupta  and  Timothy  King,  submitted  perfect  programs. 
Timothy  King’s  solution  was  published  in  the  American  Computer 
Science  Leagues  Newsletter. 

The  following  students  received  Math  awards:  The  Rensselaer 
Medal,  Junior  Norman  Weiner;  Outstanding  Seniors  in  Math, 
Himanshu  Gupta  and  Julie  McDermott;  Outstanding  Junior  in  Math, 
Joel  Covitz;  Outstanding  Sophomore  in  Math,  Ethan  Flaherty. 

Two  relevant  field  trips  were  held.  The  computer  class  traveled  to 
Prime  Computer  in  Natick  and  the  calculus  classes  traveled  to  Telco 
Systems  in  Norwood.  In  addition  a  representative  from  Analog  Devices 
in  Norwood  also  spoke  to  a  junior  accelerated  math  class  about  options 
in  engineering. 

Every  math  teacher  attended  at  least  one  professional  development 
conference  to  improve  teaching  skills  and  to  learn  new  ideas  and 
techniques. 
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English 

The  Department  implemented  the  Core  Composition  Curriculum 
during  the  school  year.  The  task  now  is  to  devise  a  tool  with  which  to 
assess  the  curriculum.  During  the  year  the  Department  discussed  various 
methods  and  came  to  a  conclusion  regarding  the  best  way  to  assess 
composition.  A  summer  workshop  will  be  used  to  create  the  assessment. 

The  results  of  the  Massachusetts  Assessment  Tests  provided  the 
Department  with  information  regarding  both  strengths  and  weaknesses 
in  the  curriculum.  The  areas  in  which  the  students  showed  strengths  were 
critical  and  inferential  thinking  skills  and  vocabulary  skills.  Summarizing 
skills  were  low,  but  the  Core  Composition  Curriculum  has  addressed  this 
area. 

Students  participated  in  several  essay  writing  contests.  Contests 
were  sponsored  by  WCVB-TV,  Norwood  Women’s  Teachers 
Committee,  and  Rodman  Ford.  Many  sophomores  and  juniors 
participated  in  the  English  Department’s  essay  contest  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Also,  a  literary  magazine  was  published  featuring  students’  creative 
and  expository  writing. 

Field  trips  to  the  North  Shore  Theatre  to  see  a  production  of 
AMADEUS,  which  the  students  had  read  in  class,  and  to  Walden  Pond 
were  both  very  successful.  Several  teachers  attended  conferences  during 
the  year. 

Science 

Articulation  days  this  past  year  were  used  to  evaluate  the  science 
curriculum.  Evaluation  of  the  curriculum  was  based  upon  the 
Massachusetts  Assessment  Testing  Program,  student  assessment  in  the 
classroom,  and  student  and  community  needs.  Final  examinations  have 
been  revised  and  updated  to  reflect  the  science  curriculum.  This 
curriculum,  evaluation  will  continue  during  the  next  school  year. 

A  number  of  students  and  teachers  attended  workshops  and 
conferences  during  the  past  year.  These  included:  physics  workshops  for 
students  at  Leslie  College,  Advanced  Placement  Biology  Conference, 
and  Computer  Based  Laboratory  Conference. 

Foreign  Language 

This  year  has  been  one  of  variety  and  accomplishment  for  teachers 
of  Foreign  Language.  Mr.  Anthony  Lesniak  joined  our  staff  as  a  teacher 
of  Latin  and  Spanish.  Staff  members  prepared  new  and  extensive 
curriculum  guides  for  French  VA,  IVA,  IV,IIIA,  III,  II,  Spanish  IVA, 
IV,  German  II,  and  Lengua  Viva.  Staff  members  attended  a  total  of  nine 
workshops  and  conferences,  keeping  up  with  current  trends  in  Language 
teaching. 

Language  Lab  Directors  and  Foreign  Language  Coordinators  from 
eight  surrounding  towns  and  from  Brown  University  came  to  see  our 
state  of  the  art  Sony  Language  Lab  System.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to 
have  this  versatile  lab,  and  we  continue  to  expand  its  use  as  we  move  in 
the  direction  of  testing  proficiency  in  listening  and  speaking.  We  look 
forward  to  the  addition  of  video  and  computer  components.  To  that  end, 
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we  have  started  expanding  our  collection  of  videotapes.  We  have  also 
begun  the  lengthy  process  of  converting  our  existing  reel-to-reel  tape 
collection  to  cassettes. 

Several  students  participated  in  the  AATF  National  French  Contest, 
held  here  on  March  14.  In  addition,  Norwood  students  traveled  to 
Walpole  for  the  AATSP  National  Spanish  Exam.  Two  of  these  students 
received  honorable  mention.  The  following  students  received  annual 
awards  for  high  achievement:  French  III — Olga  Garcia-Rey,  French 
IV — Jennifer  Marshall,  German  II — Yvonne  Sloan,  Spanish  III — Laura 
Akeke  and  Jennifer  Marshall. 

Language  classes  participated  in  the  following  field  trips:  Geothe 
Institure,  a  German  restaurant,  the  Boston  Flamenco  Ballet,  a 
production  of  Le  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme,  and  a  Mexican  restaurant. 
Department  Chairperson,  Miss  Cheryl  Brown  appeared  on  the  Norwood 
Cable  production  of  “For  the  Record”,  where  former  student  Geoff 
Briggs  interviewed  her  about  present  and  future  foreign  language 
instruction. 

Perhaps  the  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  celebration  of  Foreign 
Language  Week,  March  16-20.  Many  students  and  staff  joined  in 
Costume  Day,  trivia  contests,  foreign  announcements,  and  foreign 
foods,  making  it  a  week  to  remember. 

Social  Studies 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  Social  Studies  Department  had 
two  student  teachers,  one  practicum  student  teacher  and  one  observer. 
They  approached  this  experience  with  a  good  deal  of  excitement  and 
enthusiasm.  Mr.  James  Butters  and  Mr.  David  Kissell  who  were  graduate 
students  at  Bridgewater  State  College  worked  to  fulfill  their  requirements 
for  certification.  Mr.  Kissell  worked  with  Mr.  Toll  in  United  States 
History  and  Mr.  MacDonough  in  Western  Civilization.  Mr.  Butters 
worked  with  Mrs.  Reilley  in  Sociology  and  Mr.  Clifford  in  United  States 
History.  Brian  Petrie,  a  former  student  at  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
and  presently  attending  Bridgewater  State  College  did  work  with  Mr. 
Bonin  in  United  States  History. 

During  the  summer  and  the  first  semester  of  the  school  year,  four 
teachers  worked  on  new  curriculum  guides.  Mrs.  Reilley  wrote  a  guide 
for  the  new  course  American  Law,  Mr.  MacDonough  wrote  a  new  guide 
for  the  Asian  Studies  course,  Mr.  Parker  wrote  a  guide  for  Economics, 
and  Mr.  William  Riley  wrote  a  guide  for  the  Psychology  course.  These 
guides  were  reviewed  and  approved  in  department  meeting. 

Two  teachers  received  Horace  Mann  Grants.  They  were  Mr. 
Thomas  MacDonough  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Reilley.  These  teachers  have 
also  been  chosen  to  participate  in  a  summer  institute  sponsored  by  The 
Educational  Cooperative  (TEC)  on  Global  Education. 

After  a  year’s  delay  due  to  the  problems  of  renovation,  the 
department  sponsored  a  very  successful  Student  Government  Day  in 
May.  Messrs.  William  Riley  and  Giles  Parker  were  the  prime  movers  in 
this  undertaking.  They  coordinated  the  program  and  did  a  creditable  job 
for  the  benefit  of  all  students. 
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The  winner  of  the  United  States  History  Medal  for  1987  was  Joseph 
Medio,  a  senior  and  the  winner  of  the  American  History  Award  was 
Norman  Weiner,  a  junior.  There  were  thirty  contestants  and  five  semi¬ 
finalists. 

For  the  third  time,  Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough,  a  member  of  the 
Norwood  Senior  High  School  Social  Studies  Department  served  as  a 
reader  of  Advanced  Placement  Examinations  in  European  History  at 
Princeton,  New  Jersey. 

Business 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Distributive  Education  Program  attended 
the  DECA  District  IV  Career  Conference.  Three  students  were  awarded 
trophies  for  competency-based  series  events.  Second  place  in  the  Full 
Food  Service  event  went  to  Joseph  Consentino.  Second  and  third  places 
in  the  Automotive  Petroleum  Marketing  event  went  to  Manuel  Neves 
and  John  Koval  respectively.  Accompanying  the  students  were  their 
teachers,  Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr.  Weber. 

The  business  department’s  staff  selected  senior  Paula  Carlevale  for 
the  John  Hancock  Award.  Ms.  Carlevale  was  selected  on  the  basis  of  her 
effort  to  achieve  scholarship  in  business  subjects  during  her  three  years  at 
Norwood  High  School  as  well  as  her  excellent  scholarship  in  these 
business  subjects. 

Mr.  Weber  and  Mrs.  White  accompanied  business  students  on  field 
trips  to  Factory  Mutual  (Norwood);  “Teach  for  a  Day”  at 
Massachusetts  Bay  Community  College  (Wellesley);  Analog  Devices 
(Westwood);  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  (Boston). 

Word  processing  was  reintroduced  into  the  Typewriting  2  and 
Office  Practice  classes.  The  students  who  were  enrolled  in  these  business 
subjects  had  a  semester  of  Fleet  System  2  word  processing  instruction 
utilizing  the  Commodore  64  computer  systems. 

A  Business  Advisory  Committee  meeting  was  held.  Business  and 
industry  representatives  were  invited  to  meet  with  the  business 
department  staff  to  tour  the  renovated  business  classrooms  and  school 
store;  make  recommendations  to  improve  the  school  store;  and  discuss 
the  business  curriculum. 

During  a  summer  workshop  and  throughout  the  school  year,  the 
business  teachers  developed  curriculum  guidelines  in  the  subject  areas  of 
accounting,  distributive  education,  typewriting  and  word  processing. 

The  business  department  staff  was  involved  in  various  professional 
and  school  activities.  Some  of  these  activities  are  the  following:  Miss 
Hanks  and  Mrs.  White  attended  a  word  processing  workshop  “Methods, 
Strategies,  and  Hands-on  Application”,  Miss  Hanks  attended  the  fall 
and  spring  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Business  Education  Directors’ 
Association  which  focused  on  municipal  leasing  and  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Regents’  admission  standards,  Mr.  Sullivan  was  speaker  at  the 
American  Cancer  Society  Conference,  which  was  held  at  the  Holiday  Inn 
in  Woburn. 
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Miss  Hanks  is  a  member  of  the  school  systems’  computer  committee 
and  is  currently  serving  on  the  steering  committee  in  preparation  for  the 
high  school’s  evaluation  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

Highlighting  the  year  were  the  following:  Fitnessgram,  new 
curricular  direction  in  physical  education,  and  special  activities.  The 
Fitnessgram  is  a  computerized  analysis  of  student  fitness  based  upon  a 
comparison  of  results  with  national  norms.  This  program  is  sponsored 
by  Campbell’s  Soup,  which  provides  computer  software,  in  conjunction 
with  the  American  Alliance  of  Health,  Physical  Education,  Recreation, 
and  Dance.  The  test  measures  student  fitness  in  six  separate  areas:  pull 
ups  for  boys  or  arm  hang  for  girls,  sit  ups,  shuttle  run,  standing  broad 
jump,  fifty  yard  dash,  and  a  600  yard  run.  These  test  batteries  evaluate 
strength,  muscular  endurance,  cardiovascular  efficiency,  and 
coordination. 

Student  results  are  printed  onto  a  special  report  card  which  provides 
a  percentile  ranking  of  students  in  each  battery  of  the  test  and  gives  a 
prescription  for  improvement  for  any  test  which  rates  below  the  fiftieth 
percentile.  The  results  were  mailed  out  to  parents  in  April. 

The  physical  education  curriculum  took  on  a  slightly  different  look 
this  year.  First  of  all  fitness  was  emphasized;  and,  secondly,  new 
activities  were  introduced  which  emphasized  problem  solving  and  group 
cooperation. 

During  the  winter  every  student  participated  in  a  fitness  unit  which 
lasted  for  one  term.  During  this  term  students  received  training  in  the 
following  health  related  fitness  concepts:  flexibility,  muscular 
endurance,  strength,  cardiovascular  efficiency,  and  body  composition. 
Throughout  the  term,  students  were  put  through  an  endurance  course 
where  they  were  taught  proper  technique  for  pulse  monitoring  and  given 
an  appreciation  of  the  exercise  level  necessary  to  maintain  good  fitness. 
Also,  they  were  given  weight  training  programs  for  the  development  of 
strength  and  muscular  endurance.  And,  finally,  all  students  went 
through  a  body  composition  analysis  which  gave  them  their  percent  of 
body  fat. 

A  current  trend  in  physical  education  has  been  toward  Project 
Adventure  activities.  These  activities  are  designed  to  give  students  a 
challenge  and  instill  in  them  a  sense  of  group  accomplishment.  During 
the  third  term  these  activities  were  experimented  with  to  great  success. 
During  the  final  three  weeks  of  the  term,  students  combined  into  teams 
and  competed  in  a  “Battle  of  the  Stars  Competition”  which  involved 
such  activities  as  a  crowd  race  and  team  jump  rope. 

This  year  three  areas  were  targeted  for  special  emphasis.  These  areas 
were:  smoking,  rape  and  sexual  assault,  and  alcohol  related  accidents. 

The  special  assembly  regarding  smoking  revolved  around  the  Great 
American  Smokeout.  Dr.  Marguerite  Poreda  addressed  the  entire 
sophomore  class  about  the  effects  of  smoking  on  all  the  body’s  systems. 
In  addition  to  the  effects  on  the  lungs  and  heart  she  also  discussed 
smoking’s  adverse  effects  on  the  skin  and  the  developing  fetus. 


REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS

Officer  Fruci  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department  spent  two  full 
school  days  lecturing  to  the  entire  female  student  population  about  rape 
and  sexual  assault.  Special  areas  covered  included:  prevention,  profiles 
of  rapists,  legal  classifications  of  assault,  and  procedured  to  follow  if 
assaulted. 

The  problem  of  alcohol  related  automobile  accidents  has  for  many 
years  been  a  crippler  and  killer  of  youth.  Prior  to  the  senior  prom  all 
seniors  viewed  a  graphic  slide  presentation  of  alcohol  related  automobile 
accidents.  This  presentation  was  given  by  Eileen  Kelly,  a  nurse  at  Boston 
City  Hospital.  Ms.  Kelly  is  president  of  the  local  chapter  of  CARE 
(Cancel  Alcohol  Related  Emergencies).  This  group  travels  around  the 
state  giving  these  presentations  at  no  charge  to  increase  the  public’s 
awareness  of  the  danger  of  alcohol  and  driving. 

Art 

Through  a  variety  of  presentations,  workshops  and  films,  students 
of  art  were  exposed  to  an  ever  increasing  number  of  experiences  and 
knowledge  necessary  for  aesthetic  and  artistic  growth.  Mrs.  Margo 
Mancinelli,  member  of  the  art  staff,  was  able  to  secure  funding  from  the 
School  Improvement  Council  for  two  artists  to  conduct  workshops. 
Richard  Hamelin,  a  ceramacist  whose  credentials  include  a  one-man 
show  at  the  Worcester  Art  Museum  and  being  resident  potter  at 
Sturbridge  Village,  gave  two  all  day  demonstration /workshops.  A  fabric 
designer,  Barbara  Jacobs,  whose  work  has  been  shown  in  New  York 
City,  gave  demonstrations  of  her  art  two  afternoons  and  led  students  in 
workshops  two  other  afternoons. 

Films  covering  a  wide  range  of  subjects  including  ceramics, 
printmaking  and  animation  were  shown  to  all  art  classes.  Also, 
representatives  from  a  wide  range  of  art  schools  came  to  the  school  to 
talk  to  our  students  and  show  examples  of  their  students’  work.  This  was 
very  helpful  to  students  who  had  planned  to  major  in  art  next  year  and 
have  now  been  accepted  by  schools  from  Michigan  to  Massachusetts. 

Recognition  for  outstanding  art  work  was  once  again  given  to 
Norwood  students  at  the  Scholastic  Art  Awards  competition.  Receiving 
Gold  Keys  were  seniors  Michelle  Brown,  Richard  Pomer  and  Kimberly 
Ritchie.  Honorable  mention  recipients  were:  Jessica  Bassett  and  Michelle 
Brown,  who  also  received  the  Norwood  Art  Association  Scholarship  and 
will  be  a  fine  arts  major  next  year  at  the  University  of  Michigan. 

Inducted  into  the  Art  Honor  Society  this  year  were  Karin  Afton  and 
David  Barner.  This  ceremony,  held  in  conjunction  with  the  honor 
society,  honored  those  students  whose  work  and  effort  were  outstanding. 

At  the  Awards  Assembly  in  June,  Scott  SanGiacomo  was  recognized 
for  talent,  improvement  and  good  citizenship  in  the  art  department. 

Once  again,  the  art  department  became  involved  in  other  areas  of 
the  school  and  community  projects.  Together  with  a  senior  citizen  group, 
our  students  helped  to  rejuvenate  the  two  nativity  scenes.  This  project 
took  a  great  deal  of  time  and  cooperation,  but  the  results  were  worth  the 
effort.  Posters  and  signs  for  the  Boosters  Club  Road  Race,  PTA, 
American  Legion,  United  Way,  Athletic  Department  and  Cleveland 
School  PTA  were  also  made  by  our  students  and  faculty. 
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Comments  regarding  the  high  quality  of  student  work  were  the 
result  of  a  variety  of  exhibits  mounted  throughout  the  year.  In  addition 
to  those  within  the  school  all  year,  they  included  the  rotating  displays  in 
the  school  committee  room,  displays  at  all  concerts  and  the  annual 
display  in  Kline’s  window.  Student  work  could  also  be  seen  during  the 
holidays  when  they  painted  windows  of  businesses  in  town. 

Art  students  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  a  field  trip  to  see  the 
Scholastic  Art  Award  winners  in  Boston  and  again  on  an  all  day  trip  to 
New  York  City  to  see  the  Statue  of  Liberty  and  Museum  and  the 
medieval  art  museum,  “The  Cloisters’’.  Staff  members,  Mesdames 
Jaqueline  Munroe  and  Margo  Mancinelli,  recipients  of  Horace  Mann 
Grants,  completed  projects  which  produced  units  of  instruction  for  art 
history  and  a  workbook  for  jewelry.  Both  have  also  been  involved  with 
curriculum  work  throughout  the  year. 

Industrial  Arts 

With  the  renovation  now  behind  us  and  newly  laid-out  shops  to 
work  in,  it  has  been  a  very  productive  year.  In  our  new  Electricity- 
Electronics  Shop,  Mr.  Robert  Smith  has  been  able  to  revitalize  what  was 
our  weakest  area.  He  accomplished  this  with  the  addition  of  new  basic 
and  advanced  equipment  along  with  curriculum  changes,  which  include 
computer  repair.  The  net  result  was  seen  in  vastly  heightened  student 
interest  and  an  economical  means  to  maintain  computer  equipment. 

Working  with  our  Guidance  Department,  many  field  trips  were 
made  this  year.  These  included:  General  Motors,  Telco,  Analog  Devices, 
Regal  Press,  and  Polaroid.  The  focus  here  has  been  “Job  Entry’’ 
requirements  and  opportunities  for  students  entering  the  world  of  work. 

Our  graphic  arts  program  can  boast  of  several  major  contributions 
to  the  school  program.  With  the  aid  of  our  computer-based 
phototypesetting  system,  we  have  been  able  to  add  a  level  of  quality  and 
variety  to  many  school  publications  that  in  the  past  were  impossible.  Our 
Program  of  Studies  has  become  a  more  attractive  course  catalog  with 
bold  headlines  and  photos  of  student  activities.  The  school’s  literary 
magazine  included  original  art  work  and  a  bold  distinctive  cover  design. 
Perhaps  the  most  striking  improvement  was  seen  in  our  new  format  for 
the  school  “Newsletter.”  It  featured  a  professional  looking  banner  head, 
easy-to-read  two-column  layout,  and  attention-getting  graphics. 

Senior  Robert  Moore,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Michael  Voolich, 
won  the  “Best  of  Show”  project  awarded  by  the  Massachusetts 
Industrial  Education  Society.  He  built  a  hall  bench  with  under-seat 
storage  that  was  indeed  a  beautiful  piece  of  furniture. 

Special  Education 

There  were  forty  (40)  new  evaluations  completed  at  the  High  School 
during  the  school  year.  Thirty-six  (36)  of  these  resulted  in 
recommendations  for  special  education  assistance.  The  remaining  four 
(4)  resulted  in  agreement  that  there  was  no  need  for  Chapter  766  service. 
Eighty  (80)  annual  reviews  took  place  during  the  year.  There  were 
fourteen  (14)  students  who  were  placed  in  alternative  schools.  Four  (4)  of 
these  received  a  Norwood  High  School  diploma. 
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One  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  students  received  Chapter  766 
services  at  the  High  School  according  to  the  following: 

Sixty-five  (65)  of  these  students  received  services  in  the 
Learning  Center. 

Thirteen  (13)  students  attended  the  Resource  Room  for  at  least 
part  of  their  school  day. 

Sixty-five  (65)  students  worked  with  the  Adjustment  Counselor 
on  a  regular  basis. 

Twenty-two  (22)  students  received  services  from  a  speech  and 
language  therapist. 

Twelve  (12)  students  received  assistance  from  an  adaptive 
physical  education  instructor. 

Eighteen  (18)  students  were  tested  by  the  School  Psychologist. 

Chancellor’s  Talent  Award 

Valedictorian  of  her  class,  Julie  McDermott,  was  selected  winner  in 
the  1987  University  of  Massachusetts  Chancellor’s  Talent  Award  for 
Academic  Excellence  Competition.  Julie  was  offered  a  Merit  Scholarship 
with  a  four-year  waiver  of  tuition  if  she  enrolled  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  Amherst. 

National  Merit  Scholarship  Competition 

Letters  of  commendation  (7)  were  awarded  to  Jessica  Bassett, 
Steven  Brady,  Mark  Glovin,  Christopher  Grant,  Scott  Landy,  Michelle 
Sola,  and  Stephen  Venditti.  These  commended  students  rank  in  the  top 
five  percent  of  the  one  million  students  who  entered  the  National  Merit 
Scholarship  Competition. 

AFL-CIO  Scholarships 

Five  (5)  members  of  the  Class  of  1987  won  scholarships  in  a  state¬ 
wide  labor  test  sponsored  by  the  AFL-CIO  and  attended  the  Annual 
AFL-CIO  Awards  Banquet  held  at  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Library. 
Scholarships  were  awarded  to  Thomas  Decareau  ($1000),  Michele  Page 
($1000),  Timothy  Raeke  ($1000),  Michelle  Kenney  ($500),  and  Michelle 
Brody  ($250).  Michele  Page  also  won  the  prestigious  John  F.  Kennedy 
Award.

Our  school  earned  an  Honorable  Mention  Award  from  Reader’s 
Digest  and  the  National  Association  of  Secondary  School  Principals  in 
their  Don’t  Drink  and  Drive  Challenge.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
HENRY  O.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

The  faculty  and  student  body  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  wish 
to  thank  the  trustees  for  all  their  work  this  past  year. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  fund 
turned  over  $121,928.00  to  the  Town  of  Norwood.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  over  $7,800  from  last  year. 

The  major  accomplishment  of  this  academic  year  was  the 
attainment  of  Accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges  for  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  This  culminated  five 
years  of  work  by  the  faculty. 

Each  member  of  the  School  Committee,  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
faculty  received  a  copy  of  the  final  Accreditation  Report.  Additional 
copies  have  been  placed  in  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  and  the  libraries 
at  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  aggressive  publicizing  of  the  school.  From 
the  Dedham  Mall  presentation  in  November,  an  informal  open  house  in 
February,  the  annual  “Open  House”  in  April,  a  number  of  departmental 
presentations  in  Norwood  and  surrounding  communities,  the  spring 
fashion  show,  the  New  England  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Show  in  Boston 
over  the  April  vacation  and  a  State  House  culinary  presentation  in  June 
along  with  a  number  of  articles  and  interviews  in  the  newspapers  and  on 
cable  TV  kept  the  entire  staff  involved  and  looking  for  other  ways  to 
generate  interest  in  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  The  faculty  recognize 
that  it  is  not  any  one  persons’  responsibility  to  recruit  and  to  that  end  the 
faculty  all  became  involved  in  a  school  project  to  be  fully  acquainted 
with  each  program  in  order  to  address  their  individuality  to  others  when 
they  go  out  to  publicize  their  specific  program. 

Guidance  and  Financial  Aid 

A  total  of  $53,130  was  received  by  eligible  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  students  this  past  year  to  assist  with  their  post-secondary 
educational  expenses.  $9,925  in  Pell  Grant  money  went  to  eight  students, 
$7,035  in  Massachusetts  State  Scholarship  money  was  distributed  to 
eleven  students,  and  $36,170  in  Guaranteed  Student  Loans  was  received 
by  sixteen  students.  In  addition,  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  Awards’  Day 
Ceremony,  $2,600  in  scholarship  money  was  presented  to  outstanding 
Henry  O.  Peabody  School  students.  This  scholarship  money  was 
presented  by  the  Norwood  Womens’  Community  Committee,  the 
Norwood  Rotary  Club,  the  Norwood  Teachers’  Association,  the 
Massachusetts  Restaurant  Association,  Shakour  Beauty  Supplies,  and 
the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  Student  Representative  Organization. 
Prizes  were  given  by  John  Hancock  Insurance  Company,  the  Norwood 
Mothers’  Club,  A  &  A  Beauty  Supplies  and  the  Thurman  Company. 
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Thirteen  seniors  graduated  this  year,  with  five  majoring  in 
Cosmetology,  five  in  Culinary  Arts,  two  in  Word  Processing  and  one  in 
the  Secretarial  field.  39%  will  enter  the  world-of-work  in  their  field  of 
study,  46%  will  return  to  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  additional 
training,  and  15%  will  pursue  a  2-year  college  program. 

Several  luncheon  tours  were  held  for  area  school  guidance 
personnel.  The  counselors  saw  our  programs  in  action,  and  talked  to 
former  pupils  who  are  presently  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  students.  A 
meeting  was  held  with  Newbury  College  to  discuss  articulation 
possibilities  for  the  Culinary  Arts  Department.  Progress  was  made  with 
Massachusetts  Bay  Community  College  regarding  credit  transfer  for  the 
Henry  O.  Peabody  School  Secretarial  and  Word  Processing  students 
who  choose  to  enter  that  school  in  the  future.  Numerous  transcript 
requests  were  serviced  for  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  alumni  who  have 
decided  to  continue  their  education  on  either  a  part-time  or  full-time 
basis,  often  several  years  after  graduation. 

Mrs.  Pauline  Gorman,  the  guidance  and  financial  aid  couselor, 
attended  monthly  meetings  and  the  annual  convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  Vocational  Directors’  Association,  as  well  as  financial  aid 
seminars  sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  and 
Massachusetts  Higher  Education  Assistance  Corporation.  The  School 
subscribed  to  a  verification  process  offered  by  College  Board’s  College 
Scholarship  Service  as  eligibility  requirements  for  financial  aid  continue 
to  change.  A  system  for  the  issuance  of  progress  reports  to  students  in 
mid-term  was  developed  for  the  second  semester. 

A  two-day  presentation  on  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  program 
offerings  was  given  at  the  Dedham  Mall  last  fall,  and  the  school 
participated  in  a  Norwood  Sidewalk  Presentation  this  spring.  Other 
presentations  were  given  at  Weymouth  North,  Newton  North,  Brockton 
High  School,  Attleboro  High  School,  Oliver  Ames  High  School  in  South 
Easton,  the  Cardinal  Spellman  High  School  and  Bellingham  High 
School.  The  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  was  represented  at  the  Millis 
Higher  Education  Night  and  the  TEC  Higher  Education  Night  in 
Wayland.  Interested  students  from  Norwood  Junior  High  followed  up 
their  informational  session  with  a  tour  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 
Opportunities  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  were  presented  to 
Norwood  High  School  10th,  11th  and  12th  graders  at  their  respective 
class  meetings.  Massachusetts  Bay  Community  College,  Aquinas  Jr. 
College  of  Milton  and  the  Army’s  National  Guard  representatives  met 
with  interested  students. 

Placement  opportunities  for  both  part/time  and  full/time 
employment  continue  to  be  excellent.  Many  students  find  after-school 
work  through  the  school’s  placement  offerings.  Several  departments 
have  had  placement  agency  personnel  address  their  classes,  in  addition  to 
field  trip  and  internship  exposure  to  possible  places  of  employment  in  a 
given  field. 
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Business 

Two  electronic  typewriters  and  two  dictaphones  were  added  to  the 
business  department  this  year.  The  addition  of  this  new  equipment  will 
aid  the  student  in  attaining  the  marketable  skills  for  today’s  office 
positions. 

The  John  Hancock  Honors  Awards  for  recognition  of  outstanding 
achievement  in  business  studies  were  presented  to  Tonia  Staples, 
secretarial;  and  her  mother,  Sandra  Staples,  word  processing. 

In  April  the  business  students  went  on  a  field  trip  to  John  Hancock 
Company  in  Boston.  Students  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  facilities  and 
were  able  to  view  various  employees  at  their  positions.  The  students  also 
viewed  a  video  narrated  by  Janet  Langhart  on  the  history  and  growth  of 
the  corporation.  A  recruiter  for  the  employment  division,  Eric  Petsinger, 
discussed  job  application,  interviewing  techniques,  and  career 
opportunities  available  at  John  Hancock. 

In  April  the  business  students  also  went  on  a  field  trip  to  Sunlife  in 
Wellesley  Hills.  The  Students  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  company.  In 
different  areas  employees  spoke  to  the  students  about  their  positions  and 
functions  of  their  departments.  Kay  Daily  and  Jennifer  Nolen  from  the 
Personnel  Department  gave  a  presentation  on  interviewing  techniques 
and  job  application. 

Patricia  Bourett,  a  Human  Resources  Representative  with  Analog 
Devices  in  Norwood,  spoke  to  the  class  about  the  many  secretarial 
positions  available  at  Analog.  She  later  returned  to  the  school  to  conduct 
individual  student  interviews. 

William  Welby  spoke  to  the  class  about  the  secretarial  positions 
available  in  the  Boston  FBI  office. 

Sue  Fox  of  Morse  Shoe  in  Canton  shared  information  about  her 
company  with  the  class.  She  also  discussed  proper  interviewing  and  job 
search  techniques. 

Greg  Buckingham  of  Buckingham  Personnel  spoke  to  the  students. 
He  discussed  the  positions  he  had  available  and  the  benefits  of  his 
agency. 

Deborah  Kaup,  a  Personnel  Consultant  with  C.T.  Browning 
Associates,  Inc.,  a  professional  staffing  firm,  spoke  to  the  class.  She 
discussed  the  entire  interview  process  from  preparation  to  the  follow-up 
letter  after  the  interview.  Following  Ms.  Kaup’s  presentation,  she  and 
three  other  staff  members  interviewed  individual  students. 

Janet  Barrett  of  The  Resource  People,  Inc.,  Dedham,  discussed 
secretarial  positions  available  through  her  firm.  She  also  conducted 
individual  interviews  with  interested  students. 

The  Business  Advisory  Committee  met  on  April  29,  1987.  The 
committee  members  reviewed  the  Business  Evalutation  report  submitted 
by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  visiting 
committee.  The  various  commendaions  and  recommendations  were 
discussed. 
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Cosmetology 

Ninety-five  percent  of  our  graduating  class  has  been  placed  in  the 
field. 

Mondays  were  slated  for  demonstrations  performed  by  former 
cosmetology  graduates  and  local  salon  owners. 

A  “Permanent  Wave’’  demonstration  was  given  by  a  “Realistic 
Permanent  Wave”  technician.  The  department  has  purchased  a 
computer  for  utilization  by  the  students. 

A  color  computer  demonstration  was  given  by  a  Roux  hair  color 
technician.  The  department  and  its  Advisory  Committee  is  considering 
whether  to  purchase  a  color  computer  next  year. 

The  students  attended  Hair  Expos  in  Boston’s  Statler  Hilton,  and 
Northeast  Trade  Center,  Woburn,  MA. 

The  implementation  of  the  Shadow/Visit  program,  suggested  by  the 
advisory  board  last  year,  proved  to  be  successful,  and  students  have  been 
invited  by  the  salons  to  visit  their  shops  next  year. 

The  Advisory  Committee  met  this  year  and  discussed  the  need  to 
increase  client  participation.  A  report  is  being  developed  and  will  be 
submitted  in  the  fall. 

Esthetics 

The  first  class  of  Esthetics  students  attended  field  trips  to  the 
following  salons  to  see  the  working  environment  of  the  esthetician: 

1.  Patty’s  Skin  Care — Newton  Centre,  Newton,  MA. 

2.  Robert  Russo’s  Salon — Newton  Centre,  Newton,  MA. 

3.  Pygmalion  Salon — Chestnut  Square,  Sharon,  MA. 

Demonstrations  were  given  as  part  of  class  curriculum  by  Julie 
Donahue,  Esthetician;  Nancy  McHugh,  Sales  Director  Lady  Finelle  Co.; 
and  Carol  Jeanette,  owner  Shepard’s  Cosmetics,  Norwood. 

Student  attended  the  Massachusetts  Cosmetologists  Association 
Convention  which  featured  skin  care  displays,  demonstrations  and 
product  knowledge  classes.  The  esthetic  students  also  attended  the 
Annual  Spring  Educational  Festival  in  Woburn,  MA  featuring  facial 
demonstrations  and  equipment  displays. 

Esthetic  students  participated  in  career  days  at  Bellingham  High 
School  and  Canton  Junior  High  School. 

Facial  demonstrations  were  given  by  students  at  Open  House  at  the 
Henry  O.  Peabody  School  and  at  a  tour  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School 
attended  by  the  Norwood  Women’s  Guild. 
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Culinary  Arts 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  had  a  very  successful  year  and  was 
able  to  accomplish  a  variety  of  interesting  foodservice  related  activities. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  provided  catering  service  for  several 
school  system  functions  and  the  community  both  on  and  off  the  school 
premises. 

Many  activities  were  catered  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Center  for  the 
Council  on  Aging.  Mrs.  Barbara  McLarkin  requested  the  school’s 
services  for  the  Retired  Gentlemen’s  Breakfast,  Thanksgiving  Day 
Special,  St.  Patrick’s  Day  Special,  and  a  breakfast  celebration  during 
National  Elderly  Week.  To  assist  Mrs.  McLarkin  in  her  daily  coffee 
social,  the  Culinary  Arts  Department  has  and  will  continue  to  assist  her 
in  purchasing  supplies. 

The  department  provided  off-premise  catering  for  the  Norfolk 
County  Agricultural  School  Extension  Service  Program  for  its  luncheon 
meeting,  the  Norwood  Kiwanis  for  its  annual  Appreciation  Clam  Bake, 
and  the  TEC  Career  Night  Buffet  in  Wayland. 

The  Norwood  Senior  Ladies  enjoyed  a  Christmas  Luncheon  and  the 
Walpole  Women’s  Club  had  their  monthly  meeting  at  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School  in  April.  After  the  luncheon,  a  tour  of  the  Esthetics  and 
the  Cosmetology  Departments  took  place.  The  12-week  Word  Processing 
classes  were  provided  with  graduation  class  receptions.  The  Student 
Representative  Organization  utilized  the  department’s  services  for  the 
schools’  Christmas  Social. 

Two  formal  dinners  were  provided  during  the  year.  In  October  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  Dinner  and  in  May 
the  School  Committee,  Trustee,  Advisory  Committees  and  faculty  met 
for  its  Annual  Dinner  Meeting. 

Several  educational  field  trips  were  provided  during  the  year.  The 
students  attended  the  New  England  Hotel-Motel  Restaurant  Show  in 
Boston.  At  the  show  several  students  submitted  culinary  art  pieces  for 
competition.  A  bronze  medal  was  won  for  an  Australian  Wedding  Cake 
submitted  by  two  students.  The  students  spent  a  day  in  Plymouth  touring 
Cranberry  World  of  Ocean  Spray  Cranberries  and  the  Commonwealth 
Wineries.  Anheuser  Busch  Brewery  in  Merrimac,  New  Hampshire  was 
another  field  trip.  The  students  viewed  a  contract  food-service  operation 
at  Codex  Corporation  in  Canton.  The  tour  was  provided  by  Creative 
Gourmets  Ltd. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  had  three  Advisory  Committee 
meetings  this  year.  Several  suggestions  by  the  members  have  been 
implemented.  Mr.  Mert  Plimpton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  spoke  to 
the  students  about  career  opportunities  in  the  restaurant  industry  and  the 
hotel-hospitality  field. 

The  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  extended  an  invitaion  to  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Vocational  Association  to  hold  its  April  meeting  in  the 
restaurant. 
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A  two  day  recruitment  program  at  the  Dedham  Mall  and  a  state¬ 
wide  “Open  House”  recruitment  program  during  National  Vocation 
Week  in  February  were  held. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  provided  a  reception  at  the  State 
House.  The  reception  was  a  taste-sampling  of  four  recipes  from  the 
Legislatures’  newly  published  cookbook  entitled,  “Under  the  Dome.” 
The  cookbook  is  a  fundraiser  by  the  legislators  for  the  Center  for  Blind 
Children  in  Boston.  The  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  was  recommended 
for  this  function  by  our  own  local  representative  Greg  Sullivan. 

The  Bakery  Department  served  the  community  and  school  through 
the  retail  store.  The  Norwood  Drop-In  Center,  Oldham  School  P.T.A., 
Dedham  Public  Schools,  Henry  O.  Peabody  School’s  Student 
Representative  Organization’s  Christmas  Social  and  many  church 
organizations  provided  our  students  with  the  opportunity  for  quantity 
production.  Bakery  students  visited  ITT  Continental  Baking  Co. 
(Hostess/Wonder  Bread)  and  were  amazed  at  this  automated  cake  and 
bread  plant.  They  also  visited  Rudi’s  in  Woburn.  Rudi’s  produces 
French  pastry,  rolls,  and  gourmet  food  for  their  outlets  in  Greater 
Boston.  During  February  and  March,  Mr.  Goodman  took  several 
students  from  the  Culinary  Arts  Department  to  area  high  schools  to 
recruit  students.  The  students  demonstrated  some  of  the  skills  they  had 
learned. 

Fashion  Design 

To  complement  the  practical  and  technical  training,  field  trips 
provided  on-site  observations  and  activities  in  the  field  of  fashion.  A 
buying  trip  to  “The  Fabric  Place”  in  Framingham  in  early  Fall 
stimulated  student  fabric  and  pattern  purchases  while  a  review  of  fabrics 
and  a  comparison  shopping  tour  of  the  specialty  stores  in  the  Chestnut 
Hill  Mall  provided  the  students  with  an  insight  to  the  fashion  mood  of 
the  season. 

Students  were  also  exposed  to  misses  garment  manufacturing  by  a 
trip  to  “Significance”  in  Natick.  There,  they  observed  the  pattern  and 
design  room  and  were  given  an  informative  talk  by  Helen  Gregory, 
proprietor.  As  part  of  their  textile  studies,  they  visited  “Cranston 
Printworks”  in  Rhode  Island  to  learn  about  rotary  screen  printing. 
Cranston  prints  fabric  for  companies  with  national  reputations  such  as 
Carters  and  Healthtex.  Fashion  Design  students  attended  the 
W.A.C.N.E.  (Women’s  Apparel  Club  of  New  England)  Show  during 
Spring  Market  Week  in  January  as  an  introduction  to  Fashion 
Merchandising.  They  viewed  the  vendor’s  lines,  visitied  showrooms  in 
the  apparel  center  at  Bayside  Expo,  and  observed  the  buyers  in  action. 
They  also  assisted  the  boutique  manager  of  “Corky  Row”  in  making 
jewelry  purchases  for  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 

A  Fashion  Design  student  accompanied  Mrs.  Sears  in  doing  a 
presentation  at  Career  Day  Activities  at  Bellingham’s  Junior 
High/Middle  School  in  February.  Their  presentation  included  a  short 
lecture  on  careers  in  Fashion,  followed  by  a  workshop  with  students 
participating  in  designing  and  drawing  on  a  fashion  figure. 
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A  second  Fashion  Design  student  visited  Dedham  High  School  with 
Mrs.  Sears  to  make  a  presentation  to  its  Home  Economics  Department  in 
March.  They  met  with  two  groups  of  students  and  discussed  clothing, 
pattern  drafting,  and  careers  in  the  fashion  industry. 

As  a  special  project  this  year,  students  helped  costume  designer, 
Lois  Peters  of  the  Voices  Theatre  to  design  and  stitch  some  XVI  century 
costumes  for  the  play  “A  Man  for  All  Seasons.”  As  part  of  that 
experience  the  students  were  also  taken  to  Wayland  to  see  a  dress 
rehearsal  of  the  live  performance. 

To  acquaint  students  with  the  manufacturing  process  and  potential 
employment  opportunities,  the  class  visited  A  &  A  Sportswear  in  Fall 
River  and  saw  production  cutting  and  stitching.  Jean  Laudig,  the 
proprietor,  gave  an  in-depth  tour  and  also  donated  fabric  to  the  school 
which  really  sparked  student  interest.  The  same  day  they  also  viewed 
S.M.U.’s  department  of  Textile  Technology  and  saw  processing 
equipment  take  “fiber  to  fabric.” 

Early  in  April,  a  tour  of  the  specialty  shops  in  the  Copley  Place 
complex  provided  the  students  with  a  view  of  boutique  and  elegant 
salons  promoting  high  fashion  which  included  intricate  detail,  luxurious 
fabrics,  and  the  imaginative  use  of  color  and  accessories. 

To  become  aware  of  the  competition  and  abilities  of  other  fashion 
graduates,  students  viewed  fashion  shows  presented  by  the  Class  of  ’87  at 
Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  Providence,  RI  on  May  11.  The 
production  involved  over  one  hundred  original  designs  in  all  areas  of 
fashion,  from  casual  to  formal. 

Mrs.  Howe,  Mrs.  Sears,  and  the  Fashion  Design  Class  of  1987, 
presented  a  Fashion  Show  on  May  22,  entitled  “Flashbacks  &  Sneak 
Previews.”  The  show  included  over  seventy-five  garments  designed 
and/or  stitched  by  the  students  as  well  as  an  introduction  which  included 
historic  garments  from  the  school’s  costume  collection.  They  were 
assisted  in  the  modeling  by  Fashion  model  Christine  Hebb,  from  La 
Femina  Modeling  Agency.  Other  school  departments  such  as  Culinary, 
Business,  and  Cosmetology  also  contributed  to  the  show’s  success. 

This  year,  Mrs.  Sears  arranged  internships  for  the  Fashion  group,  at 
“Piccollo”,  Easton,  (children’s  wear)  and  “Significance,”  Natick, 
(misses  sportswear).  This  gave  students  a  unique  opportunity  to 
experience  working  in  the  field,  and  has  led  to  to  future  employment  for 
one  of  our  students. 

Recruitment  efforts  this  year  by  the  Fashion  Design  Department 
included  inviting  approximately  forty  Home  Economics  teachers  to  our 
Open  House  and  Fashion  Show  rehearsal.  Also,  twelve  fabric  stores  were 
contacted  and  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  brochures  were  placed  on  their 
pattern  counters  in  another  effort  to  bring  the  attention  of  our  program 
to  home  sewers. 

Fashion  Design  Grants  were  presented  to  students  this  year.  These 
funds  were  made  possible  by  the  Class  of  1987. 
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Practical  Nursing 

A  recommendation  of  the  Advisory  Committee  was  developed  by 
Mrs.  Knight,  approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee  and  was  submitted 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  to  increase  the 
medical/surgical  experience  in  the  last  semester  from  six  weeks  to  eight 
weeks  and  decrease  maternal  child  health  from  six  weeks  to  four  weeks. 

As  part  of  this  change,  students  had  a  4  week  rotation  at  Norwood 
Hospital  and  a  4  week  rotation  at  Charlwell  House  Nursing  Home. 

Charlwell  House  is  an  advanced  geriatric  nursing  experience 
providing  students  the  opportunity  to  work  directly  with  unit  charge 
nurses  and  treatment  nurses  and  to  administer  medications  under 
instructor  supervision  to  a  large  number  of  clients  for  a  full  day. 

In  maternal  child  health,  students  were  provided  with  clinical 
experience  in  maternity  and  pediatrics  at  both  Norwood  Hospital  and 
South  Shore  Community  Hospital. 

Preparations  are  being  made  to  increase  the  use  of  Charlwell  House 
into  the  second  semester  because  the  acuity  of  client  illness  is  increasing 
in  the  nursing  home.  Further,  we  hope  to  survey  the  possible  use  of 
Southwood  Community  Hospital  in  addition  to  Norwood  Hospital  for 
acute  care  clinical  experience. 

A  course  was  taught  in  nursing  process  to  the  licensed  staff  at 
Charlwell  House  Nursing  Home  by  Mrs.  Knight.  This  provided  our 
practical  nursing  students  the  opportunity  to  continue  to  use  nursing 
process  and  “soap”  notes  in  this  facility  as  well  as  in  the  hospital. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  all  graduates  of  the  1986  class  took, 
and  passed,  the  state  board  exam. 

A  final  recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  was  to 
consider  offering  the  entrance  exam  on  two  or  three  Saturday  mornings 
in  addition  to  the  monthly  exams  presently  given.  The  recommendation 
will  be  implemented  next  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
NORWOOD  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  September  1986  we  welcomed  746  students  to  the  Junior  High 
School. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  the  students  and  staff,  this  academic  year  has 
been  a  very  successful  one. 

Curriculum  Assessment  Test  results  administered  in  the  Spring  of 
1986  to  our  seventh  grade  were  received  in  January  of  1987,  and  the 
results  were  pleasing  as  our  students  performed  quite  well  in  Reading, 
Mathematics  and  Science.  Also,  another  mandated  test  by  the 
Commonwealth,  the  Basic  Skills  Test,  was  administered  to  all  ninth 
grade  students. 

The  results  were  very  impressive  in  the  areas  of  Reading 
Mathematics  and  Writing 

Language  Art 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  our  new  process  writing  curriculum,  a 
number  of  observations  are  appropriate.  The  writing  curriculum  was 
completed  over  the  summer  by  Mr.  Dunn,  Mr.  Jenkins  and  the  Language 
Arts  Department  Head,  Mr.  Loughran.  The  program  was  implemented 
in  November  of  this  school  year,  and  each  student  was  given  a  writing 
folder  for  the  year’s  writing  assignments.  Although  there  were  some 
flaws  in  the  first  year,  overall,  the  new  writing  curriculum  is  well 
underway  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School. 

In  another  area  of  the  curriculum,  students  in  all  three  grades  have 
received  intense  instruction  in  vocabulary  skills  this  year.  For  the  first 
time,  an  effort  was  made  to  give  each  student  his  own  vocabulary 
workbook,  and  the  students  used  them  every  week. 

The  Study  Skills  Program  continued  to  address  the  problems 
students  encounter  in  their  content  area  subjects  while  the  students  who 
read  two  or  more  years  below  grade  level  received  special  attention  in  our 
Remedial  Reading  Program. 

Math  Department 

Over  200  students  participated  this  year  in  the  Continental  Math 
League  which  is  an  annual  math  competitive  program. 

Three  hundred  fifty  students  selected  a  computer  course,  either 

?^uc^on  Computers  I  or  II.  Next  year  a  third  computer  course 
will  be  offered  so  that  a  student  will  have  the  option  of  taking  computers 
for  all  three  years  while  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

Curriculum  projects  have  been  scheduled  for  this  summer  which 
include  computers,  Pre-Algebra  Explorations  in  Mathematics  (gr.  8), 
Algebra  I  and  IX,  and  seventh  grade  mathematics. 
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Science  Department 

During  the  1986-87  school  year,  the  Science  Department  once  again 
participated  in  the  National  Science  Olympiad  and  also  sent  over  200 
students  on  a  Whale  Watch.  Some  of  our  7th  grade  students  visited  the 
new  Omni  Theater  at  the  Museum  of  Science. 

Mrs.  Hill,  one  of  our  Life  Science  teachers,  completed  a  National 
Science  Foundation  Program,  “Patterns  of  Life,”  which  was  a  year¬ 
long  program  at  Simmons  College  and  used  the  knowledge  gained  in 
presenting  a  workshop  for  the  Norwood  elementary  teachers. 

This  summer  the  curriculum  workshop  has  been  approved  and  one 
is  pending.  Mrs.  Hill  and  Mr.  Baker  will  be  concentrating  on  Earth 
Science.  We  hope  to  have  a  physical  Science  workshop  approved  in  the 
near  future. 

Mr.  Hottleman,  head  of  the  Science  Department,  participated  in  a 
study  conducted  by  Harvard  University  on  methods  of  effective  teaching 
and  the  results  will  be  published  in  the  fall. 

Social  Studies  Department 

The  Junior  High  Social  Studies  Department  enjoyed  another 
successful  year  and  points  with  pride  to  the  results  of  the  California 
Achievement  Tests  which  places  Social  Studies  as  the  best  academic 
achievement  made  in  the  testing  sequence. 

Our  Social  Studies  staff  is  comprised  of  highly  qualified  (and 
veteran)  teachers  with  an  average  of  15  years  in  the  Junior  High 
classroom.  We  feel  our  offerings  in  the  Social  Studies,  as  well  as  our 
methodology  and  approach,  are  beyond  the  norm.  We  have  chosen  texts 
over  the  years  which  are  interesting  as  well  as  challenging  to  the  students 
and  which  greatly  assist  the  teachers  in  accomplishing  their  goals. 

This  year,  adding  to  the  work  already  done  in  the  Ancient 
Civilization  curriculum,  new  and  clearer  guides  will  be  prepared  in  the 
areas  of  Geography,  U.S.  History  and  American  Government.  Every 
teacher  in  the  department  will  be  involved  in  producing  these  curriculum 
guides  and  will  bring  wise  and  sober  judgments  to  this  worthy 
undertaking. 

Once,  again,  book  reports  were  required  in  terms  1  and  3,  the 
former  based  on  a  summer  reading  list  first  published  two  years  ago  and 
currently  under  revision.  Teachers  were  directed  also  to  increase  the 
amount  of  required  writing  to  their  courses  and  to  encourage  the  use  of 
multiple  “source”  material,  such  as  diaries  and  short  histories  of 
historical  figures. 

It  is  becoming  more  obvious  as  time  goes  by  that  the  decision  to 
require  three  years  of  Social  Studies  courses  was  a  wise  one  and, 
hopefully,  will  add  to  the  success  rate  of  our  students  in  the  Social 
Studies  program  at  the  Senior  High  School.  Special  programs  this  year 
included  visits  by  Ben  Franklin,  Abe  Lincoln  and  Edgar  A.  Poe,  as  well 
as  field  trips  to  Boston,  J.F.K.  Library  and  Museum,  Fall  River  and 
George’s  Island. 
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Foreign  Language  Department 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  highlighted  its  annual  “Foreign 
Language  Week”  with  a  “Cafe  International”  this  year.  The  Cafe 
attracted  a  crowd  of  over  500  people  who  tasted  a  variety  of  ethnic  foods 
and  joined  in  a  sing-along  jamboree  of  international  music.  During  the 
fiesta,  awards  were  presented  to  outstanding  Foreign  Language  students 
and  to  those  who  excelled  in  the  National  French  and  Spanish  exams. 

Ninth  grade  students  of  French  and  Spanish  attended  plays  in  their 
respective  languages  followed  by  lunch  at  a  French  and  Spanish 
restaurant.  The  German  students  participated  in  a  German  cultural 
experience  held  at  the  Goethe  Institute  in  Boston. 

Culminating  the  year  was  the  four-day  trip  to  Quebec  and  Montreal 
where  forty-four  French  students  experienced  life  in  an  authentically 
French  setting. 

Career  Education  Department 

The  Career  Education  Department  of  the  Junior  High  School  had  a 
successful  year. 

This  year  the  typing  program  was  upgraded  with  the  purchase  of 
eleven  Adler  805  electronic  typewriters. 

The  acquisition  of  these  typewriters  has  improved  our  typing 
program  in  the  following  ways: 

1.  Students  are  learning  to  type  on  machines  they  will  be  using 
in  the  future. 

2.  Students  are  able  to  transfer  keyboarding  skills  more  easily 
to  the  computer. 

The  Graphics  Arts  Department  was  furnished  with  a  new  folding 
machine  needed  to  fold  the  many  jobs  sent  down  from  the  school  as  well 
as  the  Administration  Office. 

Two  field  trips  to  General  Motors  were  taken  this  year  by  the 
Industrial  Arts  Department. 

A  number  of  meetings  have  been  held  in  regards  to  the  upcoming 
change  from  a  Junior  High  School  to  a  Middle  School. 

Arts  Department 

Due  to  fresh  lessons,  new  media,  a  creative  staff  and  student  body 
the  Art  Department  has  had  a  very  productive  year. 

When  author  Lois  Lowry  came  to  speak  in  the  fall,  our  students 
created  book  jacket  illustrations  as  well  as  stage  decorations  for  the 
occasion. 

.The  Art  Department,  in  addition  to  displaying  art  work  at  the 
Junior  High  School,  contributes  works  of  art  throughout  the  year  for 
exhibition  to  the  School  Committee  Room,  the  Boston  Globe  Scholastic 
rt  Awards,  the  Massachusetts  Art  Education  Association  and 
downtown  Norwood  businesses. 

Highlighting  this  year,  three  of  our  students  won  prizes  (a  $500 
Savmgs  Bond,  a  $100  Savings  Bond  and  an  Honorable  Mention 
Certificate)  in  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  Poster 
Contest. 
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Health  and  Physical  Education  Department 

The  comprehensive  systemwide  Health  Program  which  was 
introduced  last  year  has  completed  a  second  year  with  great  success. 

Students  are  exposed  to  ten  different  areas  of  health  which  include 
Consumer  Health,  Hygiene,  First  Aid,  Fitness,  Nutrition,  Disease, 
Mental  Health,  Alcohol,  Drugs  and  Human  Sexuality. 

Textbooks  were  available  this  year  as  well  as  many  videotapes. 
Student  interest  was  very  high  and  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  AIDS 
epidemic. 

Refinements  in  the  program  will  be  ongoing  in  order  to  maintain  the 
high  level  of  student  interest. 

The  Physical  Education  course  completed  one  of  the  most  successful 
programs  in  many  years. 

Classes  were  very  well  attended,  and  the  level  of  competition  and 
skills  was  above  average. 

Students  enjoyed  the  various  coeducational  activities  especially 
“The  Battle  of  the  Stars,”  team  competitions  and  the  two-on-two 
basketball  scramble. 

Physical  Education  classes  also  served  as  the  springboard  for  many 
after  school  activities  such  as  Gymnastics,  Wrestling,  Aerobics  and  the 
Basketball  Tri-Athalon. 

Guidance  Department 

The  Guidance  Department  along  with  the  Language  Arts 
Department  continued  with  the  administration  of  the  state-mandated 
Basic  Skills  Testing  Program.  All  grade  9  students  were  tested  in  the 
areas  of  Reading,  Mathematics  and  Writing  Skills. 

The  testing  program  also  included  administration  of  the  California 
Achievement  Tests  to  all  grade  8  students,  and  the  Gates-MacGinitie 
Reading  Test  to  students  in  all  three  grades.  The  Guidance  Department  is 
responsible  for  the  preparation,  administration  and  follow-up  of  the 
entire  testing  program.  Results  of  all  tests  given  are  mailed  home  to 
parents. 

Results  of  the  Curriculum  Assessment  Test  administered  to  grade  7 
last  spring  were  received  this  year.  In  general,  our  students  did  very 
well — scoring  well  above  the  state  average  in  all  but  two  areas. 

Evening  meetings  were  held  with  parents  to  explain  curriculum  and 
career  opportunities  for  their  children. 

Tours  to  various  vocational  schools  were  conducted  for  interested 
students.  School  such  as  the  Henry  O.  Peabody,  Norfolk  Agricultural 
and  Blue  Hills  Regional  were  visited. 

An  intensive  couseling  program  was  carried  out  on  all  grade  levels. 
Conferences  were  held  on  a  scheduled  basis;  and,  at  the  request  of 
teachers,  parents  and  students,  referrals  were  made  to  other  agencies 
when  needed. 
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Counselors  continue  to  be  the  student  advocates  for  all  children 
getting  services  under  Chapter  766. 

All  students  at  the  Junior  High  were  interviewed  and  scheduled  for 
appropriate  courses  for  the  next  academic  year.  Course  selections  for 
incoming  seventh  graders  were  reviewed  and  finalized. 

Ninth  grade  students  participated  in  an  orientation  program  with 
the  career  information  program  available  in  our  computer  system.  This 
program  is  available  for  more  in-depth  use  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

Sixth  grade  students  from  each  elementary  school,  as  well  as  grade  8 
students  coming  from  St.  Catherine’s,  had  an  orientation  visit  at  the 
Junior  High,  including  a  tour  of  the  school.  Our  grade  9  students  also 
had  a  similar  visit  to  the  Senior  High  School. 

New  Students  were  programmed  and  current  students  screened  to 
determine  whether  program  adjustments  were  necessary. 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  was  again  very  active  and 
inducted  twelve  new  members. 

The  Daily  Silent  Reading  Program  continued  this  year.  Every 
morning  students  and  staff  read  for  twenty-five  minutes.  This  relaxing 
and  enjoyable  program  sets  a  positive  tone  for  the  day  as  well  as  giving 
students  and  staff  an  opportunity  to  read  for  pleasure. 

Our  Gifted  and  Talented  Program,  S.E.A.R.C.H.,  through  the 
diligent  efforts  of  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Committee  under  the 
direction  of  Mary  Splaine,  Margaret  Ransom  and  Mary  King  had  an 
extremely  successful  year.  The  committee  has  revised  several  aspects  of 
the  program  including  the  guidelines  and  criteria  for  acceptance,  and  we 
are  looking  forward  to  next  year  and  continued  refining  of  the  program. 

John  Dwyer,  our  senior  custodian,  and  Cecilia  Reddy,  a  member  of 
our  Math  Department  for  18  years,  who  had  a  combined  total  of  thirty 
years  of  service  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  retired  during  the  school 
year.  We  wish  them  good  health  and  an  enjoyable  retirement. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Savage,  Dr.  Toran  and  the  Norwood 
School  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  BALCH  SCHOOL 

As  Principal  of  the  Balch  School,  I  submit  my  sixteenth  annual 
report  for  period  July,  1986,  to  June  30,  1987. 

Personnel  and  Enrollment 

Balch  has  seventeen  classroon  teachers,  a  Reading  Specialist,  a 
Learning  Center,  a  Speech  Therapist,  a  full-time  and  two  part-time  staff 
teachers  for  English  as  a  Second  Language,  and  a  Special  Needs  teacher, 
with  two  full-time  aides  in  the  Resource  Room.  Our  enrollment,  in 
September,  was  363  pupils  and  school  closed  in  June  1987  with  379 
pupils. 

Programs  Offered 

A.  Counseling 

In  conjunction  with  Chapter  766,  the  responsibilities  of  the  two 
Adjustment  Counselors  work  well  especially  in  coordinating  scheduling, 
referral  process,  notifying  parents,  conferences,  and  development  and 
implementation  of  the  educational  plans. 

The  Core  Facilitator  makes  all  the  necessary  schedules,  contacts 
people,  and  acts  as  a  liaison  for  the  CET. 

Goup  counseling  (for  pupils  in  grades  K-6)  focuses  on  the  objectives 
of  more  responsible  social  relationships  and  more  positive  self-images. 

B.  Resource  Center 

The  Resource  Center  at  Balch  services  all  the  elementary  schools  in 
Norwood  via  a  step-by  step  procedure  with  Chapter  766.  The  program  is 
geared  to  assist  special  needs  children  adjusting  to  a  regular  classroom 
procedure.  Work  is  individualized  and  the  curriculum  is  based  on  each 
child’s  particular  need.  The  materials  are  varied,  but  come  primarily 
from  the  child’s  classroom  plus  any  supplementary  materials  as  needed. 
The  classroom  teacher  and  the  Resource  teacher  meet  as  the  need  occurs 
to  develop  the  ideal  situation  for  the  child.  The  Resource  teacher  is 
assisted  by  two  aides,  as  mandated  by  Chapter  766. 

The  aim  of  the  program  is  successful  integration  into  regular 
education. 

C.  Learning  Center 

The  Balch  Learning  Center  provides  diagnostic  evaluation  and 
remedial  therapeutic  assistance  to  children  with  learning  disabilities. 
Each  child’s  program  is  individually  designed  and  includes  work  in 
academic  and/or  nonacademic  areas.  Special  emphasis  is  given  to 
learning  style,  so  that  each  child  can  best  “learn  to  learn’’  using 
strategies  most  effective  for  his/her  classroom  experience  whenever 
possible. 

D.  Science 

Grades  5  and  6  were  again  involved  in  science  fairs.  In  the  spring,  all 
classes  visit  the  projects  initiated  by  these  pupils.  This  gives  the  pupils  of 
grades  5  and  6  valuable  experiences  which  prepare  them  for  secondary 
science  education.

E.  Modified  Kindergarten  and  Transitional  I  Programs 

These  programs  have  completed  their  eleventh  year  and  marked 
improvement  is  seen  in  the  pupils  levels  of  ability  to:  Listen  to  directions 
accurately,  discriminate  consonant  sounds,  identify  rhyming  words  and 
pictures,  sequencing  events,  oral  language  development,  auditory 
memory,  motor  control,  eye-hand  coordination,  and  self  control. 
Children  townwide  are  selected  by  a  criteria  list  and  screening  process. 

F.  Grade  Six  International  Day 

In  June,  1987,  Balch  School  sixth  grades  participated  in  their 
fifteenth  annual  International  Day.  The  day  was  highlighted  by  three 
events. 

(a)  Children  and  parents  prepared  delicious  meals  common  to 
European  and  Asian  countries. 

(b)  Each  child  researched  and  prepared  a  report  on  the  country  of 
his/her  family’s  origin. 

(c)  Children  wore  costumes  of  their  ancestry  and  prizes  were 
awarded  to  the  most  original  ones. 

G.  Parent-Teacher  Association 

The  P.T.A.  had  another  successful  year. 

Again,  two  $300  scholarships  were  awarded  to  two  high  school 
graduating  seniors  -  Gianfranco  Fraone  and  Noreen  Ross— former 
Balch  School  students.  The  Principal’s  award  was  presented  to  Jennifer 
Rabbitt,  grade  6  pupil,  for  her  contribution  of  citizenship  and  scholastic 
honors. 

The  P.T.A.  raised  funds  via  Spaghetti  Supper,  Pancake  Breakfast, 
Spring  Dance,  Book  Fair,  and  Family  Bingo  Nights.  A  highlight  was  our 
Family  Day  held  on  the  school  grounds  on  Saturday,  May  30. 

H.  Building  Maintenance 

Plans  are  underway  to  complete  the  interior  painting  and  to  install 
several  exterior  doors.  New  shades  were  installed  in  the  north  wing. 

I.  Professional  Growth 

The  Education  Cooperative  (T.E.C.)  has  continued  to  serve  my 
needs.  The  annual  Craigville  and  Wayside  Conferences,  along  with  the 
spring  and  fall  conferences  have  enriched  me  professionally. 

The  workshops  conducted  by  Dr.  Jon  Saphier  last  year  have  been 
very  effective  in  sharpening  my  skills  in  supervision  and  evaluation. 

J.  English-as-a-Second  Language  (ESL) 

The  ESL  Program  reinforces  the  concepts  of  the  English  language, 
and  is  particularly  vital  to  pupils  speaking  another  language  at  home  and 
for  those  who  have  difficulty  speaking  English  in  school.  The  program  is 
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based  at  the  Balch  and  this  year  involved  over  thirty  students,  including 
fourteen  pupils  from  other  elementary  schools  in  Norwood.  These 
fourteen  pupils  who  reside  out  of  district,  attend  Balch  full-time  and  are 
transported  to  and  from  the  school. 

K.  Curriculum 

The  Elementary  Math  Committee  worked  diligently  to  recommend  a 
revision  of  our  math  program  with  the  result  that  the  Silver  Burdett 
Series  has  been  implemented  in  grades  K-3,  beginning  September,  1987. 
Our  goal  is  to  update  math  in  grades  4-6  beginning  September,  1988. 

The  Economy  Reading  Series  completed  its  first  year  and  was 
favorably  received. 

The  Rinehart  Penmanship  Program  finished  its  second  year  and  a 
marked  improvement  has  been  noticed  in  all  the  grades.  It  will  be  carried 
on  in  grades  3-6  for  school  year  1987-1988. 

L.  Retirements 

Miss  Elizabeth  R.  Lagarde,  who  taught  grade  4  at  the  Balch  for 
thirty-six  years  retired  in  June  1987.  The  Balch  staff  and  the  community 
wish  her  many  happy  and  healthy  years. 

Mrs.  Adele  Maloof,  Cafeteria  personnel,  is  retiring  from  the  Balch 
after  twenty-one  years. 

Her  dedication  and  loyalty  to  the  Balch  School,  the  children  and 
Food  Services  Department  will  be  remembered.  We  wish  Mrs.  Maloof  a 
happy  retirement. 

M.  School  Improvement  Council  Funds 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  School  Improvement  Council,  and  the 
funds  were  well  utilized  for  special  assemblies,  purchases  of  a  laminating 
machine,  a  video  camcorder,  and  field  trips.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
C.M.  CALLAHAN  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  as 
Principal  of  the  C.M.  Callahan  School. 

Enrollment  and  Staff 

The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1986  was  239 
and  this  represents  a  decrease  of  six  students  as  compared  with  the 
enrollment  of  245  in  September,  1985. 

In  the  Spring  of  1986  the  projected  enrollment  for  the  Callahan  sixth 
grade  was  26  and  because  of  this  low  enrollment  the  number  of  grade  six 
classes  was  reduced  from  two  to  one.  There  were,  therefore,  twelve 
classroom  teachers  instead  of  thirteen  and  one  full-time  Intensive 
Reading  Specialist. 

The  staff  was  pleased  to  welcome  Miss  Sheila  Murphy,  second  grade 
teacher;  Miss  Murphy  replaced  Mrs.  Sandra  Barner  who  was  reassigned 
to  the  C.J.  Prescott  School.  We  thank  Mrs.  Barner  for  her  valuable 
contributions  to  the  Callahan  during  her  short  stay  at  the  school. 

The  Callahan  staff  also  is  grateful  to  Mr.  Victor  Montisano,  junior 
custodian,  for  his  tireless  efforts  and  many  kindnesses  during  his  short 
stay  at  the  school. 

Elementary  Redistricting 

In  the  Spring  of  1986,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  approved  an 
elementary  redistricting  plan  which  calls  for  the  transfer  of  33  Oldham 
School  children  to  the  Callahan.  We  are  looking  forward  with  great 
pleasure  to  their  coming  to  the  Callahan  and  are  planning,  during  the 
writing  of  this  report,  a  visit  by  these  students  to  the  school. 

The  anticipated  enrollment  at  the  Callahan  School  in  September, 
including  the  Oldham  children  is  275  which  will  represent  an  increase  of 
36  students. 

Computer  Curriculum 

We  were  pleased  to  be  able  to  utilize  the  vacant  sixth  grade 
classroom  for  the  computers  and  for  the  Gifted  and  Talented  programs 
We  now  have  eight  computers  at  the  Callahan  School  and  the  computer 
program  continues  to  be  and  integral  part  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth 
grade  curriculum.  I  would  like  to  again  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Louis  Buscone,  Director  of  Computer  Services,  who  has  continued  to 
provide  valuable  assistance  and  encouragement  to  the  classroom 
teachers. 

Chapter  I  Program 

This  program  known  as  ASPIRE  means  additional  services  which 
are  provided  in  Remedial  Education  in  the  areas  of  Reading  and 
Arithmetic.  It  is  not  used  to  take  the  place  of  these  subjects  in  the 
classroom,  but  to  be  added  support  to  the  classroom. 
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The  Chapter  I  teacher  works  with  small  groups  of  students  on 
individual  problems.  The  program  must  have  the  approval  and 
recommendation  of  the  classroom  teacher  and  permission  of  the  parent. 

Extensive  use  of  the  Apple  IIC  Computer  is  done  and  other 
appealing  learning  devices.  The  annual  award  program  is  a  highlight  of 
the  program. 

Speech-Language  Program 

Speech-language  therapy  is  provided  for  any  child  in  Grades  K-6 
who  exhibits  communication  difficulties.  Children  with  speech-language 
problems  are  identified  and  referred  for  evaluation  through  the 
Kindergarten  screening  program,  the  classroom  teacher,  a  parent  or 
from  other  Specialists  working  with  the  child. 

Once  parental  permission  to  evaluate  the  child  is  given  a  thorough 
diagnostic  evaluation  is  undertaken.  If  therapy  is  indicated,  a  program  is 
developed  which  is  designed  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  that  child. 

Since  speech-language  therapy  is  a  766  service,  a  team  approach  to 
all  services  provided  is  implemented.  This  involves  conferences  with 
classroom  teachers,  parents,  and  other  Specialists  working  with  the 
child.  Progress  is  carefully  monitored  throughout  the  school  year.  The 
children  serviced  in  the  speech-language  program  during  the  1986-87 
school  year  were  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  group  of  well  motivated, 
enthusiastic  students. 

Library  Program 

This  year’s  library  program  confirms  the  belief  that  Callahan 
children  are  genuine  readers  with  a  strong  desire  for  the  best  in  children’s 
literature. 

Along  with  our  standard  program  of  story  hours  and  instruction  in 
library  skills,  we  have  had  several  exciting  and  interesting  programs.  The 
reading  teacher,  the  art  teacher  and  the  librarian  worked  together  on 
these.  March  was  Hans  Christian  Anderson  month.  His  tales  were  read 
in  classrooms.  Some  art  classes  illustrated  them.  Other  classes 
researched  the  origins  of  fairy  tales  from  European  sources  or  studied  his 
life  and  its  autobiographical  effect  on  his  writing  during  their  library 
time.  These  activities  culminated  in  a  performance  by  the  Little  Theater 
Guild  based  on  three  of  his  stories. 

April,  School  Library /Media  month,  began  with  a  very  successful 
Read-In.  We  joined  with  schools  throughout  the  country  on  April  1st  in 
a  15  minute  period  during  which  every  person  in  the  building  read 
silently.  The  cooperation  was  magnificent;  even  the  library  volunteer 
and  her  pre-school  companion  came  prepared  to  take  part.  When  the 
time  was  up,  many  were  disappointed  that  they  could  not  continue 
reading  and  all  were  impressed  by  the  quiet.  In  addition,  some  art  classes 
designed  bookmarks,  one  of  which  was  entered  in  a  state-wide  contest. 

In  May,  the  library  was  the  scene  of  visits  by  two  artists  who 
illustrate  children’s  books,  Donna  Diamond  and  Marcia  Sewall.  From 
these  creative  people,  students  learned  how  authors  and  illustrators  go 
about  their  work  and  how  a  book  proceeds  from  idea  to  reality. 
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All  of  these  activities  have  deepened  the  children’s  appreciation  of 
good  books.  Our  circulation  continues  to  be  very  high.  Thanks  to  our 
terrific  group  of  parent  volunteers,  we  are  able  to  maintain  a  regular 
schedule  of  instruction  as  well  as  good  circulation  control. 

Learning  Center  Program 

The  Learning  Center  at  the  Callahan  School  services  children  in 
grades  K-6  who  are  having  difficulty  in  the  classroom.  All  of  these 
children  have  individual  educational  plans  stating  explicitly  what  their 
strengths  and  weaknesses  are,  specific  goals  and  the  time  needed  in  the 
Learning  Center. 

The  Learning  Center  is  an  essential  component  of  the  core 
evaluation  team.  They  are  responsible  for  evaluations,  which  involve  the 
diagnosis  of  educational  gaps,  and  development  of  educational  plans, 
which  are  the  prescriptions  for  the  educational  gaps.  Consultation  with 
the  classroom  teacher  is  a  primary  component  to  every  educational  plan 
to  insure  consistency  and  carry  over  for  the  learning  disabled  child  in  the 
classroom.  Continual  contact  with  parents  is  also  an  integral  part  of  this 
program. 

The  L.D.  Specialists  are  also  involved  in  the  Handicapped 
Awareness  Program  presented  to  third  graders  throughout  the  town. 
This  attempts  to  help  children  understand  how  people  learn  differently. 
It  presents  auditory,  visual  and  motoric  examples  of  educational  gaps 
and  how  these  can  make  learning  difficult  for  children. 

Intensive  Reading  Program 

During  the  1986-1987  school  year  the  Economy  Reading  Series  was 
purchased  for  the  primary  grades.  The  reading  specialist  was  responsible 
for  coordinating  the  program  and  assisting  the  teachers  in  implementing 
and  evaluating  the  program.  In-service  programs  were  held  to  assist  the 
teachers  in  gaining  a  greater  understanding  of  the  reading  program.  In 
February,  Louise  Matteoni,  senior  author  of  the  Economy  Reading 
program  spoke  to  the  teachers.  The  Callahan  School  teachers  were  very 
pleased  with  the  success  of  the  new  reading  program. 

In  addition  to  coordinating  the  new  reading  program,  Miss  Wall 
works  with  all  the  teachers  and  “766”  team  in  diagnosing  and  evaluating 
the  Callahan  children’s  reading  skills,  in  placing  the  children  in  reading 
groups,  and  in  selecting  and  in  ordering  basal  and  supplementary 
instructional  materials.  Miss  Wall  consults  with  teachers  continually  and 
makes  suggestions  based  on  current  research  for  improving  classroom 
instruction. 

Miss  Wall  provides  remedial  instruction  for  the  children  in  grades 
two  through  six. 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  the  Callahan  School  children  have 
participated  in  the  Newspaper  in  Education  Program.  This  program  is 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Reading  Association  and  the 
American  Newspaper  Publishers  Foundation  Association. 

A  primary  goal  of  the  reading  program  at  the  Callahan  School  is  to 
foster  a  love  of  books  and  reading  in  all  children. 
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This  year  the  Callahan  School  invited  Marcia  Sewall,  an  author  and 
illustrator  of  children  s  books,  and  Donna  Diamond,  an  illustrator  of 
children’s  books,  to  talk  with  the  children  about  their  work.  The 
children  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  workshops.  The  librarian,  art  teacher, 
classroom  teachers  and  reading  teacher  worked  together  in  preparing  the 
children  for  these  visits.  The  School  Improvement  Council  funded  the 
programs. 

Gifted  and  Talented  Program 

This  year  the  Gifted  and  Talented  program  covered  a  variety  of 
units  in  many  areas  of  the  curriculum  including  rocks  and  minerals, 
fungi,  native  American  legends,  poetry,  giants,  the  ocean,  maps  and  map 
making,  and  math  and  art. 

Children  in  grades  2-6  had  the  opportunity  to  participate  in 
independent  study  projects  twice  this  year,  and  their  finished  projects 
were  exhibited  for  the  rest  of  the  school. 

Instruction  in  the  program  continues  to  emphasize  problem  solving, 
critical  and  creative  thinking  as  well  as  hands-on  experience  with  unusual 
materials  and  subject  matter.  The  children  who  participate  in  the  gifted 
and  talented  program  continue  to  improve  their  research  and 
presentation  skills,  and  their  ability  to  communicate  what  they  have 
learned.  They  have  raised  their  own  standards  of  performance  in  all 
areas.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
F.A.  CLEVELAND  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  sixteenth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  F.A.  Cleveland  School 

A  summary  report  is  an  essential  part  of  the  educational  process. 
School  organizations  require  a  continual  appraisal  of  their  policies, 
curriculum,  materials  and  plant.  By  reviewing  what  was  attempted  and 
assessing  what  was  accomplished,  we  can  make  recommendations 
regarding  educational  change.  A  report  such  as  this  can  only  highlight 
selected  aspects  of  our  total  program.  We  do  believe,  however,  it  will 
reflect  our  educational  philosophy  and  give  some  insight  regarding  our 
curriculum  and  special  service  programs.  We  intend  to  use  this  report  in 
planning  the  operation  of  our  school  in  the  coming  year. 
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Staff,  Enrollment  and  Plant 

1.  Staff — There  are  twenty  regular  classroom  teachers  and  three 
full-time  specialists,  one  responsible  for  our  intensive  reading  program, 
one  assigned  to  our  Learning  Center  and  the  third  is  our  teacher  of 
speech  and  language.  The  other  personnel  assisting  classroom  teachers 
include  specialists  in  the  areas  of  physical  education,  art,  vocal  and 
instrumental  music,  library  and  gifted  and  talented,  as  well  as  the 
Adjustment  Counselor  and  the  School  Psychologist 

Again  this  year  we  experienced  several  staff  changes.  Mrs. 
Maryanne  Rakauskas  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence.  Mrs.  Joan  Coakley 
from  the  Oldham  School  was  assigned  to  a  first  grade  class  and  Mr. 
James  Lynch  from  the  Callahan  was  assigned  to  a  fifth  grade.  In 
September,  because  of  increased  enrollments  at  the  first  grade,  an 
additional  class  was  necessary  and  Mrs.  Ann  Talanian  was  assigned  as 
the  teacher.  Mrs.  Paula  Clifford,  teacher  of  grade  six,  was  granted  a 
maternity  leave  in  April  and  Mrs.  Ruthann  Peterson  was  assigned  to  her 
position  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year.

The  Cleveland  School  was  opened  in  1958  with  fourteen  classrooms 
and  an  eight-room  addition  was  completed  in  1966.  There  are  twenty 
regular-sized  classrooms  and  two  larger  rooms  designed  for  kindergarten 
and  three  small  instruction  rooms  used  for  Reading,  Speech  and 
Counseling.  All  classrooms  are  utilized  for  instruction:  twenty  for 
regular  instruction,  kindergarten  through  six;  the  other  rooms  house  the 
pre-school  program  and  the  Resource  Room.  The  art  activities  are 
conducted  in  the  Multi-purpose  Room  and  the  Aspire  program  is  located 
in  the  adjacent  open  area.  The  building  has  a  library,  a  gymnasium, 
health  suite,  cafetorium  and  a  kitchen.  The  building  is  a  modern,  one- 
story  practical  structure  and  satisfies  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Handicap  Code.  The  physical  surroundings  are  comfortable  and 
pleasant.  There  were  no  extraordinary  repairs  necessary  this  year. 

Learning  Center 

The  Frederick  A.  Cleveland  School’s  Learning  Center  has  continued 
to  provide  educational  programs  for  all  children  who  have  been 
identified  as  having  specific  learning  disabilities.  These  children  receive 
services  both  individually  and  in  group  settings.  The  procedures  and 
policies  for  this  program  are  outlined  as  mandated  under  the  Special 
Education  Act  of  Chapter  766. 
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The  Learning  Center  program  is  both  diagnostic  and  prescriptive  for 
the  students  who  are  experiencing  difficulties  in  the  learning  process.  The 
Learning  Center  is  only  one  part  of  an  Evaluation  Team.  Other 
personnel  involved  with  the  team  include  the  classroom  teacher, 
counselor,  Speech  and  Language  specialist,  parent,  family  physician, 
pediatrician,  outside  agencies  and  other  participants  as  the  need  is 
warranted. 

The  Learning  Center  also  participated  in  the  Screening  of  all 
incoming  Kindergarten  children  during  the  last  week  of  April  and  the 
first  two  weeks  of  May.  The  purpose  of  this  screening  is  to  provide  early 
identification  of  children  who  have  a  specific  disability. 

The  Learning  Center  also  offered  direct  and  supportive  services  to 
the  classroom  teachers  to  ensure  appropriate  programs  and  placements 
for  the  learning  disabled  students. 

Reading 

The  new  Economy  Reading  publication  was  introduced  this  year, 
K-grades  1  and  2.  This  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Reading  Study 
Committee,  along  with  the  provision  that  next  year  the  series  will  be 
extended  to  grades  3  and  4. 

This  is  a  comprehensive  reading  series  that  includes  materials  for 
teaching,  re-enforcing,  supplementing  and  testing. 

The  series  has  a  heavy  emphasis  on  phonics  in  the  primary  grades 
and  as  a  result,  no  supplementary  phonics  materials  were  necessary  this 
year.  The  Economy  consultant  visited  the  schools  several  times 
throughout  the  year,  and  video  tapes  were  available  to  assist  the  teachers 
with  the  planning  and  presentation  of  the  new  program. 

We  would  acknowledge  and  thank  Mrs.  Ashapa  for  the  leadership 
role  she  played  as  the  selection  committee  chairperson,  and  for  the 
professional,  efficient  manner  she  monitored  the  program  system-wide. 

Speech  and  Language 

During  the  school  year  the  speech  department  was  involved  in 
evaluation  and  service  of  children,  grades  K-6.  The  areas  of  need 
included:  articulation,  fluency,  auditory  processing  and  Language 
development.  The  department  also  serviced  children  in  the  town-wide 
preschool,  housed  at  the  Cleveland,  which  services  children  ages  three 
through  five  whose  development  is  substantially  delayed. 

In  late  April,  next  year’s  Kindergarten  class  was  screened  by  the 
special  education  team.  The  purpose  of  this  screening  is  to  identify  at  risk 
children  who  are  in  need  of  further  evaluation. 

Again  this  year  the  Speech  Department  was  involved  in  the  third 
grade  Handicap  Program.  This  program  was  developed  to  increase 
knowledge  of,  and  sensitivity  to,  various  physical,  perceptual,  and 
mental  handicaps.  Children  were  introduced  to  the  manner  in  which  we 
hear.  They  also  learned  the  various  causes  of  deafness  and  the  use  of  lip 
reading  and  sign  language.  They  had  an  opportunity  to  learn  to  spell 
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their  names  with  finger  spelling.  A  demonstration  of  various  speech  and 
language  problems  was  provided. 

Diagnostic  Center 

The  Pre-school  Diagnostic  Center  provides  comprehensive  early 
childhood  services  in  compliance  with  Massachusetts  Chapter  766  and 
the  new  Federal  Law  P.L.  94-142.  The  staff  of  the  Diagnostic  Center 
screen,  evaluate  and  service  young  children  with  special  needs  between 
the  ages  of  three  and  five. 

Special  instructional  classes  are  held  at  the  Diagnostic  Center  during 
the  morning  and  afternoon  for  those  children  in  need  of  assistance. 
Many  of  the  children  receive  speech  therapy,  counseling,  occupational 
therapy  and  physical  therapy  as  part  of  their  program.  In  addition  the 
staff  spends  much  time  with  home  consultation  in  order  to  assist  parents 
in  meeting  the  needs  of  their  child. 

Library 

During  the  summer  of  1986  the  school  librarians  developed  a 
curriculum  guide.  It  identified  library  skills  to  be  taught  in  a  sequential 
manner.  In  addition  to  these  skills,  Miss  Stout  emphasized  several 
approaches  to  increase  reading  at  different  grade  levels.  They  included 
books  by  popular  authors,  the  Children’  Classics,  oral  book  reports  on 
biographies,  the  studying  of  illustrators,  various  reading  contests,  and 
the  general  encouragement  of  recreational  reading.  Our  records  indicate 
that  our  weekly  circulation  was  about  750  books. 

Chapter  I,  ECIA,  ASPIRE  Program 

The  ASPIRE  program  services  children  from  pre-school  through 
grade  six  in  the  areas  of  readiness,  reading  and  math.  The  pre-school 
program  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  ready  to  enter 
kindergarten  the  following  school  year.  The  Pre-School  Diagnostic 
Center  refers  children  from  all  Norwood  school  districts  (except 
Prescott)  who  would  benefit  from  the  program.  There  were  ten  children 
enrolled  in  this  program  for  the  1986-87  school  year. 

Primary  concerns  at  every  level  are  to  develop  a  good  self-image,  to 
gain  confidence  and  pride  in  accomplishments,  to  have  respect  for  one 
another,  and  to  foster  good  work  habits.  Everyone  progresses  at 
different  rates,  and  we  need  to  recognize  progress  and  growth,  however 
slight  it  may  seem.  Our  ultimate  goal  is  to  have  each  child  back  in  the 
classroom,  functioning  independently. 

Service  was  provided  to  sixty  Cleveland  children  throughout  the 
year  and  to  ten  pre-school  youngsters. 

The  School  Improvement  Act — Chapter  188  - 

Public  education  has  experienced  some  significant  changes  as  a 
result  of  this  new  legislation.  The  state  offers  financial  support  to  local 
schools  and  teachers  in  an  effort  to  promote  educational  excellence. 
Some  of  the  provisions  that  impacted  directly  on  the  Cleveland  School 
operation  are  as  follows: 
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1.  Horace  Mann  Grants — Horace  Mann  Grants  are  financial 
awards  to  teachers  who  assumed  extra  responsibility  such  as  curriculum 
development  and  in-service  instruction.  Two  Cleveland  teachers  who 
were  award  recipients  were  Mrs.  Doris  Ashapa  for  reading  and  Miss 
Barbara  Lanzoni  for  computer  instruction. 

2.  School  Improvement  Fund — The  state  provides  money  directly 
to  local  schools  to  be  used  for  innovative  academic  programs,  expanded 
pupil  services,  purchase  of  instructional  equipment  or  any  other  program 
that  would  improve  the  school  operation.  This  year  we  used  the  funds  to: 

a.  Complete  equipment  needs  for  our  video  program.  The  plan 
calls  for  filming  School  activities  and  to  record  selected  lessons  to  be  used 
for  demonstration  purposes. 

b.  Add  modular  components  to  primary  level  playground 
equipment.  This  is  a  combined  project  with  the  Cleveland  P.T.A.  and 
funds  secured  from  P.L.  94-142,  Early  Childhood  Allocation. 

c.  Purchase  science  equipment  to  establish  a  pilot  program. 

d.  Purchase  a  Casio  to  assist  and  enrich  the  teaching  of  vocal 

music. 


3.  Assessment  Test— The  purpose  of  the  Curriculum  Assessment 
Test  is  to  improve  curriculum  and  instruction  at  the  school  building  and 
the  school  district  levels  rather  than  to  evaluate  the  educational  progress 
of  the  individual  students.  Tests  were  administered  to  the  third  grade 
children  in  the  areas  of  Reading,  Math  and  Science.  The  Cleveland  test 
scores  were  above  the  state  average. 

The  higheset  score  was  achieved  in  the  area  of  Reading.  In  the  major 
reporting  categories  of  Vocabulary  and  Comprehension  the  attained 
scores  were  better  than  or  equal  to  the  K.O.C.  average  and  the  study 
skills  were  within  the  Comparison  Score  Band. 

Under  Math  the  scores  in  the  major  categories  of  Numeration, 
Operations,  Variables  and  Geometry  were  very  good  and  fell  within  the 
Comparison  Score  Band.  These  areas  are  emphasized  in  our  curriculum 
and  account  for  approximately  sixty-four  percent  of  the  items  in  the 
Math  assessment  test.  The  score  in  the  category  of  Measurement  was 
slightly  above  the  state  average;  however,  the  categories  of  Problem 
Solving  and  Probability  were  slightly  below.  These  areas  will  be 
examined  closely  in  our  curriculum  in  terms  of  time  alloted,  sequence 
and  instructional  materials. 

The  score  in  the  Science  area  was  above  the  state  average,  fell  within 
the  Comparison  Scale  Band  and  compared  favorably  with  the  K.O.C. 
In  the  major  categories  of  Scientific  Inquiry,  Life  Sciences,  and 
Earth/Space  Sciences  which  were  eighty  percent  of  the  Science  test 
items,  the  achievement  was  high.  In  the  area  of  Physical  Science  the 
scores  were  at  the  state  level;  however,  in  the  area  of  Science  and  Society 
the  score  was  slightly  below  the  state  average.  This  section  accounted  for 
five  percent  of  the  items  in  the  Science  test. 
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4.  Basic  Skills  Test — The  Basic  Skills  Test  was  administered  to 
grades  three  and  six  this  year.  The  focus  of  the  test  was  to  identify 
students  who  had  not  mastered  basic  skills  in  the  areas  of  Reading,  Math 
and  Writing.  Three  important  characteristics  of  the  test  should  be  noted: 

1.  The  test  items  did  not  discriminate  among  levels  of  mastery  in 
Reading  and  Math. 

2.  The  Department  of  Education  did  not  establish  state  standards 
in  Reading  and  Math  for  this  school  year. 

3.  The  Writing  samples  were  evaluated  on  a  pass /fail  scale  using 
the  Holistic  scoring  method. 

The  results  of  the  third  grade  students  were  very  favorable.  Of  the 
fifty-four  children  who  took  the  test  in  Reading,  all  scored  at  seventy- 
fifth  percentile  or  better.  In  the  areas  of  Math,  all  children  scored  at  the 
seventieth  percentile  or  better.  Fifty-two  children  passed  the  writing 
sample  and  two  failed. 

At  the  sixth  grade  level,  forty-seven  children  took  the  test.  Forty- 
five  children  in  Reading  and  Mathematics  were  above  the  sixtieth 
percentile.  All  children  passed  the  writing  sample. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association 

The  P.T.A.  continues  to  function  as  an  effective  agency  for 
promoting  understanding  between  the  home  and  school.  The  staff  and  I 
would  acknowledge  our  appreciation  for  their  valuable  support.  I  have 
taken  the  liberty  of  quoting  the  end-of-year  summary  as  it  appears  in  the 
P.T.A.  final  newsletter. 

“During  this  past  year,  general  meetings  and  visiting  nights  allowed  i 
the  parents  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  classrooms  and  meet  with  the 
teachers,  as  well  as  socialize  with  other  parents.  The  Annual  Pancake 
Breakfast,  in  addition  to  being  a  successful  fundraiser  for  the  P.T.A. 
was  an  enjoyable  event  for  the  whole  family.  Also,  several  cultural 
programs  were  put  on  by  the  P.T.A.  for  the  children  during  school 
hours.  These  programs  included  the  appearance  of  Sioux  Indian  Chiel 
Red  Dawn  and  his  adopted  son  Blue  Eagle  for  two  shows  featuring 
Indian  folklore,  dancing,  and  implements,  a  return  visit  by  noted 
mountaineer  Rob  Taylor,  who  presented  a  program  about  his 
mountaineering  trip  to  the  Soviet  Union,  and  two  presentations  about 
physical  sciences  by  staff  members  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science. 
Along  the  way,  the  P.T.A.  has  sponsored  or  helped  to  fund  scholarships, 
transportation  for  field  trips,  the  Annual  Book  Fair/Bake  Sale,  and 
many  other  activities.  P.T.A.  members  have  served  as  room  parents  and 
library  assistants  and  have  run  the  school  store.”

Enrollment  and  Staff 


The  September  1986  enrollment  of  245  represented  an  increase  of 
eight  pupils  from  September  1985. 


Mary  Boyle,  kindergarten  teacher,  was  assigned  to  one  session  at  the 
C.  J.  Prescott  School  and  one  session  at  the  J.  P.  Oldham  School,  and 
continued  the  split  sessions  for  the  entire  school  year: 

Pupil  enrollment  increased  at  the  kindergarten  level  and  an 
additional  half-time  teacher,  Mary  Brown,  was  hired  January  26th,  the 
half-term  date,  to  teach  this  grade.  Parents  were  notified,  a  meeting  was 
held  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the  problems  associated  with  dividing 
a  class,  and  class  lists  were  finalized,  resulting  in  two  groups  of  sixteen 
pupils  each.

Classroom  teachers  were  voted  by  their  peers  from  a  list  of 
volunteers  and  parents  were  elected  at  the  last  general  P.T.O.  meeting 
in  June. 


The  council  accepted  the  teacher  recommendations  of 
Environmental  and  Adventure  Programs  at  Hale  Reservation,  classroom 
enrichment  material  from  Frank  Schaffer  Associates,  high  quality  tape 
recorders  for  reading  and  math  enrichment,  a  duplicating  machine, 
computer  software,  and  materials  for  first  grade  students  to  create  Big 
Books  which  are  books  (stories  with  illustrations)  created  by  first  grade 
students.  The  sum  of  $2,390.00  was  expended  for  these  items. 

First  Grade  Special  Reader  Program 

Elaine  Perry  and  Nancy  Lane,  first  grade  teachers,  in  an  effort  to 
foster  an  appreciation  for  reading,  invited  many  prominent  Norwood 
individuals  to  come  to  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  for  the  purpose  of 
reading  aloud  to  their  students. 


The  idea  of  emphasizing  male  adults  to  read  aloud  has  been 
promulgated  by  Jim  Trelease,  author,  cartoonist  and  noted  lecturer  of 
journalism  and  children’s  literature.  Boys  tend  to  take  greater  interest  in 
reading,  according  to  Jim  Trelease,  when  they  have  older  males  reading 
to  them,  and  it  has  been  established  that  regular  reading  aloud  to 
children,  from  infancy  to  adolescence,  improves  their  reading,  writing, 
and  speaking. 
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The  five  goals  of  children’s  literature,  to  provide  enjoyment,  to 
provide  vicarious  experiences,  to  develop  imagination,  to  develop  insight 
to  human  behavior,  and  to  develop  an  appreciation  for  literature  were 
accomplished  this  year  by  the  “Special  Reader  Program’’  at  the  first 
grade  level.

It  is 
indeed  rewarding  that  Norwood  is  blessed  with  so  many  kind  individuals 
who  were  so  willing  to  participate  during  their  busy  schedules  in  an 
attempt  to  help  children  learn. 


The  students,  in  an  effort  to  show  their  appreciation,  boarded  a  bus 
one  day  in  June  and  personally  thanked  the  “Special  Readers”  at  their 
place  of  employment. 


The  Massachusetts /Guangdong  Joint  Educational 
Administrators  Exchange 

During  the  April  vacation  and  the  following  week  I  was  fortunate  to 
be  a  member  of  a  delegation  of  school  administrators  visiting  China. 
The  “Massachusetts/Guangdong  Joint  Educational  Administrators 
Exchange”  will  also  be  responsible  for  hosting  seven  school  admin¬ 
istrators  from  China  in  the  Fall  of  1987. 

While  in  China  I  visited  a  kindergarten  complex,  three  primary 
schools,  an  experimental  middle  school,  the  Guangdong  Center  for 
Audio-Visual  Education,  a  normal  school,  and  a  college  of  education. 
Each  administrator  in  the  delegation  lectured  at  the  college  of  education 
and  I  selected  teacher  evaluation,  based  on  materials  and  experiences 
gleaned  from  Dr.  Jon  Saphier’s  course,  as  my  topic  for  discussion. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  age  of  kindergarten  students  ranges 
from  three  to  six  years  old  while  primary  age  is  similar  to  our  grades  with 
students  ranging  from  six  to  twelve  years  of  age.  Education,  since  1985, 
is  now  mandatory  through  the  primary  (elementary)  school,  age  twelve. 

The  average  class  size  of  the  key  (very  selective)  primary  and  Middle 
Schools  observed  ranged  between  fifty  and  sixty  with  all  students  in  the 
province  in  the  same  book  (and  same  page)  at  the  same  time.  We  were 
also  told  that  following  senior  middle  school,  comparable  to  our  high 
school,  students  (age  18)  take  two  full  days  of  testing  and  even  if  they 
pass  the  entrance  exams  for  the  university,  only  five  to  seven  percent  are 
able  to  attend  due  to  space  restrictions. 

Several  hours  of  video  tapes  will  be  edited  and  a  program  presented 
to  students  and  other  interested  groups  next  year. 

Remedial  Reading 

Remedial  reading  classes  were  held  for  students  in  grades  1-6. 
Children  have  met  in  small  groups  for  help  with  development  of  such 
areas  as  sight  vocabulary,  word  analysis,  and  comprehension.  Two 
children  have  also  met  on  a  one-one  basis.  One  of  these  children  has  been 
instructed  in  the  Stevenson  Phonics  Program.  Testing  on  an  individual 
basis  has  been  carried  on  throughout  the  year  with  new  students,  by 
teacher  request,  and  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  reading  specialist. 
Group  tests  were  given  to  all  the  remedial  classes  in  May.  Students  have 
met  from  two  to  four  times  weekly  depending  on  need. 

Reading  Enrichment/Acceleration 

Reading  enrichment/acceleration  was  carried  out  this  year  for  nine 
advanced  first  graders  and  seven  advanced  fourth  graders.  The  first- 
grade  group  met  one  day  a  week  for  forty-five  minutes  and  the  fourth- 
grade  group  met  one  day  a  week  for  thirty  minutes.  Reading  of  riddle- 
type  poems  and  plays  were  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  first-grade 
program.  A  study  of  the  United  Nations,  reading  about  Christmas 
customs  in  other  countries,  and  reading  of  plays  were  some  of  the 
highlights  of  the  fourth-grade  program. 

Gifted  and  Talented  Program 

The  Gifted  and  Talented  Program  this  year  was  continued  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Karen  Gallas,  with  the  half-time  addition  of  Joan  Uliss. 
Groups  in  grades  1-6  were  serviced  weekly  by  Joan  Uliss  for  periods  of 
45  minutes,  and  total  classrooms  were  instructed  by  Dr.  Gallas  on 
request  by  some  teachers. 

Small  group  activities  and  independent  studies  were  offered  for 
academically  and  creatively  talented  students  who  were  selected  by  test 
scores,  teacher  and  specialist  recommendations,  and  parent  or  peer 
nominations.  Children  were  allowed  to  participate  in  some  activities, 
while  electing  to  rotate  out  of  the  program  during  others. 
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Activities  completed  this  year  included  research  on  acronyms  and 
logos  (resulting  in  the  contest  winning  name  for  the  program, 
(EUREKA),  various  mind-stretching  activities  for  critical  thinking  and 
understanding  mathematical  concepts,  microgardening,  rocks  and 
minerals,  North  American  Indians,  witches  and  monsters,  buttons  and 
towers. 

Joan  Uliss  held  an  open  house  in  June  for  the  display  of 
independent  study  projects  and  met  with  the  parents  of  those  involved. 
Evaluations  on  each  child  who  participated  in  program  were  sent  home 
at  the  end  of  the  year  with  the  report  cards. 

Public  Relations 

The  increasing  popularity  of  the  video  tapes  and  parents  who  own 
video  players  has  created  a  strong  interest  in  the  various  programs  that 
include  children. 

I  have  volunteered  to  duplicate  tapes  for  any  parent  who  provided  a 
blank  tape  and  the  response  was  overwhelming.  The  Kindergarten 
Graduation,  Sixth  Grade  Musical  and  Instrumental  Program  included 
numerous  students  whose  parents  requested  a  copy  of  the  tape,  some  of 
whom  did  not  own  a  video  player. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Druker  served  this  year  as  newsletter  editor  and 
several  editions  were  produced  to  inform  parents  of  upcoming  events  and 
reported  activities  completed. 

Mrs.  Kathy  Glennon  served  again  this  past  year  as  representative  to 
the  West  Suburban  Arts  Council.  She  was  instrumental  in  obtaining 
financial  reimbursement  for  cultural  enrichment  programs  as  well  as 
making  all  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  many  programs  during  the 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School. 

The  Oldham  School  has  developed  a  philosophy  of  service  devoted 
to  the  development  of  boys  and  girls  of  character,  understanding,  and 
skill.  Here  children  learn  together  and  take  their  first  basic  steps  toward 
useful  and  rewarding  citizenship. 

Because  of  the  individuality  of  each  child,  programs  have  been 
developed  which  have  been  designed  to  meet  his/her  unique  needs. 
Material  and  methods  are  used  to  help  promote  and  foster  these 
programs. 
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Enrollment — Personnel 

This  year  376  students  enrolled  at  the  John  P.  Oldham  School  with  a 
complement  of  15'/2  classroom  teachers. 

Supportive  to  our  regular  classroom  staff,  we  have  a  full-time 
Reading  teacher,  Speech  teacher,  and  Learning  Center  Teacher.  In 
addition,  we  house  a  Primary  Generic  Class  in  which  placement 
is  through  Chapter  766.  This  program  is  geared  to  assist  children  with 
special  needs  and,  where  possible,  mainstreaming  of  the  students  into 
regular  classrooms  is  provided.  Also  supportive  to  our  services  is  a 
Gifted  and  Talented  Teacher  who  serves  the  Oldham  School  one  day 
a  week. 

As  an  adjunct  to  our  supportive  services,  we  have  three  Chapter  I 
Teachers.  These  teachers  provide  additional  and  supportive  services  in 
the  areas  of  arithmetic  and  reading  to  help  strengthen  and  reinforce  these 
major  basic  skills  areas. 

Our  enrollments  have  seen  dramatic  increases  these  past  three  years. 
The  1983/1984  school  year  had  an  enrollment  of  306  pupils,  compared 
to  our  current  1986/1987  year  of  376  pupils.  Although  we  have  picked 
up  children  across  all  grade  levels,  our  most  severe  increases  have 
occurred  at  the  Kindergarten  level.  Because  of  this,  we  have  had  to  locate 
a  half-Kindergarten  in  our  Library.  This  location  was  chosen  after 
hearings  with  parents  who  did  not  wish  to  relocate  the  Kindergarten  out 
of  district. 

Curriculum 

As  a  matter  of  practice,  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  are  being 
reviewed  and  refined.  With  the  implementation  of  the  State-mandated 
competency  tests,  the  meaning  of  “basics”  has  taken  on  greater 
significance.  It  should  be  noted  that  we  have  always  stressed  the  basics, 
and  the  State’s  mandate  (Chapter  188)  has  only  reaffirmed  our 
conviction  that  the  core  subjects  of  Arithmetic,  English,  Reading,  and 
Writing  should  always  have  priority  in  an  elementary  learning 
environment. 

A  review  of  our  Third  Grade  Assessments  would  show  that  the 
Oldham  School  did  quite  well.  In  Reading,  Math,  and  Science,  our 
scores  would  show  that  we  scored  above  the  district  average  in  all  three 
areas. 

Our  basic  skills  scores  showed  no  areas  of  concerns  in  the  Reading, 
Mathematics,  and  Writing  areas. 

In  the  area  of  cultural  and  enrichment  programming,  we  have  had  a 
diversity  of  offerings.  These  included  teachers  who  were  awarded  Horace 
Mann  Grants  and  a  grant  from  Lesley  College  Graduate  School  in 
cooperation  with  the  TEC  Collaborative. 
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Home/School  Relations 

Home/School  relations  are  a  big  part  of  our  school  environment 
and  listed  below  are  a  few  of  the  major  activities  that  our  P.T.A.  either 
sponsors  or  works  in  conjunction  with  the  school: 

1.  Annual  School  Fair — usually  held  in  October  and  attracts 
hundreds  of  people  town-wide. 

2.  Breakfast  with  Santa — held  on  a  Saturday  in  early  December. 

3.  Family  Night  at  Roll  Land — held  in  January 

4.  A  P.T.A.  Teacher/Staff  Appreciation  Day  was  held  in  May. 

5.  Oldham  School  newsletter  called  the  “Oldham  Update” 
published  monthly  covering  pertinent  school  information  and  the 
monthly  menu. 

6.  Grandparents  Day — under  the  direction  of  Miss  Jan  Baker, 
this  special  day  in  May  for  our  first  grades  has  become  an  annual  event 
where  Grandparents  or  a  special  friend  are  invited  to  spend  a  morning  in 
the  first  grades.

Per  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  140 
Section  54,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  license  suitable' 
persons  to  be  collectors  of,  dealers  in,  or  keepers  of  shops 
for  the  purchase,  sale,  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or 
secondhand  articles.  The  Selectmen  may  make  rules  and 
regulations  relative  to  their  business,  and  may  provide  for 
the  supervision  thereof.  Said  licensing  board  may  make 
additional  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  which  shall  be 
expressed  in  all  licenses. 


Section  2.  Every  such  shopkeeper  licensed  under  Section 
1  shall  keep  a  bound  book,  in  which  shall  be  written  in  the 
English  language,  at  the  time  of  every  transaction  of  any 
such  article,  a  description  thereof,  and  the  name,  age  and 
residence  of  the  person  from  whom,  and  the  day  and  the 
hour  when,  such  article  was  acquired;  and  the  Chief  of 
olice  or  his  designee,  may  at  any  time,  enter  upon  any 
premises  used  by  a  licensed  dealer  to  ascertain  how  he 
conducts  his  business,  and  examine  any  or  all  articles  taken 
in  trade  or  kept  or  stored  in  or  upon  said  premises  and  all 
books  and  inventories  relating  thereto,  and  all  such  articles 
books,  and  inventories  shall  be  exhibited  to  any  such  person 
upon  demand. 

Section  3.  Every  person  licensed  under  Section  1  shall 
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post  his  license  in  some  suitable  and  conspicuous  place  upon 
the  licensed  premises. 

Section  4.  No  such  storekeeper  holding  a  license  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  a  dealer  in  secondhand  articles 
shall  permit  any  article  purchased  or  received  by  him  to  be 
sold  or  altered  in  any  way  until  at  least  fourteen  days 
after  its  receipt.  Nor  shall  any  dealer  in,  or  keeper  of  a 
shop  for  the  purchase,  sale,  or  barter,  of  junk  or  old 
metals,  permit  to  be  sold  or  altered  any  article  purchased  or 
received  by  him  until  at  least  one  week  after  its  purchase  or 
receipt. 

Section  5.  No  person  licensed  under  Section  1,  shall 
directly  or  indirectly,  either  purchase  or  receive,  any  article 
from  a  minor  or  apprentice,  knowing  or  having  reason  to 
believe  him  to  be  such. 

Section  6.  No  person  keeping  a  shop  for  the  purchase, 
sale  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  secondhand  articles 
shall  purchase  or  receive,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any 
of  the  aforesaid  articles  or  have  his  shop  open  for  the 
transaction  of  business  except  between  8:00  A.M.  in  the 
morning  and  10:00  P.M.  in  the  evening.  No  such  licensee 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  purchase  or  receive  any  such 
articles  at  any  other  than  the  address  displayed  on  the 
license  unless  specifically  invited  into  the  residence  of  a 
potential  customer  or  at  a  bona  fide  trade  show. 

Section  7.  No  person  offering  any  article  for  sale  shall 
give  a  wrong  or  false  name  or  address  or  fictitious 
information  pertaining  to  his  identity.  No  person  holding  a 
license  under  Section  1  shall  knowingly  write  a  wrong  or 
false  name  or  address  of  a  person  thus  offering  an  article 
for  sale,  or  knowingly  permit  the  entry  of  such  wrong  or 
false  name  or  address  into  the  bound  book  as  defined  in 
Section  2.  Any  police  officer  taking  cognizance  of  any  such 
violation  may  request  the  offender  to  state  his  true  name 
and  address.  Whoever,  upon  such  request,  refuses  to  state  his 
name  or  address,  or  states  a  false  name  or  address,  or  a 
name  or  address  which  is  not  his  name  or  address  in 
ordinary  use,  may  be  arrested  by  a  police  officer  without  a 
warrant.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts 
designated  for  their  districts  were  fitted  up  as  polling 
places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and 
other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted 
in  five  different  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail. 
The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot 
clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  "Official  Ballots  March  8, 
1988"  and  their  receipts  thereof. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of 
registered  voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars 
of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were  supplied  with 
the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received  from 
the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and 
exists  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such 
ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked 
on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were 
opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Wardens  and 
other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were 
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then  set  a  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of 
ballots  at  7  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared 
closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close  of  the  polls  an  actual 
canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  forty  six  hundred  and 
twenty  seven  (4627)  votes  were  cast  in  the  Democratic  Party 
and  fourteen  hundred  and  twenty  six  (1426)  votes  were  cast 
in  the  Republican  Party. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot 
clerks  at  the  entrances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted 
and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total  number  of  names  so 
checked  equalled  the  same  as  above.

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  through  the  Norwood 
Times  in  the  issues  of  February  18  and  25,  1988  gave  notice 
of  its  intention  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  March  7,  1988  at 
8:00  p.m.  at  the  Norwood  Town  Hall  on  the  proposed 
changes  to  Section  6.  Signs  and  Advertising  Devices  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood  Zoning  By-Laws;  said  hearing  as 
advertised  was  duly  held  and  notices  mailed  in 
compliance  with  Chapter  808  of  the  Acts  of  1975.  The 
Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  final  report  and 
recommendation  in  the  following  form: 

We  recommend  (4-0-0)  FAVORABLE  ACTION  as 
submitted  in  the  attached  motion  under  Article  3  of  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  March  21,  1988  for  the  following 
reasons: 

1.  Article  3  is  essentially  the  same  as  the  Article  27  of 
the  May  11,  1987  Special  Town  Meeting  with  clarifications. 

2.  The  text  of  Section  6  has  been  rearranged  to  make 
the  Bylaw  easier  to  understand  and  administer. 

3.  Several  definitions  -  chief  among  them  Dimensions  of 
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a  Sign,  Logo,  and  Secondary  Sign  -  have  been  added,  which 
further  clarify  the  By-Law. 

4.  Several  omissions,  including  Signs  in  Business,  Local 
Business,  and  Office  Research  Districts  regulating  the 
number  of  signs  permitted,  Signs  in  Limited  Manufacturing 
and  Manufacturing  Districts  not  having  frontage  on  Route 
One  permitting  standing  signs,  and  Signs  for  premises 
having  frontage  on  Route  One  from  Westwood  to  the 
Walpole  line  regulating  the  number  of  wall  signs,  have  been 
corrected.  These,  too,  clarify  the  By-Law.

A.  Purpose 

This  section  is  adopted  by  the  Town  for  the  regulation 
and  restriction  of  billboards,  signs  and  other  advertising 
devices  within  the  Town. 

B.  Definitions 

As  used  herein  the  following  words  and  terms  shall 
have  and  include  the  following  respective  meanings: 

Business  Establishment  The  area  of  a  sign  shall  be  the 
area  of  the  smallest  rectangle  or  circle  within  which  the 
entire  sign  can  fit;  including  structural  supports  which 
contribute  through  shape,  color,  or  otherwise  to  the  sign’s 
message;  and  including  any  separate  surface,  board,  frame 
or  shape  on  or  within  which  the  sign  is  displayed.  For  signs 
the  components  of  which  are  applied  directly  to  a  building 
or  other  structure,  the  sign  area  shall  include  any 
background  of  a  different  color,  material,  or  appearance 
from  the  remainder  of  the  wall  or  structure,  and  shall  in 
any  event  enclose  all  letters,  figures,  or  representations 
related  to  the  sign.  The  dimensions  of  a  sign  shall  be  the 
length  and  width  of  such  a  rectangle  or  the  diameter  of 
such  a  circle.  The  height  of  a  sign  shall  be  measured  to  the 
highest  point  of  the  sign,  including  any  structural  or 
ornamental  projections  above  the  sign  proper,  from  the 
average  ground  level  above  which  the  sign  is  located.  A  two- 
sided  sign  with  message  on  opposite  sides  (back-to-back)  will 
be  deemed  to  be  one  sign;  a  sign  with  faces  at  an  angle  to 
each  other  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of  several  signs,  one 
for  each  direction  faced. 

Facade  of  the  Business  Establishment  -  That  portion  of 
the  building  wall  facing  the  main  street  or  containing  the 
main  public  entrance,  which  corresponds  to  the  height  and 
width  of  the  interior  space  rented  or  owned  by  the  tenant 
of  the  business  establishment. 

Logo  -  A  salesmark,  trademark,  symbol,  word,  words,  or 
other  design  representing  a  product,  corporation,  company 
or  organization. 
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Non-Accessory  sign  -  Any  sign  that  does  not  advertise  a 
product  or  service  with  respect  to  the  premises  on  which  it 
is  erected. 

Product  signs  -  Signs  which  advertise  a  particular  brand 
product. 

Secondary  sign  -  A  supplemental  wall  sign  which  may 
be  erected  for  a  separate  building,  entrance,  or  frontage  on 
a  street  or  parking  area. 

Sign  -  Any  letter,  word,  symbol,  drawing,  picture 
design,  device,  article  or  object  that  advertises,  calls 
attention  to  or  indicates  any  premises,  persons,  products 
businesses  or  activities,  or  that  conveys  or  is  intended  to 
convey  any  message  whatever  the  nature  of  the  material 
and  manner  of  composition  or  construction.  (Historical  date 
plaques  and  markers  approved  by  the  Historical  Commission 
and  flags  and  insignia  of  governmental  jurisdictions  shall 
not  be  considered  signs  except  when  displayed  for  the 
purpose  of  commercial  promotion.) 


lfr--"din.g  Sign  -  Any  and  every  sign  erected  on  or 
attixed  to  the  land  and  any  and  every  exterior  sign  that  is 
not  attached  to  a  building. 


Trailers  and  Vehicles  -  For  the  purposes  of  the  Sign 
Bylaws  a  vehicle,  motor  vehicle  or  self-propelled  vehicle 
shall  be  considered  and  regulated  as  a  sign  when  or  under 
such  circumstances  any  such  vehicle  is  not  engaged  in  the 
usual  business  or  work  of  the  owner  or  lessee  but  is  used 
merely  or  mainly  for  advertising  purposes.  A  truck  may  be 
used  as  a  temporary  sign  for  not  more  than  a  ten  day  period 
not  more  than  three  times  a  calendar  year. 


C.  General  Provisions 


1.  Traffic  Signs 

The  regulations  contained  herein  shall  not  apply  to  any 
sign  limited  solely  to  directing  traffic  within  or  setting 
out  restrictions  on  the  use  of  parking  areas  and  not 
exceeding  four  square  feet  in  area. 

2.  Roof  Signs 


No  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  on  the  roof  of 
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any  building  or  structure  in  any  district. 

3.  Banners 

A  temporary  sign  may  be  placed  above  or  across  a 
public  or  private  street  or  way  with  the  prior  written 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  it  shall  determine. 

4.  Moving  Signs 

No  sign,  any  part  of  which  moves,  is  designed  to  move 
or  to  be  moved  by  any  means,  shall  be  erected  or 
maintained  in  any  district,  except  such  portions  of  a 
sign  that  consist  solely  of  indicators  of  time, 
temperature  and/or  measure,  gasoline  pumps,  "barber 
poles"  not  exceeding  two  feet  in  height,  and  excavating 
and  other  temporary  warning  signs  for  the  safety  of  the 
public. 

5.  Product  Signs 

No  product  sign  may  be  used  in  any  district  unless  the 
product  advertised  is  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of 
the  company’s  business  as  declared  by  affidavit  by  the 
business  owner  or  manager. 

6.  Illumination 

a.  External  -  External  illumination  shall  be  by  white, 
steady,  stationary  light  shielded  and  directed  solely  (or 
by  silhouette)  at  the  sign. 

b.  Internal  -  Internal  illumination  shall  be  by  white, 
steady,  stationary  light  directed  on  translucent  materials 
to  illuminate  the  sign. 

c.  Signs  located  on  a  parcel  abutting  Residential  and 
Apartment  Districts  shall  not  be  lighted  between  12  a.m. 
and  5  a.m. 

d.  The  foregoing  sections  a.  through  c.  are  applicable  to 
signs  exterior  to  the  building  and  to  permanent  interior 
signs  designed  to  be  visible  through  a  door  or  window. 

7.  Temporary  Signs 

a.  Temporary  signs  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  signs 
made  with  paper,  posterboard,  cardboard,  removable 
paint  or  marker  directly  on  glass,  and  other  more 
permanent  materials)  to  be  located  so  as  to  be  visible 
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through  windows  and  glass  doors  shall  be  removed 
promptly  after  the  sale,  event,  or  reason  for  the  sign 
message  has  been  concluded.  Temporary  window  signs 
shall  be  limited  to  30%  of  the  window  area. 

b.  A  temporary  sign  may  be  erected  during  sale,  lease 
rental,  or  construction,  provided  such  shall  not  exceed5 
lour  (4)  square  feet  in  area  in  residential  and 
Apartment  zones  and  ten  (10)  square  feet  in  area  in 
other  districts.  Construction  signs  shall  not  be  erected 
prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit  or  prior  to 
commencement  of  work  is  said  work  does  not  require  a 
bin lchng  permit.  All  signs  referred  to  in  this  paragraph 
shall  be  removed  within  seven  days  after  such  sale 
rental,  or  construction  has  been  effected  or  completed. 

c.  Temporary  signs  which  indicate  garage  or  yard  sales 
and  similar  occasional  uses  shall  comply  with  the  special 
regulations,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
governing  such  events  and  shall  be  removed 
immediately  after  the  event. 

d.  Temporary  signs  advertising  special  sales,  bazaars 
dinners,  or  other  events  shall  not  require  a  permit  or  a 
special  permit.  All  such  signs  shall  comply  with 
regulations  for  garage  sale  signs  adopted  by  the  Board 
ot  Selectmen  governing  such  events  and  shall  be 
removed  immediately  after  the  event. 

,.e-  ITcimP°rary  signs  may  be  lighted  only  by  a  steady 
white  light.  y 

8.  Directional  Signs 

Directional  signs  indicating  "Entrance",  "Exit" 
Parking  ,  or  the  like,  including  directions  to  premises 
not  immediately  apparent  from  the  street,  may  be  used 
in  all  Districts  but  are  not  to  exceed  three  square  feet 
and  may  not  contain  any  commercial  advertisement. 

9.  Political  Signs 

On  order  of  the  State  Attorney  General,  these  Bylaws 
may  not  be  enforced  against  the  display  of  political 
signs  in  violation  of  the  First  Amendment  to  the  United 
States  Constitution. 

10.  Construction  and  Maintenance 

No  sign  shall  be  painted  or  posted  directly  on  the 
exterior  surface  of  any  wall  but  all  signs  must  be 
painted,  posted  or  otherwise  securely  affixed  to  a 
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substantial  intermediary  removable  surface  which 
shall  be  securely  affixed  to  the  building.  The 
foregoing,  however,  shall  not  prevent  installation  of  a 
sign  consisting  of  individual  letters  or  devices  securely 
affixed  to  the  exterior  wall  of  the  building. 

The  material  and  construction  of  any  sign  and 
intermediary  surface  and  the  manner  of  attachment  of 
the  sign  to  the  intermediary  surface  and  the 
intermediary  surface  to  the  wall  of  the  building  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  applicable  provisions  of  the  State 
Building  Code.  All  signs,  together  with  their  structural 
elements,  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  a  proper 
state  of  preservation.  The  Building  Inspector  may  order 
the  removal  of  any  sign  that  is  not  maintained  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 

11.  Non-Conforming  Signs 

Any  non-conforming  sign  legally  erected  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  section,  or  any  amendment  thereof, 
may  continue  to  be  maintained  but  shall  not  be 
enlarged,  reworded  (other  than  in  the  case  of  theater 
signs),  redesigned,  or  altered  in  any  way  unless  it  is 
brought  into  conformity.  Any  such  sign  which  has  been 
destroyed  or  damaged  to  such  an  extent  that  the  cost 
of  restoration  would  exceed  thirty-five  (35)  percent 
of  the  replacement  value  of  the  sign  at  the  time  of  the 
destruction  or  damage,  shall  not  be  repaired  or  rebuilt 
or  altered,  except  so  as  to  make  such  sign  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  this  By-Law.  The  exemption  for  a 
non-conforming  sign  shall  terminate  with  respect  to  any 
sign  which: 

a.  shall  have  been  abandoned; 

b.  advertises  or  calls  attention  to  any  products, 
businesses,  or  activities  which  are  no  longer 
carried  on  or  sold,  whether  generally  or  at  the 
particular  premises;  or 

c.  shall  not  have  been  repaired  or  properly 
maintained  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  notice  to 
that  effect  has  been  given  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings. 

D.  Sign  Regulations 

Signs  hereafter  erected  or  placed  on  property  within  the 
Town  of  Norwood  shall  conform  to  the  requirements 
hereinafter  set  forth  in  this  Sign  By-Law.  Signs  not  meeting 
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all  specific  limits  for  signs  requiring  a  sign  permit  shall 
require  a  special  permit. 

The  removal  of  all  signs  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
business  occupant  and  property  owner  when  the  business 
ceases  operation. 

1.  Permit  Procedures 

a.  Sign  permit  -  No  sign  in  this  category  shall  be 
erected  or  placed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  sign 
permit  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

b.  Special  Permit  -  No  sign  in  this  category  shall  be 
erected  or  placed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  special 
permit  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority. 
The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall 
consider  requests  for  special  permits  in  accordance 
with  this  Zoning  ByLaw  if  it  finds  that  the  nature 
of  use  of  the  premises,  or  its  location  of  the 
building  with  reference  to  the  street  or  streets  is 
such  that  the  sign  or  signs,  if  permitted,  will  not  be 
inconsistent  with  the  general  purpose  and  intent  of 
this  section.  In  approving  such  requests,  the  Special 
Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  specify  the  size, 
type,  and  location  of  the  sign  or  signs  and  impose 
such  other  terms,  restrictions,  and  conditions  as  it 
may  deem  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

2.  Sign  Type 

Secondary  -  Refers  to  a  wall  sign  which  may  be 
erected  for  each  separate  building,  entrance,  or 
frontage  on  a  street  or  parking  area.  Secondary 
signs  may  not  be  erected  on  the  same  wall  as  a 
principal  sign  and  there  may  not  be  more  than  two 
secondary  signs. 

Standing  -  Refers  to  a  free  standing  sign  erected  on 
or  affixed  to  the  land  and  includes  any  and  every 
sign  that  is  not  attached  to  a  building. 

Wall  -  Refers  to  any  and  every  sign  affixed  to  a 
building.  A  wall  sign  shall  be  parallel  or 
perpendicular  with  a  wall  of  the  building  and  shall 
not  project  beyond  the  face  of  any  other  wall  of  the 
building,  or  above  the  top  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is 
attached. 
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A  wall  sign  shall  not  project  more  than  one  foot,  in 
the  case  of  a  sign  parallel  to  the  wall,  or  six  feet  in 
the  case  of  a  sign  perpendicular  to  the  wall,  from 
the  face  of  the  wall  to  which  attached,  provided 
that  in  no  case  shall  a  perpendicular  sign  project 
into,  on,  or  over  a  public  sidewalk,  street,  or  way. 
Any  legal  non-conforming  sign  which  projects  into, 
on,  or  over  a  public  sidewalk,  street,  or  way  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  Building  Code 
regulating  signs  projecting  into,  on,  or  over  a  public 
sidewalk,  street,  or  way  and  shall  be  subject  to 
bonding  and/or  insurance  requirements  as 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Window  Refers  to  any  and  every  sign  designed  to  be 
visible  from  the  outside  through  a  window  or  door 
of  any  building.  A  permanent  window  sign  which  is 
painted  directly  onto  the  glass  or  otherwise 
permanently  affixed  shall  be  considered  an  exterior 
sign.  The  area  of  any  such  sign  shall  be  included  in 
the  calculation  of  the  total  allowable  sign  area. 
Signs  located  or  painted  on  the  inside  of  a  window 
shall  not  exceed  30%  of  the  window  area. 

3.  Maximum  Height 

The  height  of  a  sign  shall  be  the  greatest  dimension 
measured  from  the  grade  abutting  the  sign,  in  the 
case  of  standing  signs,  or  wall,  in  the  case  of  wall 
signs,  to  the  highest  point  of  the  sign  or  its 
supporting  structure  whichever  is  higher. 

Wall  signs,  whether  allowed  by  permit  or  by  special 
permit,  shall  not  project  above  the  building  wall  to 
which  it  is  attached. 

4.  Maximum  Area 

For  purposes  of  determining  the  maximum  size 
limitations,  any  intermediary  removable  surface  to 
which  a  sign  is  affixed  shall  be  deemed  part  of  the 
sign;  and  any  sign  composed  of  separate  letters, 
numbers,  or  symbols  cut  into  or  affixed  to  a  wall 
shall  be  deemed  to  occupy  the  entire  area  within 
a  single  continuous  perimeter  enclosing  the 
extreme  limits  of  the  sign,  including  any 
structural  elements. 
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5.  Minimum  Setback 

Setback  shall  be  measured  to  the  nearest  property 
boundary  line  whether  or  not  said  line  abuts  a 
public  or  private  street  or  way.  This  section  shall 
not  exempt  signs  from  the  corner  clearance 
requirements  contained  within  this  Zoning  By-Law. 

6.  Maximum  Number 

Wall  Sign  -  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one 
exterior  wall  sign  for  each  business  establishment 
except  that  if  a  business  establishment  has  more 
than  one  public  entrance  at  street  level,  there  may 
be  a  secondary  sign  affixed  to  the  wall  in  the 
vicinity  of  each  such  entrance  other  than  the  wall 
to  which  the  principal  sign  is  affixed. 

Secondary  Sign  -  There  may  be  a  secondary  sign  for 
each  separate  building,  entrance,  or  frontage  on  a 
street  or  parking  area.  Secondary  signs  may  not  be 
erected  on  the  same  wall  as  a  principal  sign  and 
there  may  not  be  more  than  two  secondary  signs. 

Directory  Sign  -  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  sign  or 
signs,  one  directory  of  the  business  establishments 
occupying  a  building  may  be  affixed  to  the  exterior 
wall  of  the  building  at  each  public  entrance  to  the 
building.  Such  directory  shall  not  exceed  an  area 
determined  on  the  basis  of  one  square  foot  for  each 
establishment  occupying  the  building  or  six  square 
leet,  whichever  is  less. 

Vyjndow  Signs  -  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  sign  or 
signs,  a  permanent  window  sign  consisting  of 
individual  letters  may  be  painted  directly  onto  the 
inside  surface  of  a  glass  window  or  door.  Such  sign 
shall  not  occupy  an  area  in  excess  of  two  square 


E.  Non-accessorv  Signs 
1.  General 

No  non-accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in 
any  district  except  as  permitted  under  a  permit  lawfully 
issued,  and  remaining  in  full  force  and  effect,  by  either 
the  Outdoor  Advertising  Authority  and/or  by ’any  board 
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or  official  empowered  under  this  By-law  and  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  93,  Sections  29 
through  33  or  any  act  in  addition  thereto  or  an 
amendment  thereof,  and  in  any  event: 

a.  Within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  any  public  way. 

b.  Within  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  any  public  park, 
playground,  schoolyard,  or  conservation  land,  if 
within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same. 

c. 

Nearer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  to  any  other  such  sign, 
billboard,  or  advertising  device,  unless  such  signs, 
billboards,  or  advertising  devices  are  placed  back-to- 
back. 

d.  On  any  location  at  the  corner  of  any  public  ways 
and  within  a  radius  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
feet  from  the  point  where  the  center  lines  of  such 
ways  intersect. 

e.  Nearer  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  any  public 
way,  if  within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same  if 
such  sign,  billboard,  or  advertising  device  shall 
exceed  a  length  of  eight  (8)  feet  or  a  height  of  four 
(4)  feet. 

f.  Nearer  than  three  hundred  (300)  feet  to  any  public 
way,  if  within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same  if 
such  sign,  billboard,  or  advertising  device  shall 
exceed  a  length  of  twenty-five  feet  or  a  height  of 
ten  (10)  feet. 

ILLUMINATION,  MOVEMENT,  and 

CONSTRUCTION  and  MAINTENANCE  shall 
comply  with  the  sections  detailed  under  General 
Provisions  and  Sign  Regulations  of  this  By-law. 

2.  Gasoline  Stations  and  Garages 

Gasoline  filling  stations  and  garages  may,  if  they  elect 
to  do  so,  divide  the  one  exterior  sign  affixed  to  the 
front  wall  of  the  building,  to  which  they  are  entitled  as 
hereinabove  provided,  into  separate  operations  or 
departments  of  the  business;  provided,  however,  that  the 
total  size  of  the  separate  signs  shall  not  exceed  the 
maximum  size  permitted  under  this  section  for  a  single 
exterior  sign  on  such  wall.  The  standard  type  of 
gasoline  pump  bearing  thereon  in  the  usual  size  and 
form,  the  name  and  type  of  gasoline  and  the  price 
thereof  shall  be  exempted  from  this  section. 
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In  addition  one  standing  sign,  indicating  the  company 
whose  gasoline  is  being  sold  may  be  erected  of  such 
type,  in  such  location,  and  in  such  manner 
hereinabove  provided.

Signs  in  a  General  Residence  (G),  Single  Residence  (S), 
Single  Residence  I  (SI),  Single  Residence  II  (S2),  Rural 
Residence  (R),  and  Multi-Family  (A)  Districts. 

NUMBER  -  There  may  be  one  sign  per  lot  set  back  a 
minimum  of  five  feet  from  the  nearest  exterior  line  of 
the  street  indicating  only  the  name  or  occupant  the 
street  name  and  number,  and  a  permitted  use  or 
occupation  under  this  By-law.  Such  sign  may  be  a 
standing  sign  or  a  wall  sign  but  it  shall  not  exceed  one 
(1)  square  foot  or,  where  a  permitted  use  or  occupation 
is  set  out,  two  (2)  square  feet  in  area.

Signs  in  Business,  Local  Business,  and  Office  Research 
Districts  not  having  frontage  on  Route  One. 


NUMBER  -  There  shall  not  be  more  than  one  sign  for 
each  business  per  lot  excluding  temporary  signs. 

SIZE  -  The  size  of  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  thirty  (30) 
square  feet  or  two  (2)  square  feet  for  each  foot  of  unit 
frontage,  whichever  is  less. 


STANDING  SIGNS  -  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  sign 
the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  granf  a 
special  permit  for  a  standing  sign  containing  only  the 
name  or  other  identification  of  the  area  occupied  by 
two  or  more  buildings  provided,  however,  that: 


Any  such  standing  sign  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area;  a  maximum  of 
twenty  (20)  feet  in  any  dimension;  shall  not  be 
higher  at  any  point  than  twenty  (20)  feet  from  the 
ground  and  shall  not  be  located  within  fifteen  (15) 
feet  of  any  property  boundary  line.

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In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts 
designated  for  their  districts  were  fitted  up  as  polling 
places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and 
other  necessary  facilities.

The  Board  foresees  the  focus  of  such  a  plan 
as  an  evaluation  of  land  use  patterns  in  the  Town,  an 
examination  of  the  Town’s  zoning  in  depth,  and  the 
identification  of  land  use  goals  and  objectives  for  the 
Town.  A  part  of  this  analysis  would  be  to  produce  a  "build¬ 
out"  of  the  Town  -  the  amount  of  development  possible 
under  the  zoning  and  physical  conditions  presently  existing 
in  the  Town.  From  this  build-out,  the  ability  to  determine 
quantitively  the  demand  for  Town  services  such  as  water, 
sewer,  electricity,  garbage  collection,  transportation, 
housing,  and  police  and  fire  protection  can  be  made.  From 
population  projections  and  the  build-out,  the  need  for 
conservation  land,  open  space,  and  recreation  facilities  can 
be  ascertained.  The  Board  anticipates  the  plan  will  result  in 
the  adoption  of  a  set  of  growth  management  tools  (such  as 
changes  to  the  Town  Zoning  By-laws  and  Planning  Board’s 
Regulations)  that  will  enable  the  Town  to  better  manage 
and  cope  with  growth  and  development. 

The  Board  further  moved  and  voted  unanimously  to 
recommend  to  the  Finance  Commission  that  a  sum  of 
moneys  in  the  amount  of  $135,000  be  appropriated  for  the 
purposes  of  preparing  and  implementing  a  comprehensive 
Master  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Norwood.  That  amount 
includes  the  costs  for  a  consulting  planner,  administrative 
costs  (advertising,  postage,  printing,  etc.  -  not  salaries)  for 
the  Board,  and  other  costs  associated  with  the  formation 
and  implementation  of  a  Master  Plan.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITORS’  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Norwood 
Massachusetts,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1988  (except  for  the 
Pension  Trust  Fund  which  is  as  of  December  31,  1987),  as  listed  in  the 
accompanying  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose  financial  statements  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Town’s  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express 
an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards 
and  the  standards  for  financial  audits  contained  in  the  Standards  for  Audit  of 
Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities  and  Functions:  issued  hv  mo 
U.S.  General  Accounting  office.  Those  standards  required  that  we  plan  and 
perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit 
includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes 
assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation. 
We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  records  of  the  cost  of  its  general  fixed  assets  anc, 
therefore,  a  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  presented  in  the 
accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

As  more  fully  described  in  note  6  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements, 
the  Town  does  not  provide  for  pension  costs  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  the  omission  of  a  general  fixed  asset  group  ot 
accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  and,  except  for  the  effects  of 
such  adjustments;  that  would  have  been  recorded  had  the  Town  provided  for 
pension  costs  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  as 
discussed  in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial 
position  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts ,  at  June  30,  1988  (except  for  r.re 
Pension  Trust  Fund  which  is  as  of  December  31,  1987),  and  the  results  of  Us 
operations  and  changes  in  financial  position  of  its  Pension  Trust  Fund  anc 
Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds  for  the  applicable  years  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supplementary  schedule  listed  in  the 
accompanying  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  general. purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

The  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  is  currently  a  defendant  in  a  lawsuit  as 
described  in  note  12.  The  ultimate  outcome  of  this  lawsuit  is  not  presently 
determinable  and  no  provision  has  been  made  in  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  for  the  effect,  if  any,  of  such  litigation. 

The  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  has  not  presented  historical  pension 
information  that  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  has  determined  is 
necessary  to  supplement,  although  not  required  to  be  part  of,  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements.

( 1 )  Financial  Statement  Presentation 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  present  information  on 

organizations  and  activities  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  (the 
"Town")  for  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  oversight  responsibility. 
The  criteria,  as  established  by  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards 
Board,  for  inclusion  of  organizations  and  activities  in  the  oversight 
entity's  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  selection  of 

governing  authority,  designation  of  management,  ability  to 

significantly  influence  operations,  accountability  over  fiscal  matters 
and  scope  of  public  service. 

The  inclusion  of  organizations  and  activities  in  the  Town's  general 
purpose  financial  statements  does  not  affect  their  separate  legal 
standing.  In  addition  to  the  operations  of  the  Town,  the  Town 

Retirement  System  ("System")  is  included  in  the  accompanying  general 
purpose  financial  statements.  The  System  was  established  under  the 
authority  of  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended, 
and  is  an  independent  contributory  retirement  system  available  lu 
employees  of  the  Town.  The  powers  of  the  System  are  vested  in  the  Town 
Retirement  Board. 

(2 )  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  Town's  funds  are 
presented  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1988,  except  for  the 
Town's  Retirement  System  which  is  presented  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1987.  The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  conform 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  ("CAAP"),  except  that  the 
Town  does  not  maintain,  and  therefore  does  not  report,  a  general  fixed 
asset  account  group  and  does  not  provide  for  retirement  costs  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Such 
departures  from  GAAP  are  permissible  under  the  Massachusetts  Uniform 
Municipal  Accounting  System. 

(b )  Fund  Accounting 

Transactions  are  recorded  in  the  funds  and  account  group  described  below. 
The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a  set  of 
self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund 
equity,  revenues,  and  expenditures  and  other  financing  sources  and 
uses.  Transactions  between  funds  within  a  fund  type,  if  any,  have  been 
eliminated.  The  funds  and  account  group  are  organized  into  three 
categories  as  follows: 

Governmental  Fund  Types 

Governmental  Funds  are  those  through  which  most  governmental  functions 
are  financed.  The  acquisition,  use  and  balances  of  expendable 
financial  resources  and  the  related  liabilities  are  accounted  for 
through  governmental  funds.  The  measurement  focus  is  on 
determination  of  changes  in  financial  position,  rather  than  on  net 
income.  The  governmental  fund  types  are  as  follows: 

General  Fund  -  This  fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  ot  the  Town. 
It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those 
required  to  be  accounted  for  in  other  funds.

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  These  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the 
proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable 
trusts  and  capital  projects)  that  are  legally  restricted  to 
expenditures  for  specified  purposes. 

Capital  Projects  Funds  —  These  funds  are  used  to  account  for 

financial  resources  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or 
construction  of  major  capital  facilities  (other  than  those 
financed  by  trust  funds).  Such  resources  are  derived  principally 

from  proceeds  of  general  obligation  bonds  and  from  federal  and 

state  grants. 

Fiduciary  Fund  Types 

Fiduciary  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets  held  in  a  trustee 
capacity  (Trust  Funds)  or  as  an  agent  (Agency  Funds)  for 

individuals,  private  organizations,  other  governmental  units,  and/or 
other  funds.  Trust  funds  include  expendable  trust  funds, 
nonexpendable  trust  funds  and  pension  trust  funds. 

Account  Group 

The  general  long-term  obligations  account  group  is  used  to  establish 
control  and  accountability  for  general  long-term  obligations  of  the 
Town. 

(c )  Basis  of  Accounting 

Governmental  fund  types,  expendable  trust  funds  and  agency  funds  are 
accounted  for  on  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Revenues 
are  recorded  in  the  accounting  period  when  susceptible  to  accrual 
(i.e.,  both  measurable  and  available).  Available  means  expected  to  be 
collectible  within  the  current  period  or  soon  enough  thereafter  to  be 
used  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period.  In  applying  this 
principle,  the  Town  accrues  as  revenue  the  amount  of  property  taxes  due 
to  the  Town  prior  to  year  end  and  collected  within  60  days  after  the 
end  of  its  fiscal  year;  all  other  revenues,  except  revenue  from 
expenditure  driven  grants  (see  below),  and  investment  income  which  is 
accrued  as  earned,  are  recorded  when  cash  is  received.  Expenditures, 
other  than  interest  on  long-term  debt,  judgments  and  claims,  sick  and 
vacation  pay,  and  pension  costs,  which  are  expended  when  due,  are 
recorded  in  the  accounting  period  that  the  liability  is  incurred. 

Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  capital  outlay  and 
principal  payments  on  long-term  debt  are  recorded  as  expenditures  when 
purchased  or  when  due,  respectively. 

Revenues  related  to  expenditure  driven  grants,  where  monies  must  be 
expended  for  the  specific  purpose  or  project  before  any  amounts  are 
earned,  are  recognized  when  expenditures  are  recorded.. 

Pension  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds  follow  the  full  accrual  method  of 
accounting . 

(d)  Accrued  Sick  and  Vacation 

Employees  are  granted  vacation  and  sick  leave  in  varying  amounts.  Upon 
retirement,  termination  or  death,  certain  employees  are  compensated  for 
unused  vacation  and  sick  leave  (subject  to  certain  limitations)  at 
their  then  current  rates  of  pay.  The  amount  of  sick  and  vacation  costs 
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which  are  not  due  and  payable  are  recorded  in  the  General  Long-Term 
Obligations  Account  Group.  The  amount  recorded  is  the  unused  days 
earned  at  the  current  rate  of  pay. 

(e )  Deferred  Revenue 

Deferred  revenue  is  recognized  for  receivables  which  are  measurable  but 
not  available  to  finance  current  operations. 

(f )  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts  and  other 
cornnitroents  for  expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  to  reserve  that 
portion  of  the  applicable  appropriation,  is  employed  in  the 
Governmental  Fund  Types  as  a  significant  aspect  of  budgetary  control. 

Unencumbered  appropriations  which  are  carried  over  to  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year  are  reported  as  "continuing  appropriations."  Continuing  appropri¬ 
ations  represent  amounts  appropriated  for  specific  programs  or  projects 
which  were  not  completed  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  reported  as  a  reservation 
of  fund  balance  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  because  they  do  not 
constitute  expenditures  or  liabilities.  Encumbrances  and  continuing 
appropriations  are  combined  with  expenditures  for  budgetary  comparison 
purposes  (see  note  A). 

^6 )  Total — (Memorandum  Only)  Columns  on  General  Purpose  Financial  Statements 

Total  (memorandum  only)  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial 

statements  are  presented  to  aggregate  financial  data  of  the  fund  types 
and  account  group.  No  consolidating  or  eliminating  entries  were  made 
in  arriving  at  the  totals;  thus,  they  do  not  present  consolidated 
information. 

(3)  Property  Taxes 


Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each 
January  1  and  are  normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  l  and  May  1. 
By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the  Commonwealth  roust  be  assessed  at 
1001  of  fair  cash  value.  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  after  the  respective  due 
dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town  has  an  ultimate 
right  to  foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid. 
Property  taxes  levied  are  recorded  as  receivables  in  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  levy. 

A  statewide  tax  limitation  statute  known  as  "Proposition  2-1/2"  limits  the 
property  tax  levy  to  an  amount  equal  to  2-1/21  of  the  value  of  all 
taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A  secondary  limitation  is  that  no  levy 
in  a  fiscal  year  may  exceed  the  preceding  year's  allowable  tax  levy  by 
more  than  2-1/21,  plus  taxes  levied  on  certain  property  newly  added  to 
the  tax  rolls.  Certain  Proposition  2-1/2  taxing  limitations  can  be 
overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum  vote. 

(*•)  Budgetary  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the 
resulting  property  tax  levy  will  comply  with  the  limits  required  by 
Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which  will  equal  the

sum  of  (a)  the  aggregate  of  all  annual  appropriations  for  expenditures 
and  transfers,  plus  (b)  provision  for  the  prior  fiscal  year’s  deficits, 
if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate  of  all  non-property  tax  revenue  and 
transfers  projected  to  be  received  by  the  Town,  including  available 
surplus  funds. 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town,  except  that  of 
public  schools;  are  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  School  Department  budget  is  prepared  by  the  School 
Committee.  Original  and  supplemental  appropriations  are  acted  upon  by 
the  Town  Meeting  Vote.

The  Town's  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  ("GAAP").  The  "actual"  results  column 
of  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures  —  Budgetary  Basis  is 
presented  on  a  'budget  basis"  to  provide  a  meaningful  comparison  with 
the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and  OAAP  bases 
are  that: 


(a)  Budgeted  revenues  are  recorded  when  cash  is  received,  except  for  real 
estate  and  personal  property  taxes,  which  are  recorded  as  revenue  when 
levied  (budget),  as  opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (GAAP); 

(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the 
equivalent  of  expenditures  (budget)  as  opposed  to  a  reservation  of  fund 
balance  (GAAP); 

(c)  Certain  activities  and  transactions  are  presented  in  separate  funds 
(GAAP)  rather  than  as  a  component  of  the  General  Fund  (budget). 

In  addition,  there  are  certain  differences  in  classifications  between 
revenues,  expenditures  and  transfers. 
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The  following  reconciliation  summarizes  the  differences  between  budget  and 
GAAP  basis  accounting  principles  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1988:

Deposits  and  Investments 


State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of 
deposits  and  investments  available  to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including 
demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of  deposit)  in  any  one 
financial  institution  may  not  exceed  certain  levels  within 
collateralization  by  the  financial  institutions  involved.  Investments 
can  also  be  made  in  securities  issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed 
by  the  U.S.  -Government  or  Agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than 
one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by 
the  U.S.  Government  or  Agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one 
year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by 
such  securities  with  maturity  dates  of  no  more  than  90  days  from  the 
date  of  purchase,  and  units  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Depository 
Trust  C'MMDT"). 


In  addition,  the  Town's  Pension  Trust  Fund  lias  additional  investment 
powers,  most  notably  the  ability  to  invest  in  common  stocks,  corporate 
bonds  and  other  specified  investments.

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(6 )  Pension  Plan 


(a )  Plan  Description 

The  Town  contributes  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  Employees'  Retirement  System 
("System"),  a  single-employer,  public  employee  retirement  system  that 
acts  as  the  investment  and  administrative  agent  for  the  Town  and  the 
Norwood  Housing  Authority.  The  Town's  payroll  for  employees  covered  by 
the  System  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1988  was  $9,382,409.  Public 
school  teachers  are  covered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Teachers'  Retirement  System  (TRS ) ,  to  which  the  Town,  of  Norwood  does 
not  contribute.  The  Town's  payroll  for  teachers  covered  by  the  TRS  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1988  was  $10,301,018.  The  total  payroll  for 
the  Town  was  $20,972,832. 

The  System  and  the  TRS  are  contributory  defined  benefit  plans  covering  all 
Town  employees  and  teachers,  and  Norwood  Housing  Authority  employees 
deemed  eligible.  Certain  Town  employees  are  covered  by  the  Town's 
noncontributory  pension  plan. 

Instituted  in  1937,  the  System  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Contributory  System  and  is  governed  by  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws.  Membership  in  the  System  is  mandatory  immediately  upon 
the  commencement  of  employment  for  all  permanent,  full-time  employees. 
Current  membership  of  the  System  consists  of  the  following:

Both  Systems  provide  for  retirement  allowance  benefits  up  to  a  maximum  of 
80X  of  a  member's  highest  three-year  average  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation.  Benefit  payments  are  based  upon  a  member's  age,  length 
of  creditable  service,  level  of  compensation  and  group  classification. 
Members  joining  the  System  after  January  1,  1979  are  subject  to  a  cap 
of  $30,000  on  the  level  of  compensation  upon  which  their  benefits  are 
calculated. 

Members  of  both  systems  become  vested  after  10  years  of  creditable 
service.  A  retirement  allowance  may  be  received  upon  reaching  age  65 
or  upon  attaining  twenty  years  of  service.  The  Systems  also  provide 
for  early  retirement  at  age  55  if  a  participant  (1)  has  a  record  of  10 
years  of  creditable  service,  (2)  was  on  the  Town  payroll  on  January  l, 
1978,  (3)  voluntarily  left  Town  employment  on  or  after  that  date,  and 
(4)  left  accumulated  annuity  deductions  in  the  fund.  Active  members 
contribute  either  5,  7  or  8X  of  their  gross  regular  compensation 
depending  on  the  date  upon  which  their  membership  began. 

The  systems  also  provide  death  and  disability  benefits. 

(b)  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  System  Assets 

The  accounting  records  of  the  System  are  maintained  on  a  calendar  year 
basis  in  accordance  with  the  standards  and  procedures  established  by 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Employees  Retirement  Administration. 
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The  investments  of  the  System  are  valued  as  follows: 

Bonds  are  valued  at  amortized  cost  which  is  the  original  cost  of  the 
investment  plus  or  minus  any  bond  discount  or  bond  premium  calculated 
ratably  to  maturity. 

Stocks  are  reflected  at  their  quoted  market  value. 

Gains  and  losses  from  all  exchanges  of  fixed  income  securities  are 
Amortized  over  the  average  time  to  maturity  for  such  exchanges  or  ten 
years,  whichever  is  less.

(c )  Funding  Status  and  Progress 

The  amount  shown  below  as  the  "Pension  Benefit  Obligation"  for  the  System 
is  a  standard  disclosure  measure  of  the  present  value  of  pension 
benefits,  adjusted  for  the  effects  of  projected  salary  increases  and 
step— rate  benefits  estimated  to  be  payable  in  the  future  as  a  result  of 
employee  service  to  date.  The  measure  is  intended  to  help  users  assess 
the  funding  status  of  the  System  on  a  going-concern  basis,  assess 
progress  made  in  accumulating  sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when 
due,  and  make  comparisons  among  employers.  The  measure  is  the 
actuarial  present  value  of  credited  projected  benefits  and  is 

independent  of  the  funding  method  used  to  determine  contributions  to 
the  System. 


The  Pension  Benefit  Obligation  was  computed  as  part  of  an  actuarial 
valuation  performed  as  of  January  1,  1987.  Significant  actuarial 

assumptions  used  in  the  valuation  include  (a)  a  rate  of  return  on  the 

investment  of  present  and  future  assets  of  8X  a  year  compounded 

annually,  (b)  projected  salary  increases  of  4.5X  a  year  compounded 

annually,  attributed  to  inflation,  (c)  additional  projected  salary 
increases  of  1.5X  a  year,  attributable  to  seniority/merit,  and  (d)  no 
post-retirement  benefit  increases.

(d )  Contribution  Requirements  and  Contribution  Made 

The  Town  is  required  to  contribute  each  fiscal  year  an  amount 
approximating  the  pension  benefits  (less  certain  interest  credits) 
expected  to  be  paid  during  the  year  ("pay-as-you-go"  method).  This 
amount  is  determined  in  advance  by  the  Public  Employees  Retirement 
Administration  (PERA)  and  is  based  in  part  on  the  previous  year's 
benefit  payout.  No  actuarial  information  is  used  in  determining  this 
amount.  Generally  accepted  accounting  principles  require  that  pension 
costs  be  actuarially  determined.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
currently  reimburses  the  System  on  a  quarterly  basis  for  the  portion  of 
benefit  payments  owing  to  cost-of-living  increases  granted  after  the 
implementation  of  Proposition  2-1/2. 

The  Town's  contribution  to  the  System  for  1988  of  $3,741,012  was  made  in 
accordance  with  the  funding  policy  described  above  and  was  funded  as 
follows:  The  Town  contributed  $3,130,318  (33. 4X  of  current  covered 

payroll);  employees  contributed  $610,714  (6.5Z  of  current  covered 

payroll ) . 

(e )  Trend  Information 

Ten-year  historical  trend  information  showing  the  System's  progress  in 
accumulating  sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due  is  required  to 
be  presented  as  supplementary  information;  however,  such  information 
has  not  been  presented. 


(f )  Advance  Funding 

In  addition  to  the  amount  determined  by  the  PERA,  the  Town  has  established 
its  own  program  of  contributing  additional  funds  to  the  System  to  meet 
future  pension  obligations.

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by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  (SBAB)  provides  resources  for 
future  debt  service  of  general  obligation  school  bonds  outstanding. 
These  resources  are  subject  to  annual  appropriation  by  the  State 
legislature  and  the  Town's  compliance  with  certain  reporting 

requirements.  During  1988,  the  Town  received  $920,737  of  such 
assistance.  Assuming  satisfactory  audit  results  and  annual 
appropriations  by  the  State  legislature,  $891,066  will  be  received 
annually  for  fiscal  years  1989  through  1992. 

The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the  normal  debt 
limit  and  the  double  debt  limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  5Z  and  10Z, 
respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  as  last 
equalized  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be 
authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval. 

Authorizations  under  the  double  debt  limit,  however,  require  the 
approval  of  the  Commonwealth's  Emergency  Finance  Board.  Additionally, 
there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  which  are  exempt 
from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations. 

As  of  June  30,  1988,  the  Town  may  issue  approximately  $105,215,200 

additional  general  obligation  debt  under  the  normal  debt  limit.  The 
Town  has  approximately  $3,915,000  of  debt  exempt  from  the  debt  limit. 

The  Town  pays  assessments  which  include  debt  service  payments  to  other 
local  governmental  units  providing  services  within  the  Town’s 
boundaries  (commonly  referred  to  as  overlapping  debt).  The  primary 
overlapping  debt  relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority  (MBTA) ,  Norfolk  County,  and  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources 
Authority  (MWRA).  The  following  summary  sets  forth  the  long-term  debt 
of  each  entity  at  June  30,  1988,  the  estimated  share  of  such  debt 
being  serviced  by  the  Town  and  the  total  of  its  share  of  estimated 
indirect  debt  (In  thousands):

The  Town  is  involved  in  an  action  contending  that  a  company  in  the  Town 
was  overbilled  for  its  water  and  sewer  charges  as  a  result  of  a  meter 
which  read  improperly  in  gallons  rather  than  cubic  feet.  The  company 
has  claimed  damages  of  $350,000.  The  Town  is  vigorously  contesting 
this  claim.  No  provision  has  been  made  for  this  claim  in  the 
accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  because  the  ultimate 
amount  of  the  settlement  is  not  determinable  at  this  time.

Our  study  and  evaluation  included  all  of  the  applicable  control  categories 
listed  above. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts ,  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  the  internal  control  systems.  In  fulfilling  that 
responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess 
the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives 
of  internal  control  systems  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not 
absolute,  assurance  that,  with  respect  to  federal  financial  assistance 
programs,  resource  use  is  consistent  with  laws,  regulations,  and  policies-

With  respect  to  control  systems  used  in 
administering  these  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs,  our  study 
and  evaluation  included  considering  the  types  of  errors  and  irregularities 
that  could  occur;  determining  the  internal  control  procedures  that  should 
prevent  or  detect  such  errors  and  irregularities,  determining  whether  the 
necessary  procedures  are  prescribed  and  are  being  followed  satisfactorily  and 
evaluating  any  weaknesses. 


With  respect  to  the  internal  control  systems  used  solely  in  administering  the 
other  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
Massachusetts,  our  study  and  evaluation  was  limited  to  a  preliminary  review  of 
the  systems  to  obtain  an  understanding  of  the  control  environment  and  the  flow 
of  transactions  to  obtain  an  understanding  of  the  control  environment  and  the 
flow  of  transactions  through  the  accounting  system.

(The  Selectmen’s  staff  consists  of  two  regular  employees.) 

The  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year 
1988  were  held  primarily  in  the  Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers, 
Room  34,  Norwood  Memorial  Municipal  Building,  on 
Tuesday  evenings,  or  on  Wednesday  evenings  following  a 
Monday  holiday,  with  some  meetings  being  conducted  in 
other  locations  from  time  to  time  as  required.  The  Annual 
Municipal  Election  took  place  on  Monday,  the  4th  of  April 
1988. 

During  forty-five  regular  meetings  and  a  number  of 
special  or  emergency  meetings  in  calendar  year  1988,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  public  hearings  as  mandated 
by  statute  or  policy,  as  well  as  innumerable  public  meetings 
and  conferences  on  specific  problems  and  subjects  of 
interest  and  concern  to  the  community,  and  acted  on  all 
requests  and  subjects  presented  on  each  meeting’s  agenda 
for  consideration. 

Meetings  were  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  with 
certain  key  department  heads  to  review  reports  of  activities 
in  their  respective  departments  and  to  discuss  problems, 
policy  and  recommendations. 
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Chairman  William  F.  Butters  continued  to  serve  as  the 
Town  of  Norwood’s  representative  on  the  Norfolk  County 
Advisory  Board. 

Bernice  Staller  and  Bernard  S.  Cooper  were  reappointed 
to  serve  as  Norwood’s  Designee  and  Alternate,  respectively 
to  the  MBTA’s  Advisory  Board. 

Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Joseph  Welch,  and 
Alternate,  Martin  Feeney,  were  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  serve  as  Designees  to  the  Neponset  River 
Watershed  Association. 

Alleviating  sewage  problems,  primarily  in  the 
Meadowbrook  area,  has  remained  the  town’s  first  priority. 
Although  it  has  been  determined  that  the  primary  reason 
for  the  backup  problem  lies  with  the  MCD  system  which  is 
incapable  of  handling  peak  flows  after  heavy  rains, 
resulting  in  surcharging,  the  town’s  aggressive  enforcement 
of  the  Infiltration/Inflow  policy  has  produced  much  needed 
relief. 

After  a  Public  Hearing,  the  Selectmen  voted  to  go 
forward  with  Alternative  #1,  one  of  three  alternatives 
presented  for  the  Airport  Interceptor  Relief  Facilities. 
Design  will  begin  in  January  of  1989,  and  if  all  goes 
according  to  schedule,  be  completed  in  October  of  1990.  The 
recommended  project  is  an  18"  gravity  sewer  which  will 
divert  waste-water  from  its  present  discharge  located  to  the 
new  location  at  the  MWRA’s  Westwood  Extension,  and  will 
represent  a  cost  effective  solution  to  a  complex  regional 
problem.  The  project  serves  to  decrease  hydraulic  loading 
experienced  in  the  Airport  Interceptor,  so  that  once  the 
NNVS  relief  project  is  completed,  sewer  surcharging  and 
sewer  overflows  will  be  entirely  eliminated. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  continued  to  do  battle  with  the 
problem  of  the  increasing  number  of  commuters  requiring 
parking  spaces  daily,  especially  at  Norwood  Central  and 
Norwood  Depot,  severely  encroaching  on  the  parking  needs 
of  Norwood  residents  and  employees,  both  commercial  and 
municipal.  Because  of  strong  opposition  to  a  parking  deck 
or  garage  within  the  town  by  members  of  Citizens  Against 
Parking  Structures  (C.A.P.S.),  Town  Meeting  voted  to  adopt 
a  By-Law  which  prohibits  such  structures.  In  the  meantime, 
the  Parking  Study  Committee,  chaired  by  Edward  McKenna, 
is  endeavoring  to  pursue  solutions  in  conjunction  with 
MBTA  planning  officials. 
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Members  of  the  Town  Common  Committee,  and  the 
Historical  Commission,  enthusiastically  endorsed  restoration 
and  updating  of  the  Norwood  Town  Common,  including  a 
gazebo  which  could  be  used  to  advantage  for  Summerfest 
Programs  and  outdoor  activities.  The  Selectmen,  after  many 
discussions,  voted  to  apply  for  a  grant,  available  through 
the  State,  but  the  project  was  placed  "on  hold"  when  word 
was  received  from  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Management  that  plans  had  been  suspended  due  to  the 
State’s  fiscal  difficulties. 

A  Disposal  Services  Agreement  was  signed  between  the 
Town  of  Norwood  and  Laidlaw  Waste  Systems,  Inc. 

Bringing  with  him  experience  and  impressive 
credentials,  Francis  Hopcroft  agreed  to  Chair  a  Recycling 
Committee  for  the  town.  He  and  his  committee  have 
embarked  on  a  program  of  public  information  and  press 
releases  to  let  residents  know  that  such  a  committee  exists. 
The  program  will  require  the  cooperation  and  participation 
of  all  citizens  in  order  to  deal  with  the  awesome 
responsibility  of  cleaning  up  and  maintaining  Norwood’s 
environment. 

The  Public  Works  Yard  Study  Committee,  having  been 
charged  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  selection  of  a 
site  for  a  new  facility,  scheduled  a  meeting  with  the 
residents  of  Winter  and  Hennessey-Keohane  Field.  Because 
of  the  many  objections  voiced  by  those  attending  the 
hearing,  the  committee  voted  not  to  relocate  the  yard  at 
cither  location,  but  to  investigate  other  possibilities. 

In  light  of  proposed  increases  in  water  and  sewer  rates, 
the  Board  voted  to  reconvene  the  Water  and  Sewer  Rate 
Study  Committee. 

A  traffic  signal  under  installation  at  the  Shaw’s 
PI  a  za/  Wa  lpole  Street  location  will  hopefully  eliminate  some 
of  the  traffic  problems  and  hazards  when  completed  and 
activated. 

Residents’  increasing  frustration  over  zoning  problems 
were  discussed  in  meetings  with  the  Selectmen. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  a  Memorandum  of 
Agreement  with  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  for 
the  purpose  ol  establishing  an  intercommunity  growth 
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management  committee.  It  includes  eleven  communities,  and 
is  being  established  because  these  communities,  together 
with  MAPC  perceive  the  need  for,  and  support  of, 
cooperative  planning  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  their 
citizens.  They  wish  to  retain  the  characteristics  and  physical 
attributes  which  distinguish  their  region  as  an  attractive 
and  desirable  place  to  live  and  work,  and  believe  that  a 
mechanism  for  maintaining  communication,  cooperation  and 
implementation  of  goals  is  necessary.  The  region  is 
increasingly  affected  by  issues  including  open  spaces,  solid 
waste  management,  water  resources,  traffic  and 
transportation  mitigation. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  presenting  a  cohesive 
and  coherent  plan,  a  Capital  Outlay  Committee  was  formed 
to  deal  with  the  responsibility  of  establishing  Town-wide 
priorities  for  major  capital  expenditures  over  the  next  five 
years.  Selectman  Kinnaly  will  represent  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  along  with  a  member  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Assessors  and  School  Committee! 
Four  additional  members  will  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator. 

Appointments  were  scheduled  with  representatives  of 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  discuss  current 
work  in  progress  at  the  Superfund  Site.  Jack  Keane  and 
Jane  Downing,  Site  Managers  for  the  E.P.A.  appeared  on 
two  different  occasions  to  inform  the  Selectmen  they  work 
under  the  Superfund  Law,  and  as  such,  are  charged  with 
the  responsibility  to  reduce  the  volume  of  contaminants. 
After  being  presented  with  the  process  for  review,  the 
Selectmen  were  informed  that  it  may  be  four  to  five  years 
before  the  site  is  cleaned  up.  It  was  recommended  that  a 
fence  be  extended  from  Grant  Gear  to  the  edge  of  the 
brook. 

A  settlement  was  reached  in  the  Adams-Russell  Rate 
Case,  with  a  decision  in  favor  of  the  Town  of  Norwood; 
however,  refunds  will  be  delayed  because  of  further 
litigation  by  Adams-Russell.  The  Town’s  Attorney  continues 
to  pursue  a  more  timely  return  to  subscribers. 

After  a  long  and  lengthy  litigation,  a  settlement  check 
was  received  from  New  England  Power  Company  (NEP). 
This  involved  a  long-term  comprehensive  settlement  of 
existing  and  potential  litigation,  and  assured  the  town  of  a 
secure  source  of  wholesale  and  electric  power  rates  which 
should  remain  among  the  least  expensive  in  New  England. 
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At  the  suggestion  of  Waldo  Nason,  Town  Meeting 
Member,  "snorkel  type"  mailboxes  were  installed  on  the 
extended  sidewalk  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  parking  lot 
on  Central  Street  across  from  the  Post  Office.  Access  to 
these  boxes  eliminates  a  great  deal  of  congestion  in  front  of 
the  Post  Office,  and  relieves  traffic. 

In  April  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  a  letter  from 
Omega  Associates,  David  Bird  et  al,  concerning  the  possible 
development  of  20  acres  of  land  off  Mylod  Street.  Because 
the  land  had  an  agricultural  exemption,  the  town  had  a 
period  of  120  days  in  which  to  exercise  a  first  refusal 
option  to  meet  a  bona  fide  offer.  All  avenues  open  to  the 
Board  were  pursued.  Negotiations  remained  ongoing  as  of 
the  beginning  of  1989. 

On  April  13,  1989,  Frank  Wall  Little  League  Field  was 
dedicated. 

Awards  were  presented  by  Chairman  Butters  on  April 
26,  to  ten  Grand  Prize  finalists  of  the  Hazardous  Waste 
Poster  Contest  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The 
contest  was  open  to  grades  one  through  six  of  the 
elementary  schools,  and  a  $50.00  bond  was  given  to  each  of 
the  ten  students,  as  follows:  Callahan  School,  Sean  Sparks 
and  Catherine  Hogan;  Balch  School,  Wendy  Clement  and 
Theresa  Thompson;  Prescott  School,  Amy  Frigalietta  and 
Jolene  Lajoie;  Oldham  School,  Caroline  Kaufman  and 
Rachel  Laridis;  Cleveland  School,  Stephanie  Lawrie  and 
Christopher  Sullivan. 

Student  Government  Day  was  held  on  May  3rd. 
Enthusiastic  students  from  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
worked  alongside  Town  Government  Officials  for  the  day, 
and  received  first  hand  experience  with  the  workings  of  the 
various  departments,  from  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works. 

Father  McAleer’s  Soccer  Field  Complex  was  officially 
opened  with  a  ribbon-cutting  ceremony. 

On  September  25th,  a  plaque  was  placed  on  the  Nahatan 
Street  Bridge,  in  honor  of  Colonel  George  T.  Lee,  World  War 
II  Pilot.

The  Annual  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony  took 
place  on  the  Town  Common  under  the  auspices  of  Norwood 
Community,  Inc. 

Commendations  were  issued  to  Fire  Department  Captain 
Ronald  Maggio  and  Firefighter  John  Drinkwater  for  their 
professionalism  and  meritorious  performance  in  the  line  of 
duty. 

A  plaque  was  presented  to  Monsignor  Robert  J.  Sennott 
upon  his  retirement  from  St.  Catherine  of  Siena  Church  on 
March  1,  1988,  after  serving  the  Parish  and  the  community 
for  twenty-four  years.

The  Conservation  Commission  met  regularly  on  the  first 
and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Meetings  were  held  in  the 
Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  room  at  the 
Town  Hall.  In  addition  to  the  regular  business  of  the 
Commission  eight  special  hearings  under  the  Town  Wetland 
Protection  By-Law  XXV  were  held.  Concurrent  hearings 
under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  131,  section  40  were  held.  These  hearings 
were: 
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Wiggins  Hanger  at  Norwood  Airport 
UPS  at  University  Avenue 
Commerce  Way  at  Sumner  Street 
Asphalt  Removal  at  Union  Street 
Celtic  Circle  off  Everett  Street 
Culvert  at  Norwood  Airport 
Lot  46  Overlook  Drive 
Lot  32  Overlook  Drive 
Lot  33  Overlook  Drive 

In  addition  to  these  formal  hearings,  numerous  informal 
discussions  were  held.  Site  inspections  were  conducted  for 
the  new  projects,  for  Certificates  of  Compliance,  and 
enforcement  actions.  Several  Certificates  of  Compliance 
were  issued  in  1987. 

In  March  Mr.  Joseph  DiMaria  was  elected  Chairman 
James  Kaiser  was  chosen  Vice  Chairman,  and  Faye 
Siegfriedt  was  voted  Financial  Secretary.  John  "Rich" 
Hucksam  is  Enforcement  Officer.  Collectively  the  members 
total  34  years  of  Conservation  experience. 

Individual  members  of  the  Commission  are  active  in  the 
various  regional  Conservation  groups.  These  include  The 
Mass  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions,  The 
Neponset  River  Watershed  Association,  and  the  Norwood 
Conservation/Recreation  Master  Plan  Committee.  Various 
workshops  are  available  throughout  the  year  for 
conservation  education  and  planning.  Several  Commissioners 
availed  themselves  of  these  opportunities. 

Work  is  continuing  on  a  Land  Bank  proposal  which 
would  provide  funding  for  open  space  acquisition.  Adoption 
of  a  Land  Bank  by-law  would  be  possible  through  the 
Legislature  by  Home  Rule  Initiative.  Volunteers  who  would 
like  to  assist  on  this  project,  should  contact  the  Commission 
through  the  Town  Hall. 

Anyone  with  an  interest  in  the  environment  is 
encouraged  to  attend  our  public  meetings.  Meetings  are  held 
at  7:30  P.M.  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month. 

The  Commissioners  would  like  to  applaud  the  people  of 
Norwood  for  their  support.  We  encourage  the  public  to  visit 
the  conservation  parcels  set  aside  for  passive  recreation. 
One  such  parcel  is  Ellis  pond.  Public  access  from  both 
Walpole  Street  and  George  Willet  Parkway.  The  pond  offers 
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the  quiet  murmur  of  a  picturesque  waterfall,  as  well  as  a 
solitude  reminiscent  of  Waldon  Pond.

Dear  Mr.  Butters: 

I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  1988. 

The  number  of  responses  for  1988  was  up  over  1987. 
The  building  fire  loss  increased  over  $180,000,  while  the 
motor  vehicle  loss  continued  to  decline.  In  the  statistics 
submitted  with  this  report,  we  have  included  the  response 
figures  for  the  year  1974,  fourteen  years  ago.  A  comparison 
between  1974  and  1988  show  an  increase  in  over  1,049 
responses  for  both  fire  and  medical.  These  figures 
dramatically  show  the  effect  of  growth  in  the  Town  and  its 
fire  protection  system.  When  you  consider  there  is  presently 
one  less  position  available  on  minimum  manning  that  there 
was  in  1974,  you  can  begin  to  understand  some  of  the 
difficulties  the  Department  is  now  experiencing. 

In  1985,  the  need  for  additional  manpower  to  man 
another  Engine  Company  was  identified  as  a  result  of  an 
analysis  of  responses  over  a  six  month  period.  This  need  has 
intensified  over  the  past  three  years  to  a  point  where  the 
Department’s  ability  to  handle  simultaneous  calls  has  been 
significantly  reduced.  Recommendations  to  correct  the 
situation  are  a  part  of  the  1989-90  Fire  Department  Budget. 

During  1988  several  months  were  spent  with  the 
Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  and  the 
consulting  firm  hired  to  develop  preliminary  plans  for  the 
Public  Safety  Building  and  a  Fire  Sub-Station.  Work  was 
completed  in  September  but  stopped  after  being  tabled  at 
Town  Meeting. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  Department  for 
their  continued  dedication  and  efforts.  I  would  also  like  to 
acknowledge  the  assistance  of  all  the  Town  Departments 
and  Boards  who  assisted  us  during  the  past  year.

The  Clinic  Dentist  examines  all  children  in  grades  one 
through  six  in  the  Norwood  Public  schools  and  St.  Catherine 
Parochial  school.  With  parental  approval  the  children 

needing  dental  care  are  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic.  The 
treatments  include  cleanings,  plaque  control,  dental  hygiene 
instruction,  fillings  and  emergency  treatments  for  special 
needs.  A  total  of  103  children  were  seen.  The  Dental  Clinic 
also  offers  a  sealant  program  for  children  in  grades  two  and 
six.  Sealants  are  a  plastic  resin  that  prevents  tooth  decay 
when  applied  to  molars.  One  hundred  fifty  sealants  were 
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placed  on  molars. 

School  Nursing  Services  St.  Catherines

In  accordance  with  the  school  immunization  laws, 
booster  doses  of  necessary  vaccines  are  given.  Parents  are 
notified  of  necessary  vaccines. 

All  children  are  given  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test 
every  year  to  screen  them  for  visual  defects.  Children  that 
fail  the  test  are  referred  to  an  ophthamologist  for  further 
examination. 

All  children  are  given  an  audiometer  test.  Children 
failing  this  test  are  referred  to  an  ear  specialist  for  further 
treatment. 

A  scoliosis  screening  was  held  for  children  in  grades  5- 
9.  This  is  not  a  diagnostic  service  but  a  program  to  identify 
young  people  who  should  have  further  medical  evaluation. 
If  any  unusual  findings  are  detected  the  parent  is  asked  to 
consult  their  family  physician.

In  1988  the  Board  continued  its  programs  to  reduce  the 
risk  of  cardiovascular  disease,  by  sponsoring  cholesterol 
screening  in  conjunction  with  the  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks. 
A  total  of  498  persons  were  screened  of  which  4,170  were 
found  to  have  elevated  cholesterol  levels. 

Massage  regulations  were  updated  to  reflect  changes  in 
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the  community. 

A  Melanoma  and  Skin  Cancer  Screening  was  sponsored 
by  the  Norwood  Board  of  Health,  American  Cancer  Society 
and  the  American  Academy  of  Dermatology.  Dr.  Allen 
Berliner  was  in  attendance  and  37  residents  were  screened. 

A  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  resulted 
in  the  collection  of  394  tires,  400  gallons  of  waste  oil,  181 
batteries,  chlorinated  solvents,  flammables,  corrosives,  paints 
&  pesticides.  One  hundred  ninety  eight  households 
participated. 

A  swimming  pool  seminar  was  held  for  all  public  and 
semi  public  operators  within  the  town. 

Radon  test  kits  were  sold  by  the  health  department.  A 
total  of  51  test  kits  were  purchased.  Three  homes  had 
elevated  levels. 

A  Hypothermia  program  was  conducted  at  the  Senior 
Drop-In-Center. 

Recycling  efforts  continued  in  the  fall  for  waste  oil, 
batteries,  and  tires.  The  Board  strongly  supports  the  concept 
of  recycling  and  will  continue  to  work  with  other  town 
agencies  to  promote  other  types  of  recycling.

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CUTLER  COUNSELING  CENTER  has  a  fully  licensed 
staff  of  social  workers,  psychologists  and  psychiatrists 
bringing  together  a  rich  variety  of  skills  and  experience  to 
provide  a  wide  range  of  services  to  children,  adolescents 
and  adults  of  all  ages.  In  order  to  be  most  responsive  to 
individual  needs  and  community  concerns.  Cutler  Center  is 
organized  into  specialized  programs  offering  services  in  the 
following  areas:  Intake  and  Emergency;  Family  and 
Children;  Alcohol  and  Substance  Abuse;  Chronic  Care; 
Psychiatry;  Adult;  Senior  Care;  Psychological  Testing,  and 
Community  Education  and  Information.  Each  program 
offers  specialized  groups  and  services,  such  as  the  Parent- 
Toddler  Program,  an  educational  and  supportive  experience 
for  parents  and  their  children  from  birth  to  age  3,  and  the 
Gym  Program,  a  unique  blend  of  counseling  and  physical 
activity  for  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15.  Other 
programs  and  groups  include  the  Widowed  Lifeline 
offering  comfort,  understanding,  and  friendship  to  men 
and  women  at  any  stage  of  widowhood;  Assertiveness 
Training;  Separation  and  Divorce;  and  Families  of 
Substance  Abusers.  In  the  Alcohol  and  Substance  Abuse 
Program  a  significant  affiliation  has  been  forged  with  the 
NORCAP  Center  providing  a  most  comprehensive 
approach  to  the  treatment  of  substance  abuse. 

Cutler  Counseling  Center  currently  has  offices  in 
Norwood  and  Wrentham  with  the  Wrentham  Office 
providing  the  full  range  of  services  offered  by  the  Norwood 
Office. 

PROJECT  HIRE,  a  sheltered  vocational  rehabilitation 
facility  for  people  with  emotional,  developmental  or 
physical  handicaps.  Programs  include  diagnostic  evaluations, 
electronic  skill  training,  work  adjustment  training  and 
counseling,  sheltered  long-term  employment,  and  transitional 
employment  and  job  placement. 

PARENT-AIDE  PROGRAM,  offering  trained  and 
supervised  volunteer  aides  who  provide  one-to-one  help  to 
clients  in  the  community,  families  and  individuals  in  crisis, 
victims  of  domestic  violence,  parents  at  risk  of  abusing  and 
neglecting  their  children. 

COMMUNITY  EDUCATION  PROGRAMS:  The  staff  of 
Cutler  Center  are  available  to  provide  talks,  workshops  and 
consultation  on  a  wide  variety  of  mental  health  related 
topics.  These  services  are  available  to  community  agencies, 
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civic  organizations,  business  and  industry,  schools  and  the 
Court  system.  In  addition,  community  education  programs 
on  such  topics  as  stress  management,  assertiveness  training 
and  clinical  issues  are  held  periodically  throughout  the  year. 

During  fiscal  year  1988,  Cutler  Counseling  Center 
provided  direct  services  to  approximately  817  people  from 
Norwood.  The  total  value  of  these  services  was  $428,940  of 
which  the  Town  of  Norwood  allocated  $14,855. 

In  the  past  year,  people  from  Norwood  who  came  to  us 
for  assistance  were  often  referred  by  friends,  neighbors, 
family,  clergy,  school,  physicians,  or  community  agencies. 
The  most  common  request  for  help  concerned  such  problems 
as  depression  and  anxiety,  difficulties  in  marriage  or  family 
relations,  school  or  behavior-related  problems,  alcohol  or 
drug  abuse,  work-related  problems,  and  acute  and  chronic 
mental  illness. 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  Board  of 
Directors  includes  Arthur  Gerome,  Richard  Frederics  and 
John  Murphy  from  Norwood.

The  Authority  employs  one  Executive  Director,  one 
Deputy  Executive  Director,  one  Rental  Assistance  Program 
Coordinator,  one  Bookkeeper/Computer  Operator,  one 
Clerk/Typist,  One  Maintenance  Supervisor  and  seven 
Maintenance  Laborers. 

The  duties  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  the 
objective  of  Public  Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent 
sate  and  sanitary  housing  to  families  and  elderly  persons  of 
low  and  moderate  incomes  at  rents  they  can  afford.  The 
primary  function  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  to 
administer  public  housing  programs  within  the  Town  of 
Norwood  and  to  recommend  and  apply  for  financial 
assistance  to  State  and  Federal  Agencies  for  new 
developments,  when  they  are  determined  to  be  needed. 


The  Authority  administers  a  629  housing  program 
within  the  town.  Of  this  total,  481  units  are  located  in 
buildings  owned  and  operated  by  the  Authority.  The 
remaining  148  units  are  privately  owned  and  leased  under 
either  the  Federal  Section  8  or  State  707  Rental  Assistance 
programs.  Within  its  owned  units  the  Authority  has  389 
units  of  elderly,  17  units  specifically  designed  for  the 
handicapped  and  75  units  for  families. 
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During  the  past  year  the  Authority  continued  it’s 
modernization  program.  The  Authority  is  presently  working 
with  the  architectural  firm  of  Arnold  A.  Jacobsen  and 
Associates  and  the  engineering  firm  of  MACE,  Inc.  to 
upgrade  the  Fire  Alarm  System,  replacement  of  gutters  and 
downspouts,  roof  repairs,  replacement  of  all  windows,  and 
extensive  repair  to  sidewalks  and  roads  at  our  State-Aided 
Elderly  developments.  At  our  State-Aided  Family 
development  we  are  updating  the  electric  service  to  all 
units,  replacing  all  windows  and  exterior  doors. 

At  the  Authority’s  Federal  Elderly  development  several 
interior  improvements  have  been  completed.  Planning  has 
started  for  a  number  of  site  improvements. 

For  the  6th  straight  year  the  Authority’s  administrative 
staff  has  received  a  commendable  rating  from  the  Executive 
Office  of  Communities  and  Development  under  its 
Management  Incentive  program.  The  Authority  is  proud  of 
the  fine  job  being  done  by  its  Executive  Director  and  his 
staff. 

At  this  time  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  its 
sincere  thanks  to  the  various  town  officials  and  others  who 
have  contributed  time  and  effort  to  assist  the  Authority  in 
making  this  past  year  a  successful  one.

1988  was  a  year  of  transition  at  the  Morrill  Memorial 
Library.  Carl  J.  Himmelsbach,  Library  Director  since  1973, 
retired  on  June  30th.  Mary  R.  Phinney,  formerly  Technical 
Services  Librarian,  was  appointed  Director.  Shelby  P. 
Warner  was  hired  as  Technical  Services  Librarian.  In  the 
Outreach  Department,  Diane  Craig,  whose  innovative  work 
made  library  outreach  a  vital  town  service,  left  to  pursue 
new  career  goals.  Her  replacement,  Mary  McNulty,  is  a 
trained  librarian  and  registered  nurse.  All  of  the  appointees 
are  Norwood  residents. 

The  Outreach  program  provides  library  material  to 
people  who  find  it  hard  to  leave  their  homes.  Deposit 
collections  and  programs  are  available  for  elderly  housing 
projects  and  nursing  homes.  Individuals  may  request 
deliveries  at  their  homes.  We  encourage  anyone  who  knows 
of  someone  needing  this  service  to  call  the  library. 

The  Morrill  Memorial  Library  continued  to  provide 
services  to  Norwood  residents  of  all  ages.  A  morning  and 
evening  discussion  group,  led  by  Adult  Services  Librarian 
Margot  Sullivan,  meets  monthly  and  has  read  a  variety  of 
books  from  classics  to  current  novels,  and  biography  to 
current  events.  Other  programs  included  a  winter  film 
series,  a  program  on  arthritis  by  a  local  physician  and  the 
ever  popular  Summerfare  demonstrations. 

The  adult  literacy  training  program  is  thriving.  This 
year  the  Norwood  library  became  an  official  affiliate  of 
Literacy  Volunteers  of  America.  The  number  of  active 
tutor/student  pairs  hovers  around  100.  Five  people  have 
acquired  citizenship  and  four  people  have  earned  their  high 
school  equivalency  diplomas  as  a  direct  result  of  literacy 
training.  Bettina  Blood,  who  is  the  coordinator  of  the 
program,  received  a  commendation  from  Governor  Dukakis 
tor  her  work.  The  library  thanks  the  dedicated  volunteers 
who  make  the  program  a  success.  One  problem  the  library 
taces  as  a  result  of  the  success  of  the  literacy  program  is 
the  need  for  small  meeting  rooms  for  tutors  and  students. 
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Children  are  drawn  to  the  Children’s  Department  of  the 
library  for  books,  story  hours,  puppet  shows,  study  aids, 
records,  etc.  Story  hours  for  pre-schoolers  are  held  on 
Wednesday  mornings  in  the  fall  and  spring.  The  summer 
reading  club  had  411  members  who  joined  the  expedition  in 
search  of  the  Read-a-saurus.  The  Morrill  Memorial  Library 
supplements  the  holdings  of  the  schools  by  providing  class 
room  deposits  of  books  on  various  subjects  requested  by 
teachers.  This  year  Children’s  Librarian  Hope  Anderson, 
was  given  the  Layperson  Service  Award  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Teachers  Association  for  her  dedicated  work. 

The  walls  of  the  Children’s  Department  have  been 
transformed  by  murals  showing  characters  from  children’s 
literature.  Local  artist  Judy  Kaseta’s  original  designs 
feature  Paul  Bunyan,  Huckleberry  Finn,  Rapunzel,  Pippi 
Longstocking,  and  other  favorites. 

If  anyone  still  retains  the  image  of  the  library  as  a 
repository  for  old  books,  we  invite  them  in  to  see  the 
changes.  We  have  a  growing  collection  of  compact  discs.  The 
video-cassette  collection  has  increased  to  351.  These  cassettes 
circulate  for  three  days.  They  include  popular  and  classic 
movies  as  well  as  instructional  cassettes,  travelogues, 
performances  of  music  and  dance  and  cassettes  for  children. 
Through  a  $3000  grant  from  the  MacArthur  Foundation,  10 
Public  Broadcasting  System  series  were  acquired  including  1 
CLAUDIUS,  THE  SHAKESPEARE  PLAYS,  THE  ASCENT 
OF  MAN  and  JEWEL  IN  THE  CROWN. 

The  collection  of  audio  cassettes  has  grown,  partly  as 
the  result  of  a  state  grant  for  book  cassettes  which  are 
being  rotated  between  Medfield,  Westwood,  Walpole  and 
Norwood.  Over  a  period  of  two  years,  250  different 
cassettes  will  be  available  at  our  library. 

The  Friends  of  the  Norwood  Library  is  being  revived. 
Organizational  meetings  were  held  in  the  fall  and  exciting 
programs  are  being  planned  for  1989  under  the  leadership 
of  President  Thomas  Corcoran  and  a  full  slate  of  officers. 
We  thank  the  Friends  for  their  financial  support  and  for 
their  hard  work  at  the  annual  book  sale.  We  hope  to  attract 
new  people  to  the  Friends  during  the  coming  year. 

Every  year  we  thank  the  Women’s  Community 
Committee  for  their  willingness  to  fund  special  items  for 
the  library.  Once  again  they  have  funded  a  museum  pass, 
purchased  videocassettes  and  otherwise  been  among  the 
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library’s  best  friends.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERMANENT  BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  twenty-third  Annual  Report  of  the 
Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee. 

The  Committee  meets  one  night  a  week  or  as  often  as 
the  review  of  scheduled  projects  may  require.  During  this 
reporting  period,  two  projects  were  studied.  The  two 
Renovations  to  the  Town’s  Light  Department  and  the 
Limited  Scope  Feasibility  Studies  for  Renovations  to  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments,  were  presented  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  November. 

Discussions  relating  to  the  on-going  arbitration  hearings 
between  the  Town  and  the  general  contractor  involved  in 

the  work  at  the  Senior  High  School  continued  throughout 
the  year.  & 

The  status  of  Committee  personnel  was  changed  when 
Member  Roger  M.  Pelletier  submitted  his  resignation  late  in 
August.  Chairman  John  J.  Egan  accepted  the  resignation 
with  regret.  Roger,  a  long-term  member  of  the  Committee, 
will  be  missed.  His  valued  insight  was  always  well  received 
by  the  Committee  and  we  wish  him  the  best.  Mr.  Paul 
Riccardi,  our  newest  member,  was  appointed  in  October. 
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Summary  of  Projects 

1  -  RENOVATIONS  TO  THE  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 
BUILDING  -  The  scope  of  work  for  this  project  originally 
included  relocating  the  Billing  Department  to  the  first 
floor,  modernizing  the  environmental  systems,  and 
providing  ready  access  for  handicapped  persons  to  the 
building.  A  $125,000  appropriation  by  Town  Meeting  in 
1987  was  found  to  be  inadequate  to  fund  the  project. 
Further,  the  scope  had  to  be  enlarged  to  include  an  elevator 
and  other  necessary  modifications  not  envisaged  in  the 
original  scheme.  The  elevator  is  a  requirement  of  the  State’s 
Barrier  Code  and  must  be  incorporated  in  the  design  for  it 
to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  State’s  Building  Code. 
Plans,  specifications,  and  an  estimated  budget  of  $483,000 
were  submitted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  November 
1  1,  1988  for  additional  funding.  The  presentation  was 
successful. 

2  -  LIMITED  SCOPE  FEASIBILITY  STUDIES  FOR 
RENOVATIONS  TO  THE  FIRE  AND  POLICE 
DEPARTMENTS  -  The  scope  of  work  for  this  project  was 
developed  from  recommendations  listed  in  a  report  issued 
by  the  Police  and  Fire  Study  Committee.  That  Committee 
was  created  by  direction  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
May  1  1,  1987.  The  purpose  was  to  review  problems  of 
growth  and  needed  building  modifications  at  the  existing 
facility  on  Nahatan  Street. 

The  PBCC  was  requested  to  develop  estimated  costs  for 
the  project  and  to  select  the  architect  who  would  develop 
the  studies.  The  project  was  separated  into  two  phases: 

Phase  1  -  Renovations  and  Modifications  to  the  Existing 
Police  Facilities 

Phase  2  -  Renovations  to  the  Existing  Fire  Department, 
with  the  additional  task  of  selecting  a  site  for  a 
satellite  Fire  Station. 

Both  Chiefs  were  consulted  during  the  planning,  as  the 
architects  developed  their  solutions.  The  Committee 
accepted  the  architect’s  schemes,  and  presentation  was  made 
before  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  November  11.  The 
project  was  voted  "Indefinite  Postponement." 

As  reported  last  year,  there  is  a  dispute  between  the 
Town  and  the  general  contractor  who  worked  on  the  Senior 
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High  School  project.  The  PBCC  has  engaged  the  services  of 
special  counsel  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  case.  Much 
time  has  been  spent  this  past  year  reviewing  the  many 
documents  accumulated  over  the  course  of  the  job.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  arbitration  hearings  will  begin  early  in  1989 
and  all  issues  resolved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  year  of  1988  was  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Norwood 
Planning  Board.  It  administered  a  number  of  subdivisions 
including  George  Square,  Autumn  Street,  Power  Lane  (off 
old  Dean  Street),  Norwood  Parkland  (Essex  Street  and 
Croydon  Road)  modification.  Garden  Parkway  modification 
Mylod  Street  preliminary,  Eagles  Estates  modification,  and 
Hazelwood  Meadows.  Some  thirty-eight  Form  A  (or 
Approval  Not  Required)  plans,  creating  lots  on  existing 
ways,  were  signed. 

In  April  1988,  the  following  members  were  elected  as 
officers  of  the  Board:  Chairman  William  P.  O’Donnell,  Vice 
Chairman  Paul  J.  Donohue,  Clerk  Anne  T.  Lydon. 
Continuing  as  members  of  the  Board  were  E.  William 
Bamber  and  Ruth  Berkowitz. 

There  were  numerous  zoning  changes  proposed  during 
the  year.  These  included  a  number  of  changes  on  the 
Board  s  initiative  including  landscaping  regulations 
rezoning  of  the  "Tree  Streets"  neighborhood  from  General 
Residence  to  Single  Residence,  rezoning  of  the  Nahatan 
Street  and  North  Avenue  Business  District  from  Business  to 
Local  Business,  rezoning  of  a  portion  of  the  Ellis  Pond 
conservation  land  along  Walpole  Street  from  Business  to 
Single  Residence  2,  further  zoning  restrictions  on  service 
stations  in  Business  District,  regulation  of  lots  in  two  zoning 
districts,  and  revisions  to  the  sign  bylaw. 

Petitions  from  citizens  and  landowners  included  a 
proposed  Building  Moratorium  to  allow  time  for  Town  to  do 
comprehensive  planning  and  petitions  to  not  allow  Parking 
Structures  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  District  changes 
included  rezoning  petitions  for  David  Bird’s  (Omega  Assoc.) 
property  Mylod  Street,  Bird  Inc  petition  for  land  off 
Pleasant  Street,  a  rezoning  petition  along  Route  One,  and 
the  petition  of  the  East  Walpole  Cemetery  Association. 

Although  the  proposal  for  a  building  moratorium  did 
not  pass  in  Town  Meeting,  the  proponents’  second  article 
seeking  funds  for  a  Master  Plan  did.  The  Board  wrote  a 
Request  for  Proposals  for  a  Master  Plan  and  received 
responses  from  eleven  planning  consultants.  After 
evaluation  and  interviews,  the  Board  selected  Philip  B.  Herr 
and  Assoc,  of  Newton  as  planning  consultant  and  Bruce 
Campbell  Assoc,  of  Boston  as  traffic  engineers  for  the 
project. 
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In  addition,  the  Board  received  a  Strategic  Planning 
Grant  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  study 
the  Route  One  commercial  corridor.  This  work  was 
combined  with  the  Master  Plan  and  Mr.  Herr  completed  an 
extensive  land  use  analysis  of  the  corridor  which  is 
preliminary  to  rezoning  proposals  for  the  THA  and  THB 
districts. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Town  Engineer,  the  Board 
proposed  extensive  revisions  to  Subdivision  Rules  and 
Regulations,  reflecting  the  changes  in  construction  and  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  since  the  current  Rules  were 
adopted  in  1977. 

The  Board’s  Planner,  Sharon  Wason,  completed  her  first 
year  of  employment  with  the  Town.  Having  full-time 
professional  staff  enabled  the  Board  to  undertake  such  an 
ambitious  work  program.  Helen  Farinacci  was  hired  as  part- 
time  clerk  to  the  Board,  after  having  served  a  number  of 
years  in  similar  capacities  for  the  Town  of  Walpole.

SUBJECT:  Drug  Arrest  Statistics  for  1988 

DATE:  January  9,  1989 

Attached  please  find  a  chart  reflecting  the  department’s 
drug  arrest  statistics  for  1988.  You  will  note  that  drug 
arrests  are  up  in  almost  all  categories.  The  rise  in  possession 
cases  is  due  primarily  to  the  efforts  of  uniformed  officers 
while  the  increase  in  distribution  arrests  reflects  the  BCI’s 
efforts  to  intercept  street  level  dealers.  This  effort  began  in 
earnest  last  New  Year’s  Eve  with  the  execution  of  a  search 
warrant  at  Norwest  Woods.  Since  that  time,  Detective 
Hainley’s  time  has  been  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  drug 
enforcement.  I  think  that  the  numbers  speak  for  themselves. 


As  compared  with  1987  figures,  the  following  increases 
occured:

The  only  category  showing  a  significant  decrease  was 
cocaine  possession.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  is  indicative  of 
a  demand  decrease,  but  rather  of  a  change  in  the  methods 
used  by  cocaine  users.  In  the  past,  uniformed  officers  and 
detectives  commonly  found  subjects  inhaling  cocaine  while 
sitting  in  parked  motor  vehicles  outside  lounges  and 
restaurants.  Due  to  numerous  arrests  in  these  lots,  cocaine 
users  have  moved  from  the  lots  into  the  rest  rooms.

Dear  Mr.  Carroll: 

Please  accept  my  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works  for  the  year  ending  1988. 

Again  this  year,  some  major  construction  projects  have 
been  completed.  The  University  Avenue  Urban  System 
Project  is  finished  and  the  roadway  was  officially  opened 
on  October  6,  1988.  This  is  a  major  corridor  between  Route 
1  and  Route  128,  and  was  made  possible  through  the 
concentrated  efforts  of  many  Town  Officials,  both  past  and 
present. 

The  reconstruction  of  Dean  Street  from  Washington 
Street  to  the  Stone  Railroad  Bridge  has  been  completed  with 
only  minor  inconveniences,  and  has  made  a  great 
improvement  in  that  Section  of  South  Norwood. 

We  have  continued  with  our  Street  and  Sidewalk 
resurfacing  program,  and  in  the  past  year,  over  4  miles  of 
roadway  and  6  miles  of  sidewalks  have  been  resurfaced. 
Another  1/2  mile  of  concrete  sidewalks  has  been  poured  and 
over  5000  linear  feet  of  asphalt  berm  has  been  installed  at 
various  locations  throughout  the  Town. 

The  Norwood  Gardens  Sewer  Pumping  Station  was  put 
on  line  August  16,  1988.  This  was  designed  to  handle  the 
sewer  surcharge  in  that  area. 

In  order  to  eliminate  the  rusty  and  discolored  water 
complaints  in  certain  areas  of  the  Community,  it  was 
necessary  to  install  a  permanent  feeder  which  allows  us  to 
add  chemicals  to  our  water  system  to  correct  this  problem. 
Samples  are  being  taken  on  a  regular  basis  and  the  results 
will  be  known  in  the  spring  of  1989. 

This  fall  the  Public  Works  Department  began  a  leaf 
composting  program  at  the  sanitary  landfill.  This  program 
should  show  us  a  duel  savings  in  reducing  the  amount  of 
tonage  taken  to  Plainville  in  our  rubbish  contract  with 
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Laidlaw,  and  also  the  compost  will  be  converted  into  a 
useable  soil  that  can  be  used  in  our  Cemetery,  Parks  and 
Playgrounds. 

With  the  addition  of  a  Business  Manager,  we  were  able 
to  reorganize  both  structurally  and  administratively  the 
operations  of  the  Public  Works  Office. 

Due  to  the  increases  in  the  Sewer  and  Water  rates,  we 
have  concentrated  our  efforts  in  repairing  or  replacing 
stopped  or  slow  meters.  To  date,  346  meters  have  been 
installed  or  repaired. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  this  department  for 
the  positive  improvements  they  have  made  throughout  the 
Town.  Although  sometimes  they  may  feel  their  efforts  are 
going  unnoticed,  the  overall  beauty  of  our  Parks, 
Playgrounds,  and  Plantings  reflect  the  pride  that  they  show 
in  our  Community. 

My  sincere  thanks  also  goes  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
you  Mr.  Carroll,  and  all  other  Department  Heads  for  their 
assistance  and  the  courtesy  they  have  extended  to  this 
Department  in  the  past  year.

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

The  Highway  Asphalt  Crew  used  a  total  of  427  tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  in  maintaining  our  service  trenches  and 
caring  for  all  roadway  hazzards. 

The  Highway  Sign  Crew  made  up  and  installed  486 
street  and  traffic  control  signs  throughout  the  town.  This 
crew  also  handled  all  requests  from  the  Safety  Officer.

Dean  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  the  railroad 
bridge  was  completely  rebuilt  with  a  new  foundation, 
paving,  granite  curbing,  concrete  sidewalks,  and  driveway 
aprons. 

Dean  Street  from  the  railroad  bridge  to  Pleasant  Street 
was  cold  planed  and  resurfaced.  Winter  Street  from 
Walpole  Street  to  Nichols  Street  was  also  cold  planed 
and  resurfaced  with  new  manhole  covers  installed. 

This  amounted  to  approximately  4.0  miles  of  roadway 
resurfaced  in  1988.  One-half  mile  of  new  concrete  sidewalks 
was  installed,  and  6  miles  of  bituminous  sidewalks  were 
resurfaced.  Granite  curbing  was  installed  along  with  a 
considerable  amount  of  berm. 

FORESTRY  DIVISION 

The  Crews  planted  103  new  trees,  pruning  and 
fertilizing  them  during  the  growing  season. 

Flowers  were  planted  in  the  various  islands  and 
maintained  and  watered  daily  throughout  the  summer. 

In  addition  to  the  planting  of  103  trees,  45  trees  were 
removed  as  well  as  42  stumps. 

CEMETERY  DIVISION 

The  Cemetery  Crews  prepared  and  conducted  258 
interments. 

Foundations  were  installed  for  69  headstones,  63 
Veteran  bronze  markers  and  2  granite  markers. 

At  the  request  of  the  owners,  110  bushes  were  removed 
from  various  lots. 
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Improvements  were  made  with  the  installation  of  8  new 
trees,  24  Arborvitae  planted  along  the  landfill  road,  and  the 
repair  of  water  leaks.  A  new  roof  was  installed  on  the 
garage,  and  the  exterior  office  building  was  repainted. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  John  Carroll  for  the 
opportunity  to  serve  the  Town  of  Norwood;  and  thank 
Joseph  M.  Welch  and  Martin  W.  Feeney  for  their 
cooperation.

Again  I  submit  to  you  with  pleasure  my  report  of 
activities  and  programs  of  the  Recreation  Department  for 
the  year  just  concluded.  The  report  for  the  year  1988  is  the 
sixteenth  since  I  was  appointed  Superintendent.

Our  staff  of  Leaders  and  Supervisors  in  1988  again 
proved  to  be  a  most  loyal  and  devoted  one.  They  all  carried 
out  their  assignments  in  an  enthusiastic  and  efficient 
manner  enabling  the  programs  to  run  with  a  minimum  of 
difficulty.  We  continue  to  be  fortunate  in  attracting  and 
keeping  such  fine  personnel.  Without  them  the  programs 
could  not  function. 

The  department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  many 
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varied  and  interesting  programs.  The  list  of  activities 
ranged  from  special  events  like  Wilderness  Camp,  Play 
Camps  and  family  oriented  programs.  The  Play  Camps 
opened  on  Monday,  June  27th  and  closed  on  Friday,  August 
22nd.  The  Special  Needs  program  opened  on  Tuesday,  July 
5th  and  concluded  on  Friday,  August  12th  for  its  six  week 
session.  Besides  their  daily  routine  and  swimming  program 
held  at  Hawes  pool  the  children  enjoyed  trips  once  a  week. 

In  addition  to  these  more  or  less  formal  programs  the 
Play  Camps  conducted  many  activities  on  an  individual 
bases.  Flexibility  is  the  key  note  of  our  general  program 
rather  than  a  formal  rigid  program.  A  popular  activity  at 
one  area  may  not  be  popular  at  another,  so  the  day 
activities  are  more  or  less  dictated  by  the  children  attending 
Play  Camps. 

This  summer  was  notably  warmer  than  usual  with 
record  numbers  using  the  2  pools.  Fr.  McAleer’s  and  Hawes 
Brook  opened  on  Saturday,  June  25th  for  public  swimming. 
Hours  of  operation  were  12-noon  to  8  p.m.  Fr.  McAleer  held 
the  adult  swim  from  noon  to  1  pm,  Monday  through  Friday. 
Red  Cross  certified  lessons  began  on  Monday,  June  27th  and 
continued  to  Friday,  August  19th.  There  were  four  two 
week  sessions  of  classes  held  daily  from  9  am  to  12-noon, 
each  class  lasting  50  minutes.  Approximately  1,100  children 
were  involved  in  the  classes.  The  5  and  6  year  olds  were  in 
great  demand  again  this  year,  five  one  week  sessions  were 
held  with  a  total  of  250  children  participating. 

The  Sting-Rays  completed  in  the  Suburban  Swim 
League,  there  overall  record  was  4  wins  and  8  losses.  There 
are  100  youngsters  involved  in  this  program.  Practices  are 
held  from  7  to  9  am,  Monday  through  Friday.  Home  meets 
are  held  at  Hawes  pool  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings. 
The  season  finished  with  a  trip  to  Canobie  Lake  Park. 

Both  pools  ended  a  successful  season  on  Monday, 
September  5th.  The  season  was  a  success  without  any  serious 
accidents  or  injuries  due  to  the  diligence  and  competence  of 
the  staff,  and  they  should  be  congratulated. 

The  Civic  Center  was  the  focus  of  both  programs  and 
meetings  for  the  recreation  and  town  sponsored  groups. 
Programs  and  activities  offered  are:  senior  exercise, 
aerobics,  gold,  teen  jazzercise,  karate,  tap,  ballet, 
photography,  yoga,  line  and  ballroom  dancing.  Special 
events  during  various  times  of  the  year  were  held,  Celetic, 
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Disney  on  Ice  and  dances  for  the  junior  high  age  children. 

The  Civic  Center  assisted  various  community 
groups  and  individuals  during  the  year  in  matters 
relating  to  recreation.  The  department  also  cooperated 
with  other  Civic  groups  with  their  programs  such  as  the 
Elk’s  National  Free  Throw,  Norwood  Basketball  Association, 
etc.  Making  use  of  the  meeting  rooms  for  organizational 
meetings  were  many  athletic  groups  Little  League,  Babe 
Ruth,  youth  hockey  and  soccer,  men’s  softball  and 
basketball  leagues.  Local  groups  using  the  rooms  were 
Norwood  Arts  Association,  Norfolk  Human  Services,  Up 
Town  Merchants,  Republican  Town  Committee  and  various 
town  departments. 

All  at  the  Recreation  Center  are  most  appreciative  of 
the  help  rendered  by  many  groups  and  individuals  during 
the  past  year.  A  thank  you  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
General  Manager  and  his  Staff,  Public  Works  Department, 
Light  Department,  School  Department  and  the  other  town 
departments  with  whom  this  department  has  contact  during 
the  past  years.

Hopefully,  this  will  imply  that  whenever  the  public 
made  purchases  in  the  food  stores,  filled  their  car  tanks  or 
home  fuel  tanks  or  bought  merchandise  by  weight  or 
measurements;  those  transactions  were  participated  in  by  an 
unseen  third  person,  your  inspector,  even  though  he  was  not 
present. 

My  efforts  of  checking  all  weighing  and  volume 
measuring  devices  used  in  sales  to  the  public  are 
safeguarding  errors  either  over  or  under  which  causes 
someone  to  suffer  and  lose  money.  I’ve  been  fortunate  this 
year  in  being  able  to  attend  a  weights  &  measures 
conference  &  seminar  so  as  to  be  better  equipped  to  have 
served  in  this  capacity  of  creating  good  equitable  business. 

Regarding  complaints,  any  mechanical  device  can 
occasionally  break  down  or  become  faulty.  Three  gasoline 
complaints  were  registered,  investigated  and  resolved.  Most 
often,  the  motorists  questions  and  blames  the  gas  station 
and  wants  tests  made  which  frequently  indicate  meters  are 
correct.  Further  pursuance  suggests  possibility  of  improper 
car  operation,  need  of  a  proper  engine  tune-up  or  pilferage. 
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Sometimes  an  unknown  (deceptive)  low-octane  gas  will 
cause  poor  mileage  and  performance. 

Item  pricing  in  supermarkets  have  also  caused  some 
problems  and  complaints  due  to  regulations  and  improper 
scanner  code  settings  at  checkouts.  Basically,  the  new  1987 
law  bans  overcharging—the  lowest  marked  price  prevails  for 
consumer  (providing  it  is  not  a  gross  error).  This  is  an 
extraordinary  complicated  law  predicated  upon  various 
factors  such  as  (specific  unlisted  store  item  exemptions, 
markings,  etc.)  which  often  negates  enforcement  for  me!  The 
penalties  for  violations  are  astonishingly  different,  such  as 
"Parking  Ticket  Type  Fines"  for  each  violation,  payable  to 
state  within  30  days  of  issuance!  The  store  managers  have 
cooperated  and  usually  satisfy  customers  for  me  by  finding 
and  correcting  these  humane  errors  which  were  not 
intentional. 

I  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Town  Manager  and  his 
staff.  The  Selectmen,  Police  &  Fire  Depts.,  local  industries 
and  the  public  for  their  assistance.

The  usual  utility  construction  jobs,  both  public  and 
private,  continued  during  1988.  A  listing  of  the  more 
important  work  follows. 

The  reconstruction  of  University  Avenue  -  Everett 
Street  was  dedicated  on  October  6,  1988.

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the  construction  of  University  Avenue  within  the  Town  of 
Norwood  from  Canton  Street  to  Route  One. 

Dean  Street  was  reconstructed  from  Washington  Street 
to  the  Railroad  Bridge. 

The  Engineering  Department  provided  the  usual  scope 
of  engineering  assistance  during  this  work  year,  namely:

Continued  on  street  acceptance  programs. 

Assisted  Fay,  Spofford  &  Thorndike  in  the  preparation 
for  a  contract  to  construct  traffic  signal  lights  at  Walpole  & 
Wilson  Streets. 

Continued  monitoring  of  the  infiltration/inflow  study 
of  the  Town  Sanitary  Sewer  System. 

Preparing  necessary  plans  for  the  construction  of  a 
sewer  main  in  the  Ellis  Avenue  -  Codman  Road  area. 

Assisted  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee  in  the  preparation  of 
plans  for  the  future  development  of  the  Town  Sanitarv 
Landfill  at  Winter  Street. 

Development  of  plans  for  a  drainage  system  in  the  Lane 
Drive  Section. 

Engineering  Development  worked  with  Public  Works 
Department  on  many  jobs  such  as  location  of  utility  mains, 
gate  valve  and  utility  service  connections. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  the  usual  new  Planning  Board 
subdivisions  coming  in,  along  with  continuing  new  and 
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expansion  projects  of  the  commercial,  industrial,  and 
business  entities  in  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  VETERANS’  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of 
Veterans’  Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1988. 

The  Department  consists  of  two  employees,  a  Veterans 
Agent  and  a  Clerk. 

Veterans’  Benefits  may  increase  as  a  result  of  prolonged 
illness  cases,  rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs 
along  with  the  customary  requests  for  financial  assistance 
by  the  veteran  community. 
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For  the  last  11  years,  the  Department  of  Veterans’ 
Services  has  taken  applications  for  the  fuel  energy  program. 
This  program  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  Norwood  residents.  I 
am  happy  to  say  that  last  year  over  300  families  were  aided 
by  this  program. 

Also  we  administrate  a  Transfare  Program  for  the 
elderly  and  disabled.  At  the  end  of  1988,  we  had  1087 
applicants.  This  program  is  to  assist  people  with  their 
transportation  problems. 

The  Department  also  is  involved  in  parking  violations  I 
am  at  the  present  time  hearing  officer  for  parking  tickets. 
We  keep  a  file  of  all  parking  tickets  issued  by  the  Police 
Department  after  they  are  returned  from  the  computer 
company.  All  correspondence  is  handled  in  this  office.  Also 
all  complaints,  inquiries,  and  records  of  payments. 

Veterans  Services  continues  to  increase  as  more  and 
more  servicemen  and  women  return  home  and  need 
assistance  in  finding  jobs  and  schooling.  They  are 
thoroughly  briefed  upon  being  discharged  from  the  armed 
forces  and  brought  up  to  date  on  all  state  and  federal 
benefits  available  and  they  are  personally  encouraged  to 
take  advantage  of  them. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans 
Administration  to  Veterans  and  their  dependents  in  the 
Town  of  Norwood  for  the  fiscal  year  1987  was  close  to 
three  million  dollars.  These  benefits  are  for  compensation  to 
dependents  of  veterans  who  died  in  the  service  or  of  service 
connected  disabilities,  disability  pensions,  disability 
compensations,  burial  awards  and  special  equipment  for 
automobiles  for  veterans  with  service  connected  disabilities 
vocational  rehabilitation  training  for  the  disabled,  their 
sons,  daughters,  wives,  or  widows,  education  readjustment 
training,  veterans  insurance  and  indemnities. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  composed  as  it  is 
in  two  component  parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as  amended  by 
Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the  purpose  of  administering 
Veterans’  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance  cases  were 
investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of 
Norwood  seventy-five  (75%)  percent  reimbursement  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
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The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is 
to  assist  veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring 
financial  assistance,  information  and  benefits  to  which  they 
are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or  other  educational 
opportunities.  G.I.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care, 
compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship 
training,  insurance,  burial  allowance,  grave  markers, 
photostats  and  other  benefits  granted  under  existing  State 
and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations 
are  invariably  granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans 
and  their  dependents  the  best  service  at  all  times  and  to 
administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting  them 
impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’ 
Administration  and  the  various  local  civic  and  veterans’ 
organizations  that  interest  themselves  in  veterans’  affairs 
and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this  department 
throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans 
Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the 
Town  Counsel,  other  Town  Departments  and  any  others  who 
have  assisted  the  Director  of  Veterans  Services  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties.

REPORT  OF  YOUTH  COORDINATOR

Dear  Sir: 

If  you  are  a  teen  or  the  parent  of  a  teen  with  any  kind 
of  emotional  or  social  problem,  help  is  available  right  in 
your  own  town.  Norwood  Youth  Commission  has  offered 
a  variety  of  services  for  these  difficulties  since  1972.  The 
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Youth  Coordinator’s  office  is  open  to  any  young  person  or 
member  of  their  family  who  needs  help  or  wishes  to  be 
referred  to  another  type  of  agency  or  service.  All 
inquiries  and  counseling  sessions  are  confidential  and  the 
Youth  Coordinator  is  professionally  trained. 

Often,  the  most  difficult  step  to  take  in  reaching  out 
for  help  is  the  first  one.  It  is  hard  for  a  person  to  know  at 
what  point  they  need  outside  help  and  to  determine  which 
services  best  meet  their  needs.  For  this  reason,  the  Youth 
Coordinator  often  functions  as  a  clearinghouse  by  helping 
people  to  determine  what  services  they  need  and  leading 
them  through  the  referral  process. 

They  may  decide  to  use  the  services  provided  directly 
by  the  Youth  Coordinator.  Services  include  crisis 
intervention,  for  example,  helping  a  teen  who  has  run  away 
from  home  and  helping  the  family  to  cope  with  the 
situation.  We  also  offer  counseling  on  a  regular  basis  and  do 
casework,  for  example,  finding  an  alternative  living 
situation  or  a  job  or  additional  services  from  other  agencies. 

Parents  and  teens  who  seek  help  from  the  Youth 
Commission  often  do  so  because  there  are  problems  with 
school  attendance,  with  alcohol  or  other  drug  involvement 
or  trouble  with  the  law.  One  of  the  most  common  problems, 
however,  is  that  of  family  members  not  getting  along, 
having  severe  difficulties  in  communicating  with  each  other 
or  in  abiding  by  family  rules  and  limits.  Another  is 
teenagers  who  feel  badly  about  themselves  -  are  sad, 
depressed  or  very  angry  and  are  having  trouble  getting  on 
with  every  day  living. 

The  referrals  to  the  Youth  Commission  may  come  from 
a  variety  of  sources  including  but  not  limited  to:  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools,  other  area  schools,  the  courts,  the 
police  or  young  people  themselves. 


This  year,  the  Youth  Commission  formally  reviewed  its 
relationships  with  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  the  Norwood 
Police  Department,  Dedham  Court  Probation  Department 
and  the  Juvenile  Diversion  Program.  Through  this  process, 
we  re-established  policies  and  procedures  for  working 
together. 

Any  Norwood  resident  may  call  the  Youth  Commission 
office  and  get  a  prompt,  informed  and  confidential  response 
to  your  questions.  There  is  a  twenty-four  hour  a  day 
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answering  service. 

This  year,  the  Youth  Coordinator  has  served  on  several 
community  committees  such  as  the  School  and  Community 
Committee,  the  Drug  and  Alcohol  Advisory  Committee  and 
the  Association  of  Municipal  Administrators  of  Youth  and 
Family  Services,  among  others. 

My  thanks  to  all  town  departments  and  agencies  for 
their  constant  cooperation  and  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  BLUE  HILLS  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE  -  1988 

To:  Mr.  William  F.  Butters,  Chairman 

The  District  School  Committee  of  Blue  Hills  Regional 
Technical  School  is  pleased  to  submit  our  22nd  Annual 
Report  to  the  residents  of  Norwood. 

As  Blue  Hills  begins  its  23rd  year,  the  school  continues 
its  commitment  to  providing  high  quality  vocational  and 
technical  programs  to  secondary,  post  secondary,  and  adult 
students  in  our  nine  town  district.  The  demands  and 
challenges  of  a  rapidly  changing  labor  market  are  met  in 
the  14  career  programs  that  Blue  Hills  offers  its  students  to 
prepare  for  their  future. 

This  past  year  Blue  Hills  welcomed  Milton  and  Dedham 
to  our  region.  The  total  secondary  student  enrollment  for 
the  1987-88  school  year  was  860,  with  87  from  Norwood.  27 
Norwood  students  graduated  with  diplomas  and  technical 
certificates  from  the  1988  senior  class. 

35%  of  the  1988  graduating  class  at  Blue  Hills  attend 
college  and  post  secondary  institutes,  98%  of  the  remaining 
graduates  have  jobs  in  trades  or  occupations  for  which  they 
were  trained,  one  of  the  highest  placements  in  the  state. 

The  community  continues  to  be  a  living  classroom  for 
Blue  Hills  as  the  school  advances  into  its  third  decade.

During  1988,  Blue  Hills  Vo-Tech  students,  under  the 
supervision  of  instructors,  built  a  home  in  Avon,  remodeled 
a  home  in  Canton,  and  refurbished  and  rebuilt  the  facade 
of  the  Blue  Hills  building.  The  total  savings  of  $199,515.19 
to  the  nine  town  district  represents  all  municipal,  civic,  and 
residential  work  performed  by  Blue  Hills  at  no  labor  cost.

The  continuing  education  program  had  enrolled  1,528 
students  for  the  1987-88  year.  Courses  for  the  homemaker, 
hobbiest,  and  craftsperson  are  developed  to  meet  student 
needs  and  interests.  The  courses  average  $95.00  and  are  self- 
supporting.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  make  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for  the  1987-88 
academic  year. 

This  past  year  has  reflected  the  continued  national 
concern  for  public  education.  Across  the  country,  we  have 
witnessed  daily  the  various  states  enacting  legislation  on 
behalf  of  educational  reform.  Here,  in  the  Commonwealth, 
the  most  notable  representation  of  this  focus  was  a  21-page 
report  entitled  "The  Commission  on  the  Conditions  of 
Teaching".  This  report,  an  extension  of  Chapter  188, 
addressed  such  issues  as  school  governances,  resources  for 
low-achieving  schools,  rewards,  and  more  involvement  in 
the  schools  by  members  of  the  community.  In  essence,  this 
report  continued  the  Chapter  188  theme,  on  behalf  of 
Governor  Dukakis,  that  "We  expect  Massachusetts  schools  to 
excel  —  this  is  our  goal." 

I  hope  you  will  find  this  report  mirrors  the  spirit, 
challenges  and  opportunities  of  our  times  as  we  pursue 
excellence  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

As  I  indicated  to  you  in  my  mid-year  report,  this  year, 
we  experienced  our  largest  elementary  increase  of  93 
students.  It  therefore  seems  to  us  that  our  present  trend  is 
strong,  consistent,  and  continuous.  Concurrently,  we  had  our 
smallest  enrollment  decrease  on  our  secondary  level  which 
has  impacted  on  our  total  school  population.  Our  total 
student  enrollment,  as  of  October  1,  1987,  was  3470  students 
which  was  7  students  above  our  spring  projections.  Since 
1982,  our  student  enrollment  has  followed  a  predicted 
pattern.  It  is  our  strong  belief  that,  despite  all  the 
preparations  and  decision-making  by  administration  and  our 
school  committee,  it  seems  obvious  that  enrollments,  space, 
and  class  size  will  continue  to  be  challenges  for  us  to 
resolve  on  behalf  of  our  students  and  parents. 

In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  Congress  and  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature,  the  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen 
voted  for  the  town  to  become  a  designated  Bicentennial 
community.  Dr.  Toran,  our  Assistant  Superintendent,  was 
appointed  Chairman  of  the  Norwood  Constitution 
Bicentennial  Committee,  and  initiated  an  exciting  and 
challenging  array  of  activities  for  our  community  and 
schools  this  past  year.  These  activities  included  students 
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participating  in  making  posters;  writing  essays;  learning 
dances  dating  back  to  the  pilgrim  era;  stamp  clubs;  tree 
planting  ceremonies;  parade  and  a  road  race;  and  an 
excellent  program  consisting  of  lawyers  in  the  classroom 
which  was  a  unique  bicentennial  learning  experience  for 
our  students.  In  addition,  I  must  mention  three  other 
activities  that  seem  to  distinguish  themselves  above  many 
others  I  am  not  mentioning.  First,  we  had  a  Bicentennial 
Concert  that  was  composed  of  student  musicians  from  the 
surrounding  ten  communities.  This  was  a  unique  and 
memorable  occasion.  Second,  our  gifted  and  talented  Junior 
High  Students  (SEARCH)  presented  projects  on  the 
Bicentennial  of  the  Constitution  at  Faneuil  Hall.  Our 
teachers  dressed  in  colonial  costumes  and  welcomed  over 
900  people  to  view  the  various  student  projects.  And  third, 
under  the  leadership  of  our  Elementary  Art  Coordinator! 
Miss  Ann  Malachowski,  our  grade  4  students  at  the  Oldham 
designed  and  created  a  quilt  as  a  lasting  memorial  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  We  wish  to  express  our 
gratitude  to  Mrs.  Bonnie  Falcone,  a  parent  at  the  Oldham, 
who  contributed  her  time  and  talent  to  complete  this  project 
with  our  fourth  grade  teachers. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  Computer  Program  has  had 
a  very  productive  year.  We  feel  we  have  responded  to  many 
different  area  and  levels  of  instruction. 

Our  Elementary  School  Computer  Coordinator,  Miss 
Barbara  Lanzoni,  devoted  many  hours  this  year  to 
organization.  MECC  software  was  duplicated  and  packets  of 
this  resource  were  distributed  to  every  teacher  in  grades  1 
through  6.  This  software,  relating  to  math,  reading,  science 
and  social  studies,  is  kept  in  the  classroom  and  available  to 
teachers  continually.  An  introductory  lesson  was  presented 
in  every  classroom  which  highlighted  the  proper  care  and 
use  of  hardware  and  software. 

A  major  commitment  of  our  coordinator  this  past  year 
was  to  work  with  teachers  so  they  may  feel  comfortable 
using  computers  with  their  students.  Our  teachers  worked 
before  and  after  school  as  well  as  during  preparation 
periods  in  order  to  learn  our  new  programs. 

It  is  gratifying  to  realize  that  we  have  finally  reached 
the  integration  phase  of  curriculum  and  computer 
instruction.  Teachers  now  use  computers  for  individualizing 
software  for  students;  drill  and  enrichment;  teaching 
lessons;  projects  such  as  young  authors;  science  and  book 
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reports;  creative  writing;  and  class  worksheets. 

Word  Processing  (Bank  Street  Writer  III)  was  taught  to 
the  4th  -  6th  grades  by  borrowing  computers  from  different 
buildings  to  set  up  a  "Mini-Lab"  in  each  school.  Because  the 
students  (and  many  teachers)  had  the  hands-on  experience 
needed  for  word  processing,  this  part  of  the  program  was 
very  successful.  After  four  45-minute  sessions,  most  students 
were  able  to  enter,  edit,  save,  retrieve,  and  print  their  own 
stories  or  reports. 

A  special  "primary"  version  of  Bank  Street  Writer  III 
was  also  shown  to  interested  first  grade  teachers.  Again,  this 
met  with  great  enthusiasm  from  teachers  and  students. 

A  software  center  for  teachers  was  set  up  in  the  library 
or  the  principal’s  office  in  each  building.  This  software  can 
be  checked  out  for  classroom  use  at  any  time. 

In  addition,  a  central  library  of  software  was  also 
established,  housed  permanently  at  the  Cleveland  School. 
Teachers  were  given  a  list  of  this  software  which  they  are 
able  to  check  out  for  instructional  use. 

Other  activities  that  were  conducted  throughout  the 
year  were  four  Appleworks  Courses;  logo  with  the  Chapter 
188  Early  Childhood  Grant  (Four-Year  Olds)  Program  at  the 
administration  building;  workshops  at  the  Chapter  1  Center 
in  Framingham;  and  workshops  that  demonstrated  how 
computers  and  software  can  be  integrated  into  the 
curriculum. 

In  September,  of  1983,  you  appointed  Mr.  Buscone  as 
our  First  Director  of  Computer  Services,  Instruction  and 
Curriculum.  Since  then,  he  has  developed  and  instructed 
teacher  workshops,  seminars,  and  a  K-12  curriculum  that  is 
a  model  for  surrounding  communities.  This  year,  he  has 
concentrated  on  implementing  and  integrating  the  use  of 
computers  within  our  curriculum  and  as  a  mode  of 
instruction.  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  Mr. 
Buscone  as  a  dedicated  professional  who  has  "made  a 
difference"  in  our  curriculum  and  in  our  strategy  of 
instruction  in  the  classroom. 

One  of  our  goals  this  year  was  to  develop  and  expand  a 
citizens  volunteer  program  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 
In  response  to  this  goal,  our  administrators  aggressively 
advertised  for  volunteers  to  assist  in  their  individual 
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schools.  We  feel  this  effort  has  been  successful. 

In  summary,  our  parents  have  become  involved  in  the 
following  activities:  book  stores,  class  parent,  bulletin 
boards,  telephone  services,  library  assistance,  career 
presentations,  lunchroom  duty,  fairs,  computer  instruction, 
and  chaperons  for  various  student  programs.  Our 
administrators  are  pleased  with  this  year’s  results  and  plan 
to  continue  their  efforts  to  motivate  more  citizens  to 
join  us  in  serving  our  teachers  and  students. 

The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program  has  now 
completed  its  second  year.  I  am  happy  to  report  to  you  that 
Norwood  students  performed  quite  well  in  comparison  to 
state  and  "kind-of-community"  ratings. 

As  you  recall,  the  specific  purpose  of  this  "test"  is  to 
focus  on  identifying  those  students  who  have  not  mastered 
basic  skills  in  reading,  mathematics,  and  writing.  To  date, 
we  have  been  very  successful  in  remediating  the 
deficiencies  of  the  few  students  who  have  failed  this  test. 

In  analyzing  the  state’s  Basic  Skill  Testing  Program  with 
our  other  testing  activities  administered  by  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools,  we  feel  the  results  substantiate  our  feelings 
that  Norwood  students  are  learning  very  well. 

The  challenge  that  remains  with  the  Commonwealth’s 
Basic  Skill  Testing  Program  is  to  eventually  decide  whether 
Norwood  wishes  to  set  a  higher  standard  for  its  students. 
This  is  a  decision  our  school  committee  and  our  professional 
staff  should  debate. 

Since  October,  1987,  you  and  our  administrators 
continually  reviewed  and  refined  our  FY  1989  Budget  in 
preparation  for  our  Annual  Town  Meeting.  In  February,  we 
sent  our  budget  to  Town  Hall  and  met  with  the  Finance 
Commission  in  March  in  order  to  review  and  explain  details. 

In  cooperation  with  our  Finance  Commission,  this  year 
we  cut  and  deferred  $289,000  from  our  budget  which 
impacted  on  roof,  grounds,  and  building  projects.  We  feel 
this  action  was  prudent,  since  it  reflected  the  economic 
realities  of  town  finances. 

The  School  Department  request  for  FY  89  was 
$16,828,1  16,  an  increase  of  5.2%,  or  $832,356  over  last  year’s 
budget.  Our  increase  resulted  from  negotiated  salaries. 
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instructional  supplies,  textbook,  transportation,  Chapter  766, 
and  utilities. 

I  want  to  commend  Mr.  Hemman  for  his  diligence, 
effort,  and  preparation  in  developing  a  successful  budget. 

Contract  negotiations  this  past  year  were  difficult, 
protracted,  discouraging,  and  frustrating.  Despite 
considerable  effort,  compromise,  and  creative  imaginative 
approaches  by  our  committee,  negotiation  results  were 
rather  disappointing.  On  one  hand,  the  committee’s  Master 
Teacher  Program  suffered  a  resounding  and  regrettable 
defeat  during  a  ratification  vote  by  the  teaching  staff.  On 
the  other  hand.  Town  Meeting  did  not  support  or  fund 
contracts  that  were  negotiated  in  good  faith. 

In  review  of  this  year’s  negotiating  process,  serious 
discussions  and  decisions  must  be  entertained  during  the 
coming  months. 

The  questions  that  must  be  resolved  are  two.  First,  in 
retrospect,  can  the  committee  continue  to  do  the  ordinary 
business  and  obligations  required  of  them  and  still  devote 
the  time  and  energy  to  fulfilling  contract  negotiation 
commitments?  In  essence,  should  or  should  not  the 
committee  reinstate  the  practice  of  professional 
negotiations. 

Second,  if  the  committee  is  going  to  continue  to  be  a 
credible  and  legitimate  participant  at  the  negotiating  table, 
then  its  agreements  and  contracts  have  to  impart  confidence 
and  commitment.  It  is  this  Superintendent’s  opinion  that  the 
issue  of  the  "bottom  line"  of  the  budget  has  to  be  faced  and 
challenged  if  the  committee  wants  to  truly  continue  as  was 
intended  by  Chapter  71,  Section  34  of  the  General  Laws. 

Three  years  ago.  Dr.  Toran  initiated  Jon  Saphier’s 
"Observing  and  Analyzing  Teaching"  course  for  our 
administrators.  Since  then,  we  have  involved  Department 
Heads  and  developed  a  course  entitled  "Understanding 
Teaching"  for  our  staff. 

Through  Dr.  Toran’s  leadership,  we  recently  received  a 
three  year  grant  from  the  Commonwealth  Inservice 
Institute.  It  is  his  hope  that  eventually  over  100  teachers 
will  have  had  the  advantages  of  this  course  and  the  benefits 
of  new  and  improved  instructional  skills  and  techniques.  We 
are  excited  and  optimistic  as  to  the  impact  these  courses  are 
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going  to  have  on  our  administrators  and  teachers  in  the 
future.  We  strongly  feel  our  students  will  reap  many 
benefits  from  these  activities. 

We  have  had  a  successful  year  in  implementing  Phase  I 
of  the  evaluation  of  Norwood  Senior  High  School  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

Our  Department  Heads  and  Teachers  have  reviewed  and 
rewritten  the  philosophy  of  the  school  as  well  as  each 
discipline  in  our  course  of  study. 

Mr.  John  Piccirilli,  Principal  of  the  Senior  High,  has 
expressed  satisfaction  with  the  progress  to  date  and  is 
looking  forward  to  the  self-evaluation  process  scheduled  for 
next  year. 

The  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  has  been  a  Norwood 
Institution  since  1942.  It  has  provided  vocational  training  to 
local  and  regional  citizens  who  were  interested  in  acquiring 
skills  in  specialized  certificate  awarding  programs  for  these 
many  years. 

At  the  request  of  the  committee,  administration  devoted 
considerable  time  in  analyzing  the  cost  structure  of 
operating  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  It  became  very 
obvious  that  decreased  enrollments,  increased  competition 
from  surrounding  schools,  and  few  Norwood  citizens 
participating  created  an  unfavorable  cost  burden  for  our 
community  to  continue  operating  this  award-winning  school. 

It  is  interesting  to  view  the  number  of  changes  which 
have  affected  the  enrollments  and  the  future  prospects  of 
this  respected  institution.  Some  of  these  changes  included: 

(1)  The  establishment  of  Regional  Vocational 
Schools  surrounding  Norwood. 

(2)  The  establishment,  in  particular,  of  the  Blue 
Hills  Regional  Technical  School. 

(3)  The  growth  of  the  Community  College  System  in 
Massachusetts  and  its  involvement  in  vocational 
education. 

(4)  The  expansion  of  the  State  College  System. 

(5)  The  expansion  of  the  geographic  region  serving 
the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School. 

(6)  The  many  new  career  paths  for  women  beyond 
nursing,  secretarial,  fashion,  and  cosmetology 
pursuits. 
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It  is  with  considerable  regret  that  administration  had  to 
recommend  to  you  to  close  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  We 
feel  your  decision  to  close  was  a  difficult  one,  but  necessary 
in  light  of  economic  accountability.  As  you  are  aware,  we 
are  currently  exploring  methods  of  merging  the  Peabody 
with  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School.  We  are 
optimistic  this  can  be  accomplished  successfully. 

In  July,  1985,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
enacted  Chapter  188,  which  was  this  state’s  response  to  the 
national  clamor  for  improvement  in  our  public  schools. 
Since  then,  a  recent  state-wide  evaluation  of  this  program 
acknowledged  that  this  landmark  legislation  has  positively 
impacted  within  the  educational  community  in  the 
following  three  ways: 


1.  Chapter  188  has  focused  attention  on  education 
and  improved  the  climate  and  morale  between 
teachers,  parents,  business  and  the  community. 

2.  Chapter  188  has  stimulated  creative  and 
innovative  program  and  curriculum  development. 

3.  Chapter  188  has  expanded  the  educational 
structure  through  its  School  Improvement 
Councils  and  its  focus  on  school  partnerships  with 
business  and  colleges. 

We,  in  Norwood,  are  in  agreement  with  this 
consensus. 

Norwood,  this  past  year,  has  successfully  participated 
and  implemented  the  mandate  and  opportunities  available 
under  Chapter  188.  Dr.  Toran  has  performed  a  magnificent 
job  in  establishing  the  process  and  concept  of  our  Horace 
Mann  Grant.  Through  his  leadership,  we  are  deeply 
committed  on  curriculum  guides  for  Peer  Training,  Gifted 
and  Talented,  Advanced  Placement  Computer  Science,  Art, 
Reading,  ESL  Handbook,  Exploratory  Language  Curriculum 
Oceanography,  Social  Studies,  AP  European  History  Course,’ 
Health  Video  Tapes,  to  name  a  few.  In  addition,  we 
have  successfully  implemented  the  School  Improvement 
Councils,  the  Basic  Skills  Testing  and  Curriculum 
Assessment  Programs,  and  an  excellent  Early  Childhood 
Grant.  It  is  this  latter  program  that  I  am  pleased  to  bring 
to  your  attention.  As  you  recall,  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith, 
Mrs.  Krasnow,  and  Miss  Roberts  developed  an  Early 
Childhood  Planning  Grant  in  1986-87  from  the 
Department  of  Education.  As  a  result  of  a  community 
assessment,  it  was  determined  that  the  greatest  needs  were 
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for  a  program  to  serve  children  with  limited  english 
proficiency  who  were  Head  Start  eligible.  Our  efforts 
were  rewarded  with  an  implementation  grant  this  year 
for  $96,500.  This  grant  allowed  us  to  implement  and 
develop  a  multicultural  preschool  classroom,  in-service 
training  for  staff,  a  newsletter,  sponsorship  of  parent- 
child  activities  at  the  Civic  Center,  and  the  development 
of  a  community  Early  Childhood  Playground. 

We  are  proud  to  report  to  you  that  our  Early  Childhood 
Program  was  extremely  successful.  This  evaluation  was 
enthusiastically  endorsed  by  the  Department  of  Education 
who  recently  approved  a  continuation  grant  of 
approximately  $98,000  for  the  1988-89  academic  year. 

Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith,  and  Mrs.  Marcia  Krasnow  feel 
there  are  many  important  positive  effects  of  this  excellent 
Chapter  188  Grant.  It  is  their  contention  that  our  Early 
Childhood  Grant  has  increased  community  awareness  of  the 
needs  of  young  children;  has  improved  and  expanded 
community  involvement  in  meeting  the  needs  of  children; 
has  increased  the  number  of  children  having  an  initial 
positive  introductory  school  experience;  has  resulted  in 
fewer  children  needing  a  modified  kindergarten  program  or 
ESL  services;  has  improved  support  for  staff  and  parents; 
and  increased  positive  relationships  between  the  school 
system  and  parents  through  such  formats  as  our  Early 
Childhood  Resource  Center. 

Since  January,  1984,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  has 
produced  three  major  long  range  planning  reports  as  well  as 
5  supplementary  documents.  Obviously,  we  have  made  a 
major  commitment  of  time  and  energy  to  this  critical 
problem  that  is  a  concern  to  our  parents  and  community. 

As  a  result  of  last  year’s  efforts,  you  voted  to  approve  a 
Modest  Restricting  Plan  that  balanced  enrollments  between 
large  and  small  buildings  and  a  Reorganization  Plan  that 
assured  there  would  be  a  sufficient  number  of  students  at 
the  high  school  to  support  a  broad  and  varied  curriculum. 

This  year,  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  focused 
its  efforts  on  the  committee’s  directive  to  develop  a  list  of 
alternatives  for  long  range  student  housing  decisions  in  the 
future.  The  following  is  a  list  of  those  alternatives  that 
were  investigated  in  the  hopes  of  developing  a  plan  that 
would  improve  the  balance  of  enrollments  and  find  critical 
space  for  our  current  and  future  educational  housing  needs: 
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1.  Remain  with  the  status  quo. 

2.  Redistricting  elementary  schools. 

3.  Portables. 

4.  Oldham  and  Callahan  to  North. 

5.  Oldham  to  North  -  Callahan  to  Oldham. 

6.  Willett  reopened  for  Grades  K-6. 

7.  North  reopened  for  Grades  K-6. 

8.  Kindergarten  and  Grade  6  centers  at  Willett  or 
North. 

9.  Annex  concept  for  overflow  at  North  or  Willett. 

10.  Reorganization  -  Grade  6  to  the  Junior  High 
School. 

At  this  time,  the  Superintendent  would  like  to  commend 
the  school  committee  for  their  openness  and  receptiveness  in 
discussing  the  aforementioned  alternatives  continually  on 
the  public  stage.  This  was  a  difficult  chore  for  our 
committee.  The  issues  certainly  were  entangled  with 
emotion,  stress,  concern,  contradiction,  and  finances. 

In  June,  1988,  after  much  public  debate,  the  Norwood 
School  Committee  resolved  our  Long  Range  Housing 
questions.  The  committee,  after  an  in-depth  study  of  all  the 
alternatives,  voted  to  reopen  the  Willett  School  for  Grades 
K-6  for  September,  1989.  We  are  now  engaged  in  developing 
plans  to  implement  this  important  decision. 

One  of  the  critical  national  health  hazards  that 
surfaced  in  the  early  80’s  was  the  issue  of  asbestos  in  our 
schools.  In  May,  1982,  the  Federal  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  (EPA)  published  regulations  which 
required  all  public  and  private  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  to  identify  and  locate  any  friable  asbestos 
containing  materials  used  in  school  buildings.  Since  we 
considered  this  a  priority  relative  to  the  welfare  of  our 
children,  we  immediately  hired  Eastern  Analytical 
Laboratories,  Inc.,  to  inspect  and  evaluate  all  our 
buildings.  I  am  pleased  to  remind  you  that  by  September, 
1982,  before  the  opening  of  school,  we  were  in 
compliance  and  provided  maximum  safety  to  all  our 
students. 

On  October  22,  1986,  President  Reagan  signed  into  law 
the  Asbestos  Emergency  Response  Act  (AHERA)  of  1986. 
Under  AHERA,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
(EPA)  is  directed  to  promulgate  regulations  which  provide  a 
framework  for  addressing  asbestos  problems  in  public  and 
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private  schools.  Under  this  new  law,  schools  now  will  have 
to  have  accredited  inspectors  locate  all  friable  and  non- 
friable  asbestos  material,  continue  periodic  surveillance, 
develop  management  plans  for  asbestos,  and  implement 
appropriate  response  actions  to  asbestos  situations. 

In  response  to  this  new  Federal  Regulation,  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  has  retained  the  service  of 
Universal  Engineering  Corporation  to  inspect  and  report  on 
the  presence  and  condition  of  asbestos  in  our  schools,  and  to 
assist  us  to  be  in  full  compliance  with  this  asbestos 
legislation.  In  order  to  reduce  costs  to  implement  all  the 
phases  of  this  new  law,  we  have  developed  an  umbrella 
contract  through  the  Tec  Collaborative  that  should  facilitate 
the  process  and  minimize  costs. 

Our  Staff  Development  Steering  Committee,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Daniel  Needham,  has  just  concluded  its 
sixth  successful  year  of  presenting  in-service  programs  to 
our  professional  staff. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  our  staff  is  still 
enthusiastically  supporting  our  programs.  It  is  our 
contention  that  our  staff  endorsement  is  the  direct  result  of 
their  participation,  through  a  survey  and  assessment  process, 
in  the  development  of  program  and  activity  presentations.

On  behalf  of  the  committee,  I  want  to  take  this 
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opportunity  to  thank  and  congratulate  the  members  of  our 
Personnel  Development  Steering  Committee.  Through  their 
efforts  and  planning,  we  have  been  able  to  present  to  our 
teachers  over  120  topics  during  the  past  six  years.  As  a 
result,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  certainly  has  benefited 
from  this  exemplary  dedication. 

Special  Education  in  Massachusetts  has  recently  become 
the  focus  of  increased  public  attention  and  concern.  Here  in 
Norwood  we  have  also  been  experiencing  the  same 
apprehension  for  the  same  reasons  —  uncontrollable  costs. 

This  year,  we  have  served  over  600  students  under 
Chapter  766.  Most  of  those  students  have  received  services 
from  our  Special  Needs  Teachers  and  other  specialists 
within  our  schools.  However,  there  are  certain  low  incident 
handicapped  conditions  which  require  specialized 
programming  that  are  not  cost-effective  or  are 
inappropriate  to  operate  within  our  district  schools. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools,  during  this  academic  year, 
budgeted  $470,000  for  the  tuition  expenditures  of 
approximately  59  students  who  participated  in  low  incident 
programs.  As  a  result  of  increased  transportation  costs, 
retroactive  and  new  tuition  rates,  the  rising  costs  of  Special 
Education,  New  Regulations  and  Standards,  and  Early 
Intervention  Services,  we  experienced  a  critical  and  serious 
financial  shortfall  of  $330,876.  Fortunately,  our  Town 
Meeting  Members  voted  to  fund  this  deficit  at  our  March 
31,  1988,  Special  Town  Meeting. 

As  I  have  indicated  to  you  and  our  Town  Meeting 
Members,  this  is  a  problem  that  will  not  disappear.  I  have 
discussed  the  issues  of  Special  Needs  with  our  representative 
and  senator.  I  have  also  participated  in  discussions  locally 
and  regionally  concerning  alternative  solutions.  At  present, 
we  are  working  on  this  problem  through  our  Education 
Collaborative  in  order  to  develop  solutions  by  our 
legislators. 

Several  years  ago,  we  initiated  action  to  create  a  crisis 
committee  at  our  high  school.  The  motivating  force,  at  the 
time,  was  the  number  of  student  crises  that  were  occurring 
unexpectedly  across  the  commonwealth.  We  felt  this  was  a 
wise  course  of  action  in  order  to  prevent  the  negative 
impacts  that  result  in  school/student  crises  episodes.  Since 
then,  we  now  have  established  a  Crisis  Committee  at  our 
Junior  High  School. 
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Members  of  our  Crisis  Committee  have  met  on  a  regular 
basis  during  the  1987-88  academic  year.  Separate  meetings 
have  been  conducted  at  the  Junior  High  School  and  Senior 
High  School/Peabody  School  in  order  to  address  issues  of 
concern  within  each  specific  building.  However,  joint 
meetings  have  also  been  conducted  in  order  to  address 
system-wide  issues. 

Our  Crisis  Committees  have  had  a  successful  and  busy 
year.  They  have  sponsored  discussion  groups  for  our 
secondary  staff;  developed  specific  and  functional 
guidelines;  received  a  Horace  Mann  Grant;  wrote  policy 
guidelines;  established  a  telephone  chain  system  to  respond 
to  emergencies;  presented  programs  to  teachers  focusing  on 
prevention  and  awareness  of  student  problems;  wrote  and 
distributed  an  awareness  pamphlet;  and  established  a 
resource  area  in  our  high  school  for  our  professional  staff. 
We  hope  and  pray  our  committees  will  not  have  reason  to 
respond  to  student  crisis.  However,  we  are  confident  that,  if 
the  need  arises,  our  Crisis  Committees  will  be  available  to 
meet  the  urgent  and  critical  needs  of  our  students,  parents 
and  teachers. 

Five  years  ago,  Mrs.  Susan  Krupski,  a  member  of  our 
Senior  High  School  Physical  Education  Department,  and  Mr. 
David  McKenna,  our  Elementary  Physical  Education 
Coordinator,  developed  the  Senior  High  School  Cooperative 
Teaching  Program.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  provide 
interested  senior  students  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  a 
teaching  experience  in  our  elementary  schools.  Our  seniors 
participated  in  this  program  by  observing,  assisting  and 
then  teaching  elementary  students  in  many  varied 
situations.  This  year,  17  of  our  high  school  seniors 
participated  and  benefited  from  this  excellent  program.  I 
bring  this  unheralded  program  to  your  attention  because  it 
does  dramatically  reflect,  in  a  small  way,  the  enthusiasm 
and  dedication  of  our  professional  staff. 

The  Norwood  Public  School  System  proudly  continues  to 
offer  an  exciting  and  creative  Saturday  morning  "Reaching 
Out"  program  to  our  elementary  children.  This  enrichment 
program,  that  gives  children  a  learning  opportunity  to 
investigate  areas  beyond  the  regular  program,  is  still  being 
enthusiastically  supported  by  our  parents  and  students.  Our 
courses  are  well  attended  with  much  excitement  by  the 
participants. 
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This  year,  you  approved  a  unique  arrangement  and 
relationship  between  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  and  Lesley 
College.  Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Toran,  Mrs.  Carole 
Poirier  of  the  Oldham  staff,  and  our  School  Committee,  we 
now  will  be  able  to  offer  a  Master’s  Degree  program  in 
reading,  writing,  and  language.  It  is  our  expectation  that  up 
to  25  teachers  will  be  participating  in  this  excellent 
program.  We  are  particularly  excited  about  this  program, 
since  it  seems  a  most  logical  and  natural  supplement  to  our 
other  staff  development  activities,  such  as  our  in-service 
workshops  and  Jon  Saphier’s  course. 

Oyer  the  past  twelve  months,  Dr.  Toran,  our  Assistant 
Superintendent,  has  maintained  his  efforts  in  implementing 
our  curriculum  development  programs. 

Our  high  school  staff  has  continued  to  work  on  specific 
curriculum  guides  as  well  as  to  further  develop  the 
assessment  procedures  for  guides  written  in  prior  years 
Much  of  the  curriculum  writing  done  at  the  high  school  this 
year  was  the  result  of  our  Horace  Mann  Grants.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  to  you  that  Mr.  Piccirilli  and  his  staff 
have  completed  53  curriculum  guides.  I  am  sure  you  can 
appreciate  the  impact  this  type  of  effort  can  have  on  a 
school’s  curriculum  as  well  as  student  learning. 

Mr.  Cammarata  and  his  junior  high  staff  accepted  the 
challenge  of  writing  twenty-one  curriculum  guides  across  all 
major  academic  disciplines,  art,  and  physical 
education/health.  Each  curriculum  guide  contains 
objectives,  suggested  teaching  strategies,  the  media,  and 
materials  required  to  conduct  activities;  and  an  outline  of 
plans  for  assessing  how  well  students  are  progressing. 

Most  of  these  curriculums  have  been  put  on  word 
processing.  After  each  guide  is  completed  and  proofed 
copies  will  be  provided  to  appropriate  school  personnel  as 
well  as  to  the  Morrill  Public  Library  for  review  by  parents 
and  others. 

This  spring,  our  elementary  principals  and  Dr.  Toran 
developed  detailed  plans  for  writing  elementary  guides. 
Plans  to  date  provide  for  5  elementary  teams  specifically 
focusing  on: 

(1)  language  arts,  (2)  math,  (3)  science,  (4)  social  studies, 
and  (5)  reading  in  major  academic  areas.  These  teams  have 
been  structured  in  a  way  which  should  ultimately  allow  all 
elementary  staff  members  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
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In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  curriculum  efforts 
we  have  also  accomplished  the  following: 

(1)  Early  Childhood  Grant  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  3  and  4  year  olds  in  Norwood; 

(2)  The  development  of  elementary  science  labs  and  kits 
for  teacher  use  with  the  students  in  Grades  K,  1,  2, 
and  3; 

(3)  The  development  and  implementation  of  student 
activities  reflecting  the  Constitution  Bicentennial 
Celebration; 

(4)  A  grant  award  in  the  amount  of  $10,000  for  the 
Governor’s  Alliance  against  drugs; 

(5)  Wrote  and  submitted  a  grant  for  training  secondary 
foreign  language  teachers  on  the  newly  established 
language  proficiency  standards.  Miss  Cheryl  Brown, 
Senior  High  School  Foreign  Language  Department 
Head,  has  provided  excellent  leadership  in  this 
endeavor; 

(6)  A  $32,500  Technology  Grant  which  allowed  students 
in  science  classes  to  study  environmental  issues,  such 
as  water  pollution. 

We  are  continuing  and  implementing  our  new  math  and 
reading  series.  We  feel  these  programs  have  been 
enthusiastically  supported  by  our  teachers. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Superintendent,  we  have  had  a 
very  successful  year  in  curriculum  development.  Much 
of  this  success  is  due  to  the  planning,  effort,  and 
creativity  of  our  Assistant  Superintendent,  Dr.  Toran. 

Our  gifted  and  talented  program  has  continued  to 
challenge  and  enrich  our  students’  academic  experience.  In 
the  Junior  High,  our  program  develops  student  projects  for 
inquiry,  problem  solving,  and  enrichment.  In  our 
Elementary  Schools,  children  are  challenged  by  a  wide 
variety  of  topics,  such  as  the  following:  Thinking  Skills, 
Literature  Field  (Fairy  Tales),  Study  of  the  Brain,  Cats, 
Kids  in  Business,  Crafts,  ESP,  Chemistry,  Turtles,  Alligators, 
Microscopes,  Medieval  History,  Chivalry,  Heraldry,  IRS 
Forms,  and  Money/Banking.  As  you  can  see,  our  Gifted  and 
Talented  Program  is  "Alive  and  Well". 

This  year,  we  have  been  fortunate  in  arranging  for  the 
Metropolitan  Wind  Symphony  to  make  their  "home"  here  in 
Norwood  at  our  Junior  High  School  Auditorium.  The 
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Metropolitan  Wind  Symphony  consists  of  65  semi- 
professional  musicians  who  have  been  bringing  concert  band 
music  to  the  Greater  Boston  Area  for  the  past  seventeen 
years.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  school  department  will 
eventually  be  able  to  arrange  to  have  similar  organizations, 
focusing  in  vocal  music  and  theatre,  residing  in  our 
community  and  making  Norwood  an  "Arts  Center"  in  this 
region. 

Our  community  and  high  school  now  enjoy  a  national 
reputation  for  musical  excellence  as  a  result  of  the 
achievement  of  our  Marching  and  Symphony  Bands.  This 
year,  our  Marching  Band  won  gold  medals  at  the  District, 
State  and  New  England  Championships.  The  Symphony 
Band  won  the  top  award  for  its  division.  In  addition,  our 
Jazz  Ensemble  won  a  national 
competition  in  Florida. 

Despite  our  music  awards,  recognition  and  outstanding 
achievement,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  that  we 
still  have  much  to  do  in  this  important  area.  After  much 
discussion  and  planning  with  Mr.  Alberta,  our  Music 
Director,  we  must  now  chart  a  course  to  improve  our  vocal 
program;  develop  exciting  music  appreciation  courses;  and 
develop  a  creative  interactive  humanities  program  involving 
music,  drama  and  dance.  In  this  challenge,  we  will  then  be 
able  to  present  to  our  students  a  well-balanced 
comprehensive  music  program. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools,  and  its  professional  staff, 
received  a  unique  honor  this  year.  One  of  our  teachers,  Mr. 
Thomas  MacDonough,  who  has  been  on  our  high  school 
staff  for  over  22  years,  was  the  recipient  of  the 
distinguished  Fulbright-Hays  Fellowship  Scholarship.  Mr. 
MacDonough  was  one  of  20  teachers  selected  from  across 
the  country  for  this  prestigious  award.  This  grant  will 
enable  Mr.  MacDonough  to  spend  this  summer  in  Turkey 
studying  Hellenistic,  Islamic,  and  Turkish  history  and 
culture.  We  are  extremely  proud  of  Mr.  MacDonough  and 
happy  that  our  teachers  and  students  will  be  enriched  from 
his  exciting  and  challenging  experiences. 

At-Risk  Youth  and  Dropout  Prevention  Programs  are 
among  the  main  themes  that  dominated  the  State  House  this 
year.  We  feel  confident  that  our  alternative  classroom  is 
positively  responding  to  this  population.  It  is  apparent,  from 
Mr.  Smith’s  observation  and  review  of  the  program,  that  our 
students  do  receive  a  "new  lease  on  life"  and  have  been  able 
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to  change  their  behavior  to  the  extent  they  seem  to  be 
productive  citizens  in  our  educational  environment.  The 
challenge  we  perceive  before  us  now  is  whether  we  will  be 
able  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  beyond  our  current 
numbers.  This  is  a  decision  that  will  have  to  be  discussed  in 
the  near  future. 

I  believe  that  this  report  will  convey  to  you,  our 
committee,  that  your  Central  Administrators  and 
Professional  Staff  have  had  a  productive  and  successful 
year.  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  our 
Central  Administrators  and  our  Professional  Staff  for  their 
dedication,  energy,  commitment,  and  professionalism. 

No  matter  how  competent  the  orchestra  leader  is,  if  the 
"players"  are  not  skilled,  enthusiastic,  experienced,  and 
dedicated,  the  results  will  not  be  a  "masterpiece",  to  say  the 
least.  We  are  fortunate  in  Norwood.  We  have  a  dedicated 
staff.  At  this  time,  I  specifically  want  to  acknowledge  and 
commend  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Hemman,  Mr.  Buscone, 
and  Mr.  Maleiko  for  their  continued  hard  work  and* 
professionalism.  Without  their  contribution,  our 
achievements  would  be  of  little  consequence. 

In  summary,  "Public  education  is  the  foundation  of  this 
nation’s  government,  social,  and  economic  well-being.  Our 
public  education  is  based  on  the  concept  of  local  governance 
by  school  boards  to  represent  the  educational  priorities  and 
objectives  of  their  community." 

"Although  there  have  been  struggles  to  provide 
schooling  for  children  ever  since  the  pilgrims  landed,  it 
wasn’t  until  the  mid-1800’s  that  a  National  Public  School 
System  worthy  of  the  name  came  into  being.  And  it  wasn’t 
until  just  before  the  Civil  War  that  we  finally  fashioned,  if 
not  perfected,  a  workable  instrument  for  governing  the 
schools  —  The  School  Board."  On  behalf  of  your 
administrators,  I  want  to  commend  you  for  your  dedication 
and  commitment  to  our  schools.  You,  as  a  School  Board, 
have  delicately  and  courageously  balanced  the  task  of 
representing  the  voice  of  the  community  and  still  muster 
the  courage  and  fortitude  to  provide  for  the  educational 
needs  and  priorities  of  our  students.  There  is  no  doubt  in 
the  mind  of  this  educator  that  you  will  continue  to  face 
difficult  struggles  in  the  future.  School  reform,  budgets, 
and  governance  will  be  issues  that  can  only  be  addressed  in 
terms  of  patience,  intelligence,  and  commitment  to  public 
education.  You,  as  agents  of  the  state,  charged  with  the 
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responsibility  of  being  caretakers  for  the  future  of  our 
children,  cannot,  must  not,  allow  any  force  or  any  group  to 
diminish  the  integrity  of  our  school  committee. 

In  you,  we  trust  not  only  the  future  of  our  children,  but 
also  the  very  backbone  of  our  society  —  Public  Education. 
This  is  certainly  an  awesome  responsibility.  However,  we 
are  confident  that  you  are  more  than  equal  to  that 
challenge. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  for  the  year 
1988.  During  this  past  year,  the  Assistant  Superintendent’s 
office  has  been  heavily  involved  in  program  development 
efforts  in  a  broad  range  of  areas. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  awarded 
the  Town  of  Norwood  $87,500  to  continue  an  early 
childhood  classroom  for  3  and  4  year  olds.  The  purpose  of 
the  grant  was  to  create  a  model  program  for  3  and  4  year 
old  children  who  would  be  unlikely  to  attend  nursery,  or 
other  pre-school  programs,  and  who  subsequently  would  be 
likely  to  experience  difficulty  in  later  years.  The  program 
began  in  November,  1987,  and  currently  services  30 
students,  most  of  whom  come  from  bilingual  homes.  The 
variety  of  languages  include  Arabic,  Italian,  Portugeuse, 
Spanish,  Greek,  and  Lotian. 

Chapter  188  -  The  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1985  - 
has  also  provided  funds  for  outstanding  teachers  to  be 
recognized  for  their  special  programs  and  contributions  to 
the  school  system.  The  Horace  Mann  Teacher  Program 
provides  for  the  selection  of  outstanding  teachers  and  this 
year  53  teachers  applied  for  Horace  Mann  Teachers  Grants 
and  19  were  awarded  funds  of  anywhere  from  $1,000  to 
$2,000.  A  list  of  the  award  recipients  and  a  brief 
description  of  their  projects  may  be  found  in  Table  1.

BASIC  SKILLS  TESTING 


In  the  fall  of  1987,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education 

conducted  a  state-wide  assessment  of  students  basic  skills  in 
reading,  math,  and  writing.  Norwood  students  did 
exceptionally  well  in  these  tests.  A  summary  of  the 
performance  of  Norwoods’  students  on  the  Basic  Skills  Test 
is  provided  in  Table  II. 

This  table  provides  the  overall  results  for  the  school  or 
district  for  each  test.  The  Board  of  Education  set  65% 
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correct  as  the  statewide  standard  to  pass  the  reading  and 
mathematics  tests,  and  identified  a  level  of  skill  necessary 
to  pass  the  writing  test. 

The  "unknown"  category  identifies  students  who  did  not 
provide  sufficient  evidence  of  their  mastery  of  basic  skills 
to  make  a  pass/fail  judgment. 

The  statistics  reported  include  the  number  and 
percentage  of  students  eligible  for  testing  who  were  in  each 
of  the  three  possible  outcome  categories  (pass,  unknown,  and 
fail)  for  Norwood  and  corresponding  percentages  for  all  of 
Massachusetts.  A  Comparison  Score  Band  for  Norwood  is 
reported,  which  enables  a  school  or  district  to  compare  its 
results  to  those  of  schools  with  similar  Background  Factors. 
Background  Factors  are  based  upon  the  socioeconomic 
makeup  of  the  student  population.

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ENROLLMENT/STAFFING 

System-wide  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1988  was  3465 
students.  Elementary  enrollment  increased  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  while  secondary  enrollments  continued  to 
decline.  The  enrollment  of  Norwood  High  School  increased 
from  831  students  to  1042  students  as  a  result  of  the  ninth 
grade  moving  from  Norwood  Junior  High  to  the  High 
School.  In  turn,  the  enrollment  of  Norwood  Junior  High  was 
reduced  from  690  to  455  students  for  the  same  reason. 
Enrollment  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  was  172 
students. 

On  June  8,  1988,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  voted 
to  close  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  effective  August  31, 
1989.  Therefore,  this  will  be  the  last  enrollment  report  for 
the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  which  first  enrolled  students 
in  1942. 

Table  III  provides  detailed  enrollment  and  staffing 
information  for  each  building  within  the  system  and  Table 
IV  summarizes  system-wide  enrollment  by  grade  for  boys 
and  girls.

NORWOOD  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

My  1987-1988  annual  report  is  submitted  with  pleasure 
in  being  part  of  an  educational  institution  that  continues  to 
have  outstanding  academic  results  and  a  genuine  concern 
for  the  well-being  of  all  its  students. 

The  staff  began  the  evaluation  of  curriculum  and 
school  programs  using  as  source  materials  the  Evaluation 
Criteria,  Sixth  Edition  published  by  the  National  Study  of 
School  Evaluation.  The  Philosophy  and  Objectives  of 
Norwood  High  School  was  revised  and  accepted  by  the  staff 
and  subsequently  approved  by  the  School  Committee.  Also  a 
report  by  the  School  and  Community  Committee  was 
approved  by  the  staff  with  the  provision  for  updating  the 
report  in  the  following  year.  Learning  area  committees  were 
established  and  convened. 

Orientation  of  staff  and  students  at  the  Junior  High 
was  implemented  in  preparation  for  the  addition  of  the 
ninth  grade  to  the  High  School.  The  October  1st  enrollments 
at  the  High  School  for  the  next  two  years  are  the  following:

The  Guidance  Department  has  available  numerous 
references  describing  post-high  school  educational 
opportunities  and  occupational  information.  A  terminal 
etypewriter  ts  located  in  the  counseling  center  and 
students  are  able  to  instantaneously  receive  computer-based 

;nH°rv?tl(^n  in  regard  t0  the  Allowing:  the  relationship  of 
individual  interests  and  goals  with  appropriate  careers 
escriptions;  bibliographies;  and  required  preparation  for 
some  three  hundred  occupations,  lists  of  schools  which  offer 
a  course  of  instruction  at  a  specific  level  in  a  geographic 
area,  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specific  varsity  sports 
area,  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specified  support  facilities 
for  handicapped  students,  and  information  concerning 
inancial  aid  for  education  or  training  which  might  match 
an  individual  s  needs;  abilities;  and  preferences. 

Many  employers  contacted  the  high  school  in  regard  to 
part-time  and  full-time  employment  opportunities.  Such 
information  was  available  to  all  students  and  was  posted  on 
the  Counseling  Center’s  bulletin  board. 

For  the  sixth  year,  the  Guidance  Department  sponsored 
a  special  program  for  juniors  and  seniors  not  planning  to 
continue  their  formal  education  immediately  after  high 
school.  There  were  three  components  in  this  career 
awareness  developmental  program. 


During  the  fall  and  winter,  twelve  on-site  visitations 
were  scheduled  to  various  businesses  and  industries  to 
acquaint  the  students  with  entry-level  career  opportunities. 

In  March,  John  Francis,  Director  of  Human  Resources 
I  with  Analog  Devices,  conducted  a  Job  Seeking  Skills 
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Seminar  for  seniors  seeking  full-time  employment.  Included 
in  his  topics  were  proper  completion  of  application  forms, 
preparation  of  a  resume,  techniques  in  conducting  a  job 
search,  and  tips  on  interviewing.  Several  mock  interviews 
were  critiqued  by  the  group. 

On  May  4th,  Norwood  High  School  participated  in  a 
regional  Job  Bank  where  sixteen  employers  interviewed 
students  and  accepted  applications.  Norwood  students  were 
offered  a  minimum  of  three  interviews  each.  Many  received 
offers  of  second  interviews.  There  were  thirty-three  offers 
of  employment  to  these  students. 

Seventy-four  per  cent  of  the  class  of  1988  has  indicated 
definite  plans  to  continue  their  education  after  graduation.

English  Department 

The  Core  Composition  Curriculum  which  has  been  in 
place  since  the  1986-1987  school  year  was  assessed  at  mid¬ 
year.  During  a  summer  workshop  a  tool  was  devised  to  use 
in  the  assessment  of  the  curriculum.  The  process  involved 
several  steps.  On  the  day  before  the  examination,  all 
students  were  given  the  topic  of  their  essay  and  a  sheet 
describing  the  criteria  which  were  to  be  used  to  judge  their 
writing.  Teachers  then  conducted  class  discussions  on  the 
topics  and  criteria.  Students  were  urged  to  plan  their  essays 
although  they  were  not  allowed  to  bring  any  written 
material  to  the  examination.  The  next  day  the  examination 
was  administered  in  all  classes.  On  the  following  three  days 
three  groups  of  English  teachers  corrected  the  essays.  Both 
the  students  and  teachers  found  the  process  to  be  very 
worthwhile  as  a  tool  to  reveal  the  strengths  and  weaknesses 
in  the  students  writing  and  in  the  teaching  of  the  material. 
In  March  the  Department  evaluated  these  strengths  and 
weaknesses.  At  that  time  it  was  determined  that  some  minor 
adjustments,  especially  in  the  correcting  process,  need  to  be 
made,  but  the  assessment  will  remain  essentially  the  same. 

This  year  the  Department  has  begun  to  effectively  use 
word  processors  in  the  English  curriculum.  Mrs.  Flemer  has 
been  the  force  behind  this  activity.  Her  Horace  Mann  grant 
allowed  her  to  develop  a  system  for  intergrating  the  word 
processor  into  the  program. 

The  English  Department  and  the  Social  Studies 
Department  have  been  involved  in  an  interdisciplinary 
approach  to  United  States  history  and  American  literature. 
Mr.  Peterson  has  taught  both  American  literature  and 
United  States  history  to  one  class  of  juniors,  which  met  for 
two  consecutive  periods.  Mrs.  Tilley  and  Mr.  Powell  have 
worked  with  two  social  studies  teachers  integrating  the 
English  and  history  materials. 

Since  the  spring  conference  of  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English  was  held  in  Boston  this  year,  many 
Department  members  were  able  to  attend.  Miss  Brady,  Mrs. 
Flemer,  Miss  Hutchinson,  Mrs.  Ingraham,  Mr.  Lyons.  Mr. 
Powell  and  Mrs.  Tilley  all  felt  the  conference  was  a 
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rewarding  and  enlightening  experience.  In  the  fall  Mr. 
Phillips  attended  the  New  England  States  Reading 
Conference. 

Many  sophomores  and  juniors  participated  in  the  essay 
contest  which  the  Department  sponsors  each  year.  The 
awards  were  presented  at  the  final  awards  assembly. 

Field  trips  to  Walden  Pond  and  Newport  were  enjoyed 
by  Mr.  Phillip’s  and  Mrs.  Ingraham’s  classes,  respectively. 
Mrs.  Hehir,  the  librarian,  arranged  for  a  presentation  of 
Louisa  May  Alcott’s  poetry  which  several  classes  attended. 

Art  Department 

The  Art  Department  continues  to  be  an  active  and  vital 
member  of  the  school  community.  The  Art  All-State 
Festival,  after  two  years  in  the  planning  stage,  began  this 
year.  Three  juniors,  Suzanne  Nally,  Stephanie  Scannell,  and 
Wendy  Sturtevant,  after  submitting  resumes,  portfolios  of 
their  work  and  having  interviews,  were  chosen  to 
participate.  It  was  held  at  the  Worcester  Museum  in  June. 
They  took  part  in  workshops,  lectures  and  exhibits  which 
were  concerned  with  future  careers  in  the  field. 

Eligibility  for  the  National  Art  Honor  Society  was 
determined  twice  this  year  with  a  total  of  seven  new 
members  being  inducted.  Recognized  for  artistic  and 
academic  achievement  were:  Mark  Carter,  Christopher 
DeMarzo,  Paul  Girard,  Christine  Law,  Deanna  Lee,  Susanne 
Nally  and  Stephanie  Scannell.  After  participating  in  a 
fundraising  activity  in  March,  the  group  went  on  a  field 
trip  to  New  York  City  in  May,  visiting  both  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  and  the  Museum  of  Modern 
Art. 

Honored  in  the  annual  Boston  Globe  Scholastic  Art 
Awards  this  year  were  Wendy  Sturtevant,  who  received  a 
Gold  Key  award  for  a  ceramic  piece  and  honorable  mention 
was  given  to  Paul  Girard  who  submitted  a  silk-screened  T- 
shirt  design.  Due  to  the  generosity  of  the  Norwood  Art 
Association,  two  scholarships  were  awarded  this  year. 
Recipients  were  Kristen  Lyons,  who  will  be  attending  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Art  in  the  fall  and  Paul  Girard, 
who  will  be  traveling  to  Baltimore  to  attend  the  Maryland 
Institute  of  Art.  The  art  department  recognized  talent, 
improvement,  and  good  citizenship  in  two  of  its’  students 
at  the  annual  awards  assembly  in  June.  Sophomore  Alicia 
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MacEachern  and  junior  Cynthia  Moore  were  honored. 

Students  and  faculty  continued  in  a  tradition  of  service 
and  cooperation  by  designing  and  producing  everything 
Irom  simple  signs  to  posters,  program  covers,  and  T-shirts 
for  various  groups  in  the  school  and  community. 

Mrs.  Jacqueline  Munroe,  Head  of  the  Department,  was 
one  of  ten  educators  in  the  state  chosen  for  an  award  as  an 
Outstanding  Visual  and  Performing  Arts  Educator  for  1988. 
This  program  is  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Alliance  for 
Arts  Education.  She  was  also  a  member  of  an  evaluation 
team  for  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools 
and  Colleges  during  the  year. 

Mrs.  Margo  Mancinelli  has  been  awarded  a  sabbatical 
leave  for  the  fall  1988  semester  to  pursue  a  program  of 
studies  in  advertising  design  at  Rhode  Island  School  of 
Design.  Both  members  of  the  department  have  been  active 
with  curriculum  development,  assessment  and  evaluation 
committees  for  both  the  department  and  school  throughout 
the  year. 

A  welcome  addition  to  the  equipment  in  the  department 
will  be  a  printing  press,  which  will  be  used  for  graphics  in 
all  classes  and  a  portable  spray  booth.  This  last  item  has  the 
capability  to  remove  noxious  fumes  and  harmful  particles 
from  the  air  and  will  enable  students  to  spray  paint  and  use 
lacquers.  Both  purchases  were  made  possible  by  funding 
from  the  School  Improvement  Council. 

Outstanding  art  work  by  our  students  was  available  for 
viewing  throughout  the  year.  In  addition  to  areas  within  the 
school,  work  was  seen  on  a  rotating  basis  in  the  school 
committee  room.  Larger  exhibits  occurred  during  the 
holidays  in  store  windows  downtown,  in  April  in  the 
windows  of  Kline’s  Department  Store  and  Cummings,  and  in 
the  lobby  of  the  school  for  the  Holiday  and  Spring  Concerts. 

The  career  goals  and  school  plans  of  our  art  students 
show  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  variety.  We  feel  this  is 
partly  due  to  exposure  to  material  in  films  and  videos 
shown  during  the  year  and  also  to  the  speakers  representing 
art  schools  and  art  departments  throughout  the  country  who 
visit  the  department  on  a  regular  basis. 
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Foreign  Language 

This  has  been  a  year  of  activity  and  professional 
growth  for  the  Foreign  Language  Department.  Members 
attended  national  conferences  in  Atlanta  and  New  York 
City,  as  well  as  regional  and  state  meetings  in  Nashua, 
Newton,  and  Marlboro,  and  workshios  in  New  Haven, 
Wellesley,  Burlington,  and  Quincy.  These  have  encouraged 
us  to  move  toward  teaching  for  proficiency.  A  two-day 
workshop  for  staff  was  held  in  June  to  further  develop  our 
understanding  of  the  national  proficiency  guidelines,  and  to 
set  new  goals  and  discuss  techniques  for  achieving  them.  In 
addition,  staff  members  are  currently  involved  in  graduate 
study,  one  at  Bridgewater  State  College,  and  one  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts-Boston.  Two  language  teachers 
also  participated  in  the  course,  Observing  and  Analyzing 
Teaching,  given  here  in  Norwood  during  the  past  year. 

The  SONY  Language  Lab  has  continued  to  be  a  source 
of  high  interest  and  innovation.  Teachers  from  several  area 
high  schools  and  colleges  visited  to  see  the  lab  in  action.  A 
meeting  of  the  South  Shore  Foreign  Language 
Administrators  was  held  here  to  demonstrate  the  many 
functions  of  the  lab.  We  have  added  a  VCR  and  TV 
monitor,  and  are  continuing  to  expand  our  collection  of 
relevant  foreign  language  videotapes.  Several  classes  have 
also  taken  advantage  of  the  T.V.  Studio  to  produce  their 
own  videotapes. 

Students  participated  in  the  National  French,  Spanish, 
and  Latin  Exams  this  year.  Senior  Jennifer  Marshall  placed 
seventh  in  Eastern  Massachusetts  in  level  five  of  the  French 
Exam.  Josephine  Chi  received  a  summa  sum  laude,  and  Linh 
Ly  a  cum  laude  in  the  Latin  Exam.  The  annual  awards  for 
high  achievement  went  to  the  following:  German  3,  Luisa 
Fundora;  Latin  Prose,  Elizabeth  Doherty;  French  3,  Sylvie 
Casanova;  French  4,  Olga  Garcia-Rey;  Spanish  3,  William 
Fundora;  and  Spanish  4,  Jonathan  Aspell. 

Language  classes  participated  in  field  trips  to  the 
Goethe  Institute,  to  a  French  play,  l’Avare,  and  to  the  Ballet 
Folkorico  Mexican.  We  were  pleased  to  welcome  two 
students  from  France,  Agnes  and  Elizabeth  Blayac,  who 
spent  six  weeks  attending  classes. 

The  staff  worked  on  assessment  of  the  current 
Curriculum  Guides,  and  began  its  self-study. 
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Business  Education 

busjn™s  ^cation  staff  selected  seniors  Cynthia 
Kadaras  and  Gina  Montesano  for  the  John  Hancock  Awards 
The  award  winners  were  selected  on  the  basis  of  their 
conscientiousness,  effort  and  scholarship  in  business 
education  during  their  three  years  at  the  High  School.

Students  who  were  enrolled  in  Typewriting  2  received 
their  instruction  on  the  Commodore  64  computer  systems 
utilizing  word  processing  software.  In  the  near  future  ali 
students  who  enroll  in  keyboarding  courses  will  receive 
their  instruction  on  the  computer  systems. 

A  Business  Advisory  Committee  meeting,  which  was 
planned  and  organized  by  Mr.  Sullivan,  was  held  in 
February.  Business  and  industry  representatives  were 
invited  to  meet  with  the  business  education  staff  to  tour  the 
business  education  classrooms,  school  store,  and  review  and 
recommend  changes  to  the  distributive/marketing  work 
experience  program. 

During  the  summer  and  school  year,  the  business 
education  teachers  reviewed  and  developed  curriculum  in 
the  subject  areas  of  accounting,  distributive/marketing 
education,  typewriting  (keyboarding)  and  word  processing 
There  was  course  assessment  for  the  courses  of  Accounting 
1,  and  Distributive  Education  2,  and  Typewriting  1. 

The  business  education  staff  was  involved  in  various 
professional  and  school  activities.  Some  of  these  activities 
are  described  below. 

Miss  Hanks  is  currently  serving  on  the  steering 
committee  for  the  NEAS&C’s  self-evaluation  of  Norwood 
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High  School  in  the  fall  of  1989. 

In  November,  Miss  Hanks  attended  a  workshop,  School 
Bank  Programs,  which  was  held  at  Brockton  High  School. 
She  also  attended  the  New  England  Business  Educators’ 
Conference  which  was  held  in  Braintree. 

During  March,  Miss  Hanks  participated  in  the 
NEAS&C’s  evaluation  of  Peabody  Veterans  Memorial  High 
School  in  Peabody,  Massachusetts. 

Miss  Hanks  was  elected  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Massachusetts  Business  Education  Directors  Association.  She 
will  serve  on  the  board  for  the  school  year  1988-1989. 

Mr.  Sullivan  participated  on  the  DECA  District  IV 
regional  committee.  He  is  the  department’s  representative  on 
the  high  school’s  Advisory  Committee. 

Mr.  Weber  served  as  the  department’s  representative  on 
the  high  school’s  Philosophy  and  Objectives  subcommittee. 
He  is  currently  serving  as  chairperson  of  the  high  school’s 
Business  and  Marketing  Education  Learning  Areas 
subcommittee. 

Social  Studies  Department 

The  Department  was  active  in  the  200th  anniversary 
celebration  of  the  adoption  of  the  United  States 
Constitution.  In  each  class,  there  was  extra  emphasis  placed 
on  the  Constitution  and  the  twenty-six  Amendments.  In 
October,  eighty-nine  Norwood  Senior  High  School  students 
participated  in  the  Boston  Globe’s  Constitution  Essay 
contest  commemorating  the  bicentennial. 

Six  curriculum  guides  were  completed  and  in  place  in 
September  for  the  academic  year.  The  process  of  assessment 
of  the  social  studies  program  began  this  year.  Assessment 
reports  were  made  in  United  States  History,  Western 
Civilization,  and  Economics. 

This  year  members  of  the  Social  Studies  department 
joined  in  a  cooperative  interdisciplinary  program  involving 
teachers  of  English  and  United  States  History.  This  attempt 
at  coordinating  the  teaching  of  English  and  United  States 
History  is  in  its  infancy  and  will  be  continued  next  year. 

An  American  Law  course  for  college  preparatory

students  was  established  this  year.  Mrs.  Reilley  organized 
the  course  to  include  a  good  deal  of  special  presentations 
from  outside  speakers  coming  into  the  classroom  (see  special 
list  of  speakers),  and  a  few  outside  activities  such  as  field 
trips  to  the  Dedham  Court  House  and  Jail,  essay  contest  on 
the  bicentennial  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  taping  of  mock  trials  in  the  classroom. 

Mrs.  Reilley  is  serving  on  the  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee  on  Law  Related  Education  and  attended  the 
American  Bar  Association  Conference  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri 
resulting  in  Norwood  being  selected  as  a  model  site  for  the 
Bar/School/Community  Development  Project. 

The  economic  classes  continued  to  participate  in  the 
Junior  Achievement  Program  under  Mr.  Parker’s  able 
direction.  This  year  the  following  were  Junior  Achievement 
Advisors:  Neil  Carey  (Cullinet  Inc.),  Pary  Carey  (Shawmut 
Bank),  Frank  Daley  (Northrop  Corporation),  and  Garv 
Giblin  (Union  Warren  Bank). 

As  in  the  past,  the  history  teachers  continued  to 
encourage  students  to  take  an  active  interest  in  government 
at  all  levels.  This  year  on  April  26,  1988,  students 
participated  in  Town  Government  Day.  The  Government 
Day  Committee  (Mr.  Robert  Clifford,  Mr.  Richard  King, 
and  Mr.  Giles  Parker)  organized  and  made  arrangements  for 
the  elections  of  student  town  officers  and  the  appointment 
of  other  constitutional  officers,  such  as.  School 
Committee,  Fire  Chief,  Police  Chief,  Town  Engineer,  Town 
Counsel. 

The  winners  of  the  1988  History  Awards  were:  United 
States  History  Award;  Michael  Lesperance,  American 
History  Award;  Ethan  Flaherty,  and  a  Sophomore  History 
Award;  Sean  Smith. 

The  Slater  Center  at  Wellesley  College  in  cooperation 
with  T.E.C.  provided  a  Wellesley  College  student  from  the 
Soviet  Union.  Ms.  Tina  Reznitskaya  who  talked  to  students 
in  Mr.  McDonough’s  Russian  Studies  class  about  life  in 
Russia.

Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough,  was  honored  again  this  year 
by  being  appointed  a  reader  of  the  Advanced  Placement 
Examination  in  European  History  by  the  College  Boards  at 
Princeton,  New  Jersey.  He  was  awarded  a  Fulbright 
Scholarship  from  the  United  States  Department  of 
Education.  He  will  study  in  Turkey  for  six  weeks  this 
summer.  Mr.  MacDonough  is  one  of  twenty  people 
throughout  the  United  States  to  be  awarded  a  Fulbriaht- 
Hayes  Scholarship. 

Physical  Education  Department 

The  current  emphasis  on  physical  fitness  has  prompted 
school  systems  to  take  a  serious  look  at  the  fitness  levels  of 
their  students  and  methods  of  improving  these  levels.  This 
year  we  have  completed  the  second  year  of  comprehensive 
testing  utilizing  the  computerized  program  known  as  the 
Fitnessgram.  Our  student  statistics  are  being  compared  to 
national  norms. 

Proper  evaluation  is  only  one  aspect  in  the  department 
goals  relative  to  fitness.  Students  must  be  a wa re  of  ways  in 
which  to  improve  a  medium  for  this.  Students  must  be 
aware  of  ways  in  which  to  improve  a  medium  for  this.  A 
grant  of  $7500  was  applied  toward  the  purchase  of  fitness 
equipment.  Exercycles,  weights,  weight  benches,  video 
cassettes,  and  other  exercise  machines  were  purchased  with 
these  funds.  Norwood  High  School  now  has  a  well  equipped 
fitness  room  open  to  students  and  staff. 

Society’s  treatment  of  those  guilty  of  driving  under  the 
influence  of  alcohol  has  changed  drastically  in  the  last  few 
years  and  is  continuing  to  change.  In  order  to  apprise 
students  of  the  legal  aspects  and  ramifications  of  driving 
under  the  influence,  officer  John  Jakobowski  of  the  State 
Police  gave  a  presentation  of  the  breathalyzer  and  a  talk

about  what  happens  when  stopped  and  arrested  for  drunk 
driving.  Officer  Jakobowski  is  a  graduate  of  Norwood  High 
School  and  is  in  charge  of  breathalyzer  test  training  for  the 
state  police. 

It  is  important  that  teachers  keep  abreast  of  new  trends 
and  developments  in  their  specific  disciplines.  Attendance 
at  conferences  and  conventions  is  one  way  to  satisfy  these 
needs.  This  year  the  Health  and  Physical  Education 
Department  attended  the  following  meetings,  conferences 
and/or  conventions:  C-TAPE  (City-Town  Administrators  of 
Physical  Education)  conference,  EMPEAA  (Eastern 
Massachusetts  Physical  Education  Administrators’ 
Association)  monthly  meetings,  MAHPERD  (Massachusetts 
Association  Health,  Physical  Education,  Recreation,  Dance) 
convention,  and  various  conferences  concerning  AIDS  and 
nutrition,  and  NORCAP  Consortium  monthly  meetings. 

Curriculum  evaluation  is  an  on-going  process  aimed  at 
improvement  of  instruction  and  the  update  of  lessons.  This 
year,  the  department  finished  the  second  year  of  a 
comprehensive  and  ambitious  plan  aimed  at  the 
identification  of  curricular  strengths  and  weaknesses  and 
recommendations  for  improvement. 

Science  Department 

Preparation  for  the  upcoming  school  evaluation  was  the 
primary  focus  of  this  year’s  articulation  day  schedules. 
Curriculum  updating  and  curriculum  assessment  have  been 
ongoing  projects  and  will  continue  during  the  next  school 
year. 

A  number  of  meetings  with  the  Junior  High  School 
staff  have  provided  the  opportunity  to  discuss  those  items 
of  mutual  concern  regarding  the  transferring  of  the  9th 
grade  program  from  the  Junior  High  to  the  High  School. 

The  workshops  and  conferences  attended  by  the  Science 
Department  staff  are  as  follows:  Paul  Frost,  Science 
Department  Head,  participated  in  three  workshops  this  year. 

In  the  fall,  a  Science  Writing  Workshop  at  Bard  College  in 
New  York;  in  the  winter,  a  Laboratory  Safety  Workshop  at 
Curry  College  in  Milton;  and  more  recently  a  Safety 
Workshop  at  the  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School  in 
Walpole.  He  regularly  attends  meetings  of  Science 
Department  Chairman  of  Eastern  Massachusetts. 
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William  Neviackas  has  completed  a  fellowship  program 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Foundation  and 
the  Boston  Museum  of  Science.  He  was  awarded  a  certificate 
titled,  "Master  Teacher  in  Physics." 

Joyce  Gleason  attended  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Science  Teachers  (MAST)  Conference  in  Framingham, 
Massachusetts  and  the  National  Science  Teachers 
Association  (NASTA)  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  She  was  very 
active  with  the  local  and  state  science  fairs. 

Industrial  Arts  Department 

Our  programs  in  Wood,  Metal,  Mechanical  Drawing, 
Electricity  and  Graphic  Arts,  were  all  involved  in 
curriculum  revision  and  assessment  this  year.  Of  these, 
Graphic  Arts  I  has  completed  its  first  formal  assessment  and 
the  rest  will  undergo  the  process  in  the  next  school  year. 
The  Graphic  Arts  assessment  has  indicated  a  need  for  a 
time  shift  in  topics  and  for  better  testing  instruments.  These 
will  be  adjusted  accordingly  for  next  year. 

Metal  teacher,  Mr.  Edward  Simpson  and  students 
constructed  elaborate  weight  lifting  racks  for  the  physical 
education  program.  Their  efforts  saved  the  school  over 
$1000. 

Our  wood  shop  instructor,  Mr.  Michael  Voolich 
constructed  new  ticket  booths,  now  used  at  the  entry  points 
to  Murray  Field.  These  were  made  of  pressure  treated  wood 
and  will  last  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Robert  Smith  and  his  advanced  electronics  students 
have  eliminated  much  of  the  long  time  lags  and  expenses 
for  the  school  system’s  computer  repairs.  Many  computer 
repairs  and  preventative  maintenance  items  are  now 
performed  at  the  High  School.  This  is  the  result  of  the 
computer  repair  workshop  seminars  that  Mr.  Smith 
participated  in  this  year. 

The  Graphic  Arts  students  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
James  Rooney  continued  their  service  tradition  producing 
many  high  quality  "In  House”  publications.  These  were 
highlighted  by  the  Marching  Band  Program  used  at  the 
Norwood  sponsored  N.E.S.B.A.  Marching  Band  Competitions, 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  Adult  Education  booklets,  and 
the  Norwood  High  School  Graduation  Program. 
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Special  Education  and  Crisis  Committee 

There  were  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  students  who 
received  special  education  services  during  the  school  year. 
One  hundred  and  eleven  of  these  spent  the  vast  majority  of 
their  time  in  regular  education  programs,  using  special 
services  for  support. 

The  students  received  these  services  as  follows:  Eleven 
students  with  substantial  special  needs  were  in  the  resource 
classroom.  A  total  of  sixty-eight  students  used  the  services 
of  the  learning  center.  This  program  offers  academic 
assistance  for  work  done  in  the  regular  classroom.  One 
hundred  and  ten  students  used  the  services  of  the 
adjustment  counselor  during  the  year.  Nineteen  students 
worked  with  the  speech  and  language  therapist,  sixteen  on  a 
regular  basis.  Eleven  students  received  services  from  the 
adaptive  physical  education  teacher.  The  school  psychologist 
worked  with  fifty-seven  students. 

Eight  students  graduated  from  alternative  schools 
during  the  school  year. 

Members  of  the  Crisis  Committee  met  on  a  regular  basis. 
Joint  and  separate  meetings  conducted  at  the  Junior  High 
School  and  Senior  High  School/Peabody  School  in  order  to 
address  issues  of  concern  within  each  specific  building.  Dr. 
Rutan,  a  local  consulting  psychologist  met  with  the  group  in 
order  to  provide  some  direction  and  assistance. 

In  order  to  complement  efforts  at  In-Service  Training,  a 
Resource  Area  was  established  at  the  Senior  High  School’in 
the  Conference  Room  whereby  pamphlets,  articles, 
community  agencies  and  referral  sources  were  made' 
available  for  all  faulty  members  to  utilize.  Additionally,  a 
pamphlet  was  designed  and  distributed  to  all  students’at 
class  meetings  which  address  our  belief  in  primary 
prevention.  The  distribution  of  pamphlets  was  accompanied 
by  a  presentation  by  committee  members. 

In  conjunction  with  efforts  at  prevention  and  awareness 
training,  presentations  on  "Suicide  and  Depression  During 
Adolescence"  were  conducted  at  Faculty  Meetings. 

Chancellor’s  Talent  Award 

Valedictorian,  Jennifer  Marshall,  and  Charles  Mallio 
were  selected  winners  in  the  1988  University  of 
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Massachusetts  Chancellor’s  Talent  Award  for  Academic 
Excellence  competition.  Each  student  was  offered  a  merit 
scholarship  with  waiver  of  tuition  if  they  enroll  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Amherst. 

Commonwealth  Scholarships 

Four  graduates:  Deanna  Lee,  Jennifer  Marshall,  Norman 
Weiner  and  Peter  Zorn  were  awarded  Commonwealth 
Scholarships.  These  are  grants  up  to  $1000  made  to  high 
school  seniors  planning  to  attend  a  public  or  private  college 
or  university  within  the  commonwealth. 

Juniors  Win  Book  Awards  For  Academic  Excellence 

Four  members  of  the  Class  of  1989  were  honored  at  the 
annual  Academic  Awards  assembly.  Nominated  by  the 
faculty  and  selected  by  their  peers,  the  following  students 
won  the  book  awards:  Kenneth  Wainer,  the  Williams  Book 
Award;  Susanne  Nally,  the  Smith  Book  Award;  Luisa 
Fundora,  the  Suffolk  Book  Award;  and  Ethan  Flaherty,  the 
Harvard  Book  Award. 

National  Merit  Scholarship  Competition 

Charles  Mallio  and  Norman  Weiner  achieved  finalist 
ratings  in  the  1988  National  Merit  Scholarship  Program. 
These  students  rank  in  the  top  one  half  of  one  percent  of 
the  state’s  high  school  senior  class. 

National  Honor  Society/Art  Honor  Society 

Thirteen  members  of  the  student  body  were  inducted 
into  the  National  Honor  Society.  The  ceremonies  were 
conducted  by  the  officers  of  the  National  Honor  Society, 
Michael  Leperance,  President;  Peter  Zorn,  Treasurer;

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
NORWOOD  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  September,  1987,  we  welcomed  692  students.  From  the 
viewpoint  of  the  students  and  staff,  this  academic  year  has 
been  a  very  successful  one. 

The  Basic  Skills  Test  mandated  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  was  administered  in  the  fall  to  all  ninth 
grade  students.  The  results  were  extremely  pleasing  as  94% 
of  the  students  passed  reading,  95%  passed  mathematics  and 
99%  achieved  success  in  the  writing  section  of  the  test.  The 
California  Test  of  Basic  Skills  was  also  administered  in  the 
fall  to  all  eighth  graders  achieved  a  total  battery  score  of 
9.7  (ninth  grade,  seventh  month).  The  final  standardized 
testing  for  the  fall,  the  Gates-MacGinitie  Reading  Survey, 
saw  all  of  our  students  reading  well  above  grade  level. 

This  year  marked  the  Bicentennial  of  the  United  States 
Constitution,  and  the  students  and  staff  at  the  Norwood 
Junior  High  School  became  heavily  involved  with  such 
programs  as  Lawyers  in  the  Classroom,  presentations  by 
actors  impersonating  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Abraham 
Lincoln  and  culminating  with  an  afternoon  at  Faneuil  Hall. 

At  this  time  members  of  our  Gifted  and  Talented  program 
displayed  projects  developed  during  the  year  relating  to  the 
Constitution.  Members  of  the  Social  Studies  Department 
dressed  in  colonial  attire  welcomed  over  900  people  into 
Faneuil  Hall. 

Our  School  Improvement  Council  funded  many 
worthwhile  projects  including  the  Omni  Exhibit  at  the 
Museum  of  Science  for  all  seventh  grade  students  as  well  as 
a  drama  workshop  both  in  the  fall  and  spring  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Susan  Heckmann.  H.M.S.  Pinafore  (under 
the  direction  of  Kenneth  Griffin  of  our  Music  Department) 
was  another  project  partially  funded  by  our  School 
Improvement  Council  and  was  a  smashing  success. 

Students  Against  Driving  Drunk  made  arrangements  for 
Mike  Ruth,  nose-guard  for  the  New  England  Patriots,  to 
spend  a  day  at  the  Junior  High.  His  message-alcohol  and 
driving  just  don’t  mix— was  received  well  by  the  students. 

Our  intramural  program  completed  another  successful 
year,  offering  a  wide  variety  of  programs  ranging  from 
floor  hockey  to  golf. 
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The  High  School  orientation  was  expanded  to  include 
eighth  graders  as  well  as  ninth  since  the  ninth  grade  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School. 

Language  Arts  Department 

As  part  of  National  Education  Week  observances,  the 
Language  Arts  Department  held  its  annual  Spelling  Bee  in 
November.  Thirty  students  from  each  grade  competed  in  the 
final  round  which  was  conducted  in  front  of  the  student 
body  and  parents.  The  winner  of  the  eighth  grade  contest, 
Greg  Reilly,  later  represented  our  school  at  the  annual 
Patriot  Ledger  Spelling  Bee  in  Weymouth. 

Many  seventh  grade  students  attended  a  performance  of 
A  Christmas  Carol  in  December.  This  event  was  in 
conjunction  with  the  reading  of  the  novel  in  their  English 
classes.  On  March  30,  1988,  well-known  author  John  Bellairs 
spoke  to  the  entire  seventh  grade  class  and  afterward 
answered  some  excellent  questions  put  forth  by  the  students. 
Both  students  and  teachers  were  enthusiastic  about  his  visit. 
Planned  for  June,  1988,  is  a  visit  by  another  author,  William 
Sleator.  He  will  address  the  eighth  and  ninth  graders.  Also, 
on  the  schedule  for  June  is  the  annual  Public  Speaking 
Contest. 

Work  on  the  eighth  grade  Curriculum  Model  was 
completed  and  made  ready  for  printing.  It  is  set  to  be  put 
into  operation  for  the  school  year  1988-89.  At  this  time 
work  on  a  curriculum  model  for  grade  seven  is  scheduled  to 
begin  this  summer.  Curriculum  assessments  were  undertaken 
for  all  Language  Arts  programs,  and  it  is  planned  that  some 
shortcomings  and  recommendations  will  be  addressed  over 
the  course  of  the  next  year.  A  final  project  of  the  1987-88 
school  year  is  the  transfer  of  all  ninth  grade  materials  to 
Norwood  High.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  work  will  be 
completed  before  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

The  reading  and  study  skills  course  continued 
successfully  this  year.  Significant  gains  in  standardized 
reading  test  scores  were  noted  for  many  students.  Also,  we 
are  pleased  to  acknowledge  Martha  Colarmaria,  who  was 
selected  by  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers’  Association  as 
their  recipient  of  their  Teacher  of  the  Year  Award  as  well 
as  The  Distinguished  Educator’s  Award—  the  most 
prestigious  award  given  by  the  NCTA. 
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Mathematics  Department 

Over  200  students  participated  in  the  Continental 
Mathematics  League  competition  again  this  year. 

This  year  a  third  computer  course.  Introductions  to 
Computers  III,  was  offered,  thus  enabling  a  student  to  take 
a  computer  course  all  three  years  while  at  the  Junior  High 
School.  Approximately  275  students  enrolled  in  one  of  the 
computer  courses. 

Curriculum  projects  have  been  or  are  being  developed 
in  wide  range  of  our  mathematics  program.  Among  the  list 
are  Computers,  Algebra,  Pre-Algebra,  as  well  as  the 
different  levels  of  our  seventh  and  eighth  grade  programs. 

Since  the  ninth  grade  will  be  part  of  the  Senior  High 
School  next  year,  two  mathematics  teachers  are  being 
transferred  to  the  High  School  also. 

Science  Department 

During  the  past  summer  curriculum  programs  were 
developed  for  Life  and  Earth  Science  courses.  A  curriculum 
program  is  planned  for  I.P.S.  during  the  summer  of  1988. 

The  entire  seventh  grade  travelled  to  the  Science 
Museum  and  to  the  Omni  Theatre.  The  Whale  Watch  for  all 
ninth  graders,  an  annual  event,  was  held  in  June  to  end  the 
school  year.  This  is  a  major  field  trip  that  involves  almost 
200  students.  Mr.  Hottleman,  the  Head  of  the  Science 
Department,  has  been  on  a  leave  of  absence  this  year  and 
has  been  granted  a  second  year’s  leave  for  1988-1989. 

Social  Studies  Department 

The  Social  Studies  Department  at  the  Norwood  Junior 
High  enjoyed  another  successful  year,  even  though  many  of 
us  are  saddened  to  lose  the  ninth  grade  at  the  close  of  this 
school  year. 

This  year  the  seventh  grade  classes  were  much  more 
integrated  in  terms  of  subject  matter  taught  by  the 
geography  teachers,  as  the  program  organized  by  Mr. 
Giordano  and  Mr.  Sweeney  was  quite  faithfully  followed. 
Each  class  was  introduced  to  all  the  unit  areas  in  their 
study  of  World  Geography,  and  a  free  exchange  of  ideas  to 
help  enhance  the  study  was  shared  by  all  the  teachers. 
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In  grade  8,  the  study  of  American  History  was  led  by 
Mr.  O’Brien  and  Mr.  Crowell.  Much  innovative  work  was 
introduced  by  these  two  teachers,  and  all  the  classes  were 
receptive.  Although  it  remains  a  difficult  task  to  cover  all 
the  pertinent  parts  of  America’s  story  all  the  way  to  the 
present,  our  teachers  have  made  great  strides  in 
accomplishing  it.  Some  different  field  trips  will  be 
instituted  next  year,  and  accountability  on  the  part  of  the 
students  attending  will  continue  to  be  stressed. 

I  feel  a  personal  sense  of  loss  with  the  realignment  of 
the  ninth  grade  to  Senior  High,  but  I  speak  for  myself  and 
others  involved  when  I  express  pride  in  the  work  we  have 
done  with  the  ninth  grade  program  over  these  many  years  I 
believe  the  Social  Studies  Department  at  the  Senior  High 
will  do  no  less. 

Foreign  Language  Department 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  has  encouraged 
students  to  participate  in  various  cultural  activities  during 
the  school  year.  Spanish  students  attended  a  performance  by 
the  "Teatro  Flamenco  de  Madrid"  followed  by  lunch  at 
Guadalaharry’s.  French  students  enjoyed  L’Avare  and  lunch 
at  a  creperie.  The  German  class  participated  in  a  German 
Christmas  program  performed  by  the  New  England 
Conservatory  Preparatory  School. 

Foreign  Language  Week  activities  included  a  mystery 
voice  contest,  foreign  language  trivia  and  foreign  films.  A 
cake  decorated  for  the  occasion  was  served  to  the  entire 
student  body. 

Sponsored  by  members  of  the  Foreign  Language 
Department,  trips  to  Quebec/Montreal  and  Mexico 
highlighted  the  year’s  activities. 

Career  Education  Department 

The  Career  Education  Department  of  the  Junior  High 
School  had  a  very  good  year. 

We  were  able  to  purchase  a  much  needed  refrigerator 
for  the  Home  Economics  Room. 

Our  annual  field  trip  to  General  Motors  had  to  be 
canceled  this  year  due  to  the  closing  of  the  plant. 
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More  and  more  girls  are  taking  the  Industrial  Arts 
courses.  The  wood  and  metal  students  made  some  very 
useful  projects  this  year. 

The  students  in  the  print  shop  again  printed  the  year 
book,  an  annual  undertaking  which  was  received  well  by 
both  students  and  staff. 

We  are  saddened  this  year  about  losing  the  ninth  grade 
as  this  transfer  means  a  number  of  teachers  from  our 
department  will  be  transferred. 

Health  and  Physical  Education  Department 

The  comprehensive  systemwide  health  education 
program  moved  smoothly  into  the  third  year  of 
implementation. 

Minor  adjustments  were  made  in  the  areas  of  disease, 
first  aid  and  drugs  in  order  to  stay  current  with  the  present 
AIDS  epidemic. 

The  nutrition  unit  proved  to  be  the  most  interesting  for 
the  students  as  the  faculty  stressed  the  problems  faced  by 
the  popular  Walter  Hudson,  the  man  who  weighted  1,200 
pounds.  Our  students  showed  great  interest  and  compassion 
for  Walter’s  plight. 

Physical  Education  classes  were  very  well  attended  and 
once  again  served  as  an  excellent  introduction  to  the  after¬ 
school  programs. 

More  co-educational  classes  highlighted  the  year  than 
ever  before  as  the  students  moved  from  outside  activities  to 
indoor  classes  and  the  many  team  competitions  took  place. 

The  Battle  of  the  Stars,  Two-on-Two  Basketball 
Scrambles,  Volleyball  and  Crab  Soccer  was  most  enjoyable. 

Fine  Arts  Department 

This  year  has  been  a  particularly  active  year  for  the 
Norwood  Junior  High  School  Art  Department.  One  of  the 
top  priorities  for  Miss  Duncan  and  Mrs.  Trede  has  been 
working  together  each  week  on  developing  a  conclusive 
curriculum  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  art  programs. 
Because  of  the  uniqueness  of  a  "studio"  class  as  opposed  to  a 
strictly  lecture/blackboard/textbook  class,  our  efforts  in 
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successfully  designing  this  have  been  both  time 
consuming  and  extremely  worthwhile  and  rewarding. 

Some  highlights  of  the  year  in  review: 

We  have  applied  to  the  Norwood  Arts  Lottery  for  a 
grant  to  have  an  author/illustrator  give  a  demonstration 
and  workshop  with  the  students.  We  will  try  to  coordinate 
this  with  the  library  (for  the  author  aspect).  Hopefully  this 
event  will  occur  in  the  fall  of  ’88. 

For  November/December  ’87,  a  K-12  art  display  was  put 
up  at  the  Cummings’  building  uptown  to  help  celebrate  the 
holidays  and  the  Junior  High  students  also  stenciled 
seasonal  banners  for  the  windows  of  Poirier’s  Appliance 
Store.  In  January,  Miss  Duncan  gave  a  slide  lecture  from 
her  pictures  of  Egypt  to  the  Ancient  Civilization  classes  of 
Mr.  Shinnick  and  Mr.  Sweeney  in  preparation  of  the 
Ramesses  II  exhibit.  For  the  Pupils  and  Personnel  Services 
program,  Miss  Duncan  taught  afternoon  classes  to  the 
special  needs  students  to  encourage  and  promote  manual 
dexterity  and  creative  awareness.  Mrs.  Trede  attended  two 
workshops  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art  in  paper 
sculpture  and  fabric  painting  for  new  input  into  the  art 
program.  In  February  Mrs.  Trede  and  Miss  Duncan  took  art 
students  on  an  annual  field  trip  to  view  the  Thirty-Eighth 
Globe  Scholastic  Art  Awards  Exhibit  at  the  new 
Transportation  Center  in  Boston.  Work  from  Massachusetts 
art  students  in  grades  7-12  was  exhibited.  Over  5,000  entries 
were  submitted  for  regional  competition  with  only  240 
works  selected  to  go  to  the  National  Scholastic  Art  Awards 
Competition  in  New  York  in  May,  and  three  of  our  students 
won  blue  ribbons  and  will  be  eligible  for  this  national 
judging. 


Both  Miss  Duncan  and  Mrs.  Trede  worked  with  the 
S.E.A.R.C.H.  program  for  their  Constitution  Program  at 
Faneuil  Hall.  The  highlight  was  two  banners  in  hand 
calligraphy— "Norwood  Junior  High  Celebrates  the 
Constitution."  Junior  High  art  work  was  exhibited  in  the 
School  Committee  Room  at  the  Willett  School 
September/November  ’87  and  February  ’88.  A  K-12  exhibit 
was  also  hung  for  December  ’87  and  April/May  ’88,  and  one 
will  be  put  up  for  this  summer.  Our  Annual  K-12  Art 
Exhibit  was  displayed  in  Norwood  storefronts  from  April  15- 
29.  Junior  High  work  was  exhibited  in  the  Daily  Transcript 
offices,  Hanlon  shoes,  the  "old"  Norwood  Trophv  and 
Poirier’s. 
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Within  the  Junior  High  itself  we  worked  with  Miss 
Wlodkoski,  our  librarian,  on  posters  and  banners  to  promote 
the  author  John  Bellairs’  visit  in  March.  All  seventh  grade 
art  students  worked  on  "tee  shirt"  designs  to  be  hung  in  the 
IMC.  Civic  Center  drawing  classes  that  were  started  this 
year  were  promoted  through  the  Art  Department.  "Foreign 
Language  Week"  banners  were  displayed  in  the  front  hall 
that  were  designed  and  executed  by  art  students.  Ninth 
grade  class  tee  shirt  designs  were  created  by  Art  I  students. 
We  also  helped  eighth  grade  American  History  students  with 
posters  on  Lincoln  and  designed  and  created  three  large 
banners  for  a  backdrop  for  the  Lincoln  Assembly. 

Guidance  Department 

The  Guidance  Department  along  with  the  Language 
Arts  Department  continued  with  the  administration  of  the 
state-mandated  Basic  Skill  Testing  Program. 

All  Grade  9  students  were  tested  in  the  areas  of 
Reading,  Mathematics  and  Writing  Skills. 

The  testing  program  also  included  administration  of  the 
California  Achievement  Tests  to  all  grade  8  students,  and 
the  Gates-MacGinitie  Reading  Test  to  students  in  all  three 
grades.  The  Guidance  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
preparation,  administration  and  follow-up  of  the  entire 
testing  program.  Results  of  all  tests  given  are  mailed  home 
to  parents. 

Evening  meetings  were  held  with  parents  to  explain 
curriculum  and  career  opportunities  for  their  children. 

Tours  to  various  vocational  schools  were  conducted  for 
interested  students.  Schools  such  as  the  Henry  O.  Peabody, 
Norfolk  Agricultural  and  Blue  Hills  Regional  were  visited. 

An  intensive  counseling  program  was  carried  out  on  all 
grade  levels.  Conferences  were  held  on  a  scheduled  basis; 
and,  at  the  request  of  teachers,  parents  and  students,’ 
referrals  were  made  to  other  agencies  when  needed. 

Counselors  continue  to  be  the  student  advocates  for  all 
children  getting  services  under  Chapter  766. 

All  students  at  the  Junior  High  were  interviewed  and 
scheduled  for  appropriate  courses  for  next  academic  year. 
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Course  selections  for  incoming  seventh  graders  were 
reviewed  and  finalized. 

Sixth  grade  students  from  each  elementary  school,  as 
well  as  grade  8  students  coming  from  St.  Catherine’s,  had  an 
orientation  visit  at  the  Junior  High,  including  a  tour  of  the 
school.  Our  grade  8  and  grade  9  students  also  had  a  similar 
visit  to  the  Senior  High  School. 

New  students  were  programmed  and  current  students 
screened  to  determine  whether  program  adjustments  were 
necessary. 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  was  again  very 
active  and  inducted  nine  new  members. 

The  Daily  Silent  Reading  Program  continued  this  year. 
Every  morning  students  and  staff  read  for  twenty-five 
minutes.  This  relaxing  and  enjoyable  program  sets  a  positive 
tone  for  the  day  as  well  as  giving  students  and  staff  an 
opportunity  to  read  for  pleasure. 

Our  Gifted  and  Talented  Program,  S.E.A.R.C.H.,  through 
the  diligent  efforts  of  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Committee 
under  the  direction  of  Mary  Splaine,  Margaret  Ransom  and 
Mary  King  had  an  extremely  successful  year.  The  committee 
has  revised  several  aspects  of  the  program  including  the 
guidelines  and  criteria  for  acceptance,  and  we  are  looking 
forward  to  next  year  and  continued  refining  of  the 
program. 

S.  Arthur  Lauro,  Career  Education  Department  Head  for 
twenty  years,  retired  in  June.  We  wish  him  good  health  and 
an  enjoyable  retirement. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Savage,  Dr.  Toran  and 
the  Norwood  School  Committee  for  their  support  during  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
HENRY  O.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

The  1987  -  1988  school  year  was  one  of  evaluation  and 
determining  the  direction  and  course  of  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School  for  the  future. 

Escalating  costs  and  enrollment  figures  showed  that  the 
Town  of  Norwood  was  subsidizing  non-resident  student’s 
education.  The  average  cost  of  subsidizing  each  student  was 
just  over  $2,000.  This  was  a  turn-about  from  the  financial 
figures  of  1982. 

Secondly,  the  number  of  regional  vocational  schools  and 
services  provided  by  private  and  public  colleges  had 
increased  in  the  past  ten  years  in  the  Norwood  area. 

The  faculty,  advisory  committees  (comprised  of  parents, 
students  and  members  of  industry)  and  administration 
investigated  a  number  of  options  for  the  future. 
Communications  and  articulation  between  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School  and  several  educational  organizations  and 
agencies  were  begun  in  the  fall  of  1987. 

With  support  and  encouragement  from  the  Department 
of  Education,  Division  of  Occupational  Education,  the 
administration  worked  closely  with  both  higher  education 
and  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  School  in  Canton 
to  secure  an  acquisition  in  order  to  bring  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School  programs  to  the  future  for  Norwood 
residents  as  well  as  other  clients  in  the  area. 

On  May  25,  1988  the  Norwood  School  Committee  voted 
to  close  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School,  effective  August, 
1989. 

To  date,  there  is  nothing  definite  as  to  the  organization 
that  will  acquire  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  programs. 

The  school  was  honored  to  host  a  luncheon  for  the 
Chinese  delegation  from  the  Guanzdanz  Providence  in 
China.  The  luncheon  was  followed  by  a  tour  of  the  Henry 
O.  Peabody  School  programs  and  information  regarding  the 
programs. 

We  wish  to  recognize  and  thank  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
trustees  for  all  their  work  this  year.  The  trust  income  sent 
to  the  Town  of  Norwood  is  $109,979. 
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Mr.  Gardner  T.  Bolster,  a  Henry  O.  Peabody  School 
trustee,  died  this  year.  Mr.  Bolster  served  on  the  Board  as 
did  his  father.  He  will  be  sorely  missed. 

Guidance  and  Financial  Aid  Department 

Under  the  1987  -  1988  financial  aid  system,  most  aid  is 
now  need-based.  This  year  the  following  federal,  state,  and 
institution  financial  aid  was  awarded:

Seminars  by  Massachusetts  Higher  Education  Assistance 
Corporation  on  PLUS/SLS  Loan  Administration  and  on 
Guaranteed  Student  Loan  Maintenance  were  attended  by  the 
guidance  counselor,  as  well  as  a  meeting  on  College  Board 
changes  on  the  Massachusetts  Financial  Aid  Form  and 
College  Board  Tests.  A  Loan  Counseling  session  was 
attended  to  help  prevent  defaults  among  present  and  future 
borrowers.  Informational  meetings  were  attended  at 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston,  Dean  Junior  College, 
and  Culinary  Institute  of  America,  as  well  as  a  presentation 
at  Minuteman  Vocational  Technical  School’s  Vocational 
Resource  Center.  The  guidance  counselor  is  a  member  of  the 
Norwood  Secondary  School’s  Crisis  Committee,  attending 
meetings  on  this  subject.  Eleven  LPN  aptitude  exams  were 
administered  by  the  guidance  counselor,  as  well  as  two 
Reading/Math  tests,  Massachusetts  Assessment  Test  and  a 
make-up  for  seniors.  Two  guidance  counselor 
breakfast/tours  were  held  in  the  fall  for  high  school 
counselors  to  become  more  familiar  with  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School. 

Presentations  on  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  were 
given  at  Bellingham,  North  Easton,  Norwell,  Brockton, 
Cardinal  Spellman  and  North  Attleboro  High  Schools,  as 
well  as  at  the  Wayland  and  Waltham  TEC  consortium,  and 
Medway.  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  hosted  the  Massachusetts 
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Vocational  Guidance  Directors’  Association  meeting  in 
January,  and  other  MVGDA  meetings  were  attended  at  East 
Aero-Tech  and  Keefe  Vocational  Tech.  At  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School  Open  House,  visitors  viewed  the  display 
board  and  slides  of  school  activities.  Brochures,  applications 
and  financial  aide  materials  were  presented  to  those 
interested.  In  November,  an  all-day  exhibit,  including  a 
series  of  demonstrations  was  held  at  the  Walpole  Mall. 

Nine  high  school  seniors  completed  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  program,  three  in  Culinary  Arts,  two  in  Word 
Processing  and  four  in  Cosmetology.  Of  this  group,  five  will 
enter  the  world  of  work,  three  will  return  to  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  for  additional  training,  and  one  will  enter 
Massachusetts  Bay  Community  College. 

In  the  post  secondary  program,  102  students  graduated: 

34  in  Cosmetology,  14  in  Esthetics,  nine  in  Fashion  Design, 
three  in  Secretarial,  five  in  Word  Processing,  14  in  Culinary 
Arts,  six  in  Commercial  Baking,  and  17  in  Practical 
Nursing.  At  Awards  Day,  over  $4,000  was  awarded  in 
scholarship  money  from  the  Rotary  Club,  Kiwanis,  Norwood 
Teachers’  Association,  Womens’  Community  Committee, 
Massachusetts  Restaurant  Association,  and  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  Student  Representative  Organization  and  the 
Shakour  Award.  Gifts  or  plaques  were  given  by  the 
Norwood  Mothers’  Club,  John  Hancock  Insurance  Company, 
departments  at  Henry  O.  Peabody  School,  and  A  &  B  Beauty 
Supply  Company. 

Practical  Nursing  Program 

This  year  has  been  filled  with  challenge  and  several 
important  changes  have  taken  place.  Mrs.  Judith  Knight, 
Coordinator  for  the  past  20  years,  retired  and  returned  to 
New  Hampshire  to  begin  a  new  career.  Ms.  Priscilla  Jenkins 
was  appointed  Coordinator  by  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  in  July  and  began  her  new  duties  in  September 
along  with  teaching  Pharmacology  and  PVR.  Mrs.  Maureen 
McCann  joined  our  staff  to  fill  the  position  of 
Fundamentals  Instructor  vacated  by  Ms.  Jenkins.  Mrs. 
McCann  has  a  Master  Degree  and  Certification  as  Nurse 
Practitioner.  She  brings  a  wealth  of  experience  and  most 
recently  worked  at  Mattapan  Chronic  Hospital. 

On  September  9,  1987,  19  students  entered  the  Practical 
Nursing  Program  and  16  of  these  students  will  continue  on 
to  graduation,  thus  setting  a  record  for  retention  of 
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students. 

Throughout  the  year  students  had  excellent  clinical 
experiences  at  Charlwell  House  Nursing  Home,  Norwood 
Hospital,  and  South  Shore  Hospital.  A  new  clinical 
experience  was  started  at  Southwood  Community  Hospital  in 
January  and  continued  until  April.  This  proved  very 
beneficial.  During  each  clinical  rotation,  several  conferences 
on  timely  topics  were  given  by  agency  personnel.  Students 
and  faculty  gained  much  useful  information. 

October  4-11  was  designated  Aids  Awareness  Week. 
The  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  participated  by  distributing 
pamphlets,  displaying  posters  and  viewing  the  film  "Fear: 
Aids  in  the  Workplace."  Much  discussion  resulted  from  the 
film. 

October  also  saw  the  beginning  of  entrance  exams  in 
preparation  for  admission  to  the  fall  1988  class.  These 
exams  were  given  every  two  weeks  throughout  the  year, 
including  one  Saturday.  More  candidates  have  taken  the 
exam  than  in  recent  years  and  as  of  May  27  candidates  have 
been  accepted  and  20  of  them  were  registered.  October  and 
November  saw  many  students  from  the  main  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School  engaged  in  CPR  classes  taught  by  Mrs.  Jane 
Mitchell.  The  nurses  received  their  CPR  classes  in  April. 

On  November  5  a  combined  Faculty/ Advisory  Board 
Meeting  was  held.  New  members  are  Sue  Chace,  Director  of 
Nursing  at  Charwell  House;  Noreen  Darragh,  Executive 
Director  of  Licensed  Practical  Nurses  of  Massachusetts,  Inc.; 
Bronja  Cardeiro,  Student  Representative;  and  Joanne 
Couture,  Parent  Representative.  Invitations  were  also 
extended  to  supervisory  personnel  of  local  nursing  homes. 
Two  guests  joined  us  from  Colonial  Care  Center  (formerly 
Maple  Grove  Nursing  Home).  Noreen  shared  with  the  group 
the  current  proposals  for  changes  in  the  Nurse  Practice  Act, 
which,  if  passed,  would  dramatically  affect  the  future 
education  of  practical  nurses. 

Capping  was  scheduled  for  February  2  but  to  the 
disappointment  of  students  and  their  guests,  had  to  be 
postponed  until  February  23  because  of  a  snow  storm  which 
cancelled  school  and  gave  us  an  extra  day  of  vacation. 

March  was  a  very  busy  month.  It  started  off  with  the 
public  hearing  on  March  9  at  Gardner  Auditorium  in  the 
State  House  when  the  Joint  Health  Care  Committee  heard 
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testimony  from  over  one  hundred  people  pro  and  con  on  the 
controversial  bill  S-445  filed  by  the  Massachusetts  Nurses 
Association.  The  bill  would,  if  passed,  make  sweeping 
changes  in  the  70  year  old  Nurse  Practice  Act  and 
dramatically  affect  the  way  nurses  are  educated  in  the 
future.  All  Registered  Nurses  would  be  prepared  at  the  four 
year  baccalaureate  level  and  technical  level  nurses  would  be 
prepared  in  the  junior  or  community  college.  There  would 
no  longer  be  an  LPN  as  we  know  it  today.  Many  schools  for 
both  registered  nurses  and  practical  nurses  possibly  would 
close.  Our  program  would  either  have  to  become  affiliated 
with  a  junior  college  or  close.  Opponents  seemed  to 
outweigh  proponents  at  the  hearing  and  in  letters  received 
by  legislators.  The  bill  was  reported  out  April  25.  A  task 
force  will  be  set  up  to  study  the  problem. 


March  and  April  saw  public  plans  for  acquisition  by 
Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  Institute.  Two  meetings  were 
held  with  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  to  discuss 
proposed  change  in  governance  for  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
Practical  Nursing  Program.  Without  their  approval,  the 
Practical  Nursing  Program  cannot  be  moved.  At  a  special 
meeting  for  all  program  advisory  boards  held  March  14  and 
again  at  the  Annual  Trustees/Advisory  Board  Dinner  on 
May  3,  the  acquisition  plans  were  discussed.  On  March  16 
members  of  the  faculty  attended  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  meeting  to  discuss  the  proposals  for  the  f uture 
direction  of  the  school,  and  on  March  25  the  faculty 
attended  a  luncheon  and  had  a  tour  of  the  Blue  Hills 
campus. 

On  April  27  students  and  faculty  attended  the  annual 
convention  of  Licensed  Practical  Nurses  of  Massachusetts, 
Inc.  at  the  Sheraton-Lincoln  Inn  in  Worcester.  While  there’ 
everyone  attended  a  seminar  on  "Preventing  Hardening  of 
the  Attitudes"  by  Loretta  La  Roche,  a  well  known  speaker 
on  Wellness  and  Laughter.  A  second  seminar  was  "Street 
Safety"  by  the  Metropolitan  Police.  Students  also  visited 
display  booths  and  obtained  much  valuable  literature  and 
products. 

On  May  20  students  attended  a  very  informative 
seminar  on  "Management  of  Burns"  at  the  Shriner  Burns 
Institute,  Boston. 

In  May  and  early  June  students  were  involved  in  their 
Medical-Surgical  and  Geriatric  Nursing  experiences.  As  part 
of  their  geriatric  rotation,  students  spent  two  days  with  a 
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charge  nurse  and  two  days  with  the  treatment  nurse  at 
Charlwell  House  Nursing  Home  in  order  to  help  the  student 
gain  a  better  appreciation  of  the  role  and  concepts  of  time 
management  and  the  responsibilities  of  the  LPN  in  a 
changing  role.  In  mid-June  the  students  began  their  last 
rotation,  Maternal-Child  Health. 


Throughout  the  year,  faculty  have  attended  many 
conferences  on  informative  topics.

Business  Department

The  Business  Advisory  Committee  met  on  April  3,  1988. 
Topics  of  discussion  included  proficiency  in  skill 
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development,  the  possible  acquisition  by  Blue  Hills  and  its 
effect  on  the  business  program,  and  the  feasibility  of 
instituting  an  internship  program  during  a  student’s  senior 
year. 

On  Wednesday,  April  27,  1988,  Mrs.  Regan  and  Mrs. 
White  visited  Shawsheen  Valley  Regional  Technical  High 
School.  The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  to  view  the  Business 
Technology’s  program  offered  at  this  school  for  grades  9  - 


On  Saturday,  April  30,  1988,  Mrs.  Regan  and  Mrs.  White 
attended  the  Massachusetts  Business  Educators  Association’s 
Annual  Convention.  Workshops  on  promoting  business 
education,  keyboarding,  employability  skills  and  desktop 
publishing  were  attended. 

Deborah  Cushman,  a  Personnel  Consultant  with  C.T. 
Browning  Associates,  Inc.,  a  professional  staffing  firm* 
spoke  to  the  class.  She  discussed  the  entire  interview  process 
from  preparation  to  the  follow-up  letter  after  the  interview. 
Following  Ms.  Cushman’s  presentation,  she  and  two  other 
staff  members  interviewed  individual  interviews  with 
interested  students. 

Gretchen  Maull  of  First  Mutual  of  Boston  spoke  to  the 
class  about  career  opportunities  in  banking.  She  also 
conducted  individual  interviews  with  interested  students. 

In  June  the  business  students  went  on  a  field  trip  to 
John  Hancock  Company  in  Boston.

The  students  also  viewed  a 
video  on  the  history  and  growth  of  the  corporation.  A 
recruiter  for  the  employment  division  discussed  job 
application,  interviewing  techniques  and  career 
opportunities  available  at  John  Hancock. 

Cosmetology  Department 

Field  trips  included  the  "Hair  Expo"  where  students 
attended  educational  classes  and  all  phases  of  hairdressing 
were  demonstrated  by  guest  artists  from  European  and 
Asian  Countries  and  Shakour’s  Beauty  Supply  House, 
Westboro,  Massachusetts  where  students  were  introduced  to 
beauty  cosmetics,  supplies  and  equipment. 

The  implementation  of  the  Shadow  Visit  program  to 
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beauty  shops  again  proved  to  be  very  successful. 

Mondays  were  slated  for  demonstrations  performed  by 
former  cosmetology  graduates  and  salon  owners  of  local  and 
surrounding  areas. 

This  year  we  were  fortunate  to  have  educational 
directors  from  "Fantastic  Sam’s"  who  have  franchises 
throughout  the  States,  including  Hawaii,  and  from  "Lords 
and  Ladies"  who  have  franchises  throughout  the  state  of 
Massachusetts.  These  visits  are  responsible  for  the  almost 

one  hundred  per  cent  employment  of  the  1988  graduating 
class. 

The  1987  -  1988  students  were  allowed  to  park  their 
cars  at  Junior  High  North.  Transportation  was  provided 
mornings  and  afternoons.  This  move  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  patrons  to  our  cosmetology  department. 

Esthetic  Department 

Esthetician  students  attended  field  trips  to  view  the 
working  environment  of  skin  care  in  neighborhood  beautv 
salons.

Carol  Jeanette,  owner  of  Shepard’s  Cosmetics  lectured 
the  esthetic  class  along  with  Dorothy  Burgess,  former  skin 
care  salon  owner. 

Students  attended  the  Massachusetts  Cosmetologist- 
Esthetician  Convention  which  featured  esthetic  displays, 
demonstrations,  and  product  knowledge  classes. 

Esthetic  students  participated  in  career  days  at 
Bellingham  and  Dedham  High  School. 
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Clientele  (male  and  female)  doubled  over  last  year.  This 
allows  for  more  hands-on  experience  for  students. 

Fashion  Design 

To  compliment  the  practical  technical  training,  field 
trips  provided  on-site  observations  and  activities  in  the 
fashion  field.  A  trip  to  Slovin  Manufacturing  Company, 
Worcester,  MA  provided  the  students  with  in-depth 
knowledge  of  vertical  manufacturing  operation.  There  the 
students  observed  the  design/merchandising  area,  computer 
pattern  making  and  grading,  cutting,  sewing  and  shipping. 
The  same  day  we  also  visited  Higgins  Armory  Museum 
where  the  students  were  shown  a  movie  and  given  an  in- 
depth  demonstration  and  allowed  to  browse  through  the 
museum  seeking  inspiration  for  a  clothing  design  inspired 
by  this  medieval  setting. 

In  October,  we  were  fortunate  to  visit  Kakas  Furs  on 
Newbury  Street  where  Mr.  Ted  Kakas  allowed  the  students 
to  model  twelve  different  varieties  of  fur  and  he  pointed 
out  the  characteristics  of  each,  then  took  us  up  to  the 
workroom  to  see  special  leather  machines,  repair  work, 
cutting  and  hand  finishing  of  leather.  The  afternoon,  we 
toured  Saks  Fifth  Avenue  to  view  the  elegant  salons 
promoting  high  fashion  with  luxurious  fabrics  on  the 
imaginative  use  of  color  and  accessories. 

In  January,  we  visited  the  House  of  Bianchi  where  we 
were  treated  to  an  elegant  tour  of  the  inner  workings  of  the 
bridal  industry.  The  students  observed  lace  being  appliqued, 
intricate  beadwork  and  the  making  of  bridal  headpieces  as 
well  as  cut,  sew,  computer  pattern  making  of  bridal 
headpieces  as  well  as  cut,  sew,  computer  pattern 
making/grading  and  hand  finishing. 

Fashion  Design  students  attended  the  W.A.C.N.E. 
(Women’s  Apparel  Club  of  New  England)  Show  during 
Spring  Market  Week  in  January  as  an  introduction  to 
Fashion  Merchandising.  They  viewed  the  vendor’s  lines, 
visited  showrooms  in  the  apparel  center  at  Bayside  Expo, 
and  observed  the  buyers  in  action.  They  also  assisted  the 
boutique  manager  of  "Corky  Row"  in  making  jewelry 
purchases  for  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  We  also  visited 
the  Semetic  Museum  at  Harvard  to  view  a  collection  of  30 
pieces  of  Arabic  clothing.  The  tour  included  a  slide 
presentation  and  tour  guide.  Later  the  students  were  asked 
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to  create  a  design,  inspired  by  the  clothing  they  observed. 

In  March,  we  visited  Demittry’s  M  &  G  in  Norwood  for 
an  in-depth  view  of  computer  making  and  grading.  A 
fashion  student,  employed  by  Demittry,  demonstrated 
digetizing  and  showed  the  graded  M-nest  on  the  C.R.T. 
Demittry  demonstrated  making  a  marker  on  the  screen  with 
a  stylus  moving  mini  pieces  and  ran  the  printer  to  show  a 
completed  marker. 

In  April,  we  toured  Whiting  &  Davis  in  Plainville, 
manufacturers  of  metal  mesh  for  accessories  and  clothing' 
We  viewed  the  raw  brass  as  it  is  received  and  observed  the 
entire  process  of  knitting  spiders  and  loops  to  form  the 
mesh  used  as  protective  clothing  as  well  as  high  fashion 
items  for  Cher  and  Liz  Taylor.  The  same  day,  we  also 
visited  Lorraine  Mill,  Pawtucket,  RI  to  stimulate  some 
spring  pattern  and  fabric  purchases. 

To  become  aware  of  the  competition  and  abilities  of 
other  fashion  graduates,  students  viewed  the  fashion  show 
presented  by  the  Class  of  1988  at  Rhode  Island  School  of 
Design,  Providence,  RI  on  May  21.  The  production  involved 
over  200  original  designs  in  all  areas  of  fashion,  from 
casual  to  formal. 


In  June,  we  toured  the  Wm.  Carter  Company,  Needham 
where  they  were  shown  testing  lab,  design  rooms,  computer 
pattern  making,  and  sample  room  for  this  nationally- 
renowned  children’s  wear  manufacturer. 

Recruitment  efforts  this  year  by  the  Fashion  Design 
Department  included  contacting  retail  fabric  stores  and 
placing  Henry  O.  Peabody  brochures  on  their  pattern 
counters  in  another  effort  to  bring  the  attention  of 
program  to  home  sewers. 

A  Fashion  Design  student  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Gorman 
in  doing  a  presentation  at  Norton,  North  Easton,  and 
Holbrook  High  Schools.  Their  presentation  included  a  short 
lecture  on  careers  in  fashion  and  a  slide  show  followed  by  a 
workshop  with  students  participating  in  designing  and 
drawing  on  a  fashion  figure. 

This  year,  Mrs.  Sears  arranged  internships  for  the 
Fashion  Design  group  (second  year  students),  at  "Jerry 
Margil  Sportswear",  Brockton  (women’s  sportswear),  and  "P 
&  C  Sportswear",  Brockton  (sportswear  contractor).  This 
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gave  students  a  unique  opportunity  to  experience  working 
in  the  field,  and  has  led  to  permanent  employment  for  one 
of  our  students. 

Mrs.  Howe,  Mrs.  Sears,  and  the  Fashion  Design  Class  of 
1988,  presented  a  fashion  show  on  May  26,  entitled 
"Twentieth  Century  Foxes".  The  show  included  over  90 
garments  designed  and/or  stitched  by  the  students  as  well  as 
flashbacks  of  movie  classics  utilizing  the  historic  garments 
from  the  school’s  costume  collection.  They  were  assisted  in 
the  modeling  by  fashion  model,  Christine  Lewis,  from  La 
Femina  Modeling  Agency. 

Culinary  Arts  Department 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  has  had  an  extremely 
busy  and  productive  year.  The  students  enjoyed  a  field  trip 
to  Codex  Corp.  to  view  their  cafeteria  operation  which  is 
managed  by  Gourmet  Caterers,  Ltd.  Other  field  trips 
included  the  food  service  operation  at  John  Hancock  Life 
Insurance  in  Boston,  a  stop  at  Commonwealth  Winery  and 
Ocean  Spray  Cranberry  in  Plymouth,  and  an  evening 
consisting  of  dinner  at  the  Meridien  Hotel  followed  by 
viewing  an  ice  sculpturing  competition  at  Faneuil  Hall.  The 
students  were  also  given  a  tour  of  Weston-Thurston  meat 
packing  plant  in  Boston  followed  by  dinner  at  the  Cathay 
Pacific  in  Quincy  and  the  bakery  students  spent  a  day  at 
Steve-Vins  Bakery  in  Watertown  and  Rudi’s  Bakery  in 
Charlestown. 

The  students  took  part  in  three  separate  competitions 
this  year.  We  held  our  own  ice  carving  competition  on  the 
lawn  at  the  school  with  the  winners  presented  with  school 
sweatshirts.  Our  annual  competition  for  Open  House  was  a 
big  success  with  many  compliments  to  the  students  who,  in 
the  eyes  of  three  judges,  presented  the  most  skilled  art 
pieces.  Our  annual  participation  in  the  Northeast  Trade 
Show  Culinary  Salon  was  succeeded  with  a  first  prize  for 
a  wedding  cake  and  second  prize  for  a  smoked  salmon. 
These  two  students  will  pick  up  their  awards  at  the 
Awards  Dinner  being  held  at  the  Ritz-Carlton  Hotel  in 
Boston. 

Two  of  the  bakery  students  competed  in  a  cake 
decorating  contest  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Retail 
Bakers’  Association.  One  student  won  second  prize  for  a 
rolled  fondant  cake. 
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This  was  the  first  year  that  the  school  had  students 
volunteer  for  the  Annual  Waiter/Waitress  Race  for  the 
Leukemia  Foundation.  The  race  was  held  at  Marina  Bay  in 
Quincy  and  the  students  finished  with  a  respectable  fifth 
place. 


The  students  of  the  Culinary  Arts  Department  assisted 
in  the  recruitment  program  by  volunteering  themselves  to 
visit  schools  and  by  working  at  the  display  booth  at  the 
Walpole  Mall.  The  department  also  hosted  visiting  groups 
from  Brockton  High  School  and  Norton  High  School.  Two 
recruitment  breakfasts  were  held  last  fall  for  high  school 
guidance  counselors. 

The  students  had  a  very  busy  year  participating  in  both 
on/off  premise  catering  functions.  The  year  started  off  with 
a  tea  held  in  the  Norwood  High  School  Library  in 
conjunction  with  the  tree  planting  ceremony  for  the 
Constitution’s  200th  birthday.  Throughout  the  year,  several 
"holiday"  luncheons  were  provided  to  the  Norwood  Council 
on  Aging  at  the  Civic  Center.  The  dining  room  was  made 
available  for  a  day  long  workshop  for  the  Department  of 
Employment  Security  with  lunch  being  provided  for  the 
guests.  The  Walpole  Women’s  Club  and  the  Norwood  League 
of  Women  Voters  held  their  annual  meetings  at  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School.  We  finished  the  year  with  the  Kiwanis 
Annual  Clam  Bake  held  at  Concannon’s  Village. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
BALCH  SCHOOL 

As  Principal  of  the  Balch  School,  I  submit  my 
seventeenth  annual  report  for  the  period  July,  1987  to  June 
30,  1988. 

Balch  has  eighteen  classroom  teachers,  a  Reading 
Specialist,  a  Learning  Center  teacher,  a  Speech  Therapist,  a 
teacher  for  English  as  a  Second  Language,  and  a  Special 
Needs  teacher,  with  two  full-time  aides  in  the  Resource 
program.  Our  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1987-1988 
numbered  390  pupils. 

The  Resource  Center  services  all  the  elementary  schools 
in  Norwood  and  is  geared  to  assist  special  needs  pupils 
adjusting  to  a  regular  classroom  environment.  Work  is 
individualized  and  the  curriculum  is  based  on  each  child’s 
particular  need.  The  materials  are  varied  and  come 
primarily  from  the  child’s  classroom,  plus  any 
supplementary  materials  as  needed.  The  classroom  teacher 
and  the  resource  teacher  meet  as  the  need  occurs  to  develop 
the  ideal  situation  for  the  child.  The  resource  teacher  is 
assisted  by  two  aides.  The  aim  of  the  program  is 
mainstreaming  into  regular  education. 

We  have  finished  our  second  year  of  the  Economy 
Reading  Series,  a  basal,  townwide  series,  which  encompasses 
grades  K-4.  We  will  expand  it  to  include  grade  5  next 
September.  The  Economy  program  has  a  balanced,  structural 
phonics  format,  with  excellent  vocabulary  skills,  valuable 
teachable  lesson  plan  format,  including  concise  step-by-step 
procedures.  Vocabulary  and  skillmaster  charts  complete  the 
series. 

The  Elementary  Math  Committee  worked  diligently  to 
recommend  a  revision  of  our  math  program.  The  Silver 
Burdett  series  implemented  in  September  1987  for  grades  K- 
3  will  expand  to  grades  4  and  5  in  September  1988.  The 
program  has  a  full  range  of  components  to  enhance  lesson 
plans,  along  with  enrichment  and  critical  thinking 
activities.  Math  concepts  are  presented  in  a  real-world 
situation.  Manipulative  kits  are  also  available. 

Through  a  grant,  three  elementary  teachers  implemented 
a  science  curriculum  dealing  with  hands-on  experiments, 
using  basic  materials  to  construct  manipulative  kits  for  use 
in  Kindergarten  through  grades  3.  This  program  would 
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supplement  our  science  curriculum  and  basal  text.  Our  goal 
is  to  include  grades  4-6  next  year. 

Every  year  at  Balch  we  have  a  science  fair  performed 
by  grades  5  and  6.  All  classes  observe  the  interesting 
experiments  made  by  the  children  of  grades  5  and  6. 

In  computer  literacy,  our  format  this  past  year  was  to 
ass!gn  one  computer  to  each  grade  level,  but  enjoy  the 
1  Uxibility  of  our  eight  apple  computers  throughout  the 
building.  This  is  a  hands-on  awareness  program  and 
includes  use  of  commercial  discs  and  programs  prepared  by 
the  coordinator  of  computer  services. 

The  Modified  Kindergarten  and  Transitional  Programs 
are  in  their  twelfth  year  and  involve  forty-six  pupils,  with 
fifteen  from  out-of-district  areas.  Children  townwide  are 
selected  by  a  criteria  list  and  screening  process.  The 
emphasis  is  to  have  pupils  develop  good  listening  skills, 
discriminate  consonant  sounds,  identify  rhyming  words  and 
pictures,  sequencing,  oral  language  development,  auditory 
memory,  motor  control,  and  eye-hand  coordination. 

Thanks  to  the  School  Committee  and  Central 
Administration,  we  have  made  budgetary  gains,  which  has 
helped  in  updating  our  school  libraries  with  books  and 
media  materials.  Our  PTA  has  been  supportive  and  generous 
in  supplementing  our  library. 

New  maps  and  globes  have  been  purchased  to  replace 
worn  materials  and  enhance  our  geography  studies. 

The  English  as  a  Second  Language  program  (ESL) 
reinforces  the  concepts  of  the  English  language  and  is 
particularly  vital  to  pupils  speaking  another  language  at 
home  and  for  those  having  difficulty  speaking  English  in 
school.  The  townwide  program  is  based  at  the  Balch  and 
this  year  involved  over  twenty  students,  including  ten 
pupils  from  other  elementary  schools  in  Norwood.  These 
pupils,  who  reside  out  of  district,  attend  Balch  full-time. 

The  Rinehart  Penmanship  Program  completed  its  third 
year.  Services  furnished  included  demonstration  lessons  by 
the  consultant,  diagnosis  of  a  formal  test  paper  for  each 
pupil,  and  evaluation  of  informal  handwriting. 

The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Statewide  Testing 
Program  was  conducted  in  October,  1987  for  grades  3  and  6. 
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The  results  are  as  follows: 

Balch  Grade  3  -Reading  -  94%  passed 

Math  -  91%  passed 
Writing  -  91%  passed 

Balch  Grade  6  -Reading  -  83%  passed 

Math  -  89%  passed 
Writing  -  95%  passed 

Grade  Six  International  Day  was  held  on  June  21.  This 
is  our  sixteenth  consecutive  year.  The  day  was  highlighted 
by  three  events. 

(1)  Children  and  parents  prepared  delicious  meals 
common  to  European  and  Asian  countries. 

(2)  Each  child  researched  and  prepared  a  report  on  the 
country  of  his/her  family’s  origin. 

(3)  Children  wore  costumes  of  their  ancestry  and  prizes 
were  awarded  to  the  most  original  ones. 

Our  appreciation  to  the  Balch  PTA  for  its  continuous 
support  on  this  annual  event. 

The  Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Awards  were 
established  by  President  Reagan  in  1983.  These  awards 
honor  grade  6  pupils  who  have  achieved  excellence  in  their 
studies  since  grade  3.  I  am  pleased  to  announce  that 
fourteen  grade  6  pupils  of  the  Balch  School  maintained  a 
B+  average  during  the  past  four  years. 

Under  the  direction  of  our  school  adjustment  counselor, 

Mr.  James  Fitzpatrick,  fifteen  students  of  grade  6 
volunteered  their  services  after  school  each  Friday  to  the 
patients  of  the  Charlwell  Nursing  Home.  These  children  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  dedication  and  kindness  to  the 
patients.  As  a  final  gesture,  several  patients  from  Charlwell 
were  our  guests  at  the  Balch  Grade  6  Musical  on  June  9. 

The  Parent-Teachers  Association  had  another  successful 
year.  Two  $300  scholarships  were  awarded  to  two  high 
school  graduating  seniors  -  Candice  Doherty  and  Kevin 
Naughton,  former  Balch  School  students.  The  Principal’s 
Award  was  presented  to  Erica  King,  present  grade  6  pupil, 
for  her  contribution  of  citizenship  and  scholastic  honors. 
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The  PTA  raised  funds  via  Spaghetti  Supper,  Pancake 
Breakfast,  Spring  Dance,  Book  Fair,  and  Family  Game 
Nights.  A  highlight  was  our  Family  Day  held  on  the  school 
grounds  on  Saturday,  June  4. 

The  PTA  is  a  dedicated  and  close  group  of  parents 
constantly  working  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school. 

The  South  Norwood  Beautification  Committee  is  to  be 
commended  for  its  initiative  in  providing  shrubs  and  bushes 
for  the  Balch  School  grounds.  This  project  involved 
community  participation  and  has  added  immeasurably  to 
the  landscape. 

Mrs.  Mary  McAvoy  who  taught  in  the  Title  I  Program 
for  the  past  eleven  years  retired  in  June  1988.  Prior  to  this 
she  taught  grade  four  at  the  Balch  School  for  six  years.  Her 
dedication  and  loyalty  to  the  Balch  School,  her  kindness  to 
the  children  and  staff,  and  her  knowledge  and  expertise  in 
the  academic  will  always  be  remembered.  We  sincerely  wish 
Mrs.  McAvoy  a  happy  and  well-deserved  retirement. 

The  School  Improvement  Council  utilized  the  Chapter 
188  funds  for  special  assemblies,  school  equipment,  field 
trips,  puppet  shows,  author-illustrator  programs. 

In  conclusion  I  acknowledge  the  Norwood  School 
Committee,  Central  Administration,  teachers,  ancillary 
personnel  and  parents  for  their  continuous  support  this 
part  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
C.  M.  CALLAHAN  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  my  fourth  Annual 
Report  as  Principal  of  the  C.  M.  Callahan  School. 

Enrollment  and  Staff 

The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September, 
1987  was  272  which  represented  an  increase  of  33  students 
as  compared  with  the  enrollment  at  the  start  of  school  in 
September,  1986. 

The  staff  was  pleased  to  welcome  Miss  Nancy  Roberts, 
sixth  grade  teacher.  The  additional  teacher  at  this  level  was* 
necessitated  by  the  influx  of  children  from  the  Oldham 
School  which  will  be  discussed  below.  We  also  welcomed 
Miss  Elaine  Barnartt,  speech  clinician,  who  replaced  Mrs. 
Marie  Teehan  on  the  staff;  the  latter  took  a  leave  of 
absence  and  later  in  the  year  resigned  her  position  as  speech 
clinician  -  she  will  be  sorely  missed. 

In  the  custodial  ranks,  we  thank  Mr.  John  Caulfield  for 
his  untiring  efforts  during  the  year;  Mr.  Caulfield 
transferred  over  to  the  outside  grounds  crew  and  we  wish 

him  the  best.  We  welcome  Mr.  Robert  Carr  to  the  custodial 
staff. 

Elementary  Redistricting 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  the 
Norwood  School  Committee  approved  an  elementary 
redistricting  plan  in  order  to  help  alleviate  the  overcrowded 
conditions  at  the  Oldham  and  Cleveland  schools. 
Subsequently,  33  children  from  the  Oldham  School  were 
transferred  to  the  Callahan  School. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Oldham  School 
children  were  extended  a  most  cordial  welcome  by  the  other 
children  and  have  enjoyed  their  first  year  at  the  Callahan. 

Computer  Curriculum 

We  were  pleased  to  welcome  Miss  Barbara  Lanzoni, 
newly-appointed  Elementary  School  Computer  Coordinator. 
Miss  Lanzoni  taught  at  the  Cleveland  School  before  her 
appointment  to  this  position  by  the  School  Committee  and 
we  thank  her  for  bringing  her  computer  expertise  to  the 
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Callahan  and  sharing  it  with  the  staff  and  children. 

I  would  once  again  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Louis 
Buscone,  Director  of  Computer  Services,  who  has  continued 
to  provide  valuable  assistance  and  encouragement  to  the 
staff. 

School  Improvement  Council 

The  Callahan  School  was  the  recipient  of  $15.00  per 
child  during  the  school  year  just  ended.  These  monies  were 
made  possible  by  Chapter  188  which  was  enacted  by  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  because  of  the  receipt  of 
these  funds  the  Callahan  School  has  been  able  to  have  the 
following  programs  and  performances  at  the  school: 

"See  What  I’m  Saying" 

(Sign  language  for  deaf  people) 

"Foodplay" 

(Importance  of  eating  nutritional  food) 

"Dinasaur  Rock" 

(Informational  and  entertaining  performance 
about  the  history  of  flight  through  the  eyes  of 
a  pigeon) 

"Federal  Reserve  Bank" 

(Presentation  about  printing  of  money  and 
check-writing) 

It  has  also  been  possible  to  purchase  excellent 
enrichment  material  such  as  maps  and  globes,  library 
resource  material,  etc.  that  via  the  school  budget  alone  it 
would  not  have  been  possible. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  Callahan  School  Improvement  Council  whose  timeless 
efforts  made  possible  many  wonderful  programs  for  the 
children  during  the  current  school  year. 

Gifted  and  Talented  Program 

This  year,  the  Gifted  and  Talented  program  covered  a 
variety  of  units  in  many  areas  of  the  curriculum  including 
History,  Geography,  Science,  Literature,  Economics  and  the 
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Arts.  Some  examples  of  topics  included  the  study  of  Greek 
mythology  and  the  presentation  of  an  original  play  the 
study  of  unsolved  mysteries  around  the  world,  such  as  the 
Bermuda  Triangle,  Easter  Island  and  Stonehenge;  the  study 
of  detectives  and  sleuthing,  in  literature  and  in  society,  and 
the  development  of  an  original  board  game,  called  "Deteco " 
Other  topics  included  the  study  of  famous  individuals  in 
the  arts,  the  sciences,  history  and  sports  for  a  "Trivia  Game" 
on  famous  people,  and  an  intensive  study  into  Business  and 
Economics  and  Advertising,  the  IRS,  Stock  Market  and 
business  management,  as  the  sixth  grade  managed  the  school 
store  for  profit,  returned  to  the  school.  A  special 
Convocation  Day"  for  the  sixth  graders  of  Prescott  and 
Callahan  allowed  for  several  spontaneous  problem-solving 
situations  modeled  after  the  Olympics  of  the  Mind 
competition  and  provided  a  fun  filled  day  as  the  two  groups 
met  for  the  first  time  and  interacted. 

Independent  studies  were  also  a  part  of  the  program  as 
the  children  were  given  an  opportunity  to  study  topics’ of 
their  choosing  and  present  them  to  their  class  peers. 

Instruction  in  the  program  emphasizes  critical  thinking 
deductive  and  logical  reasoning,  problem-solving,  and 
creativity,  with  unusual  subject  matter  and  materials.  The 
development  of  research  skills  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
program  as  the  students  are  guided  through  the  research 
process,  so  that  they  can  communicate  their  newly  found 
information,  and  sharpen  their  presentation  skills. 

The  children  have  shown  a  great  deal  of  growth  in  their 
performance  in  all  these  areas. 

Speech-Language  Program 

Speech  and  language  services  are  offered  to  children  in 
Grades  K-6  who  have  communication  difficulties.  Children 
have  been  treated  for  voice  problems,  dysfluency 
articulation  errors,  and  language  delay,  all  of  which  would 
interfere  with  school  performance  and  adjustment 
Evaluation,  therapy,  and  teacher  consultation  are  provided. 

Referrals  come  from  teachers,  parents,  kindergarten  and 
first  grade  screenings,  and  other  Specialists.  Written 
permission  to  evaluate  the  child  must  be  given  by  the 
parents.  Then  a  thorough  diagnostic  evaluation  is  conducted. 

Since  speech  or  language  therapy  is  a  Chapter  766 
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service,  a  team  meeting  is  called.  Parents,  classroom  teacher 
any  other  Specialists  working  with  the  child  and,  if  needed’ 
the  766  co-ordinator  all  meet  with  the  speech-language 
pathologist.  She  presents  the  test  results  and  suggests  a 
therapeutic  program  if  needed.  The  team  determines  the 
final  Individual  Educational  Plan. 

As  soon  as  written  agreement  is  received  from  the 
parent,  the  plan  is  implemented.  Children  are  seen  one  to 
three  times  per  week  in  groups  of  2-5  or,  if  needed 
individually.  The  children  services  during  the  1987-88 
school  year  were  in  a  friendly,  cooperative,  enjoyable  group 
who  worked  hard  and  enjoyed  the  motivational  games. 

A  I?umber  of  children  completed  all  their  objectives 
When  this  happened,  parents  and  teachers  were  consulted  to 
determine  if  any  problems  remained  in  other  settings.  If 
not,  the  child  was  honored  by  a  "graduation  party"  with  his 

or  her  group  and,  upon  written  parental  agreement 
terminated  therapy. 

Intensive  Reading  Program 


.  The  highlight  of  the  Callahan  School  reading  program 
this  year  was  the  participation  of  the  children  in  the  Young 
Authors  Program  sponsored  by  the  Greater  Boston  Reading 
Council.  Programs  such  as  Young  Authors  emphasize  the 
reading/writing  connection.  The  children  worked 
enthusiastically  with  their  classroom  teachers  and  Miss  Wall, 
the  reading  specialist,  to  write,  illustrate  and  bind  their  own 
books.  Each  Young  Author  received  a  certificate  of 
recognition  for  participating  in  the  program.  The  original 
books  were  on  display  at  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library. 

The  Callahan  School  participated  in  the  Newspaper  in 
Education  Program  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Reading 
Association  and  the  American  Newspaper  Publishers 
Foundation  Association.  This  program  provides  the  children 
with  an  opportunity  to  apply  their  reading  skills  to  real 
materials. 

During  1987-1988  the  Economy  reading  program  was 
expanded  into  grades  three  and  four.  Miss  Wall  assisted  the 
classroom  teachers  in  organizing  and  implementing  the  new 
program  into  the  curriculum.  Grades  one  and  two 
supplemented  the  basal  program  with  whole  language 
reading  materials. 
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The  children  in  the  first  and  second  grade  enjoyed 
reading  and  making  their  own  books. 

Miss  Wall  works  with  the  teachers  in  diagnosing  and 
evaluating  the  Callahan  children’s  reading  skills,  in  placing 
the  children  in  reading  groups,  and  in  selecting  and 
ordering  basal  and  supplementary  instructional  materials. 
She  also  consults  with  the  teachers  continually  and  makes 
suggestions  for  improving  classroom  instruction  based  on 
current  research.  Miss  Wall  also  provided  remedial 
instruction  for  children  in  grades  two-six  and  teaches 
enrichment  classes  for  grades  five  and  six. 

Chapter  I  Program 

This  program  known  as  Aspire  means  additional 
services  which  are  provided  in  Remedial  education  in  the 
areas  of  Reading  and  Arithmetic.  It  is  subsidized  by  Federal 
funds.  The  children  are  pre-tested  in  September,  and  post- 
tested  in  May  through  the  use  of  the  C.A.T.’s. 

The  Chapter  I  teacher  works  with  small  groups  of 
students  on  individual  problems.  The  program  must  have  the 
approval  and  recommendation  of  the  classroom  teacher  and 
the  permission  of  the  parent. 

During  the  month  of  March,  the  daily  newspaper  was 
used  as  a  teaching  and  learning  device.  A  day  of 
conferences  was  held  for  all  parents  in  which  their  child’s 
progress  was  discussed. 

A  convention  in  May  was  held  in  Hyannis.  Mrs. 
Preskenis  and  Mrs.  Cotter  attended  workshops  and  meetings 
and  considered  the  convention  to  be  very  worthwhile. 

Extensive  use  of  the  Apple  IIC  Computer  is  done  and 
other  appealing  learning  devices  are  utilized  and  well 
received  by  the  children.  The  annual  award  program  is  a 
highlight  of  the  program. 

Learning  Center  Program 

The  Learning  Center  provides  services  for  children  at 
the  Callahan  in  grades  K-6.  These  services  involve  diagnosis 
and  prescriptive  evaluations  through  testing,  development  of 
individual  educational  plans  (IEP),  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  core  evaluation  team,  direct  service  to  learning  disabled 
or  dcvelopmentally  delayed  students  and  screening  incoming 
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kindergarten  students. 

The  diagnostic  and  prescriptive  evaluations  are  begun  as 
a  result  of  a  referral  from  a  teacher  or  parent.  They  involve 
testing,  both  formal  and  informal,  as  well  as  classroom 
observation  and  teacher  consultation.  The  results  of  the 
testing  provide  information  for  developing  a  prescriptive 
teaching  program.  This  program  is  developed  and 
incorporated  into  an  IEP. 

The  IEP  will  state  specifically  the  child’s  learning  style 
and  goals  to  be  addressed  or  accomplished  within  a  given 
time  frame.  The  IEP  covers  one  year  with  provisions  for 
reviews  and  reports  at  three  month  intervals.  The  goals 
stated  will  be  addressed  in  the  Learning  Center  unless 
otherwise  specified. 

The  service  outlined  in  the  IEP  will  be  provided  by  the 
Learning  Center  teacher.  The  number  of  hours  a  child 
receives  services  is  outlined  in  the  IEP. 

Each  spring  the  learning  center  teacher  screens  the 
incoming  kindergarten  class.  They  evaluate  the  performance 
of  each  child,  noting  any  areas  of  concern  or  need  for 
alternative  placement. 

Mrs.  Bisconte  and  Mrs.  Mitchell,  the  Learning  Center 
teachers,  also  act  as  liaison  for  Callahan  students  in  outside 
placements.  This  year  they  followed  students  at  Carroll 
School  and  at  Walker  School.  This  involves  attending 
meetings  and  reporting  on  the  progress  of  the  student 
involved. 

Parent  Teacher  Association 

A  special  note  of  appreciation  is  in  order  for  the 
Callahan  P.T.A.  whom  I  consider  to  be  the  strong  right  arm 
of  the  school.  In  addition  to  being  most  helpful  in  providing 
funds  for  field  trips,  programs,  performances,  etc.,  the 
P.T.A.  has  also  assisted  in  helping  out  with  lunchroom 
supervision,  chaperoning  children  and  in  other  areas  too 
numerous  to  mention  in  this  brief  report. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  extensive  tile  work  has  been 
completed  as  well  as  painting  in  the  Aspire  classroom,  the 
lunchroom  and  the  kitchen.  In  addition  to  the  above,  more 
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roof  repairs  have  been  done. 

Many  thanks  are  again  in  order  to  Mr.  John  P.  Maleiko 
lor  all  his  efforts  in  the  completion  of  these  projects. 

On  behalf  of  the  Callahan  staff,  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  wish  him  good  health  and  happiness  in 
his  retirement;  I  will  miss  him  a  great  deal.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
F.  A.  CLEVELAND  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  seventeenth  annual  report 
as  principal  of  the  F.  A.  Cleveland  School. 

In  the  elementary  schools  the  curriculum,  materials,  and 
methods  continue  to  change,  the  scope  of  the  activities 
continues  to  grow,  while  the  goals  of  elementary  education 
remain  the  same:  to  develop  each  child’s  physical,  social  and 
emotional  abilities  to  the  fullest  extent.  Inherent  in  this 
philosophy  is  the  objective  to  teach  children 
personal  responsibilities,  to  guide  their  ideas  of  right  and 
wrong  and  to  develop  an  appreciation  for  their  rights  and 
responsibilities  as  a  good  citizen.  Developing  an  annual 
report  such  as  this  is  an  excellent  method  to  record  what 
we  have  accomplished  and,  hopefully,  prove  to  be  a  useful 
reference  for  planning  our  program  for  next  year. 

Staff,  Enrollment  and  Plant 

Staff  -  Again  this  year  there  were  several  staff  changes. 
Miss  Lanzoni  was  appointed  as  coordinator  of  the 
elementary  computer  program  and  Mrs.  Talanian  was 
reassigned  to  the  Balch  School.  Miss  Alighieri  was  appointed 
to  a  sixth  grade  at  the  Cleveland  School  and  Mrs. 
Rakauskas,  who  returned  from  a  leave  of  absence,  was 
assigned  to  a  fourth  grade  class.  Miss  Savage,  our  speech 
specialist,  was  granted  a  sabbatical  leave  from  February  to 
June,  1988,  to  pursue  advanced  study  in  the  area  of  Speech 
and  Language.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  enrollment  on  October 
1,  1986  was  458  students  and  on  October  1,  1987,  it  was  457  - 
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a  difference  of  one  student.  This  is  a  significant  statistic 
however,  as  all  new  enrollees  from  Windsor  Gardens  and  the 
majority  of  students  from  the  apartment  complex  were 
redistricted  this  year  to  the  Prescott  School. 

Plant  -  The  Cleveland  School  is  a  modern,  one  story 
practical  structure  that  satisfies  all  the  requirements  of  the 
handicap  program.  There  are  twenty  regular  size  classrooms 
and  two  larger  rooms  designated  for  Kindergarten,  and 
three  small  instruction  rooms.  Unfortunately  we  are 
experiencing  a  space  problem  and  many  of  our  special 
programs  had  to  be  offered  in  areas  that  did  not  provide  a 
recommendable  educational  setting.  Certain  classes  had  to 
be  programmed  in  open  areas  or  corridors  through  which 
other  students  had  to  file.  The  Computer  and  the  Gifted 
and  Talented  programs  did  not  have  a  definite  location 
Other  special  programs  and  activities  as  O.T.,  P.T.,  Schooi 
Psychologist,  Testing,  Core  meetings,  and  parent  conferences 
had  to  be  scheduled  as  classrooms  became  available  when 
students  were  at  lunch,  at  the  library  or  in  the  gymnasium. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  an  extensive  blacktop 
project  was  completed  and  we  now  have  an  excellent  outside 
play  area  for  the  younger  children.  There  were  no  extensive 
repairs  necessary  this  year. 

The  School  Improvement  Act  -  Chapter  188 

The  School  Improvement  Act,  Chapter  188,  has  been  in 
operation  for  three  years.  This  legislative  act  provides 
money  directly  to  teachers  and  school  systems  in  an  effort 
to  promote  excellence  in  education.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  the  law  has  had  a  very  significant  impact  on  our  school 
operation.  New  programs  have  been  introduced,  parents  are 
more  involved,  teachers  have  been  favorably  stimulated  and 
program  assessment  has  improved.  Some  of  the  provisions 
that  affected  the  Cleveland  School  operation  are  as  follows! 

1.  Horace  Mann  Grants  -  Horace  Mann  Grants  are 
financial  awards  to  teachers  who  assume  extra 
responsibility  such  as  curriculum  development  and  in- 
service  instruction.  The  Cleveland  faculty  had  two  award 
recipients.  Mrs.  Doris  Ashapa  co-ordinated  the 
implementation  of  a  new  town-wide  primary  reading 
program.  Mr.  Michael  Czyryca’s  project  was  designed  to 
promote  a  co-ordinated  elementary  *  science  program. 
Activities  were  recommended  and  materials  produced  for 
the  classroom  teachers  to  use  to  supplement  the  regular 
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science  curriculum. 


2.  School  Improvement  Fund  -  Under  this  section  of  the 
law  the  state  provides  money  directly  to  schools  to  be  used 
for  innovative  programs,  curriculum  development,  staff 
training,  instructional  equipment,  or  any  other  purpose  to 
improve  the  school  operation. 

A  School  Improvement  Council,  consisting  of  the 
building  principal,  three  teachers,  three  parents  and  one 
community  representative,  are  responsible  for  allocating  the 
funds.  They  are:

This  year  the  funds  were  used  to: 


a.  Sponsor  academic  and  cultural  programs 

b.  Provide  recreational  equipment 

c.  Purchase  science,  social  studies  and  math  equipment 
materials 

d.  Establish  an  after-school  Drama  Club 

e.  Purchase  an  Apple  Computer  and  two  mobile  carts  to 
expand  our  computer  program 

f.  Purchase  sixty  Fine  Arts  prints  with  textbooks  to 
expand  our  regular  art  program  to  include  art  history 
and  appreciation. 

3.  Basic  Skills  Test  -  The  Basic  Skills  Test  was 
administered  to  grades  three  and  six  this  year.  The  focus  of 
the  test  was  to  identify  students  who  had  not  mastered  basic 
skills  in  the  areas  of  Reading,  Math  and  Writing.  Two 
important  characteristics  of  the  test  should  be  noted: 

1.  The  test  items  did  not  discriminate  among  levels  of 
mastery  in  Reading  and  Math 

2.  The  Writing  samples  were  evaluated  on  a  pass/fail 
scale  using  the  Holistic  scoring  method. 
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There  are  seventy-one  students  in  the  third  grade  of 
whom  sixty-seven  took  the  test  and  four  were  exempted  as 

they  were  enrolled  in  the  Resource  Room. 

The  summary  of  the  Student  Performance  Report  placed 
the  Cleveland  School  above  the  state  average,  and  equal  to 
or  higher  than  other  schools  within  our  system.  These 
statistics,  we  are  pleased  to  report,  placed  the  class  high 
within  the  Comparison  Score  Band  in  the  three  content 
areas.  (The  Comparison  Score  Band  is  a  statistic  that  permits 
a  school  or  district  to  compare  its  results  to  schools  with 
similar  student  populations  based  on  information  or  student 
background  factors  collected  during  the  test  administration.) 

Only  one  child  failed  Reading,  two  failed  Math  and 
three  failed  Writing.  The  parents  of  all  children  were 
notified  of  their  child’s  test  score.  Individual  programs  have 
been  established  for  those  children  whose  scores  did  not 
meet  the  minimum  requirements. 

There  are  sixty-six  students  in  the  sixth  grade.  All 
children  took  the  Basic  Skills  Test;  there  were  no  exceptions. 

The  results  of  the  test  were  very  favorable.  The  scores 
in  the  three  test  areas  were  better  than  the  state  and  district 
averages.  Three  children  did  not  meet  the  minimum 
requirements  in  Reading  and  one  in  Math.  All  students 
passed  the  Writing  sample. 

As  in  the  third  grade,  all  parents  were  notified  in 
writing  of  their  child’s  test  scores.  Individual  remediation 
plans  were  developed  for  those  students  who  failed.  All 
children  passed  the  Writing  sample.  The  passing  percentage 
of  each  of  the  three  tests  all  fell  in  the  upper  level  of  the 
Comparison  Score  Band. 

Computer  Program 

The  computer  program  continues  to  improve  and 
expand.  We  would  contribute  much  of  the  success  this  year 
to  Miss  Barbara  Lanzoni,  the  newly  appointed  computer 
coordinator.  She  offered  in-service  training  and  organized, 
evaluated  and  distributed  materials  to  all  grade  levels.  It 
was  always  very  reassuring  for  the  teachers  to  know  she 
was  readily  available  if  there  were  questions. 


We  presently  have  eleven  computers,  two  printers  and 
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software  relating  to  Reading,  Math,  Science  and  Social 
Studies.  We  have  budgeted  for  an  additional  computer  and 
printer  next  year.  We  look  forward  to  the  possibility  of 
establishing  a  computer  lab  in  order  to  present  group 
instruction,  to  improve  the  utilization  of  the  hardware  and 
conserve  teaching  time. 

Gifted  and  Talented  Program 

The  opening  weeks  of  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Program 
(Eureka  program),  were  spent  testing,  determining  group 
interests,  and  creating  an  environment  for  spontaneous 
creative  and  critical  thinking.  Later  in  the  fall  each  group 
selected  a  specific  topic  to  explore  as  a  unit  and  ultimately 
designed  a  method  of  sharing  what  had  been  learned. 

Some  of  the  specific  group  activities  included  a  sixth 
grade  bound  book  of  puzzles  about  ESP,  a  fifth  grade  board 
game  about  "the  unexplained,"  and  fiction  books  at  the 
fourth  grade  level  as  part  of  the  Young  Authors  program. 
The  third  graders  developed  their  own  codes  for  permanent 
pen-pals  after  exploring  the  world  of  sleuthing  and  went  on 
to  study  about  sharks,  with  a  medley  of  final  products. 
Second  graders  were  added  to  the  program  on  an  informal 
basis  in  January  and  developed  a  mural  of  creative 
stitchery  as  well  as  a  bound  book  entitled  "All  About  Me." 

In  addition  to  the  unit  work,  time  was  spent  throughout 
the  year  developing  skill  in  deductive  thinking.  A  favorite 
highlight  with  the  children  in  grades  3-6  was  the 
opportunity  to  do  an  independent  study.  An  open  house  was 
held  on  Wednesday  evening,  June  1st,  to  culminate  the 
weeks  of  hard  work. 

Whole  class  projects  took  place  at  the  third  and  first 
grade  levels  this  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Eureka  program 
will  continue  to  expand  in  the  future. 

Learning  Disabilities  Program 

The  Learning  Disabilities  program  at  the  Cleveland 
School  has  continued  to  provide  direct  educational  services 
to  children  who  have  been  identified  as  having  a  learning 
disability.  These  services  are  provided  in  small  groups  or 
individual  basis.  The  procedures,  policies  and  guidelines, 
both  general  and  specific,  are  followed  as  they  are 
described  in  the  Special  Education  regulations  of  Chapter 
766. 
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The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  identify  children  who 
have  a  specific  learning  disability.  This  identification  and 
referral  process  involves  the  parent,  classroom  teacher  and 
the  members  of  the  Evaluation  Team.  Other  personnel  such 
as  the  family  pediatrician,  local  hospitals  and  social  service 
agencies  become  involved  as  it  is  warranted.  Predicated  on 
the  results  of  evaluations,  a  specific  educational  plan  is 
written  to  meet  the  academic,  social  and  emotional  needs  of 
the  individual  student.  These  needs  are  met,  in  part,  by  the 
learning  disabilities  specialist. 

The  learning  disabilities  specialist  continued  to 
participate  this  year  in  the  kindergarten  screening  process. 

This  year’s  screening  took  place  during  the  last  week  of 
April  through  the  second  week  of  May.  This  extensive 
period  of  time  was  due  to  the  large  number  of  students 
registered  at  the  school.  The  primary  purpose  of  the 
screening  is  to  identify  children  who  may  have  a  specific 
educational  disability  prior  to  entering  kindergarten  and  to 
provide  early  intervention,  if  needed. 

The  Learning  Center  specialist  has  also  continued  to 
provide  direct  and  supportive  services  to  the  classroom 
teachers  to  ensure  appropriate  materials,  programs  and 
placements  for  the  learning  disabled  student. 

Reading 

Last  year  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Reading  Study 
Committee  the  Economy  Reading  publication  was 
introduced  in  grades  K,  1  and  2.  This  year  in  accordance 
with  the  established  time  schedule,  the  new  series  was 
extended  to  grades  3  and  4.  The  implementation  process  in 
the  middle  grades  was  very  similar  to  the  plan  used  at  the 
primary  level.  The  Economy  consultant  was  available 
throughout  the  year  and  the  publisher’s  teaching  tapes  were 
circulated  as  needed.  We  would  thank  Mrs.  Ashapa  for  the 
leadership  role  she  continues  to  play  to  insure  maximum 
success  for  the  program. 

Fifty-five  pupils  were  enrolled  in  Remedial  Reading  for 
the  1987-88  school  year  at  the  following  grade  levels: 


Gr.  1  -  6 


Gr.  4  -  6 


2  -  16 
3  -  13 


5  -  5 

6  -  9 
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Enrollment  criteria  was  based  on  teacher  recommendation, 
classroom  performance,  and  test  scores.  Primary  students 
attended  four  one-half  hour  sessions  weekly.  Intermediate 
students  were  enrolled  for  three  forty-five  minute  sessions 
per  week.  Children  were  continually  evaluated  throughout 
the  year  and  were  tested  in  June  to  determine  placement  for 
next  year. 

Math 

The  new  Math  program,  Silver-Burdett  Mathematics,  was 
introduced  in  grades  K,  1,  2  and  3  this  year.  The  primary 
grade  teachers  are  pleased  with  this  publication.  The 
content,  sequence  and  testing  program  is  consistently 
developed.  Comprehensive  lesson  plans  include  suggestions 
for  whole  class,  small  group  and  individual  activities. 
Remedial  and  enrichment  activities  are  also  available  along 
with  calculator  and  computer  exercises. 

Early  Childhood  Diagnostic  Center 

The  Early  Childhood  Diagnostic  Center  provided  the 
following  services  during  the  1987-1988  school  year: 
screening,  evaluation,  consultation,  home  programs,  and  a 
language-based  classroom.  Approximately  seventy  new 
students  were  screened  during  the  year  and  thirty  children 
ages  3  and  4  attended  the  language-based  classroom  with  an 
individualized  educational  plan. 

The  Early  Childhood  Resource  Center  was  expanded 
during  the  year  with  grant  funding  from  Chapter  188  and 
P  L.  94-142.  A  toy  and  book  lending  library  was  available  to 
the  community.  Workshops  for  parents  were  offered  during 
the  year,  including  lectures  by  a  pediatric  neurologist,  a 
pediatric  optometrist,  an  art  educator  and  a  child 
psychologist.  In  addition,  a  newsletter  was  published  on  a 
regular  basis. 

The  staff  continues  to  offer  consultation  and  resources 
to  parents,  professionals  and  community  programs  serving 
young  children  and  families.  A  summer  program  will  be 
offered  as  a  result  of  funding  received  under  P.L.  94-142. 
This  program  will  offer  summer  screening  to  new  students, 
a  language-based  classroom  experience  and  individual 
speech  therapy. 
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Aspire  Program 

The  Aspire  program  services  children  from  pre-school 
t  rough  grade  six.  The  pre-school  program  is  designed  to 
meet  the  readiness  needs  of  children  who  are  of  age  to  enter 
Kindergarten  the  following  school  year  and  appear  to  have 
some  developmental  areas  of  concern.  The  Pre-School 
Diagnostic  Center  refers  children  who  would  benefit  from 

the  program.  There  are  ten  children  enrolled  for  the  1987-88 
school  year. 

At  the  grade  level  supportive  programs  were  offered  in 
Reading  and  Math.  Services  were  provided  to  fifty-seven 
students. 

New  Programs 

We  are  very  pleased  to  announce  two  new  programs,  a 
choral  group  and  a  drama  club.  Both  activities  were  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Delaney. 

Mrs.  Delaney  volunteered  her  time  before  school  two 
days  a  week  to  direct  the  sixth  grade  choral  group.  They 
performed  during  the  holiday  season,  at  the  sixth  grade 
musical  and  again  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  spring  a  Drama  Club  was  organized  under  the 
School  Improvement  Act.  The  students  were  from  grades  3 
and  4.  We  believe  it  was  a  "growth  and  fun"  experience  for 
all  the  children.  They  volunteered  to  participate,  and  the 
practice  sessions  were  held  after  school.  The  program 
provided  an  opportunity  for  the  children  to  perform  in  a 
guided,  acting  situation.  Other  values  that  are  inherently 
promoted  in  this  type  of  program  include  commitment, 
responsibility  and  leadership.  It  is  our  hope  that  this 
program  will  continue  next  year. 

Cleveland  P.T.A. 

The  P.T.A.  adds  a  most  valuable  dimension  to  our  school 
program.  The  organization  is  very  supportive,  creative  and 
practical.  A  summary  of  this  year’s  activities,  taken  from 
their  final  newsletter,  follows: 

"Once  again,  the  P.T.A.  has  had  a  successful  year,  with 
many  activities  that  have  benefitted  both  the  students 
and  their  parents.  Among  the  P.T.A. ’s  activities  have 
been  the  Annual  Pancake  Breakfast  in  October  and  the 
Book  Fair/Bake  Sale  in  November.  The  School  Store, 
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run  completely  by  P.T.A.  parents,  has  provided  the 
children  with  an  opportunity  to  learn  something  about 
handling  money,  as  well  as  an  opportunity  to  buy  school 
supplies  and  other  items.  The  P.T.A.  Programming 
Committee  presented  several  programs  of  interest  to  the 
students,  including  "The  World  of  Snakes",  the 
Aquarium  Show,  presentations  by  staff  of  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Science,  an  actor  playing  Mozart,  among 
other  programs.  P.T.A.  volunteers  ran  the  Room  Parent 
program  and  helped  to  staff  the  school  library,  as  well 
as  to  run  a  Used  Book  Sale  to  raise  funds  for  the 
library.  P.T.A.  funds  also  helped  to  sponsor  scholarships, 
transportation  for  field  trips,  and  stipends  to  the 
classrooms  for  enrichment  materials."

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  ninth  annual  report 
as  Principal  of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School. 

Personnel  and  Enrollment 

The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September, 
1987,  was  382,  and  this  represents  an  increase  in  student 
population  for  the  fifth  successive  year.  The  1983/1984 
school  year  we  had  a  low  of  306  pupils,  the  present  382 
represents  an  increase  of  76  students  over  a  five-year 
period.  This  also  takes  in  account  the  minor  redistricting 
that  occurred  last  year  when  25  students  were  redistricted 
back  to  the  Callahan  School. 

Our  projections  for  the  next  academic  year  calls  for 
another  increase  in  student  population  with  the  Oldham 
School  going  over  the  400-pupil  mark. 

This  trend  indicates  that,  for  the  forseeable  future,  the 
Oldham  School  pupil  population  will  continue  to  grow. 

We  have  a  staff  of  15  1/2  teachers,  complimented  by  a 
full-time  Speech,  Reading,  and  Learning  Center  teachers.  In 
addition,  we  house  a  Primary  Generic  Class  in  which 
placement  is  through  Chapter  766.  This  program  is  geared  to 
assist  children  with  special  needs,  and  where  possible, 
mainstreaming  of  the  students  into  regular  classrooms  is 
provided. 

The  Oldham  School  welcomed  three  new  staff  members 
this  year:  Mrs.  Ethel  Hanley,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Davis,  and  Mrs. 
Marie  Stokinger,  all  assigned  to  the  second  grade. 

Curriculum 

It  is  worthy  to  note  that  with  the  usual  updating  of 
curriculum  in  the  area  of  basic  skills,  we  had  many  other 
activities  in  the  school  relating  to  curriculum  matters.  These 
offerings  were  in  the  area  of  cultural  and  enrichment 
programming. 

This  year,,  as  a  biannual  event,  the  5th  and  6th  grades 
held  a  Science  Fair  in  which  the  type  of  exhibits  shown  by 
the  children  were  not  only  of  high  caliber,  but  also 
intellectually  stimulating.  A  sample  of  some  of  the  special 
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activities  that  originated  in  the  classroom  are: 

The  sixth  grades  had  an  International  Day  where 
children  did  units  on  countries  and  the  culminating 
activity  was  an  International  Food  Fair  where  children 
brought  in  various  native  dishes  to  be  sampled  by  all. 

2*  Thf  th'iTd  grades  had  their  unit  on  Town  Government 
with  all  town  department  heads  visiting  the  school  and 
give  a  personal  insight  into  the  workings  of  Norwood 
town  government. 

3.  Mrs.  Ball’s  fourth  grade  class  met  with  their  pen  pals 
from  the  Callahan  School  for  a  get  together. 

4.  Our  sixth  Grandparents’  Day,  for  our  first  grade 

students,  is  again  a  huge  success.  This  special  day  was 
initiated  by  Miss  Janice  Baker,  one  of  our  first  grade 
teachers.  6 

5.  An  Arbor  Day  was  held  this  Spring  where  all  children 
observed  the  planting  of  three  ornamental  trees  donated 
by  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Poems  and  verses  were  read 
by  the  children  commemorating  this  day. 

This  year,  with  the  Bicentennial  Celebration,  much  of 
our  curriculum  offerings  were  related  to  our  Bicentennial. 

Teachers  in  Kindergarten  through  grade  six 
incorporated  activities  related  to  the  Constitution  in  their 
daily  programs.  These  events  included  creative  writing 
music,  poetry,  stories,  research  assignments,  filmstrips,  word 

searches,  drawing,  etc.  Some  examples  of  these  activities 
were: 

Grade  2  -  students  made  booklets  containing  facts  about 
Massachusetts  and  creative  writing  compositions  entitled 
I  m  Proud  to  be  an  American  because..." 

Grade  4  -  students  entered  a  contest  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Law  Association  entitled  "Why  the 
Constitution  if  of  Interest  to  Me." 

Mrs.  Raymond  Fleck,  President  General  of  the  National 
Society  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  very  kindly 
sent  us  a  commemorative  issue  of  the  "Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution"  magazine.  This  publication  had 
valuable  information  from  a  historical  standpoint  plus  a 
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work  puzzle,  quiz,  and  numerous  articles  relating  to  the 
Constitution.  5 

„  ??yrin.8  ,fke  week  of  February  6,  1988,  the  word 
ratification  had  a  familiar  ring  to  it.  All  the  classes  had 
special  projects  but  culminating  this  week’s  activities,  the 
Oldham  School  PTA  purchased  three  cakes  for  the  school 
from  Steve  Goodman  and  his  students  at  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School.  These  cakes  were  uniquely  decorated  with 
the  following  motifs: 

1.  U.S.  Constitution  -  Quill  Pen 

2.  We  the  People  -  Preamble 

3.  The  Bicentennial  Seal 

In  the  Spring  of  1987,  Miss  Malachowski  and  Mrs  Ball 
discussed  the  possibility  of  having  fourth  grade  students 
research,  design,  and  create  a  quilt  as  a  lasting  memorial  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  Fortunately,  one  of 
our  parents,  Mrs.  Bonnie  Falcone,  instructed  and  assisted  in 
this  endeavor.  Without  her  assistance,  this  project  would  not 
have  materialized. 

The  quilt  measured  92  by  100  inches,  and  that  the  54 
fourth  graders  drew  the  designs. 

Our  thanks  to  our  fourth  grade  teachers,  Mrs.  Ball,  Mrs. 
Bryant,  and  our  Art  Coordinator,  Miss  Malachowski. 
Particular  thanks  to  Mrs.  Falcone  for  her  time,  patience’ 
and  expertise  in  helping  us  with  this  project. 

The  enthusiasm  generated  by  the  Bicentennial  carried 
into  all  the  classrooms  with  teachers  conducting  various 
activities  relating  to  the  Constitution  in  their  everyday 
programs. 

Reflecting  upon  the  many  and  various  activities  in 
honor  of  the  Bicentennial,  we  feel  all  of  our  students  have 
had  exciting  experiences  which  will  provide  them  with  a 
rich  historical  background  for  future  studies.  We  all  have 
been  caught  up  in  the  spirit  of  the  celebration  of  the 
Constitution  as  evidenced  by  the  poems,  reports,  plays, 
letters,  field  trips,  quilt,  and  art  projects. 

Home/School  Relations 

Home  and  school  relations  are  always  a  big  part  of  our 
school  environment.  This  past  year,  our  PTA  surveyed  the 
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teachers,  students,  and  parents  as  to  school  needs.  Through 
this  assessment,  the  desire  for  a  play  area  for  the  children 
became  apparent.  Through  the  School  Improvement  Council, 
a  play  area  was  approved  and  implemented  for  the  children 
of  the  Oldham  School  and  community. 

Some  of  the  major  events  sponsored  by  the  Oldham 
School  P.T.A.  in  conjunction  with  the  school  are: 

1.  Annual  School  Fair  -  usually  held  in  October  and  is  a 
major  attraction  for  school  and  community. 

2.  Breakfast  with  Santa  -  held  on  a  Saturday  in  early 
December. 

3.  Family  Night  at  Roll  Land  held  in  January. 

4.  Oldham  School  Newsletter  called  the  "Oldham  Update" 
published  monthly  covering  pertinent  school 
information  and  monthly  menus. 

Plant/Grounds 

The  John  P.  Oldham  School  was  opened  in  1964  with  14 
regular  classroom  and  two  for  Kindergarten.  There  are 
small  instruction  rooms  designed  for  speech,  learning  center, 
reading,  adjustment  counselor,  and  a  nurse’s  room.  All  our 
rooms  are  utilized  with  the  Chapter  I  activities  being 
carried  out  in  the  lobby.  Our  Library  still  houses  a 
Kindergarten  for  half  a  session.  The  building  is  in  good 
condition  and  its  one  level  structure  satisfies  all  the 
requirements  of  the  handicap  code.  The  physical  plant  is 
comfortable  and  there  are  no  major  repairs  necessary  this 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
C.  J.  PRESCOTT  SCHOOL 

Enrollment  and  Staff 

The  September,  1987  enrollment  of  285  represented  an 
increase  of  forty  pupils  from  September,  1986.  The  majority 
of  these  students  were  transferred  from  the  F.A.  Cleveland 
School  due  to  a  School  Committee  vote  which  stated  that  all 
Windsor  Gardens  students  would  attend  the  C.J.  Prescott 
School. 

Virginia  Ceruti,  kindergarten  teacher,  was  assigned  to 
one  session  at  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  and  one  session  at 
the  F.  A.  Cleveland  School. 

Virginia  Chubet,  school  secretary,  retired  in  December, 
following  twelve  years  at  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  and 
Celeste  DeAngelis  filled  her  position.  Mrs.  DeAngelis 
worked  previously  as  a  research  secretary  in  the  Boston 
Stock  Exchange,  and  worked  as  a  substitute  secretary  at  the 
H.  O.  Peabody  School. 

School  Improvement  Council 

Increased  funding  for  the  School  Improvement  Council 
this  past  year  allowed  for  additional  programs.  The  sixth 
grade  classes  attended  the  Ramesses  the  Great  exhibition  at 
the  Boston  Museum  of  Science  where  they  observed  the 
Colossus  of  Memphis,  a  spectacular  twenty-five  foot  tall 
granite  statue  of  Ramesses  the  Great,  a  nineteen  pound  gold 
collar,  model  of  an  ancient  Egypt  home,  and  many 
interesting  artifacts  on  display. 

One  outstanding  program,  which  will  also  be  included 
in  future  years,  involved  Dan  Cripps,  a  Native  American 
decendent,  who  erected  a  fifteen  foot  high  tepee  in  the 
auditorium  and  invited  each  classroom  inside  for  a  thirty 
minute  presentation.  A  wide  variety  of  artifacts  and 
reproductions  enhanced  each  lesson  and  pupils  enjoyed  the 
"hands  on  experience". 

The  talks  were  designed  to  break  down  existing 
stereotypes  by  presenting  Native  American  culture  in  a 
positive  light  as  well  as  emphasizing  the  peaceful  co¬ 
existence  and  cooperation  between  the  races  which  typified 
the  period  of  history  from  1750-1840. 
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Each  grade  level  was  presented  a  topic  and  discussions 
were  appropriate  for  that  level.  The  topics  were  as  follows: 

1.  Bows,  Lances,  and  Edged  Weapons:  Hunting  and 
Warfare 

2.  Calumets,  Coup  and  Honor 

3.  Children  and  Their  Upbringing 

4.  Comparison  1800 

5.  Denominators  of  the  Fur  Trade 

6.  Furs  and  Bones:  Uses  of  North  American  Wildlife 

7.  Explaining  the  Fur  Trade:  Furs  for  Metal  and  Glass 

8.  Legends 

9.  Native  American  Games 

10.  Tipi  Life:  The  Tipi  and  Its  Furnishings 

11.  Survey:  Highlights  from  1,  2,  5,  &  4 

The  Bicentennial  Year 

The  activities  for  the  year  began  in  September,  with  the 
entire  school  population  simultaneously  repeating  the  pledge 
of  allegiance  with  the  radio  and  television  broadcasts  from 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  culminated  in  June  with  the  Sixth 
Grade  Musical  and  Instrumental  Night  both  having  patriotic 
themes. 

Classroom  teachers  adapted  activities  appropriate  to 
their  grade  level,  some  of  which  are  as  follows: 

KINDERGARTEN 

In  September  the  class  learned  about  the  Constitution 
We  then  formed  a  "Kindergarten  Constitution"  and  had  a 
bulletin  board  showing  how  The  Constitution  can  work  for 
children  as  well  as  adults. 

When  special  days  or  events  approached  such  as 
Thanksgiving,  Patriots  Day  and  election  days,  we  reviewed 
how  things  were  different  before  the  Constitution  was 
written  and  compared  those  times  to  today. 

One  class  made  an  art  project  consisting  of  twenty-two 
pieces  of  their  favorite  art  works.  We  sent  them  to  Kenya  in 
South  Africa  with  a  girl  who  is  on  a  foreign  exchange 
program.  This  girl  is  a  daughter  to  one  of  our  school  nurses 
and  will  be  aiding  a  kindergarten  teacher  there.  We  also 
sent  samples  of  our  printing  and  number  workbooks  along 
with  photos  that  the  children  could  see  and  enjoy.  We 
discussed  sharing  ideas  and  customs  with  other  children  in 
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another  country.  The  follow  up  will  be  when  she  returns 
and  brings  samples  and  pictures  of  the  same  for  us  to  enjoy. 

We  also  invited  the  mother  of  a  new  boy  in  our  class 
from  England,  to  come  in  and  discuss  the  British  flag  and 
Constitution. 

Grade  One 

The  first  grade  children  at  the  Prescott  School  learned 
an  original  song  entitled  "The  Constitution".  They  sang  this 
song  each  morning  as  part  of  the  opening  exercises. 

Grade  Two 

One  teacher,  Ms.  Scollins,  gave  the  children  some  idea 
of  how  and  why  our  country  was  established,  to  note  the 
injustices  (religious,  racial,  unfair  taxation,  etc.)  that  made 
a  document  like  the  Constitution  necessary. 

She  began  with  the  Pilgrims  and  their  need  for  religious 
freedom.  Having  discussed  the  reasons  for  their  need  to 
establish  their  own  colony.  She  invited  (on  Dec.  9)  a  Pilgrim 
from  Plimoth  Plantation,  who  brought  slides  and  artifacts 
of  early  life  in  New  England.  The  following  week  they  took 
a  field  trip  to  the  Plantation  to  participate  in  a  workshop 
where  the  children  had  an  opportunity  to  be  "Pilgrims  for  a 
day".  They  chopped  wood,  made  shingles,  fed  animals 
cooked  over  an  open  fire  and  learned  first  hand  the  price’, 
in  sacrifice  and  hard  work,  of  religious  freedom. 

The  completed  the  Unit  with  a  booklet  on  Early 
America  (including  games,  recipes,  etc.) 

In  January  and  February  they  studied  the  lives  of 
Martin  Luther  King,  George  Washington  and  Abraham 
Lincoln,  learning  the  importance  of  "freedom  and  justice 
for  all". 


In  April  they  discussed  the  onset  of  the  American 
Revolution  (minutemen  -  right  to  bear  arms;  Boston 
Massacre  and  Tea  Party  -  taxation  without  representation; 
the  Battles  of  Bunker  Hill  and  Concord  and  Lexington)’ 
They  then  visited  the  U.S.S.  Constitution  and  the  Bunker 
Hill  Pavillion  ("Whites  of  Their  Eyes"  show)  seeing  the 
sacrifices  necessary  in  attaining  freedom.  They  also  visited 
the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  viewed  John  Singleton 
Copley’s  portrait  of  Paul  Revere  and  the  famous  portrait’s 
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of  George  Washington  and  other  revolutionary  heroes  They 
also  saw  pertinent  filmstrips  and  did  a  booklet  on  the 
Freedom  Trail. 

All  year  they  followed  the  Presidential  Campaigns  and 
brought  in  pictures  of  the  candidates  and  briefly  discussed 
the  process  of  election  and  the  various  branches  of 
government  and  how  they  work. 


Mrs.  Earners’  class  wrote  and  illustrated  a  book  making 
numerous  comparisons,  such  as  clothing,  games,  school 

y?noJP0rtati°n’  f°oc*’  anc*  energy  sources,  between 
1788  and  1988. 


Grade  Three 

Discussions  centered  around  the  Preamble  and  the  need 
tor  rules  at  home,  school,  sports  and  government.  The  class 
wrote  their  own  classroom  and  school  rules  and  drew  posters 
of  rules  they  thought  important. 

Another  activity  involved  writing  and  illustrating 
sentences  about  what  meant  to  them. 

Grade  Four 


Discussions  about  the  Constitution  were  based  on 
several  articles  from  Scholastic  News,  a  weekly  current 
events  newsletter,  and  selected  handouts.  A  film  entitled 

Ben  and  Me  ,  was  also  used  to  enhance  discussions  of  that 
time  period. 

The  Bill  of  Rights,  from  the  Social  Studies  book, 
involved  several  lessons  and  debates  about  those  rights  and 
how  they  affect  us  today. 


The  children  had  art  lessons  and  pencils  with  the 
Preamble  of  the  Constitution  were  distributed. 

Grade  Five 

Using  a  new  pilot  text  as  a  basis,  the  deficiencies  of  the 
Artie  es  of  Confederation  were  discussed  along  with  Shays’s 
Rebellion.  The  reasons  for  separation  of  powers  were 
considered  and  how  the  new  Constitution  corrected  many 
shortcomings  of  the  Articles.  Finally,  a  summary  of  the 
Constitution  was  studied  article  by  article  and  amendment 
by  amendment. 
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Grade  Six 

1.  Participated  in  President’s  opening  ceremonies  via 
the  television. 

2.  Discussed  the  "Preamble"  at  length  -  wrote  papers  on 
how  it  affects  our  lives  today  -  displayed  papers 
and  illustrations  in  foyer  of  school. 

3.  Illustrated  many  concepts  of  the  Constitution  as  it 
applies  to  us  -  eg.  Thanksgiving  -  what  in  the 
Constitution  allows  this,  Veterans’  Day,  etc. 

4.  Sixth  Grade  Musical 

theme  -  "We  The  People"  -  story  and  songs  brought 
out  the  beginnings  and  ratification  of  the 
Constitution. 

5.  Readings  from  Book  -  "Shh!  We’re  Writing  the 
Constitution". 

6.  On  going  discussions  of  how  our  lives  and  rights  are 
guided  by  the  Constitution  -  discussions  in  Current 
Events,  Social  Studies  (comparing  U.S.  Constitution 
to  Magna  Carta  -  Declaration  of  Rights  of  Man,  etc.) 
appropriate  to  the  grade  level. 

Horace  Mann  Teacher 

Elaine  Perry,  first  grade  teacher,  was  awarded  a  Horace 
Mann  Grant  to  develop  listening  station  tapes  and 
corresponding  duplicating  masters  for  classroom  use.  The 
tapes  provided  instructional  time  to  one  group  while  the 
teacher  worked  with  another  group,  thus  eliminating  the 
need  for  busy  work. 

The  tapes,  created  by  Mrs.  Perry,  contain  every 
vocabulary  word  from  the  readiness  level  pre-primer, 
primer  and  first  reader  in  the  Economy  series,  for  sound 
and  meaning.  The  word-introduction  tapes  help  to  teach  the 
vocabulary  prior  to  the  time  the  child  reads  the  story,  thus 
allowing  the  teacher  to  concentrate  more  on  comprehension 
and  other  skills. 

Worksheets  were  also  produced  by  Mrs.  Perry  that 
correspond  to  every  tape,  on  which  a  child  would  trace  and 
copy  each  word. 
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All  materials,  in  kit  form,  were  color  coded  for  easy 
and  quick  identification  and  laminated  for  durability.  The 
kits  were  also  made  available  to  other  first  grade  teachers 
as  the  years  progressed. 

Mrs.  Perry  has  found  the  use  of  listening  stations  to  be 
an  invaluable  part  of  the  reading  lesson  especially  since  the 
adoption  of  the  Economy  series  which  contains  a  more 
complex  vocabulary  and  a  greater  concentration  on 
decoding  skills. 

Mrs.  Perry  is  to  be  commended  for  completing  such  a 
high  quality  set  of  materials  and  making  them  available  to 
other  teachers  upon  request.  She  spent  countless  hours 
perfecting  this  project  and  deserves  considerable  praise. 

S.N.A.P.  -  Special  Needs  Awareness  Program 

The  Special  Needs  Awareness  Program,  under  the 
direction  of  Marlene  Bradbury,  has  been  conducted  for 
several  years  and  increased  from  four  to  five  sessions  this 
past  year.  The  purpose  of  the  program,  presented  to  all 
third  grade  classes  in  Norwood,  is  to  help  children  to 
become  more  aware  of  others  who  have  a  handicap  and 
some  of  the  difficulties  encountered. 

The  program  consisted  of  the  following  presentations; 
physical  disabilities,  visual  handicaps,  speech  and  hearing 
impairments,  mental  retardation,  and  learning  disabilities. 
Pupils  actively  participate  in  a  variety  of  activities  which 
involve  crutches,  blindfolds,  wheelchairs  and  the  taping  of 
fingers  together  to  experience  the  feelings  of  people  with 
handicaps. 

Marlene  Bradbury  and  the  staff  who  assist  her  in  the 
variety  of  activities  are  to  be  commended  for  providing  a 
quality  program  in  a  positive  fashion  that  truly  helps 
students  to  become  aware  of  the  feelings  and  attitudes 
associated  with  individuals  possessing  handicaps. 

ESL  -  English  Second  Language 

The  English  Second  Language  program  increased 
dramatically  this  past  year  due  to  increased  numbers  of 
students  living  at  Windsor  Gardens  and  assigned  to  the 
Prescott  School.  Several  students  were  transferred  to  the 
Balch  School  ESL  program,  however,  certain  grade  levels 
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were  affected  with  class  ratios  increasing  to  the  point  where 
they  could  not  accept  additional  pupils  and  Nancy  Loftus 
was  hired  as  a  part-time  ESL  teacher  at  the  Prescott  School. 

Mrs.  Loftus  worked  with  several  students,  in  small 
groups  of  two  or  three,  thirty  minutes  each  day  for  the 
purpose  of  helping  them  adjust  to  a  new  language  -  English  - 
and  new  classrooms  and  playground  settings. 

■cnA  selected  group  of  six,  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students 
also  worked  with  an  intermediate  grade  student,  alternating 
tor  ten  to  fifteen  minutes  each  day,  reinforcing  the 
material  presented  earlier  that  day  by  Mrs.  Loftus.  These 
students  also  assisted  with  interpreting  at  recess  time  on  the 
playground  and  at  lunch  time  in  the  cafeteria. 

Volunteer  Parents 


Parents  have  volunteered  their  time  and  services  for 
many  years  assisting  in  the  school  library,  primarily  for 
book  circulation  and  shelving  of  returned  books.  This  year 
was  no  exception  and  a  dozen  parents,  along  with  seven 
su^>sl1iUtes  eac^  worked  for  two  hours  twice  each  month  in 
an  effort  to  keep  the  library  functioning  at  its  usual  high 
standard.  ° 


In  addition  to  the  library,  the  first  grade  teachers  took 
time  this  year  to  train  a  selected  group  of  parents  to  recopy 
masters,  create  new  masters  and  run  copies  on  the 
duplicating  machine.  These  parents  also  assisted  with  a 
variety  of  activities  in  the  classroom  and  received  greater 
insight  to  the  complexities  of  a  dynamic  class  setting. 


The  first  grade  parent  volunteers  became  organized  to 
the  point  where  substitutes  were  called  in  by  any  individual 
parent  who  has  an  emergency  situation  and  could  not  attend 
on  her  scheduled  day.  This  method  of  calling  substitutes 

!^5rred  continuity  in  the  program  and  increased  the 
dillerent  number  of  volunteers  who  visited. 

Chinese  School  Administrators 

A  delegation  of  seven  educational  administrators  from 
the  Guangdong  Province,  and  Mr.  Lin,  Secretary-General 
Education  Bureau  of  Guangdong  Province,  as  well  as  others 
from  the  "State  Department"  level,  who  are  responsible  for 
the  education  of  several  million  school  age  children  in  an 
area  the  size  of  New  England. 
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The  delegation  from  China  was  interested  in  learning  as 
much  as  possible  about  the  educational  programs  in 
America,  during  their  week  long  stay,  from  pre  school  to 
post  graduate  work.  They  were  also  very  interested  in 
related  fields  such  as  the  government  subsidy  of  milk,  lunch 
program  and  custodial  services. 

A  large  sign  which  stated,  "A  warm  welcome  to  our 
Chinese  friends",  was  written  by  Mr.  Yeh,  a  parent  in  the 
Prescott  district,  and  posted  in  the  main  foyer  along  with  a 
display  of  items  from  China  which  I  collected  during  my 
visit  as  a  member  of  the  American  delegation.  The  display 
included  pictures  of  Mr.  Zhou  and  Mr.  Lin  which  pleased 
them  immeasurably. 

Gifted  and  Talented/Eureka  Program 

Cecile  Selwyn  replaced  Karen  Gallas  as  the  Gifted  and 
Talented  teacher,  September,  1987.  A  total  of  thirty-six 
students  were  involved,  an  average  of  seven  per  grade  level 
grades  two  through  six. 

This  year,  the  Gifted  and  Talented  program  covered  a 
variety  of  units  in  many  areas  of  the  curriculum  including 
History,  Geography,  Science,  Literature,  Economics  and  the 
Arts.  Some  example  of  topics  included  the  study  of  folktales 
and  the  study  of  the  origin  of  language,  names,  and 
genealogy,  the  study  of  the  Medieval  period  of  history 
heraldry  and  chivalry,  culminating  in  a  Renaissance  Faire’ 
in  garb  and  feast;  a  study  of  Business  for  kids,  allowing 
the  children  to  create  crafts  to  sell  to  their  peers;  and  a 
longer  range  in-depth  study  of  Business  and  Advertising 
watching  stock  market  trends  and  filing  IRS  forms.  The 
children  were  also  given  the  opportunity  to  try  their 
hand  at  inventions  and  discovered  the  process  of  patent 
searches.  The  Prescott  sixth  graders  also  visited  the 
Callahan  sixth  graders  for  a  "Convocation  Day" 
modeled  after  the  Olympics  of  the  Mind,  where  they  met 
for  the  first  time,  intermingled,  and  joined  together  to  work 
on  a  variety  of  spontaneous  problem-solving  situations. 

Independent  studies  were  also  a  part  of  the  program,  as 
the  children  were  given  the  opportunity  to  study  topics  for 
their  choosing  and  present  them  to  their  class  peers. 

Instruction  in  the  program  emphasizes  critical  thinking, 
deductive  and  logical  reasoning,  problem-solving  and 
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creativity;  with  unusual  subject  matter  and  materials.  The 
development  of  research  skills  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
program  as  the  students  are  guided  through  the  research 
process,  so  that  they  can  communicate  their  newly  found 
information,  and  sharpen  their  presentation  skills.  A  major 
goal  this  year  was  to  design  and  implement  a  definitive 
system  of  evaluation  and  acceptance  of  students  into  the 
Eureka  program.  The  screening  was  conducted  in  the  fall 
and  included  selected  portions  of  Torrance’s  test  of 
creativity  and  Ross’  test  of  critical  thinking  as  well  as  the 
results  of  town-wide  classroom  testing  and  teacher 
recommendations.  The  process  was  positively  received  by 
both  the  classroom  teachers  and  parents  alike.  Mrs.  Selwyn 
began  seeing  children  in  grades  3-6  in  October  on  a  regular 
weekly  basis;  group  sessions  ranged  from  45  minutes  to  one 
hour,  depending  on  the  grade. 

Second  grade  students  were  added  to  the  program 
informally  in  January  primarily  on  the  basis  of  teacher 
recommendation.  Formal  inclusion  took  place  after  all 
testing  at  the  3rd  grade  level  was  completed.  The  refined 
inclusion  procedures  were  deemed  necessary  to  maintain  a 
high  level  of  quality  participation  in  the  program  and 
preclude  the  necessity  to  eliminate  students  after  initial 
acceptance. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  pull-out  program  this  year, 
packets  of  enrichment  materials  were  provided  for  the 
classroom  teachers  upon  request,  primarily  in  grades  K-2. 
Whole  classroom  instruction  in  a  particular  area  upon 
teacher  request  continued  as  in  the  past. 

Town-wide  participation  in  various  programs  are  now 
coordinated  through  the  Eureka  program.  One  example  is 
the  TEC  project  researching  Ramesses  II,  followed  by  the 
writing  and  laying  out  of  a  newspaper  highlighting  the 
events  of  the  time.  Another  activity  involves  participation 
in  the  Young  Author’s  Program;  sponsored  by  the  Greater 
Boston  Reading  Association. 

Another  major  goal  this  year  was  to  begin  a  sequential 
system  of  developing  deductive  and  critical  thinking  skills. 

A  variety  of  materials  have  been  purchased  and  are  now  in 
use.  Weekly  groups  included  a  short  problem  to  sustain  skills 
and  increase  proficiency. 

Newsletters  that  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  the  children 
in  the  program  provided  information  on  specific  grade  level 
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activities. 

Gifted  and  talented  teachers  are  currently  working  on 
an  evaluation  mechanism  for  the  program  to  track  both 
student  progress  and  the  success  of  the  projects  explored. 

Building  and  Grounds 

A  permanent  partition  was  installed  in  room  seven 
dividing  the  room  into  two  small  group  instruction  rooms. 
The  layer  section,  two-thirds,  is  occupied  by  Noreen  Burke* 
the  learning  disabilities  teacher,  and  the  smaller  section,  one- 
third,  is  occupied  by  Melinda  Clougherty,  the  speech 
therapist.  A  small  corridor  from  the  main  door,  coupled 
with  soundproofing  materials  placed  inside  the  walls,  has 
created  an  excellent  set  of  facilities  which  now  allows  for 
quiet,  concentrated  teaching  time  without  having  to 
schedule  around  the  band,  orchestra,  instrumental  lessons  or 
lunchroom  time.  Carpet  on  the  floors  and  colorful  decorated 
walls  and  white  marker  boards  add  to  the  decor,  thus 
making  each  area  a  comfortable  and  pleasant  place  in  which 
to  learn. 

New  blacktop  asphalt  was  placed  on  the  driveway, 
parking  areas,  sidewalks  around  the  building  and  two  large 
play  areas  leaving  only  one  play  area  at  the  rear  of  the 
building  to  complete  the  total  project. 

A  new  four  foot  high  safety  fence  was  installed  at  the 
front  of  the  building  to  separate  the  primary  playground 
area  from  the  parking  area  and  main  driveway.  This  fence 
has  proven  most  valuable  as  playground  balls  no  longer  roll 
into  the  parking  lot. 

Two  posts  were  installed  on  either  side  of  the  driveway, 
near  the  gymnasium,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  chain  to 
block  traffic  during  dismissal  time.  The  custodian  places  the 
chain  across  the  entrance  prior  to  the  dismissal  bell  and 
removes  it  shortly  after  the  last  class  is  dismissed,  which 
prevents  parents  from  driving  while  children  are  leaving. 

During  the  summer  months  the  "V"  or  sloping  sections 
of  the  roof  were  covered  with  insulation,  rubber  and  stone. 
The  plastic  domes  were  removed  and  covered  over,  thus 
creating  a  new  roof  surface  that  should  not  leak  for  many 
years. 


Additional  work  and  repairs  consisted  of  the

replacement  of  fifteen  flushometers  and  four  emergency 
light  stations  as  well  as  three  classrooms  which  were 
painted.  Overall  the  building  is  in  excellent  condition  with 
minor  repairs  and  maintenance  necessary.
